es congratulating the publisher of the 
“Glimpses of the East” on the issue of 
its twenty-first edition, I would avail 
myself of the occasion to make some brief 
comments on the building programme of the 
N. Y.K. for its fifty-fourth fiscal year. 
Since 1929, when the N .Y. K. placed in 
commission three new passenger Carriers of 
the ‘“Asama Maru” class and six other 
equally superior passenger vessels, to meet 
the requirements of the times, the world’s 
maritime affairs have unceasingly progressed, 
thereby constantly calling for still further 
improvement in ocean trafic. In order 
therefore to swim with the tide the N. Y. K. 
caused to be built two additional passenger 
vessels of the “Saipan Maru” class and eleven 
high-speed crack cargo carriers of the “Noto 
Maru” and the “Akagi Maru” classes, all 
of which are actually giving excellent service 
in meeting the demands of international trade. 
Further to these, the Company has now 
under actual construction and under contract 
twenty-six vessels. Of these ships, there are 


as many as ten passenger carriers amounting

to 158,300 tons gross, all being equipped 
with the latest improvements in luxury, 
comfort and appointments, and the Company 
hopes, and indeed is confident, to be able to 
meet the constantly changing exigences of 
international ocean trafic. 

The present political unrest and economic 
apprehension in the West, and the con: 
tinued disturbance in the Far East are 
unfortunately aggravating the deplorable 
obstructions to the recovery of the already 
depressed international trade, and especially 
to passenger trafic. That the Company 
takes upon itself to enter upon such a build 
ing programme at this juncture, is therefore 
purely and simply to fulfil its proper function 
as expected by the general public from the 
preeminent medium of communication and 
traffic between Japan and the rest of the 
world and vice versa that the N. Y. K. 1s. 
Consequently, the Company pledges itself to 
meet such expectations at all costs and 
sacrifices.

Soon after taking over the T. K. K.’s two Pacific 
services, that is in 1927, the Company undertook a 
hipbuilding plan on a huge scale in order to keep 
pace with the radical progress in the art of ship- 
building, and also to improve their vessels on the 
principal passenger routes, especially on the Trans’ 
Pacific and Japan-Europe Services. 


Under this construction programme, nine modern 
passenger motorships were built, all at Japanese 
shipyards. These were completed in accordance 
with the building schedule during the period from 
1927 to 1930. 


Of the nine motor vessels, three magnificent 
namely, the ~“Asama Maru,” 
“Chichibu Maru” and ~Tatuta Maru,” each of 
17,000 tons gross or more, with a speed of 21 
knots, were placed on the Orient-California Ser- 
vice. The trio were, by the way, the largest 
merchant vessels ever turned out at Japanese ship- 
yards and, at the same time they are the largest 
merchant ships flying the Japanese flag at present.

Another three passenger liners of 11.600 gross 
tons, i.e., the “Heian Maru,” “Hikawa Maru” and 
“Hie Maru,’ were commissioned on the Orient- 
Vancouver-Seattle Service, while the “Heiyo 
Maru,” another motor liner of 10,000 gross tons 
was allotted to the South American West Coast 
route. 


The additions to the Japan-Europe Service, in 
consequence of the construction plan, were two 
sister ships, the “Terukuni Maru” and “Yasukuni

Needless to state, as the result of the commission 
of the new passenger motor-ships on each of these 
passenger routes, the fleets thereon have been 
greatly strengthened, and now the N. Y. K. Line 
enjoys unparalleled popularity among the travelling 
public never experienced before during its history 
of a half-century. 


It was in January of 1929 that the: Nv Y. K; 
concluded its agreement with the Cunard Line to 
serve as general passenger agents for the Cunard 
Line in the Far East In return, the Cunard Line 


agreed to act as the N. Y. K.’s general passenger 
agents in the United States, Canada and Europe 
This agreement became effective from March of 


i929. In 1934, the Cunard Line and the White

In view of the greatly increased freight traff 
between the Orient and the Gulf ports, the Co ¢ 
pany inaugurated the Japan-Central and Soll 
America-Gulf Service in November, 1934. 


As an improved sister-ship to the S.S. “Palao 
Maru” on the South Sea Islands Service, the §.§ 
“Saipan Maru,” passenger and freight steamer of 
5.533 gross tons, was built and put into commis 
sion in July, 1936. 


In order to cope with the prevailing shipping 
conditions, the N. Y. K. Line has inaugurated two 
new freight lines, that is, Japan-South Seas-Aus 
tralia Service and Japan-North Europe Service 
the first respective vessels on which were des 
patched in March and May, 1936. 


Still further developments in freight service 
were effected in 1937; that is, the Japan-Madras 
Service was opened in March and the Eastward 
Round-the-World Service, via Panama, in July. 


At present, a big building plan is being carried 
out, reflecting the desire of the N. Y. K. to rein: 
force its fleet and thereby prepare for future 
improvements. Those under construction include 
9 passenger-cargo vessels aggregating 150,000 gross 
tons for the Orient-California, Orient- Vancouver 
Seattle, Japan-Europe and Japan-Australia Services. 
In addition, 7 express freighters, 7,100 gross tons

The motor-ships on the Service are the largest 
merchant ships ever turned out in a Japanese ship- 
yard. Embodying as they do the highest ideals 
of modern passenger Carriers in every respect, 
these motor-ships constitute a trio of flag-ships of 
the N. Y. K. service “along the pathway of the 
sun.” 

Not only do these ships represent, from the 
technical point of view, the last word in shipbuild- 
ing, but the Company has also spared no pains to 
ensure that they shall meet the demands of the 
discriminating travelling public in respect to state- 
room accommodation, cuisine and service, thereby 
converting them into most luxurious floating hotels 
rather than ocean liners. All of these motor-liners 
have a speed of 21 knots, and each has passenger 
accommodation for 850 persons in its three classes. 


Most of the Ist class staterooms, numbering 
some 100, are outside rooms all beautifully fur- 
nished and fitted with fulllengthed beds, some 
with Pullmans as extras. Hot and cold running 
water and telephone connection are installed in 
every room. 

Besides the usual Public Rooms found on any

Situation & Area; The Japanese Empire |

Natural Features: The topography of Japan is 
generally mountainous and volcanic, with numet- 
ous rivers and lakes which lend enchantment to 
her beautiful landscape. In the vast transverse 
fissure crossing the mainland from the Sea of 
Japan to the Pacific rises a group of volcanoes 
mostly extinct or dormant, with the majestic sacred 
mountain, Fuji, lifting its white cone to an altitude 
of 12,392 feet. On account of her insular position 
and complicated topography, rivers are compara- 
tively short and of rapid current, and although they 
are not suited for navigation by large sea-going 
vessels, the frequent rainfalls help to make them 
serve the purpose of irrigation and hydraulic 
power. Moreover, though mostly small in size, 
there are many inland water basins such as lakes 
and ponds that add considerably towards the 
scenic beauty of the country. On account of her 
extensive coast-line there are also numerous fine 
seascapes such as Matsushima, Itsukushima, Ama- 
nohashidate, Unzen and others, not to mention 
the exceedingly lovely views along the Inland Sea. 

Climate: The climate of Japan is generally 
mild, excepting for the sub-tropical islands in the 
extreme south and sub-arctic islands in the North. 
The eastern coast facing the Pacific differs con- 
siderably in temperature from the western coast 
fronting the Sea of Japan, owing to the warm 
current which flows to the Pacific, the former 
being more moderate than the latter. 

Population: According to the national census 
taken on October 1, 1935, the population of the 
Japanese Empire is now ascertained to be close to 
the level of a hundred million, the total number 
being 97,694,628, excluding the residents in the 
Kwantung Leased Territory (1,134,074), the 
South Manchuria Railway Zone (522,689) and 
Mandated Islands in the South Seas (102.238), 
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with a ratio

The figure of 97,694,628 compared with 90 
396,043 in 1930, shows an increase in five years 
of 7,298,585, or 8.1% The percentage of increase 
differed in the various divisions of the Empire 
In Japan Proper, there was an increase of 4,801, 
260, or 7.4%; in Chosen, 1,840,390, or 8.79%; in 
Taiwan, 620,182, or 13.5%; and in Saghalin, 
36,752, or 12.5%. The figures reveal that the 
population of the colonial areas are growing faster 
than that of Japan Proper. There has been contr 
nuation of the movement of the population toward 
the cities; The Empire’s 127 cities have an 
aggregate population of 22,665,920, compared with 
46,585,345 for all the other areas, including towns, 
villages and “guns,” giving a ratio of 32.7 to 67.3. 
In 1930, this ratio was 24 to 76. 

Administration: Japan is governed under a Con- 
stitution promulgated Feb. 11, 1889. The Emperor 
combines in himself the rights of sovereignty, and 
exercises the whole of the executive powers with 
the advice and assistance of the Cabinet Ministers, 
whom he appoints and who are responsible to him. 
There is also a Privy Council, who are consulted 
by the Emperor on important matters of State. 
He declares war, makes peace and concludes trea- 
ties: he “exercises the legislative powers with the 
consent of the Imperial Diet.” The Diet consists 
of the House of Peers (Kizokuin) of 404 members 
and the House of Representatives (Shtgiin) of 
466 members, elected for 4 years by universal adult 
male suffrage. The highest central administrative 
organ is the Cabinet which is organized by Min- 
insters of State who are at the same time chiefs 
of different departments of the Government which 
is composed of 13 Departments, ie. Foreign 
Affairs, Home Affairs, Finance, Army, Navy, 
Justice, Education, Agriculture and Forestry, Com- 
merce and Industry, Communications, Railways, 
Overseas Affairs and Public Welfare. Administra- 


tively, Japan is divided into 47 prefectures, or, to 
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be more accurate, 1 Do ((Hokkaido), 3 Fu (To- 
kyo, Osaka and Kyoto), and 43 Ken. These 47 
prefectures are ub-divided into 632 Gun, which 
are in turn sub-divided into Mura 
Machi (town). Each prefecture 1s a self-governing 
body, being presided over by a prefectural governor 
appointed by the Emperor with the consent of the 
Cabinet. All cities with a population of over 
30.000 have their own municipal government, and 
towns and villages have a similar system on a 
smaller scale. Chosen, Taiwan and Saghalin are 
under colonial administration together with the 
Kwantung Leased Territory and the Mandated 
Islands in the South Seas. 
Revenue & Expenditure: The budget for 1938— 
39 provides for national expenditure reaching 
¥3.514 million both in revenue and expenditure, 
if three supplementary budgets, amounting to 
¥386 mil., ¥171 mil., and ¥89 mil., are added. As 
regards revenue, tax receipts are estimated at 
¥1,423 mil. or 40.5% of the total revenue, with 
the exception of tax receipts, reaching ¥302 mil. 
in the first supplementary budget, while the 
receipts from the issue of public bonds are 
estimated at ¥1,008 mil. or 28.7% of the total, an 
increase of ¥103 mil. from the previous fiscal year. 


In order to secure a successful termination of 

the China Incident, the Government introduced a 
further supplementary war expenditure budget to 
the amount of ¥4,850 mil. As a result, the total 
budget directly related to the China Incident 
amounted to ¥7,379 mil. up to the present since 
July, 1937. This special war budget of ¥4,850 mil. 
for war expenditure will be covered through the 
issue of national loans to the amount of ¥4,453.5 
mil., receipts from taxes (North China Incident 
Special Tax and China Incident Special taxes, the 
receipts of which are transferred from the General 
Account) and funds transferred from various 
special accounts. The total estimated issue of 
national loans in the Temporary War Expenditure 
Special Account for the China Incident, conse- 
quently, reached ¥6,877 mil., of which ¥1,500 mil, 
were already issued during the past eight months. 
Religion: There is absolute religious freedom. 
The chief forms of religion are Shintoism, with 
13 sects; Buddhism, with 12 sects; and Christianity, 
with 25 sects; of which the latter two are of alien 
origin, whereas the first named is the native reli- 
gion. Shinto, literally meaning “the way of Gods,” 
is the indigenous cult of Japan that has existed 
from time immemorial, which originated in the 
combined spirit of Japanese ancestor worship and 
Imperial veneration, as well as the worship of 
warriors of worthy deeds and loyal subjects of 
distinguished service. In 1935 Shinto Shrines 
numbered 49,560 (besides 61,095 minor shrines), 
and the priests, 15,749; Buddhist temples (1934),

Education: Education is in the lower Zradec 
free and compulsory. In 1919 the Governmen, 
decided to increase the number of schools as well 
as to expand the scope of the existing schools as 
a result of which Government High and Higher 
Industrial Schools increased two or three times in 
number, while all medical colleges were elevateg 
to the university. Of the children of school age 
99.58% attended school. During 1934-35 there 
were 25,671 elementary schools (100 private) 
with 11,233,076 pupils; and 1,862 kindergartens 
with 143,469 pupils. There were also 555 secondary 
schools for boys, with 330,992. pupils; 790 girly 
high schools with 388,935 pupils; 103 normal 
schools with 30,420 pupils; 32 high schools with 
16,417 students; 45 universities and colleges with 
71,162 students; 117 special schools with 96,734 
students, 56 special technical schools with 24,116 
students: 1,064 technical schools with 342,905 
pupils; 15,306 business continuation schools with 
128,181,814 pupils; etc. 

Justice: There ate four classes of courts in 
Japan: namely, Local Courts, District Courts, 
Courts of Appeal and the Supreme Court. In 
addition to these ordinary courts, there is the 
Court of Administration to deal with actions 
regarding individual rights encroached upon by 
all illegal administrative disposition. All proceed. 
ings are oral unless otherwise provided by law. 
An appeal against a judgement rendered in the 1st 
Instance by a District Court to a Local Court 
must be lodged within one month from the service 
of the judgement. The Jury System Law, enacted 
in 1923, was enforced on Oct. 1, 1928. The 
special feature of the Japanese system is that it 
does not authorize the jury to inquire into the 
crimes, its function being only to decide whether 
the accused is guilty or not, so that its decision 
has no binding power on the opinions of the 
judges as is the case with the Occidental system. 
The latest statistics show that there are 1 Supreme 
Court, 7 Courts of Appeal, 51 District and 282 
Local Courts, making a total of 341 Courts. 


Communications: There were 17,283.3 kms. of 
Government railways and 9,004.7 kms. of private 
railways in July, 1936. The Shimizu tunnel, 9.7 
kms. long and the longest in the Far East, was 
opened to traffic in September, 1931, and the 
Tanna tunnel on the Tokaido Line, 7.8 kms. long 
and the second longest in Japan, was opened in 
1933. The Government Railways started the con 
struction of the Kammon tunnel (between Shr 
monoseki and Moji) as a four years’ plan at an

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Principal Production and Industry 


Despite numerous political disturbances, both of 
an international as well as domestic nature such 
as the Manchurian Incident, the Shanghai Incident, 
the present China Incident, the May 15th Incident, 
the February 26th Incident, Japan has made most 
astounding progress within recent years. Although 
this steady development is in no small measure 
due to the diligent efforts of the people, credit 
should also be given to the stability of Japan's 
international finances that have been placed on an 
extremely sound basis, and this is to a greater 
part responsible for Japan, who has always been 
a purely agricultural nation, to also show steady 
development as an industrial nation, and plans are 
already under way towards making Japan self- 
supplying in regard to such important minerals as 
gold, silver, copper and steel. 

The astounding progress within recent years in 

deep-sea fisheries is deserving of special mention, 
and Japan’s industrial efficiency has become greatly 
promoted by the annual increase in the volume of 
electric power obtained from either hydraulic or 
steam-power plants, whereas amazing development 
has also been made in land and marine transpor- 
tation facilities as well as her aerial service. On 
perusing over the latest production indices (of 26 
items) on basing the figures for 1930 at 100, pro- 
duction indices for industrial goods as in June, 
1938, registered 188.0, mineral products soared up 
to 147.9 with a production value of as high as 
904.3 and a consumption value of 154.8, the total 
average index figure being 181.5, thus clearly 
demonstrating the brisk development that is being 
made by Industrial Japan. 

This rapid headway in industrial and economic 
circles is evident proof of Japan’s actual national 
strength. The total annual revenue of the people 
for 1931, which amounted to ¥8_,716,000,000 rose 
up in 1934 to ¥11,247,000,000. The people’s 
savings and deposits, which aggregated in 1931 to 
¥175,000,000, soared up ten-fold in 1934 to ¥1,- 
760,000,000, whereas the total payments for public 
bonds, debentures and shares, which amounted in 
1931 to ¥1,550,000,000, increased almost three- 
fold in 1934 to ¥4,728,000,000. 

Subsequent to the Manchurian Incident a steady 
annual expansion took place in the national 
expenditure, the General Account budget in 1932 
finally exceeding the ¥2,000,000,000 mark, which 
rose in 1933 to ¥2,300,000,000, and, furthermore, 
the total of the revenue and expenditure budget 
for the 1938 fiscal year as well as the first supple- 
mentary budget reached as high as ¥3,514,000,000, 
and even by this being brought up to the ¥8,414,- 
000,000 mark by adding on the China Incident 


expenditure of ¥4,850,000,000, Japan’s finances 
remain intact and on solid a foundation as ever. 

Although this expansion in national expenditure 
was partly met by increased taxation, the greater 
portion was met by public bonds, the tota] 
Government bonds in April, 1937, amounting to 
¥10,570,000,000, which is on the verge of becom- 
ing increased to ¥13,000,000,000 by including the 
estimated amount of issue of China Incident 
bonds, with no sign of apprehension in sight as yet 
regarding the digestion of the said bonds. With 
her present national strength, there is no need of 
any fear as regards Japan’s future finances regard- 
less of how long she may still have to engage in 
hostilities with the Chiang régime of China in 
order to accomplish the original aim of the China 
Incident. 

AGRICULTURE: The area of arable lands in 
Japan Proper during 1936 was 6,059,000 “cho” 
(one “cho” equals 2.45 acres), equal to approx, 
16% of the total area, the area cultivated by 
peasant proprietors coming to 3,220,000 “cho” or 
53% of the arable lands, and that by tenant pro- 
prietors to 2,838,000 “ cho” or 45%. The number 
of farm households totalled 5,611,000, represent- 
ing a falling-off of 6,000 houses as compared with 
the preceding year, and a falling-off of over 30,000 
households as compared with 1932. 

On classifying the said arable land according 
to the different species of crops, the area 
under rice cultivation was 3,204,000 “cho” or 
39.8%, that under wheat and barley, etc. was 
1,564,000 “cho” or 19.5%, these two species 
occupying the greater half of the total arable area. 
The balance was made up of edible crops (soya 
beans, small red beans, sweat potatoes and 
potatoes) 14%, the rest being taken up by the 
cultivation of vegetables, flower-plants, mulberry 
trees, green manure, fertilizers, tea and fruit trees. 

Rice: The rice crop of Japan Proper of late 
years is estimated at around 60,000,000 “koku” 
for a normal year. and although the yield for 1934 
and 1935 were rather unfavourable with a crop of 
as low as 51,800,000 “koku” and 57,400,000 
“koku” respectively, the year 1936 witnessed a 
satisfactory yield of 67,340,000 “koku,” represent 
ing a gain of 9,800,000 odd “koku” over 1935. 

Based on the present population, the consump: 
tion of rice within Japan Proper is estimated at 
70,000,000 “koku” a year, of which 86.5% is used 
as rice for meals. Figuring the average annual 
harvest yield at 60,000,000 “koku,” this means that 
there is an annual shortage of approx. 10,000,000 
“koku,” which is imported from Chosen and Tai?

by ¥5,016,843 as compared with the previous year 
The chief producing centres are Shizuoka, Kyoto, 
Kagoshima, Mie and Miyazaki Prefectures. , 

Exports of Japanese green and black tea for 
1937 amounted to 54,833,000 lbs., valued at 
¥23,181,000, this amount being the largest since 
1918. North America was the largest consumer 
of green tea. In green tea, Tripoli, India, Afgha- 
nistan and Egypt were new markets, each taking 
more than 1,000,000 lbs. Italy took 830,000 Ibs. 
In black tea, Britain was the heaviest buyer, taking 
11,380,783 lbs., being 90% of all. Some also went 
to Germany and Sudan. 

SERICULTURE: The export of raw silk, 
ranking foremost among Japan’s export commodi- 
ties, witnessed a steady annual increase up to the 


latter part of the Taisho era, but began to show 
a gradual declining trend on entering upon the 
present, ie. Showa era, this being, to the main © 
part, due to the rapid coming to the fore of rayon 
of late years which is bringing about a decline in 
the consumption of raw silk and endangering the 
economy of the two million households engaged 
in cocoon-raising throughout the country. As a 
matter of fact, statistics clearly prove that the 
number of cocoon-raising houses, the acreage 
devoted to the cultivation of mulberry trees as 
well as the number of silk mills have all been 


steadily decreasing of late years. 


As for instance, the number of cocoon-raising 
houses totalled 2,064,639 (silk mills 60,461) in 
1932, and increased once to 2,092,187 (silk mills 
54,397) in 1933, but dropped to 1,857,664 houses 
in 1936 and, furthermore, to 1,815,246 in 1937.

RAW SILK: Japan is the world’s leading pro- 
ducer of raw silk, furnishing annually about three 
fourths of the commercial supply. The output of 
raw silk in Japan from June 1 (the beginning of 
the silk year) to December, 1937, was 45,158,000 
“kin.” Of this total 90.9% was filature silk, 4.9% 
rereeled silk, and 4.2% dupion. Consumption of 
raw silk in Japan from June 1 to December, 1937, 
totalled 15,894,500 “kin,” of which 83.8% was 
filature silk, 6.3% rereeled, and 9.9% dupion silk. 

Exports of raw silk from Japan for 1937 
amounted to 476,360 bales (one bale equals 100 
“kin”), a volume decrease of 29,190 bales or 5.7% 
compared with 1936 shipments. Because of higher 
prices prevailing in the first half of 1937, the value 
f raw silk exports for the entire year increased to 
¥408,274,000, an advance of ¥14,811,000 or 3.8% 
over 1936. The United States took 79.8% of 
Japan’s raw silk exports in 1937, against 84.7% 
in 1936; the quantity shipped to the United States 
in 1937 was 380,169 bales, a decrease of 48,040 
bales compared with shipments in 1936. 


Partially offsetting the decline in American 
takings was an improved demand from a number 
of other foreign markets. Exports to the more 
important destinations in 1937 and the amount of 
the increase over 1936 were as follows: Great 
Britain 34,679 bales (increase of 5,731 over 1936 
shipments) ; France 30,685 (in. 2,683); Germany 
2,501: (in. 249); Switzerland 480 (in.320) Italy 
290 (in. 275); Poland 235 (in.223); British India 
12,119 (in. 4.368); Australia 8,630 (an. - 2,222)

In 1936 the output of raw silk amounted to 
70,543,750 “kin” valued at ¥517,244,000, in addi- 
tion to which waste silk aggregated 21,437,500 
“kin” valued at ¥21,312,000. Although these 
figures do not show much difference from the 
figures for the past ten years as regards output, the 
value has been witnessing a marked falling-off ever 
since 1930, showing signs of recovery only in 
1936, 

FORESTRY: Due to the sudden increase in 
demand for wood pulp of late years as a result 
of the great development in the paper, rayon, 
cellophane and staple fibre industries, the pulp 
manufacturing industry has been showing ex- 
tremely brisk activity with the forests in Hokkaido 
and Karafuto (Saghalin) as its background. The 
wood consumed in 1936 for the manufacture of 
paper and rayon amounted to 8,638,000 “koku,” 
of which up to 75% was Karafuto wood. The 
future of Japan’s forestry circles in Hokkaido, 

Karafuto and elsewhere is most promising as, even 
in the event of the production volume of pulp 
from each “koku” of wood witnessing an increase 
hereafter by the adoption of improved manufactur- 
ing methods, there appear to be no indication of 
any falling-off in the actual volume of demand for 
the raw material wood.

The total forest area, consisting of bamboo 
groves and wild lands, was 24,186,000 “chobu” in 
1936, occupying nearly 62.7% of the total area of 
the country. The total comprised 1,380,000 
“chobu” of crown forests, 7,713,000 “chobu” of 
State forests, 4,445,000 “chobu” of public forests, 
153,000 “‘chobu” of temple and shrine owned, and 
10,496,000 “chobu” of private forests. Area of 
wood and bamboo lands cleared in 1936 reached 
about 455,000 “chobu” and the value amounted to 
¥195,321,000, of which timber represented ¥136,- 
932,000 or 70.1%, and fuel wood ¥55,655,000 or 
28.5% and bamboo ¥2,750,000. 

Nevertheless, as Japan does not possess sufficient 
timber to meet the rapidly increasing needs of 
late years, she is obliged to import a large volume 
of foreign wood each year, which amounted to 
¥55,548,000. and: ¥64,817,000 in 1936 and 1937 
respectively. Value of forest products in 1936 
reached ¥144,000,000 of which charcoal took up 
approx. ¥90,000,000 (70%), the other principal 
products being green grass valued at ¥18,432,- 
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950 in 1936, mushrooms and “shiitake,” ¥9 3 
683, tree-fruit and tree-bark ¥6,810,929. ;

LIVE-STOCK: At the

slaughtered animals were: milk products, totalling 
¥19,577,000; meat products, ¥3,757,000; canned 
meat, ¥2,368,000; in addition to which poultry. 
farming was responsible for 3,608,600 eggs (1934_ 
1935) valued at ¥79,125,000. Other products 
comprised bee-honey valued at ¥1,112,000, rabbit. 
fur valued at ¥1,069,000, bringing the total pro. 
ducts obtained from livestock up to approx, 
¥220,000,000. 

Problem of Sheep Raising: The great encour. 
agement shown towards the raising of sheep dur 
ing the past few years has at last come to bring 
about fairly satisfactory results. However, due 
to the steady increase in the consumption volume 
of sheep wool in Japan due to the recent rapid 
development in her woollen industry, the total 
consumption during 1935 amounted to 201,900, 
600 Ibs., against which Japan’s production totalled 
only 269,000 Ibs. It will thus be seen that a 
large volume of sheep wool has to be. imported 
éach year, amounting to ¥200,900,000 in 1936 and 
¥298,000,000 in 1937. In view of the important 
position that sheep wool occupies at the present 
day in the daily life of the people, and due to its 
being an indispensable munition item, serious 
attention is being paid towards the problem of 
self-supply of sheep wool as a matter calling for 
extreme urgency, but, inasmuch as the number of 
sheep produced during 1935 was 12,000 and 5,600 
sheep were imported, it is believed that this matter 
will become solved by itself in the event of con- 
ditions turning out satisfactorily. 


FISHERIES: During 1936 persons engaged in 
fisheries totalled 366,000, classified into those 
engaged in fishing numbering 1,152,000 (71.8%), 
those engaged in aquiculture 154,000 (10.1%), 
and those engaged in fishery manufacturing 277, 
000 (18.1%). Fishing boats and vessels numbered 
366,000 in 1936, comprising boats without engines 
of 304,000 (83%) and those with’ engines of 
62,000 (17%). 

The value of marine products in 1936, includ 
ing the catch in Russian waters, was ¥212,648,000, 
increasing 14.5% by ¥30,846,000 over the previous 
year. Of the total, wet fishes ranked foremost 
with an aggregate value of ¥159,764,000 (75.1%);

The manufacture of fishing-nets, the demand of 
which in foreign countries has been increasing 
recently, is a noteworthy industry in Japan. The 
export of fishing-nets in 1937 totalled ¥4,453,000. 

On glancing over the foreign trade figures of 
the aforesaid aquatic products, the total export 
value comes to over ¥110,000,000, consisting of 
¥92,000,000 worth of fresh and dried fish, dried 
shell-fish, tangle, salted salmon and salted trout 
etc., ¥27,000,000 worth of canned provisions and 
canned salmon and trout, ¥17,000,000 worth of 
crab, ¥7,500,000 worth of sardines, 10,000,000 
worth of fish-oil and whale-oil; ¥5,500,000 worth 
of isinglass, and ¥7,400,000 worth of powered 
fish manure.

Coal: Stimulated by the astounding degree of 
development in Japanese heavy industries as well 





as the rapid increase in chemical industry enter- 
prises, brisk activity is being witn¢ ed among all 
coal mines in the form of increased production and 
exploitation of new mines. The total domestic 
coal production in 1936 amounted to 42,840,000 
tons, which demand was met the same year by 
coal produced in Japan to the extent of 41,800,- 
000 tons valued at ¥305,540,000; or, in other 
words, up to about 95% of the total demand was 
supplied by domestic coal. A glance at the pro- 
duction figures for 1936 showed that anthracite 
amounted to only 920,000 tons, which suffices to 
meet only one-third of the domestic demand, with 
the result that the greater part of the anthracite 
requirements have to be imported from French 
Indo-China, Chosen and Kwantung Province. 
Inclusive of anthracite the total coal imports during 
1936 aggregated approx. 4,200,000 tons valued at 
¥51,000,000. 

Moreover, according to the investigation regard- 
ing coal deposit resources of Japan Proper carried 
out in 1932, the unexploited coal mine deposits 
were estimated at 16,690,000,000 tons, of which 
the actually exploitable volume is estimated at 
6,480,000,000 tons. 

Petroleum: A glimpse at the recent domestic 

mineral oil production shows that an annually 
increasing trend has been seen in the production 
of crude petroleum, amounting in 1936 to 390,700,- 
000 kilolitres valued at ¥15,530,000. This pheno- 
menon is in no small measure due to the activity 
witnessed in the two oil-fields of Innai and Yabashi 
since 1934, which two oilfields yielded 61% of 
Japan’s total crude oil production in 1936. How- 
ever, as the total domestic production is sufficient 
to cover only 10% of the entire domestic demand, 
Japan has to depend upon imports from the U.S.A., 
European Russia, Netherlands East Indies and 
other South Seas countries for the remaining 
balance. Within recent years the imports of for- 
eign petroleum (crude oil and petroleum products) 
have been recording a steady annual increase, hav- 
ing amounted in 1936 to 4,250,000 kilolitres valued 
at ¥165,000,000, having increased practically two- 
fold during the brief interval since 1931. 


MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES: The pro- 
gress as well as development seen in the various 
branches of industry in Japan within the past few 
years have indeed been most remarkable. The 
number of factories throughout the country in 
1936 employing five or more workmen aggregated 
90,600, representing an increase of over 20,000 
when compared with approx. 66,000 factories in 
1931, whereas the number of workmen totalled 
approx. 2,870,000, or an increase of over 500,000. 
Another noteworthy feature is the increase in the 
value of output of the various branches of industry 
in Japan having increased from ¥5,178,000,000 in

Compared with conditions in 1931, it so happens 
that, even in those days the spinning and weaving 
industry occupied 32.5% of the total number of

On coming 
to 1935 there was an increase in the number of 
factories by approx. 4,600; in the number of work 
men by approx. 110,000 and in production value 
by about ¥426,000,000.

As regards the machinery 
and tool industry, apart from the number of fac 
tories having increased by 4,500, the number of 
workmen increased by approx. 209,000 and the 
production value by ¥964,000,000 or about three- 
fold. With regard to the chemical industries, 
although the number of factories increased by 
only 1,200, the number of workmen increased by 
approx. 100,000 and the production value by 
¥997,000,000 or as much as two-fold or three-fold. 


This rapid development in the various branches 
of manufacturing industry naturally brought about a 
steady annual increase in the value of raw materials 
and materials consumed, the total consumed in 
1935 amounting to ¥6,725,000,000 against the total 
production value of ¥10,836,000,000, the difference 
in amount being ¥4,111,000,000.

IRON AND STEEL INDUSTRY: The pro- 
duction of steel ingots in 1935 aggregated 4,690,- 
000 tons valued at approx. ¥122,000,000, amount- 
ing to approx. six times the production for 1931. 
It is only natural that this should have also brought 
about a marked increase in the production of steel 
tubes, steel plates, steel sheets, shapes, bars and 
stcel wire as well as other steel products, as may be 
seen from the fact that, whereas the total produc- 
tion for 1931 amounted to approx. 1,800,000 tons 
valued at ¥85,000,000, same increased in 1935 to 
4,300,000 tons valued at ¥584,000,000. On the 
other hand, the production of pig-iron witnessed 
4 marked annual increase, rising from 157,000 tons 
valued at ¥4,300,000 in 1931 to 1,900,000 tons 
valued at ¥70,000,000. 


During 1936, the steel industry continued active 
under the stimulus of heavy domestic demand, 
principally for the munition industries. The year’s 
output of fabricated steel increased 18% over 
1935, but production of pig-iron failed to keep 
pace, gaining not more than 5%. The slowing 
down in pig-iron production combined with a 
heavy advance in the price of imported scrap iron 
and restricted arrivals of pig-iron from abroad 
caused a serious pig-iron shortage, with the result 
that many steel plants were compelled to curtail 
production. In view of the present situation, the 
Customs duty on imported pig-iron and steel- 
products has been suspended for 1937 and 1938. 


The record-breaking requirements of steel, 
caused primarily by heavy armaments, shipbuilding 
and general building activities, brought about an 
unprecedented demand for pig-iron, estimated at 
about 3 million tons. In 1936, the national pro- 
duction was well over 2 million tons, the balance 
being obtained from Manchoukuo, British India 
and other countries. The output of finished steel 
neatly reached the stage of self-sufficiency about 
two years ago, except special products such as 
tinplates, hoops and wire rods, the rolling of which 
still encounters technical difficulties in Japan. In 
1936, however, the national production was found 
insufficient. Every item, except pipes, tubes and 
rails, showed an increase in the production of 1936. 
The decrease in rail production was entirely due 
to the greater output in Manchoukuo. Imports of 
steel products declined by less than 10% in 1936

Japan’s remarkable export showings were largely 
due to the advance made by sundry goods, such 
as iron and iron-ware, machines, vehicles and 
accessories, rather than by such commodities as 
raw silk and cotton textiles, which occupied first 
place in the past, machinery and vehicles showing 
up most conspicuously. The total exports of 
these industries, including clocks, scientific instru- 
ments, machinery and tools, reached ¥227,699,000 
during 1937 as against ¥22,281,000 for 1936. 


BICYCLES & AUTO INDUSTRY: The ma’ 


chinery manufacturing industry, especially the 
rolling stock branch, which includes automobiles, 
had another successful year in 1937 after the un- 
usually lively 1936. Of the rolling stock industry, 
bicycle production has made the most remarkable 
development, with extensive markets being cul’ 
tivated abroad.

Staple Fibre: For the first time in 1929, staple 
fibre made its appearance in Japan, when Italian 
and German products were imported. The Japa- 
nese products were first marketed by the Teikoku 
Jinken Company, but there are now about 40 
companies that have already started or are plan- 
ning to start the production of staple fibre. The 
Japanese staple fibre industry has not developed 

as an independent industry, but is characterized by 
the fact that it has been an auxiliary project 
launched by the already existing spinning industry, 
namely auxiliary enterprises for spinning com- 
panies, rayon companies, wool companies, spinning 
machine companies, and altogether independent 
companies. There are various factors showing 
staple fibre to be especially advantageous and pro- 
mising as a Japanese industry. 

Production of staple fibre in Japan during 1937 
reached 230,271,000 pounds, of which more than 
70% was produced in the latter half of the year, 
according to reports of the Japan Staple Fibre 
Trade Association, which stated that the 1937 
output is estimated at three to four times that of

enforcement of State control over practically all 
phases of finance, industry and trade. The inten’ 
sified planned economy was motivated chiefly by 
the country’s defense program and substantial 

increase in the national budget for the 1937-38 

fiscal year, Despite the uncertainty created by 

control measures, economic progress moved steadily 

forward to a moderate advance over the 1936 

high, unmistakably aided by improved world busi- 

ness conditions. Efforts toward achievement of 
self-sufficiency and enlargement of export markets 
continued, and, together with increased demand 
after July for munitions and allied materials, 
formed the basis for industrial and trade activity. 
During the first half of 1937, domestic business 
was improved, commodity prices advanced, and 
wages increased. Foreign trade expanded, but 
with an unprecedentedly large import excess, 
brought about largely by speculative purchases of 
foreign merchandise, which started in 1936 and 
ran well into 1937. The rising trend in commodity 
prices and the need for raw materials to expand 
the Nation’s productive power in line with the 
Government’s economic policy, gave futher impetus 
to import buying. To stem the rising tide of 
imports and strengthen Yen exchange, the Govern- 
ment enforced on January 8 stricter import ex- 
change control regulations, and approved at the 
April session of the Diet several drastic commodity 
and industrial control measures which became 
effective immediately. 

After the “Lukouchiao Incident,” of July 7, 
many additional emergency State control measures 
were enforced. These and others previously 
effectuated permeated into every recess of indus- 
trial, business, financial, and agricultural activity. 
Thus, during the last half of the year, the Nation 
was placed on an absolute wartime basis. Imports 
were being substantially curtailed and a large 
percentage of raw materials ordinarily used in the 
manufacture of export goods were diverted to the 
production of armaments and munitions. Exports 
likewise fell off, partially from depressed business 
conditions abroad, partially from the diversion of 
export energy and materials into the production of 
military supplies, and partially from informal 
boycotts abroad of Japanese goods. Stocks of 
manufactured and semi-manufactured goods for 
export increased substantially during the last few 
months of 1937, while supplies of imported raw 


materials and partly manufactured 
declined sharply. 

Economic Legislation: Besides various budge 
bills, the following laws were approved at oe 
sessions of the Diet and were enforced during th. 
year: (1) the Temporary Fund Adjustment le 
controlling new industrial investments: (2) me 
Law Concerning Temporary Measures Regarding 
Export and Import Articles, to control foreion 
trade and the consumption of goods; (3) the Ship 
Control Law; (4) the Law Concerning Emergeqes 
Rice Measures, to replenish stocks of Governmenp 
owned rice; (5) the Fertilizer Distribution Contro} 
Law; (6) the Application of Armament Industrie, 
Mobilization Law; (7) the Imperial Fuel Invest. 
ment Company Law; (8) the Iron and Steel Indus. 
try Law; (9) the China Incident Taxation Lay, 
(10) the Revision of the Anti-Profiteering Lawn 
and a number of others of less importance. Such 
financial measures as the Gold Reserve Revaluation 
Law, the Gold Fund Special Account Law, and 
several revisons to the Exchange Control Law were 
likewise effectuated. 

Agricultural Conditions Somewhat Better: Pro. 
duction of principal crops during 1937 was 
considerably above normal. Despite the large 
crops, prices of agricultural products showed an 
average advance of nearly 11%, making it appear 
that there was a considerable improvement in 
agricultural income. This improvement was 
minimized, however, by the failure of agricultural 
prices to keep pace with the general price level, 
which moved upward about 21%. Since produc 
tion costs were materially increased by the very 
sharp advance in fertilizer costs and by con 
siderably higher taxes, it appears that the net 
income of agricultural producers was very little 
above the previous year. 

Commodity Prices Advance—Industrial Employ- 
ment Increased: There was a definite trend toward 
higher commodity prices, particularly in the latter 
half of 1937, despite declines in the general world 
price level. The wholesale price index for Novem: 
ber was 16.7% above the corresponding month 
of 1936, while the average for the first 11 months 
of 1937 was higher by 20.5%. Retail prices 
showed a corresponding trend, the index number 
for December 15 being 12.29% above the same 
date in 1936, while the average for the yeat 
increased by 9.5%.

Exports 
from Japan Proper totalled ¥3,175,418,000, against 
¥2,692,976,000 in 1936, while imports amounted 
to ¥3,783,177,000, compared with the 1936 total 
of ¥2,763,681,000, Gains occurred in exports of 
foodstuffs, cotton textiles, raw silk, cotton and 
rayon yarns, and machinery. Heavy increases 
were recorded by wool, iron, steel, ores, auto- 
mobiles and parts, crude and heavy ails, 
machinery, pulp, lumber, leather, and internal 
combustion engines.

The tendency toward increased exports of 
wholly manufactured goods and the import of 
raw materials continued, the former constituting 
59.8% of the total export value against 58.1% 
for 1936. Actual raw materials accounted for 
only 52.7% of the total imports against 62.9% in 
1936, but semi-manufactured goods for further 
fabrication, such as iron and_ steel and other 
armament materials, together with wood pulp, 
leather, etc., amounted to 28.9% of the total 
imports as compared with only 17.2% in 1936. 
The combined percentage of raw materials and 
partly manufactured goods for 1937 was 81.6% 
against 80.1% for 1936. Only import items listed 
which gained more than ¥20,000,000 during the 
year were machines, gaining ¥66,908,000; wool, 
up ¥97,506,000; pulp, increasing ¥49 613,000; 
gutta percha, rising ¥26,260,000, and leather, 
advancing ¥20,185,000. “Others” in various classi- 
fications accounted for most of the imports. The 
gain of raw cotton was fixed at only ¥711,000, 
Asia ranked foremost as a destination for exports 
with a share of 52% as compared with 51% in 
1936. The increase was due to the larger value of 
trade with Manchoukuo, British India, the Nether- 
lands East Indies and Straits Settlements.

The considerable gain in shinments 
from European industrial countries such as Ge 
many, Great Britain, Belgium etc. may also be due 
to larger imports of armaments. Regarding balance 
of trade, the excess of imports from the U.S.A 
showed a remarkable expansion from ¥253 mil, Rs 
¥630 mil. The adverse balance also increased 
sharply in trade with Germany, British India, the 
Union of South Africa and Egypt. 


The adverse balance of Japan’s foreign mer. 
chandise trade for the first half of 1938 made a 
sharp decrease of ¥445,152,000 or 69.4% from the 
first half of 1937, such being interpreted as being 
attributable in the main to the strong enforcement 
of imports curbing, yet the international trade for 
the period was not brisk. The aggregate exports 
for the period under survey amounted to ¥1,287, 
222,000 and imports to ¥1,482,998,000 balancing 
unfavourably at ¥195,778,000. Compared with 
the year before, the import business dropped by 
¥118,000,000 or 37.7%, owing to the strengthen- 
ing by the government authorities of imports 
restrictions. Furthermore the export business 
also declined by ¥314,000,000 or 19.6%, such 
being ascribed to the following factors: (1) Dift- 
culty in obtaining raw materials for export com- 
modities; (2) Business depression in foreign 
markets; (3) Higher production cost; and (4) 
Fierce movements for boycott of Japanese goods 
abroad. 

The Government anticipates a revival of the 
export cotton trade during the second half as a 
result of this drastic measure, and expects con 
sequent improvement of the adverse balance of 
Japan’s international payments. If necessary, the 
Government is expected to take steps to encourage 
exports of other commodities, but for the time 
being will concentrate on cotton cloth. Imports 
for the second half-year will increase, as far as 
raw cotton is concerned. According to the new 
cotton industry control measure, the Government 
will allow raw cotton to be imported rather freely 
for the manufacture of export cloth. Imports of 
raw cotton into Japan usually amount to about 
¥800,000,000 a year, while exports of cotton 
goods are nearly the same. Domestic consumption 
of raw cotton will be absolutely prohibited, except 
for military services and a few kinds of special 
manufactures, to increase the export value.

The area oe a 
City covers about 577.9 sq. kms., embracing Re 
administrative wards. Not only is Tokyo the 
centre of national administration, education iene 
but is also a most thriving emporium of all a 
tries and commercial activities. Tokyo epitomizes 
New Japan with its numerous fine office buildings 
of architectural beauty, wide and clean highways 
parks, ample transit facilities and all other modern 
conveniences. 

Ten centuries ago Tokyo was nothing but a 
remote marshy seashore with some straggling 
groups of fishermen’s cottages dotted here and 
there. In former times the City was called 
Yedo, a name derived from Yedo Taro, a 
general of the forces of the famous Shogun, 
Minamoto Yoritomo, who, toward the end 
of the 12th century, chose the place for his ad- 
ministration.

In the following year the place 
was proclaimed the Capital of the Empire of 
Japan, the name Yedo: being changed at the same 
time to Tokyo. Thus Tokyo became the capital of

restored to what is, in almost every respect, a new 
and modern metropolis in all its appointments and 
facilities of civilization, with wide streeta and 
humerous fine buildings; much better, in fact, than 
the former city, On either side of all the com 
pletely surfaced principal streets, shade-trees hav: 
been planted, Fifty-two small parks and three 
large parks have been newly laid out in beautiful 
form, in addition to the older ones which have 
been much improved, Bridges reconstructed num 
ber over 500, all quake and fireproof and of the 
latest designs. Artistic beauty is one of th 
prominent features of these bridges spanning one 
newly excavated and 11 improved canals, to say 
nothing of the ten magnificent bridges built over 
the Sumida River.

Tokyo speedily acquired commercial supremacy 
in the northeastern districts of Japan. — It serves 
as an entrepot of foreign trade which passes 
through the port of Yokohama near by, and the 
trafic along this line has steadily grown in amount 
from year to year. Moreover, of recent years, 
industries of various kinds were started in and 
nedr Tokyo, and the markets for their products 
are being extensively cultivated.

The overwhelming pros 
perity, which ensued from the Russo-Japanese and 
the Great European Wars, gave rise to a number 
of industrial enterprises, notably, machine tools, 
dyeing, textile, spinning, glass and chemical indus 
tries. Other manufactures, such as soaps, leather 
goods, watches and clocks, paper, canning and 
packing must also be mentioned. 

Tokyo possesses every, advantage as an industrial 
city having a financial and economic background 
on a large scale, facilities of communications on 
land and sea, ease in obtaining fuel and collecting 
and distributing products, and in absorbing labour’ 
ers. During 1936 factories totalled 42,870 with 
437,121 workers, and the production in the same 
year realized ¥1,830,217,000 (14.8% of the total 
output of the country valued at ¥12,257,588,000 
in 1936), showing an increase of ¥231,589,000 or 
14.5% as against 1935. Among the industries the 
machinery and tools industry, the chemical and 
metal industries are the most remarkable, amount:

Tokyo harbour is a closed port so far as foreign 

ships are concerned, and this may be one of the 
reasons why it has not been popular with the 
citizens. Had it been an open harbour, passenger 
ships would have entered frequently, and the 
arrival and departure of ships, the brilliant send- 
offs and meetings would have been seen, thus 
providing opportunity for a closer contact with 
the people of Tokyo. The green Shibaura forts 
which may be seen floating on the sea like floating 
castles add considerably to the beauty and mono- 
tony of the harbour. Cool in summer, warm in 
winter, they keep wide-aloof from the dust and 
bustle of the city. 

The plan for making Tokyo an international 
port has been revived recently. The harbour 
proposal, which would cost in the neighbourhood 
of ¥50,000,000, would make it possible for cargo 
vessels of 10,000 tons to dock at Tokyo instead 
of unloading goods at Yokohama for reshipment 
te the capital. With the increased commerce ex- 
pected from North China and Manchoukuo, the 
development of Tokyo harbour for international 
trade has become imperative if Tokyo is to keep 
pace industrially with the other large cities of 
Japan. At present the freight costs on industrial 
goods, such as cotton and machinery, between San 
Francisco and Yokohama, are less than between 
Yokohama and Tokyo. This is a great handicap 
to Tokyo.

This 

peautiful granite building with its forecourt is the 

picture gallery. Yasukuni Shrine sacred to the 

spirits of those who sacrificed their lives for their 

country; stands on Kudan Hill. It is one of the 

most respected shrines in Japan. Its precincts con 

tain a military museum, a bronze torti of gigantic 
size, and many famous statues. The Military 
Museum in the compound of the Yasukuni Shrine 
contains a large collection of trophies and relics 
of war, as well as valuable specimens of swords 
and armoury. Tokyo Imperial University occupies 
the site of the former estate of the Maeda family, 
but the only relic of their ownership is the Red 
Gate (Akamon), near the Main Gate of the 
grounds. The grounds cover about 96 acres, in 
which are located the Colleges of Law, Economics, 
Literature, Engineering, Science, Medicine, Agri- 
culture, and various special institutions. Ueno 
Park is a popular and beautiful park, especially 
noted for its cherry blossoms in spring and art 
exhibitions in autumn. Within the vast premises 
of the park, there are the Imperial Museum, the 
Imperial Academy, Zoological Garden, Imperial 
Library, Fine Arts School, the Music Academy, 
Mausoleums of the Shoguns, etc. Asakusa Park, 
located near Ueno Park, includes theatrical quarters 
where plays, movies, dances, and other amusements 
are going on day and night. The famous Kwan- 
non Temple in this park attracts thousands of 
daily worshippers. Earthquake Memorial Hall, at 
the time of the Quake-Conflagration in 1923, the 
Hifukusho (Military Clothing Depot), was an open 
space covering 8 acres. Over 38,000 persons who 
took refuge in this open space were suffocated 
to death, Visitors will find in the centre of the 
space a Memorial Hall, built by the City in 
memory of the unfortunate victims. Kokugikan 
Amphitheatre, lying on the bank of the River 
Sumida, at the east end of the Ryogoku Bridge, 
is one huge dome of reinforced concrete, where 
wrestling matches are held twice a ycat. Nihom- 
bashi Street is the extension of Ginza Street, one 
of the main business centres in Tokyo, and many 
wholesale merchants keep their stores along this

to the throne of Jinmu 
Tenno, the first Emperor of 

Japan, representing a great 

landmark in the history of Japan, that the Govern- 


ment and people of Japan planned to hold an 
international exposition in 1940. By means of 
exhibiting under a comprehensive organization the 
best products of cultural and industrial develop- 
ments of Japan, it was desired to demonstrate the 
harmonious fusion of the Oriental and the Occi- 
dental cultures, which, it was hoped, would be 
instrumental in promoting international goodwill. 
In other words, the Exposition was intended to 
present an elaborate panorama showing the most 
magnificent specimens of ancient crafts side by side 
with the products of modern Japan, inviting, at the 
same time, the other mations of the world to 
demonstrate their most recent stage of advance- 
ment. Realizing that it would be a rare oppor 
tunity for Japan to cement friendly relations with 
the other countries of the world, no stone was 
left unturned by the officials concerned to make 
the Exposition as attractive as possible. 

The estimated cost of the Exposition, which was 
scheduled to be held from March to August 1940, 
was put down at ¥95,000,000, made up of ¥44,500, 
000 as direct expenditure, and ¥50,500,000 for 
reclamation of the grounds and civil improvements. 
The total area to be taken up was 900 acres, con- 


sisting of 400 acres for buildings and amusements,

Steady progress was shown in the necessary pre 
parations for the Exposition, it being as way back 
as July, 1935, that a nursery for trees and shrubs 
to be transplanted on the Exposition grounds was 
opened in Chiba Prefecture, whereas 400 acres of 
land in Tokyo and Yokohama were elected in 
January, 1937, as the site of the Exposition, In 
May, 1937, Mr. Ginjiro Fujihara, life member of 
the House of Peers, was appointed President ot 
the Exposition, and in July of the same year HL. 
Prince Chichibu graciously designed to act as 
Patron, and in the same month work was begun 
on a drawbridge costing ¥3,000,000. The month 
of August witnessed the Association of the Japan 
International Exposition, a voluntary organization 
formed in May, 1930, and sponsor of The Inter- 
national Exposition of Japan, being legally incor- 
porated. In March, 1958, the first lot of the admis: 
sion tickets with lottery coupons amounting to 
¥10,000,000 was issued for advance sale. 

As a result of the outbreak of the China Inci- 
dent, however, necessitating economy in steel and 
other construction materials, it was finally decided 
by the Government to put off the Exposition 
indefinitely until conditions become restored. This 
decision naturally created quite a sensation and 
bitter disappointment to all interested parties, but 
the only source of consolation lies therein that 
the project has not been definitely cancelled, but 
merely postponed to some other year after 1940 
when the international situation becomes suffici- 
ently improved as to enable the Exposition being 
held on a gigantic scale as originally scheduled.

OF THE 12TH OLYMPIC GAMES AT TOKYO 


Announcement of Cancellation

pality and preparations were being smoothly pushed 
ahead that the Government suddenly issued a 
proclamation announcing the cancellation of the 
Olympic Games at Tokyo. This memorable day 
fell on July 15th, when Welfare Minister Kido 
expressed the opinion of the Government in the 
following words, viz.:— 
“In view of the Olympic. Games having been 
planned for holding in Japan just in the same 
year as the festivities in commemoration of 
the 2,600 year of the founding of the Japa- 
nese Empire, thereby also affording a most 
ideal opportunity for introducing Japan’s actual 
state of development to the whole world, it 
was but only natural that the entire nation at 
large should have also been so eager towards 
seeing the said Games held in Japan. Moreover, 
it must not be overlooked that a considerable deal 
of obstacles had to be overcome before Japan was 
decided upon as the site of the said Games, which 
decision was in no small part due to the untiring 
and zealous efforts of the authorities of the Tokyo 
Municipality as well as the members of the Olym- 
pic Committee, for which we feel indeed most 
grateful, especially when we consider that there 
dre even some who sacrificed their precious lives 
for this noble cause. At the same time our pro- 
found sense of gratitude is also due to the au 
thorities of the various foreign nations as well as 
the members of the International Olympic Com- 
mittee for their generous assistance in making 
Tokyo the site of the Games.” 


“That is why I myself too have always strongly 
expressed my ardent desire, either in Parliament 
or other occasions, to have the Olympic Games, 
but due to the subsequent developments of the

Municipality International Olympic Committee a 
well as the 12th Tokyo Olympic Games Organizin 
Committee were called together immediately, weet 
it was resolved that there would be no other wa. 
than to abide by the national policy at this ie 
of the China Incident and cancel the Olympic 
Games. The following full text of the Declaration 
issued at the time of the Tokyo Municipality's 
International Olympic Committee meeting will 
obviously serve to clearly demonstrate the true 
sentiment of the Municipality of Tokyo towards

“With regard to the 12th International Olympic 
Games, the Government notified the City of 
Tokyo, on 15th, July, that in view of the present 
Incident calling for the necessity of a general 
mobilization of both material and spiritual resources 
throughout the entire nation for the purpose of 
attaining the object of the Incident, it appeared 
most befitting to cancel the said Games.”

Conclusion

It is here where the majority 
of travellers to Japan catch their first glimps of 
Oriental life, as most of the trans-Pacific ners 
make Yokohama their first port of call, ener: 
is also a terminal, or port of call, for steamers ea 
Europe, South America, South Africa, India Aus 
tralia, South Sea ports, China, Manchuria and 
Siberia. During 1937 the number of vessels 
entering the port of Yokohama was 2,972 of 
12,299,367 tons, and 23,159 passengers disembark- 
ed, excluding 43,222 stop-over passengers, 
Yokohama harbour is one of the finest ports in 
the Far East. It is equipped with the latest appli- 
ances and facilities more than sufficient for an 
immense volume of cargo and passengers, there 
being 14 large quays of 3,253 metres in total length 
for foreign trade and three big quays of 983 metres 
for domestic trade, with 66,832 sq. metres of sheds 
and warehouses at and around the quays. The 
Main Pier was extended in May, 1936, by 63 
metres, thus bringing the total length up to 450 
metres, thereby enabling the simultaneous mooring 
of two of the largest round-the-world tourist ships. 
Yokohama was just a straggling fishing village 
about 50 years ago. To-day, it has become one 
of the most important trade cities of the world 
with its foreign trade amounting ih value to ¥800,- 
002,000 in exports for 1937 and ¥1,04'7,600,000 
in imports, as against ¥678,323,000 and ¥687,012,- 
000 respectively for 1936. The unfavourable 
balance of trade increased from ¥8,689,000 in 1936 
to ¥247,600,000 in 1937. The foremost article 
of export is raw silk, the shipments of which in 
1937 were valued at ¥307,590,000 (incl. yellow 
silk valued at ¥48,480,000), as against ¥296,601,000 
(incl. yellow variety at ¥51,089,000). Other 
principal exports were crépe and kabe-ori (incl. 
rayon) valued at ¥16,901,000 (¥15,094,000 in 
1936); habutae, ¥13,120,000 (¥4,171,000) ; fuji 
silk, ¥7,290,000 (¥6,428,000) ; artificial habutae, 
¥6,861,000 (7,365,000); artificial crépe and kabe- 
ori, ¥14,578,000 (¥13,002,000) ; crabs in tin, ¥18, 
525,000 (¥15,753,000); other comestibles in tin

The City is advantageously situated for industrial 
development, with a wide extent of productive 
hinterland, facilities of transportation, and the 
gigantic consuming centre of Tokyo nearby. The 
factory zone along the northern coast of Yokohama 
is full of industrial atmosphere, with an increasing 
number of factories engaged in the prc duction of 
chemicals, machines and tools, provisions, etc. At 
the end of 1935, there were 699 factories of all 
kinds with more than 40,000 workmen. The total 
industrial production of the city amounted in value 
to ¥374,110,000 in 1935, of which the most im- 
portant industries were spinning, its output amount 
ing to (¥15,391,000), metal manufactures (¥49,- 
454,000), machines and tools (¥145,916,000), 
ceramics (¥10,490,000), chemicals (¥86,737,000), 
wood and its manufactures (¥3,914,000), print 
ing and book-binding (¥1,793,000), foodstuffs 
(¥42,952,000), gas and electric (¥13,882,000), etc. 

Although Yokohama was a mere fishing village 
of about a hundred dwellings when first opened to 





result of the treaty 
Commodore Perry, 
a gateway cyo during the 
ollowing seventy years caused it to become the 
foremost trading port of Japan Terrible indeed 
the devastation of the earthquake and con’ 
flagration that occurred on the 1st of September, 
1923. which razed the whole City completely to 
the ground. With admirable efforts, however, did 
Yokohama quickly recover from the catastrophe, 
and has been showing more than its former pros- 
perity both in commerce and industry, and with 
the absorption of the two towns and seven villages 
in the three districts in April, 1927, present-day 
Yokohama has come into existence. The aspects 
of the City have become entirely transformed; 
streets have been adjusted and widened and per- 
fectly surfaced, whereas fine buildings are being 
constantly erected. The municipal area now 
covers 133,875 sq. kms., while the population of 
Yokohama at the 1935 census totalled 704,290. 
The City of Yokohama may be divided into 
three parts, according to their particular features. 
Most of the consulates, foreign business firms, 
hotels and clubs are located in the eastern part 
called Yamashita-cho. At the south end of Yama- 
shita-cho stretches from east to west a range of low 
hills known as the Bluff, the residential district for 
foreigners. The principal shops are situated along

Places of Interest: Ruins of Kiriu Castle, about 
2 miles north of the town, are of historical 
interest, being the site of the citadel occupied by 
14 generations of the Fujiwaras. Kiriugaoka Park 
laid out on an elevation at Miyamoto-cho of the 
town, is an exceedingly lovely park commanding 
a fine prospect. Maruyama, a hill rising southeast 
of the town, is noted for the beautiful scenery 
obtainable from its top. The view from the hill 
is so magnificent that it was once honoured with 
the visit of the present Emperor when he was 
Crown Prince. 

ASHIKAGA: The city of Ashikaga, having a 
population of approx. 49,000, is located on the 
north bank of the River Watarase, 15 kms. south- 
east of Kiriu. 

The Ashikaga district is famous for its silk 
fabrics, being one of the oldest districts where 
the weaving of silk and rayon fabrics is under- 
taken. With the progress of the export trade, 
various fabrics came to be produced for export 
and there are now produced various kinds of silk 
and rayon fabrics, the annual production amount 
ing in value to approx. ¥40,000,000. 

One may easily find many old ruins, having 
been an important administrative centre of the 
district during the feudal days, around the city 
of Ashikaga. Ashikaga School, established here 
in $32, has been preserved as a precious historical 
relic. The school building contains a sanctuary 
with a statue of Confucius. The library attached 
to the school is famous for the valuable Chinese 
volumes which cannot be found even in China. 
Ashikaga Park, lying on an elevation in the south 
of the town, is especially noted for its beautiful 
azaleas. 

SHIMIZU: The city of Shimizu is centrally 
situated in sunny Shizuoka Prefecture, some Bt

its total production amounting in value to more 
than ¥27,000,000. Saw-milling is also among the 
important industries of the town, the mills num- 
bering about 40. where 500,000 tons of timber are 
yearly consumed. 

Japanese oranges constitute another important 
item contributing towards the prosperity of Shi- 
mizu, being produced abundantly in Shizuoka 
Prefecture and exported through the port of 
Shimizu in increasing quantities. 

Shimizu and its environs are rich in scenic 
splendours being blessed by its fine situation. 
Miho-no-Matsubara, famed for its magnificent 
scenery of green pines on the 6 km. straight sands 
and legendary of romance of an angel and her 
robe of feathers. Nihon-Daira, 210 metres high 
plateau with fine driveway commanding a grand 
view of wonderful mountains and waters, a 
marvellous sight of Mt. Fuji cannot be compared

For sea traffic the town is served by the port 
of Shimizu situated some 11 kms. east of the city 
sO that the city acts as the biggest distributing 
centre between Yokohama and Nagoya. - 

Shizuoka, owing to its favourable conditions, js 
rich in various kinds of production, of which the 
principal products comprise tea, lacquer-ware, 
bamboo-ware, Japanese paper, paper manufactures, 
etc. Pickled horse-radishes and tat-fish of Shizu- 
oka are also well-known to epicures. All Japanese 
Green Tea for export is refined at Shizuoka which 
is the greatest tea distributing centre. The quality 
of green tea has been markedly improved in recent 
years, due to the advanced methods of production 
and manufacturing. The town is also noted for 
the production of lacquer-ware of exquisite crafts 
manship and highly artistic design. Bamboo of 
superior quality is a product characteristic of the 
district around Shizuoka, and it is manufactured 
into various kinds of artistic and elegant bamboo- 
ware. These and other products are exported 
through the port of Shimizu in increasing quanti- 
ties. 

Places of Interest: Kunozan Mausoleum, 
dedicated to Ieyasu Tokugawa, the founder of 
Tokugawa Shogunate, and famed for its glorious 
architecture, overlooks Miho-no-Matsubara, a 
romantic stretch of pine-clad beach fringing the 
waves of the Pacific Ocean and the extensive tea 
plantations. The Municipal Commercial and In- 
dustrial Museum has various kinds of local pro- 
ducts on display. Tourists to Shizuoka are recom- 
mended to notify the intention of their visit 
beforehand to the Museum, who will gladly draw 
up a schedule of the places worth visiting in 
accordance with the time the visitor is prepared 
to spend in this district. Parties interested in the 
products of Shizuoka may obtain full particulars 
by writing to the Municipal Commercial and In- 
dustrial Museum of Shizuoka. 

HAMAMATSU: The City of Hamamatsu, 
with an estimated population of 150,000, has the 
advantage of enjoying a pleasant climate and other 
favourable natural environments.

Fostered by the well developed railway com 
munication and continued improvement of harbou 
works of expenditure totalling ¥6,812,000, it has 
become one of the chief trading ports of Japan, 
and one can find ocean-going steamers lying along 
side the piers all the year round. Steamers which 
entered and cleared the port in foreign trade during 
1937 totalled 402 of 1,499,819 tons, as against 454 
of 1,616,578 tons for the previous year. 


During 1937 the foreign trade of Yokkaichi 
amounted in value to ¥13,791,000 in exports and 
¥94,725,000 in imports, as compared with the 
respective values of ¥7,394,000 and ¥67,345,000 
for the previous year. Of the imports in 1937, 
wool accounted for as much as ¥64,948,000. Other 
principal imports consisted of ginned cotton, rape- 
seed, seed of perilla ocimoides, etc. Among 
exports the most prominent are earthenware and 
porcelain, the shipments of which amounted in 
value to ¥5,992,000 in 1937. Oil of perilla 
ocimoides, manure, and rice are among other 
principal exports of the port. 

As regards its industrial activity, Yokkaichi has 
more than 150 factories with an annual production 
totalling approx. ¥20,000,000 in value, the principal 
products being cotton cloth, vegetable oil, Banko- 
yaki, etc. The production of Banko faience and 
vegetable oil in Yokkaichi occupies a prominent 
position in Japanese industry.

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NBEOySs which 1s located in the central part of 
Japan Proper, 378 kms. west of Tokyo and 190 
kms. east of Osaka, is the third largest city with a 
population of 1,196,000 in 1936 and one of the 
most prosperous manutacturing cities in Japan 

Historically speaking, Nagoya is a castle town 
and is naturally rich in spots reminiscent of olden 
times when feudalism was in flower. Since the 
year 1610, when the present donjon part of the 
once magnificent Nagoya Castle was built, until 
the Meiji Restoration of 1868, members of one of 
Tokugawa’s three families resided at the castle as 
its feudal lords. Excepting a few setbacks down to 
the beginning of the Meiji Era, the successive 
lords gave their minds to the development of trade 
and industry, until at last their aggregated en’ 
deavours became the first step toward the improve- 
ment of the modern city of Nagoya. 

It was, however, during only the last forty or 
fifty years that the city achieved steady progress 
as a modernized industrial city in accordance with 
the development of the capitalistic economic or- 
ganization of Japan. Furthermore, those favour- 
able advantages—the environs full of industrial as 
well as consuming power, the laborious and energe- 
tic craftsmen skilled in the ingenious gifts of art 
and industry, the easily accessible water-power at 
moderate prices, the mild and genial climate and 
temperature, the open fields extending over hun: 
dreds of miles, the facilities of land and sea trans- 
portation, etc—have actually been the fountain- 
heads responsible for the limitless expansion of 
the city. 

The City is an important centre of communica- 
tions by land, sea, or air. Not only is it the 
terminus of Government railway lines, but various 
private railways and tram-lines radiate also in all 
directions, while its excellent harbour 1s served by 
many ocean-going vessels, and air lines carrying 
both mail and passengers make it an important 
intermediate starting point. Nagoya Harbour, 
presents an incessant bustling scene owing to the 
arrival and departure of ocean-going steamers 
which carry an immense volume of Nagoya’s pro- 
duce to the seven seas. It was opened to foreign 
trade in 1907, since when remarkable develop- 
ment has been made in both trade and harbour 
works. The fourth stage of its harbour works, 
commenced in 1928 with an additional expenditure 
estimated at ¥10,120,000, is completed. Now it

During 1937 the foreign trade f 
totalled ¥147,909.000 in exporte and ¥148 
in imports, compared with the respective 
of ¥131,501,000 and ¥108,777 for the pres 
year. Of the exports porcelain and cotton cloths 
figure prominent, the shipment of which 
amounted in value to ¥42,102,000 and ¥40,219,000 
respectively in the same year. The most important 
import is wool, which accounted for ¥72,556,000 
in 1937. Among other imports the more important 
are machines and tools, fodder, coal, timber, wheat, 
beancake, etc. Machinery and parts thereof, tim 
ber and board, toys, woollen textiles, iron manu 
factures, glass and its manufactures, wheat flour, 
clocks and watches, beer, and musical instruments 
are also the major exports of the port. 

Nagoya is particularly favoured as the most 
thriving commercial and industrial metropolis of 
Japan, the output of manufacturing industry of 
the city during 1936 totalled ¥608,460,000, as 
against ¥555,899,000 for 1935. Most prominent 
among various lines of the manufacturing industry 
are weaving and spinning, the production of which 
in 1936 reaching ¥238,445,000, including cotton 
textiles, cotton and woollen yarns, and all other 
cotton manufactures: Machines and tools pro- 
duced in the same year amounted in value to 
¥115,363,000, and foodstuffs and eatables to ¥55,- 
884,000. For the production of ceramics, Nagoya 
has been especially noted, the output of which 
realized ¥43,364,000 in 1936. Cloisonne produc- 
tion in Nagoya is’ of world-wide fame. Other 
chief products include rolling stock, watches and 
clocks, cement, fertilizers, beer, confectionery, toys, 
leather goods, family ancestral shrines, etc. Ma- 
chines and tools manufactured in Nagoya comprise 
spinning and weaving machines, pumps, vehicles, 
aeroplanes, musical instruments, etc. Violins made 
in Nagoya are in good démand in America. Pro- 
duction of aircraft is carried on in this city on a 
larger scale than in any other place in Japan.

The city of Osaka, with an area of 197 
kms. and a population of 2,989,866 at the 1935 
census, is the most wealthy commercial and manu 
facturing city 1n Japan, lying nearly in the central 
part of the country. 

Osaka occupies a most important position as 

the homeport of numerous coastwise and ocean 
going steamers. The city is not only the greatest 
manufacturing centre in the Orient, but it ranks 
also among the leading ports of trade in this 
country. Thanks to the construction of the har- 
bour, mountains of raw materials, foodstuffs, and 
all other articles can now be imported ine the 
city without the intervening service of Kobe as 
before. The construction of the harbour marked 
a great epoch in the industrial and commercial 
development of Osaka. The first stage of the 
Osaka harbour project was commenced in 1896 
and completed in 1903, at a cost of ¥18,000,000. 
With the rapid economic expansion of the city, 
which led to an increase in the number of cargo 
ships calling at Osaka, the port facilities became 
inadequate and the second stage of the harbour 
project was started in 1928. It is still being carried 
on. This second phase of harbour works includes 
the construction of port facilities in the southern 
section, the extension of the port area, the dredg- 
ing of the harbour, the building of more mooring 
facilities, and the establishment of more shelters 
for lighters and boats. When the second stage of 
the work ic completed, the total area of Osaka port 
will become two and a half times as large as that 
of the present port, while the capacity for accom- 
modating vessels will be trebled. In this connec 
tion, mention must be made of the fact that the 
Osaka municipality spent for its harbour works 
sums aggregating more than ¥143,000,000, inchu- 
sive of interest, during the period between 1897 
until 1934. With the improvement of the facilities 
for handling cargoes, the ships visiting Osaka from 
foreign countries, not to mention those from 
domestic ports, have considerably increased in 
recent years. 

The number of vessels entering the port of 
Osaka during 1937 totalled 3,122 (3,315 in 1936) 
with a tonnage of 10,382,192 (10,922,212), of 
which foreign vessels accounted for 1,001 (910) of 
3,415,442 tons (3,181,348). <

the port. The repeal of this impediment accele 
rates the speed with which Osaka has been ad 
vancing in trade and industry. To provide for 
the future extension, the Municipality of Osaka 
has already launched on the second enlargement 
of the harbour works. 

The Osaka harbour is under the control of 
the Municipality of Osaka, which has brought 
to completion these gigantic harbour works after 
30 years of continuous efforts with an immense ex 
penditure. The harbour is one of the pride of 
the citizens of Osaka, and well they may for it 
is simply the outcome of their perfect understand- 
ing and indomitable spirit manifested in the under- 
taking. The length of breakwaters totals 8,688 
metres. The water-area protected by them 
amounts to 6,545,000 sq. metres. The depth of 
the water ranges from 9 feet to 10 feet at low 
tide. The harbour is provided with 7 mooring 
walls, 5 piers, and mooring buoys for 35 ships 
with a tonnage of from 6,000 to 20,000 tons. The 
harbour is able to accommodate 250,000 tons of 
ships at one time. These provisions together with 
towing, dock hands and water-supply, are all under 
the management of the Municipality. 

The greater portion of the area fronting 
the harbour has been reclaimed from the sea. 
The reclamation is still going on in some parts, 
the completed area amounting at present to 4,691,- 
000 sq. metres, a greater part of which is owned 
and managed by the Municipality as the harbour 
area. Close by the wharves are constructed rows 
of sheds and warehouses, and cranes and derricks 
are installed at convenient spots for general use.

The number of factories 
in Osaka totalled 11,604 in 1935 which shows an 
increase of 1,018 as against 1934, with 276,184 
wage-eatners. During 1935, goods amounting to 
¥1,417,078,000 were produced in Osaka, which 
figure was 13.1% of ¥10,876,894,000, the total out: 
put of Japan. Conspicuous among the numerous 
lines of manufacturing industry are metal manu- 
facturing, chemical industries, machine and tool 
industry, as well as spinning and weaving, which 
account together for more than half the value of all 
industrial products of this City. The classified 
values of production of the principal groups of 
industries are as follows:—spinning and weaving, 
¥155,703,000; metallic, ¥370,106,000; machinery 
and tools, ¥258,649,000; ceramics, ¥42,876,000;

Since Moji is located the nearest among the other 


cities in Kyushu to Shimonoseki, it is also im: 
portant as a connecting point between Kyushu and 
the Main Island. 

The accommodations of the port of Moji are 

a source of pride to the city. The harbour was 
improved at the Government’s expense in 192] 
and 1931 with the result that it may now be 
called the western gate of Japan. The importance 
of Moji as one of Japan’s trade and communica- 
tion centres is expected to increase in the future, 
especially in view of the founding of Manchoukuo 
and her rising prosperity. 
During 1937 the foreign trade of Moji amounted 
in value to ¥66,407,181 in exports, and ¥175,086,- 
803 in imports, as against ¥64,732,198 and ¥98, 
011,650 respectively in 1936. As for trade, Moji 
exports Portland cement, wheat flour, refined 
sugar, ores, vegetable oils, soda ash, coal-tar dyes, 
iron, mineral oils, footwears, printing papers, 
porcelain, vehicles and parts thereof, each of these 
amounting to more than ¥1,000,000. The cement 
export is the largest, amounting to ¥),114,988 in 
1937. The principal imports are wheat, sugar, 
salt, crude and heavy oils, rubber materials, ginned 
cotton, ores, iron, machinery and parts thereof, 
these also amounting to more than ¥1,000,000 each, 
That of ginned cotton was ¥16,085,586 and rubber 
¥15,887,561. : 

Moji is at the same time an important watet- 
supply and coaling station. Most of the coal ob- 
tained from the rich coalfields in the hinterland of 
the city is shipped to Moji and Wakamatsu for 
exporting to various Japanese ports as well as 
abroad. The vicinity of the rich coal-mines in 
Northern Kyushu has become transformed into 
a vast commercial and industrial zone containing 
numerous sites with factories of every description. 

In the industrial field, the important products 
are Portland cement (its annual production 
amounts to ¥5,500,000); refined sugar (#8,600,-

SHIMONOSEK], connecting terminal of Kyu 
shu and Chosen with the Mainland, is situated 
at the southwestern extremity of the Mainland 
confronting the opposite town of Moji across the 
Kwanmon Strait. 

The passage between Shimonoseki and Moji is 
served by the excellent ferry system from either 
side every 15 minutes. Cargoes are carried to and 
from by the car-vessels incessantly. The plans 
of the Kwanmon Tunnel, which will directly 
connect Kyushu with the Mainland, have been 
duly laid down and its works were started by the 
Government Railway Department 

On account of the busy traffic between Shimo- 
noseki and Fusan (Chosen), the Government Rail- 
way has commissioned a new super‘liner taking 
about six hours to connect express trains on both 
sides, and her sister-ship of the same type will be 
faunched in the near future. 

The beautiful situation of Shimonoseki at the 
very gateway to the beautiful Inland Sea elicited 
an admiration from Mr. Thomas Knock, an Amer- 
ican, who exclaimed “Surely as precious as a 
polished diamond is Shimonoseki; and it is a 
treasure for all the world!” 

During 1937 the foreign trade of the port of 
Shimonoseki amounted in value to ¥4,312,857 in 
exports and ¥1,898,720 in imports, as compared 
with ¥3,498,439 and ¥853,975 respectively in 1936. 
The number of vessels entering and clearing in the 
same year was 71 of 146,862 tons.

NAGASAKI, lying at the western end of Kyu- 
shu with a population of 211,702, holds a distine- 
tive position in Japan’s history as the oldest open 
port in the Empire, and of having been the only 
trade port in the Empire during about 300 years, 
when the tides of civilization flowed into it from 
China, India and European countries. 


It was in 1571 when two Portuguese vessels 
accompanied by one Chinese ship made this port 
with full capacity of cargoes, and after that annual 
visits were paid to Nagasaki by Portuguese vessels, 
In those days, trade ships not only from Portugal, 
but also from Spain, Italy, Holland, and Nuevo 
Hispania (Mexico) entered this port, and Japanese 
ships owned by the feudal lords of Kyushu and 
private persons sailed from here on their long 
course of navigation towards China, Formosa, 
Philippines, Siam, etc. Nagasaki thus succeeded 
in attaining an important position as a port and 
mart of foreign trade far ahead of other cities. 


The port is well situated at the head of Naga- 
saki Bay, a narrow landlocked inlet about 21/4, miles 
long, with its deep harbour well sheltered by the 
encircling hills. It presents lively scenes of steamer 
trafic, coaling of ships, shipbuilding industry, etc. 
During 1937, the foreign trade of Nagasaki totalled 
¥24,252,902 in imports and ¥10,702,818 in exports 
as against the respective values of ¥16,816,815 and 
¥7,692,010 for the previous year. The important 
exports were foodstuffs, in cans and bottles; coal; 
machinery ‘and tools; potatoes; dried and _ salted 
fish; cotton yarn; tortoise-shell; soap; etc. Among 
the most important articles of import were beans 
and peas, indian corn, oil yielding seeds, ginned 
cotton, teak, cedar, pine, fir, wheat bran, bean- 
cakes, fodder, ete.

Unzen-dake is rich in magnificent scenery of 
plateaus, valleys, lakes and. waterfalls, and the 
wide and far-reaching views commanded from the 
tops of the peaks over the surrounding land and 
sea are indescribably charming. A grand pano- 
rama stretches at the foot of the mountains em- 
bracing the Shimabara Peninsula with its long 
and varying indentations, Omura, Ariake, and 
Chijiwa Bays, Amakusa Islands, Nomo Cape and 
the distant views of mountains in the Mainland 
of Kyushu. 

In and about the resort the scenery is full of 
variety and of unfailing interest to visitors. 
Among the glories of Unzen are the wild cherry 
blossoms in early spring the splendid azaleas in 
May, the brilliant tints of the maple foliage in late 
autumn, and in winter the celebrated “silver thaw, 
when the trees and shrubbery of the higher regions 
become coated with ice, presenting a wonderful 
sight by their prismatic hues. a 

With ample hotel and recreation facilities, Unzen 
attracts a large number of visitors from all parts 
of the Far East. Especially in summer, crowds of 
people gather here to enjoy its cool, pure and 
bracing air.

Rich in natural land and sea resources, industry 
in all its branches is making a rapid development 
in Hokkaido. The total value of all products 
amounted in value to ¥544,716,016 during 1934 at 
against ¥499,954,969 for 1933, ; 

; Agriculture:—Agriculture is by far the most im- 

portant productive industry of Hokkaido, The 
areas of cultivated land total at present approx, 
950,000 “chobu,” and arable lands of about 650. 
000 “chobu” are still left untouched. Special men- 
tion may be made of the fact that, as produce for 
export, vermifuge chrysanthemum, peppermint, 
kidney beans, green peas, and onions are held in 
high repute in overseas markets. The farming 
households were 198,527 in 1934, when agricul- 
tural products yielded ¥125,743,954 against ¥144, 
238,601 in 1933. 

Live-Stock: Unquestionably, Hokkaido is the 
only place in Japan where cattle-breeding is highly 
developed. There are in the island about 970,000 
“chobu” of land available for pasturage, and, more 
over, the climate is considered ideal for this indus- 
try. In 1934 there were 65,775 cows, 291,019 
horses, 38,106 pigs, 7,330 sheep and 2,089,229 
poultry, and the plan’ for one million cows and 
horses is being steadily pushed. 

Aquatic Products: The seas of Hokkaido teem 
with fish and other aquatic products of high 
diversity. Herring, salmon, trout, cod, sardine, 
flounder, cuttle-fish, octopus, scallop, crab, etc. are 
inexhaustible in the waters surrounding the Island. 
The number of fishermen in Hokkaido totalled 
196,996 in 1934, the value of aquatic products for 
the same year amounting to ¥106,980,000. Salted

Hokkaido is destined to be a great industrial r 
gion of the country. The total industrial output 
in the island during 1934 was put at ¥544,716,016 
in value. At the present stage, the industry is 
chiefly connected with the production of sugar, 
flour, starch, flax, spirits, “saké,” beer, butter, con 
densed or powdered milk, paper, wooden articles, 
astringent juice, tinned provisions, chloride of 
potassium, iodine, cement, iron and steel, machines 
and tools, fertilizers, etc. 

Foreign Trade: The total value of exports and 
imports for 1937 for the five ports, Hakodate, 
Otaru, Muroran, Kushiro and Nemuro, amounted 
to ¥71,661,215 (¥65,765,726 in 1936) in exports 
and ¥18,948,048 .(¥11,836,197) in imports. The 
principal exports included kidney beans, green 
peas, vermifuge chrysanthemum, peppermint, 
onions, potatoes, dried tangles, salted or dried fish 
and other marine products, fish-oil, fishmeal, crab 
meat, salmon, and trout in tins, printing paper, 
coal, sulphur, railway sleepers, timber and lumber. 

Scenic Places: Hokkaido abounds in exquisite 
natural scenery and the whole island may be truely 
regarded as a national park. It-contains within its 
fold such beautiful places as Onuma Park, the 
hot spring town of Noboribetsu, Akan Lake, and 
the mountain ‘of. Asahidake, the S6unkyo ravine 
in the upper part of the Ishikari River, etc., all 
of which are irresistibly attractive to tourists, and 
are considered as future national parks.

3) To act an intermediary whereby the interests of 
overseas buyers and members of the association, 
may be consolidated. 

4) To find new markets and to assist members in the 
entrée to same. 

5) To promote mutual interests, co-operation and con- 
cord among the members of the Association. 


The services of a qualified inspector and assist- 
ants are engaged to superintend shipments, seeing

to it that the quality and packing, also stowage and 
ventilation on board steamers are beyond reproach 
and thus ensure perfect deliveries. 


All such shipments bear on each bag the Asgo- 
ciation’s mark of approval—the letter “H” within 
a five-pointed star. This mark will distinguish 
shipments as made by members of the Association, 
and while the usual certificates will be issued by 
the Hokkaido Government Farm Products Inspec- 
tion Bureau, it is the purpose of the Association 
to have this endorsing mark on both certificates 
and bags recognized in due course by the world 
trade as a standard of approved hand-picked grade 
and hence final as regards the question of quality. 

The interests and functions of the Japan Cereals 
Export Association have been absorbed by the 
Hokkaido Peas and Beans Export Association of 
Japan, and this new Association has been founded 
under the laws of Japan governing Trade Associa- 
tions. In official status it commands outstanding 
prestige.

HAKODATE, the main gateway to Hokl 
bounded by sea on three sides and { oxkaldo, 
the northernmost extremity of Japan Proner 
across the Tsugaru Strait, is the PhOke ate per, 
seaport in the Island. Situated on the sien 
Strait, at the point where these connect the ue 
Ocean with the Japan Sea, Hokkaido anc 
a position of strategic as well 
importance. 

Hakodate is the most flourishing in Hokk 
as a connecting terminal with the mainland with 
a population of 207,488. The city is reached from 
Aomori, 12%/4 hours from Tokyo by exy 
the well-equipped steamers of the Government 
Railways cross Tsugaru Strait in about 4V/, 
hours. The commercial development of Hakodate 
goes back to the Ansei era, 80 years ago, when 
consulates of the United States, Russia and Great 
Britain were established here. The progress of 
Hakodate in recent years has been noteworthy in 
every way, the port having emerged lately from 
its long‘neglected status to play an important réle 
in the commerce of the world. Hakodate is also 
famous as the base of exceedingly rich fisheries 
in the northern waters, and its position as a point 
Vappui for ships engaged in crab fishery, tinning 
and the like is unrivalled in the world. 

Hakodate harbour is well landlocked and deep 
in water, covering an area of 3,426 sq. kms., and 
is well equipped, there being a dry dock 512 ft. 
in length, a floating dock 280 ft. long, and a 
slipway measuring 125 ft., etc. Besides three long 
breakwaters, there is special accommodation for 
fishingcrafts. A feature of the Port is the freight- 
car ferry service across the Strait of Tsugaru, 
connecting with Aomori which is the northern- 
most railway terminus on the Mainland. At pre- 
sent there are six ships of 4,000 tons each plying 
on this service. 

The port is the terminus of more than ten 
steamship lines and the number of vessels that 
arrived and departed during 1937 amounted to 
526 of 1,372,000 tons. It is also the centre of 
land communication through which the domestic 
trade of the region with Japan Proper is carried 
on. The foreign trade of Hakodate in 1937 
amounted in value to ¥33,508,000 in exports and 
¥2,651,000 in imports, as compared with the res 
pective values of ¥35,066,000 and ¥2,348,000 in

The scenery in and outside the city is « xceeding 
ly enchanting, and a superb view is obtainable 
from some of the vantage-points on these slopes 
Yunokawa Spa, about 7 kms, northeast of Hako 
date Station, lies at the mouth of the Mat ukura 
River, and is a popular saline spring resort Trap 
pist Convent, about 4 kms. from Yunokawa 
Spa, is the home of about 30 nuns, both Japanese 
and foreign. Besides going through the daily ser 
vice and other austerities, these trappists are also 
engaged in making butter and cheese. Trappist 
Monastery is reached either by motor-boat or train 
from Hakodate to Tobetsu. The trappists of this 
monastery, which is opened to the public, are also 
engaged in dairying. The total annual production 
of butter in these two monasteries is estimated at 
34,000 Ibs. 

Onuma Park, about 27 kms. from Hakodate, is 
so called from Lake Onuma which is the principal 
feature of this charming park. In the lake are 
many wooded islets, some 126 in number. The 
fantastic rocks on the islets and the graceful form 
of the active volcano Komagatake with its reflec- 
tion in the water add charm to the scenery. In 
winter the whole surface becomes transformed in- 
to an ideal natural skating rink, while good skiing 
can be enjoyed at the base of Mt. Komagatake. 
Goryokaku, where the final battle was fought 
between the Imperial and the Tokugawa warriors 
at the Meiji Restoration, and other historical places 
are also found in the vicinity. 

Nichiro Gyogyo Kaisha, Ltd: Although 
the salmon fishing industry has existed in Japan 
since ancient times, prior to the development 
of the canning industry the fish caught by 
primitive methods were solely for distribution in 
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Hakodate Dock Co., Ltd.

This concern was established on November 30, 
1931, with a capital of ¥1,600,000 after having 
obtained the rights of salmon fishing of the 
mothership system from the three companies, the 
Nichiro Gyogyo Co., Ltd. the Yagi, Gyogyo Co,, 
Ltd. and the Yagi Honten, Ltd., and in March, 
1933, the capital was increased to ¥2,000,000 after 
having bought up the fishing rights and ships of 
the Kokusai Cannery & Fishing Co., Ltd. which 
was furthermore increased to ¥8,000,000 on Feb- 
ruary 25, 1935, by a merger formed with various 
concerns on the strength of an order issued by 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry. 

SAPPORO, having a population of approx. 
197,000, is in the western part of the hill-encircled 
Ishikari Plain, lying 32 kms. east from Otaru and 
280 kms. from Hakodate by rail. 

Sapporo is the distributing and industrial centre 
of the fertile Ishikari Plain rich in agricultural 
produce. The chief items in the manufacturing 
industry in Sapporo are beer, hemp, wine, flour, 
condensed milk, tinned provisions, ete. 

Among the cities and towns of Hokkaido, Sap- 
poro occupies a unique position. It has been the 
seat of the Prefectural Government of Hokkaido 
from the early years of the Meiji era, and has 
ever since remained as the cultural and educational 
centre of the island, not to mention its industrial 
and financial importance. 

The city’s educational importance can be seen 
by the fact that it is the seat of the Hokkaido Im- 
perial University. The city contains also the head- 
quarters of the following important institutions 
and offices: The Court of Appeal, the Railway 
and Communications Bureau, the Mining Super-

OTARU is another important post in Hokkaido, 
with her well-sheltered natural harbour, and is 
the most flourishing trading port with Hakodate 
as a distributing centre to Karafuto (Saghalin) 
and the Siberian coast.

The town of Otaru, which is the entrepot for 
the two cities of Sapporo and Asahigawa, is ani- 
mated with its flourishing commerce, industry, 
and shipping. Conspicuous is the manufacturing 
industry of the city, as well as the production of 
iron and steel goods, tin-plate goods, wine, rubber 
goods, etc. The busy financial operations are 
undertaken by the branches established here of 
the Mitsui Bank, Mitsubishi Bank, Yasuda Bank 
and Daiichi Bank. 


MURORAN, having an estimated population of 
78,000 in 1937, is situated in the southern part of 
the Island facing towards the Pacific Ocean, sur- 
rounded by mountains in the rear. 


It is one of the principal ports in Hokkaido, with 
a naturally excellent harbour, being deep and well 
landlocked. The real value of Muroran lies in its 
being one of the greatest distributing centres in 
Hokkaido.

the Orient At present the pig iron output of 
the Works exceeds 250,000 tons annually, but 
with the extension of its plant which will be 
completed three years later, the annual production 
of steel will be increased to 400,000 tons and pig 
iron to 600,000 tons. Other articles manufactured 
in Muroran include industrial chemicals, sulphuric 
fertilizers, wooden and bamboo articles, leather 
goods, buckwheat flour, glass manufactures, saké, 
miso, soy, etc. The annual value of marine pro- 
ducts manufactured here amounts approximately 
to ¥1,000,000. 

There is no denying that the services rendered 
by the several companies belonging to the Kuri 
bayashi Shokai both in land and marine trans- 
portation have greatly contributed to the develop- 
ment of the port. 

Especially noteworthy is the construction of the 
quay with modern loading facilities which are 
capable of simultaneously accomodating four ves- 
sels of 8,000 tons each. Three ferro-concrete 
warehouses and three sheds built on the quay are 
in close contact with the Motowanishi Railway 
Station within the grounds reclaimed by the Kuri- 
bayashi Shokai.

The view along the tajp 
way line embraces the boundless Pacific Ocean 
to the right, whilst landward through the railway 
carriage window may be seen groups of cattle 
horses and sheep leisurely browsing on the green 
fields and hills where multitudes of flowering plants 
are in bloom, vying with one another in beauty 
and colour.

Climate: The climate, although in the sub- 
tropical belt, is as mild as that of the temperate 
zone, the heat being always tempered by the sea 
breeze and showers. Even on the hottest days it 
is cool indoors and under trees during the daytime, 
and rather chilly from midnight to dawn. 

Population: According to the 1935 census, the 
population of Taiwan totalled 5,212,719, compris- 
ing 4.883,857 natives, 271,922 Japanese, and 57,039 
foreigners. 

Administration: Taiwan is now administratively 
divided into 5 shkt@ (province), and 3 ché (minor 
province). At the head of each shi is placed a 
governor called Chiji, who is higher in official 
rank than the head of the ehd, called Chéché, 
both being subject to the superior authority of 
the Governor-General, who is responsible for the 
whole administration of Taiwan. By virtue of the 
new local administrative system, which went into 
effect on Oct. 1, 1935, half the members of the pro- 
vincial, municipal and town assemblies are to be 
chosen by popular election, while the remaining are 
to be appointed by the Government-General. The 
Governor-General, who is placed under the super- 
vision of the Ministry of Overseas Affairs of the

Revenue & Expenditure: The

Religion: The three main religions of the 
Island are Shintoism, Buddhism and Christianity 
At the end of 1936, Shinto had 27,765 followers 
(17,384 Japanese, 10,335 natives); Buddhism, 
73,162 (58,409 Japanese, 14,622 natives); Chris- 
tianity, 52,393 (3,486 Japanese, 48,860 natives). 

Education: The natives have since 1922 been 
receiving instruction together with the Japanese 
in schools of the middle-school grade and upwards, 
although the elementary education is still given 
separately in vernacular and Japanese. There 
were during 1936-37, 147 elementary schools with 
44,074 pupils; 12 middle-schools with 7,019 stu- 
dents, and one higher school. The Taihoku Im- 
perial University, established in 1928, consists of 
a faculty of literature and politics, as well as that 
of science and agriculture. 

Communications: Prior to the cession of the 
Island to Japan, Taiwan’s communication facilities 
were still in a state of infancy and inadequate. 
The Government railways totalled about 1,000 
kms. in 1936; private lines, 2,441 kms.; of which 
1,934 kms. are devoted to the exclusive use of its 
owners. There are also about 1,300 kms. of track 
lines, which constitute an important auxiliary 
means of traffic in the industrial development of 
the Island. The post, telegraph and telephone 
services are maintained in excellent order. A 
direct telephone service between Taiwan and the 
Japanese mainland was opened in June 1934. A 
new air line was opened in October 1935 by 
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the Japan Air Transport Co. operating a thrice-a- 


week regular service between Taiwan and Kyushu. 

The shipping service between Taiwan and Japan 

Proper is carried on at present by a fleet of six 

10,000 tonners operated by the O. S. K. and Kinkai 

Yusen Kaisha (a subsidiary of the N. Y. K.), 

there being also lines operated between Taiwan 

and South and North China, Taiwan and Chosen, 
Taiwan and Dairen, Taiwan and Java, and Taiwan 
and the Philippines. 

Principal Towns: Kiirun (Keelung), Taihoku, 
Takao, are all specially dealt with in this section 
with the minor towns of Taichu, Tainan and Kagi. 

Banking Facilities: The Bank of Taiwan is the 
semi-official central organ of banking facilities for 
Taiwan, its head office being situated in Taihoku, 
with 33 branches in other parts of the Island, 
Japan Proper and abroad. 

The Bank of Taiwan in accordance with the 
provisions of the Law of the Bank of Taiwan, 
started business in substitution for the agency of 
the Bank of Japan in September, 1899. In the 
following years many additional banks were or- 

ganized, such as the Kagi Bank, the Shokwa Bank, 
the Niitaka Bank and the Kanan Bank. Then, in 
conformity with the provisions of the Savings 
Bank Law, the Savings Bank of Taiwan was estab- 
lished in December, 1921. The Hypothec Bank 
of Japan set up its branch office at Taihoku during 
1923,, for the purpose of financing agricultural 
producers. In December, 1933, such commercial

banking institutions as the Yamaguchi, Konoik 
and the 34th Bank were amalgamated into ft 
Sanwa Bank. : 

The Bank of Taiwan is at present capitalized 
at ¥15,000,000. As it enjoys the privilege Of 
issuing bank notes in addition to transacting 
Treasury business, commercial banking busines. 
and foreign exchange, the Bank is the most a 
portant financial institution in Taiwan. The head 
office of the Bank of Taiwan is located at Taihoky 
and it has 34 branch offices in principal cities, both 
at home and abroad. Following the revision of 
the Bank of Taiwan Law made in 1914, the Bank 
has also been engaged in transactions involving 
secured debentures. = 


The Hypothec Bank of Japan now operates 
agencies at Taihoku and Tainan, its total loans 
on the Island amounting to ¥98,939,000 at the 
close of the year 1937. The Bank’s main object 
is to make loans to agricultural producers and fo, 
the construction of agricultural warehouses. Loans 
are generally paid back under a 20 years instal 
ment plan, and interest rates thereon 6.0% to 
7.0% per annum. 


At the end of 1937 the combined authorized 
capital of the banking institutions having their 
head offices in the Island was ¥28,300,000 of 
which ¥20,670,000 was represented by paid-up 
capital. Deposits totalled ¥186,000,000 and loans 
£350,000,000. 


Principal Production and Industry 


AGRICULTURE: The total area under culti- 
vation at the end of 1936 amounted to 872,258 
ko, or slightly over 20% of the total area, or as 
high as 40% when the districts of aborigines are 
excluded. Remarkable development has been 
effected in the agriculture of Taiwan in recent 
years, thus making it possible to supply many raw 
materials to the industries of Japan Proper. The 
number of people engaged in agriculture in the 
same year totalled 2,854,733, or about 53% of the 
whole population. The total value of agricultural 
products in 1936 was ¥393,000,000, representing 
about 50% of the total value of all the industrial 
production for the same year. Important among 
the agricultural products are rice, sweet-potatoes, 
tea, sugar cane, groundnuts, soya beans, barley, 
wheat, sesame, jute, ramie, tobacco, citrus fruits, 
bananas, pineapples, longans and vegetables. 

Rice: This is the most important product of 
Taiwan. The western part is flat, fertile and 
well cultivated, yielding two rice crops a year. 
Taiwan rice is classified into two varieties, native 
and Horai. The latter is of much superior quality, 


and the crop has been increasing year after year, 
The yield of rice in 1936 totalled 9,558,390 koku, 
consisting of 4,738,511 kokw of the first crop and 
4,819,879 koku of the second. The production of 
rice is restricted to prevent the Taiwan rice from 
bringing pressure on the market in Japan Proper. 

Sweet-potatoes: Sweet-potatoes represent the 
second important product next to rice, and are 
abundantly cropped in every part of the Island 
throughout all seasons, the provinces of Tainan, 
Taichu and Takao being especially noted for their 
production. Areas under sweet-potatoes in 1936 
totalled 144,455 ko, the yield therefrom amounting 
to 2,868,965,607 kin, The crop is partly consumed 
locally and the surplus is cut and dried for the 
manufacture of alcohol and starch. 

Tea: The provinces of Taihoku and Shinchiku 
are the most productive centres, the leaves there 
being cropped more than 15 times a year, the 
yield totalling 18,081,426 kin in 1936, The tea 
industry of Taiwan enjoys a history of some 300 
years.

Cocoons produced in the Island 
during 1936 totalled 1,210 koku, as compared with 
1,212 koku of the previous year. 
PINEAPPLE INDUSTRY: 
Taiwan being suited to pineapple growing, the 
cultivation of the fruit has been carried on for 
many years and pineapples have become one of 
the leading agricultural products of the island. 
There are vast collective pineapple plantations in 
the mountainous districts of the central and south- 
ern parts of the Island. Following the sudden 
rising up of the canning industry, the growing of 
the superior foreign type plants has become more 
widespread and the area of cultivated land has 
greatly increased. In view of the growing im- 
portance of this industry, the Government-General 
has been enforcing, since 1928, a rigorous examina- 
tion of canned pineapples for export in order to 
ensure their standard quality, as a result of which 
the canned pineapples of Taiwan are now con- 
sidered as being of international standard, compet- 
ing with those of Hawaii and Singapore, the senior 
producers in this industry. Area devoted to pine- 
apples has been fast increasing in recent years, 
covering 7,969 ko in 1936. The yield in the 
same year reached 110,156,884 as against 87,227,- 
868 in 1935. The canned pineapples exported or 
shipped from Taiwan in 1936 totalled 3,173,303 
dozens, valued at ¥7,244,262, of which about 90% 
were shipped to Japan Proper.

In Taiwan, 
moreover, the sugar industry is the only colonial 
enterprise popularized all over the Island. The 
total demand for sugar in Japan, which was 
formerly covered by imports, is now fully met by 
Taiwan sugar. The leading sugar manufacturing 
companies are the Taiwan, Dai-Nippon, Meiji, 
Ensuiko, Teikoku, Niitaka and Showa firms. The 
daily capacity for pressing sugar canes is 50,000 
tons. The total capital of the sugar industry is 
¥250,000,000. Areas under sugar-cane in Taiwan 
in the harvest year 1935-36 totalled 128,329 ko,

The Dai-Nippon Seito Kabushiki Kaisha (Daw 
Nippon Sugar Manufacturing Co., Ltd.) Originated 
in a small concern styled the Nippon Seiseitg 
Kaisha established in 1895, has gradually extended 
its business to become one of the greatest sugar 
producers in Japan, its present capital amounting 
to ¥61,970,000 (¥56,332,500). The reserve fund 
stands at ¥25,000,000. The president of the com. 
pany is Mr. Aiichiro Fujiyama. The company 
ranks first in Japan in the production of refined 
sugar, and is the second greatest producer of 
crude sugar in Taiwan, the crude sugar produced 
by the company representing about 26% of the 
total output of Taiwan. The produce of the Daj 
Nippon Seito Kabushiki Kaisha is cane sugar, 
and the company is one of the greatest manu 
facturers of lump-sugar, cut-sugar, white farm- 
sugar, molasses, and alcohol. The factories of the

The high-grade of the coal produced from both 
the Sekitei and Kaisan Collieries can be proved 
by the fact that the ash content is guaranteed to 
be less than 12% and the heating volume as being 
over 6,600 calories. 

The Taiyo Mining Co., Ltd. may well take pride 
in that both Sekitei coal and Kaisan coal enjoy an 
extensive market not only among the various sugar 
manfacturing companies, railways and various fac- 
tories in Taiwan, but as bunker coal for various 
Japanese and foreign steamers, at the same time 
being exported in large volumes to the Japanese 
Mainland, Chosen, Singapore, Hong Kong, Foo- 
chow, Shanghai, Manila, etc. 

AQUATIC PRODUCTS: Remarkable prog- 
ress has been made of late in the method of fishing 

at Kiirun and Takao, which own between them 
some 600 motor-driven boats. Bonitos, tunnies, 
frigate-mackerels, and sword-fishes are inexhaustible 
off the eastern coast which is washed by the Japan 
Current; while in the western waters grey mullets 
and seriola sureovatata T. and S. are found in 
abundance. The sea on the southern side is the 
domicile of whales, and the northern coast facing 
the great expanse of the China Sea abounds in 
“renkodai” (snapper-like fish). In all these seas 
sardines and sharks are plentiful. The total catch 
of fish in Taiwan during 1936 amounted in value 
to ¥14,934,405 as against ¥13,639,986 in 1935. 
Besides, fish-farming prospers exceedingly, the 
produce from this source realizing ¥4,207,178 in 
1936 against ¥3,483,582 in 1935. 

PRODUCTION OF PAPER HATS: The hat 
industry, which is purely a handicraft, dates back 
to 1897. More than 100,000 females are employed 
for the manufacture of the so-called Taiwan hats, 
which include, among others, the imitation Panama 
made of paper, the brown Panama made of Taiko 
weed, the “rinto” hat, the viscose hat, the hemp 
hat, and several other kinds of summer hats. The 
total number of hats made in Taiwan in 1933 
reached 13,000,000, valued at ¥4,300,000. Out of 
this total, more than 1,200,000 were imitation 
Panama hats made of paper. Most of them are 
sent to Europe, America, and the South Seas 
through Kobe merchants, the only direct deals 
being with China. The exported paper hats in 
1936 totalled 5,712,854 valued at ¥2,336,311, of 
which more than 90% were shipped to Japan 
Proper. 

GOVERNMENT MONOPOLIES: The Gov-

Salt: In Taiwan salt is produced by two 
methods. The production in 1936-37 amounted 
to 225,050,000 kgs. consisting of 201,120,000 kgs 
sun-dried and 23,930,000 kgs. boiled. The pro- 
duction of salt in Taiwan was originally intended 
for meeting the demand of the residents of the 
Island and supplementing the supply in Japan 
Proper, but owing to the increase of production 
in recent years, the surplus is now being exported 
to Chosen and the Maritime province of Siberia 
The shipment of salt to Japan Proper for 1937 
totalled 110,188,428 kgs. valued at ¥1,102,603. 

Camphor: In 1934, the production of camphor 
was placed for the first time under the direct con- 
trol of the Monopoly Bureau. The country is 
practically the sole supplier of natural camphor 
in the world, producing about 40% of the world 
production. The annual output of camphor 
amounts to ¥7,600,000, and year after year the 
demand for it increases, especially due to the 
development of the celluloid industry. It is dis- 
tributed by the Monopoly Bureau not only to 
Japan but also to Great Britain, U.S.A., France 
and Italy. 

Tobacco: The tobacco now under cultivation 
is of the Chinese, Yellow and Cigar species. 
Owing to the increase in recent years of the culti- 
vation of tobacco, especially of the Chinese species, 
the importation of foreign tobacco has decreased 
yearly. The leaves cropped in 1936-37 amounted 
to 2,223,910 kgs. valued at ¥1,558,111. The Gow 
ernment sales of tobacco manufactures in the same 
year totalled ¥20,375,058 as compared with ¥18, 
428,103 in 1935-36, 

Alcoholic Liquors: There are 30 kinds of 
monopolized native liquors, the produce of which 
aggregated 681,657 hectolitres in 1936-37, includ: 
ing 317,197 hectolitres of private distilled alcohol.

As a result of the remarkable harbour improve- 
ments, the prosperity of the port is increasing year 
after year. The harbour improvements, which 
were started in 1899, were brought to completion 
after 35 years of work, with expenditures amount- 
ing to ¥34,000,000. Prior to the Japanese poses- 
sion, the harbour of Kiirun was exposed to high 
waves and possessed such poor accommodation that 
even a 1,000 ton ship had to stay about 1 km. off 
shore, but it can now accommodate a dozen 
ocean liners simultaneously along the splendid 
piers of 3,000 metres in total length and 20 vessels 
of the same type are able to moor in the harbour 
of 2,000 sq. kms. protected by two breakwaters of 
1,000 metres long. The floor space of the sheds 
and warehouses on the shore amounts to 80 sq. 
kms. The repairing dock is large enough for a 
3,000 ton ship. Marked improvements have been 
seen during recent years in the harbour equip- 
ments of Kiirun. The number of vessels entering 
the port for foreign and domestic trade in 1937 
totalled 2,241 of 5,654,407 tons. 

Remarkable progress has been made these several 
years in the trade of Kiirun, owing to the indus- 
trial development of Taiwan and the completion 
of the harbour works. The total value of the trade 
of Kiirun with foreign countries, which was only 
¥4,.850,000 in 1887, rose to ¥41,550,780 in 1937 
(¥44,942,155 in 1936), comprising ¥23,849,672 in 
exports and ¥17,701,108 in imports. In the foreign 
trade the most important articles include Oolong 
tea (¥2,539,925 in 1937), pouchong tea (¥2,446,- 
182) black tea (¥5,887,.617). camphor (¥1,850, 
936), cotton tissues (¥1,289,943), silk tissues 
(¥1,846,624), coal (¥1,368,701), oranges (¥516,- 
186), pineapples (¥223,183), canned pineapples 
(¥218,978), salted and dried fish (¥193,522), etc.; 
while the principal imports were beans (¥1.482,- 
332), salted fish (¥556,506), leaf tobacco (¥904,- 


(¥155,841,815) in 
(¥151,227,214) in imports. The aggregate trade 
value of the port for 1937 thus totalled ¥377,687_ 
064 as compared with ¥352,011,184 for the previ- 
ous year. The principal exports to Japan Proper 
include sugar, pineapples, minerals, hats, camphor, 
fresh fish and shell fish; while the imports pring 
pally comprise silk and cotton textiles, steel and 
iron goods, dried and salted fish, paper, timber, 
cigarettes, saké, beer, etc. 

Due to the natural advantages, Kiirun abounds 
in marine and mineral resources, and is also 
centre of communication and distribution. Fish- 
eries, which constitute the most important industry 
of Kiirun, have been developing steadily year after 
year. The catches during 1934 amountd in value 
to ¥4,020,940, the chief kinds of fish being 
renkodai and bonito, followed by kajiki, eso, 
sharks and sardines. The value of fish manufac 
tured during the same year reached ¥664,678, a 
greater part of which was accounted for by dried 
bonito which is noted for its excellent quality. 
Kiirun is also famous for its coral production, the 
waters near the port being abundant in coral reefs, 
Artistic coral articles produced here are widely 
known as “Keelung Coral” for their fine workman- 
ship and superior quality. The mineral resources 
in the vicinity of Kiirun have been long attracting 
attention. Coal is by far the greatest product, 
with gold and copper ranking next. Production 
of coal here is so abundant (¥2,000,000 annually, 
90% of the whole Island) that a considerable sur- 
plus is left for export over the supplies for domes 
tic consumption and ships’ bunkers. Although 
its industrial activities at present are chiefly con- 
fined to the production of rice-cleaning (¥4,7 
564,400), flour-milling (¥1,890,234), fertilizers 
(¥1,610,414), iron-goods (¥992,182), confec 
tioneries (¥227,861), wood manufactures (¥223, 
281), ice (¥235,614), and others (¥1,116,000), 
the future prospects of the industrial development 
in this port-town are, therefore, quite promising.

Chiefly inhabited by Japanese, Jonai, contains 
modern streets encircled by the pleasant “Ring 
Gardens” laid out on the site of the walls which 
formerly surrounded this quarter, Jonai also has 
a beautiful park in the centre, as well as several 
squares and promenades. The administrative 
offices and other public buildings, including a fine 
museum and a library, are all situated in Jonai 
where sanitation is perfect, and none of the ameni- 
ties of modern city life is wanting in this part of 
Taihoku. 

Lying to the north of Jonai, Daitotei is the 
business quarter, where the most flourishing com- 
mercial activities are seen. It is the centre of 
trade in camphor, rice and tea, the greatest staples 
of Taiwan. The offices and stores of big mer- 
chants are, located here. Most of the houses in 
this part of the town are built of brick, and the 
general appearance of the place, which is quite 
different from that of Jonai, is of much interest to 
the visitor. 

Manka, the oldest part of Taihoku, was noted 
in former times for its market-places congested 
with merchandise sent on by the Tamsui River. 
Its old commercial prosperity has, however, long 
since shifted to the Daitotei district, as a result of 
which there are now no traces of its former 
prosperity, although a great number of tea-houses, 
restaurants and the like, standing hard by the 
river, are attracting pleasure-seekers day and night. 

There are numerous places worth visiting in 
Taihoku and its environs of which the most noted 
are: Taiwan Shrine, the greatest shrine of Taiwan 
standing about 3 kms. north-east of the city, is a 
State shrine dedicated to the manes of the late 
H. I. H. Prince Kitashirakawa who died during 
his expedition to this Island in 1899. The sanc- 
tuary built in the old Japanese style is magnificent 
in its simplicity and impressiveness.

The springs, which are of sulphur and are efficaci 
ous for various ailments, attract many visitors all 
the year round, Sozan Hot Springs, about 8 kms 
from Hokuto station, are also sulphur springs said 
to be efficacious for diseases. The place is rich in 
rural charm. Rapids of Shintenkei, some 12 kms 
from Taihoku, are situated at the confluence of 
two rivers, forming one of the chief attraction 
for visitors to Taiwan. Many high precipices 
stand out in fantastic shapes on both sides of the 
rapids, and shooting between them by boat affords 
much thrilling sport. 

TAMSUI, lying 20 kms. north of Taihoku, is 
noted for its beautiful environs and constitutes 
one of the best specimens of exquisite scenery in 
the Island as to merit the name of one of the 
“Eight Finest Views of Taiwan.” It was formerly 
regarded as one of the four ports of the Island, 
but sand and mud in the Tamsui River, however, 
have been persistently deposited at its mouth until 
it has become too narrow to permit safe navigation, 
and now it is merely a decadent port possessing 
only an excellent sea-bathing place on the west 
coast of the Island. Nevertheless, the value of 
its trade amounted in 1937 to ¥3,989,889, con- 
sisting of ¥4,944 in exports and ¥3,9884,945 in 
imports. Vessels entering and clearing the port 
during the same year both in the foreign and 
domestic trade, including sailing ships, totalled 199 
of 233,081 tons. 

The Tamsui Golf Links is situated a little more 
than 2 kms. west of the station. The shallowness 
of the sea makes it a good bathing-place near the 
mouth of the Tamsui River. About a mile north 
of Tamsui station lie the ruins of a castle named 
San Domingo, which was constructed by the 
Spaniards in 1626.

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TAICHU, centrally located on the western 

plain about midway between Taihoku and Takao 

of 400 kms. distance, is a flourishing commercial 
town and also the seat of the Government of 

Taichu with a population totalling 70,081 in 1935, 

consisting of 15,230 Japanese, 51,566 natives and 

others. 

The town of Taichu is divided by the railway 
in two parts, the eastern part being the industrial 
quarter and the western the commercial district. 
Accordingly the adjustment of the streets is being 
carried out on an extensive scale, and the already 
arranged parts, flanked with newly constructed 
shops, have a pleasant uniform appearance. Sakae- 
machi, Taisho-machi and Takara-machi comprise 
the most prosperous shopping centres, and near 
Kanjo-bashi is the oldest part of the city which 
is the centre of the native town. 

Its neighbouring wide plains are the rice pro- 
ducing centres of the Island and the cultivation 
here of sugar-cane and bananas is a very promis- 
ing enterprise. 

Picturesque Taichu Park is at the eastern end 
of Taisho-machi, wherein are Taichu Shrine sacred 
to the memory of H. I. H. Prince Kitashirakawa, 
and Taichu Commercial Museum. One of the 
most interesting features in the city is the Banana 
Conditioning House which inspects 70% of 300 
million pounds representing the whole output of 
Taiwan. Jitsugetsu-tan, a lake of scenic fame 800 
metres above sea-level, lies at an easy distance 
from Taichu, with the great hydro-electric works 
recently completed. Taichu is also a convenient 

centre for the ascent of Mt. Niitaka.

Tainan is the oldest town in the Island its 
establishment dating back to 310 years ago. ik 
and outside the town there are many historical 
relics and other places worth visiting, such as the 
Confucius’ Shrine erected in 1666 by Ching Cheng 
Kung of the Ming dynasty; the Kwantei Mauso. 
leum dedicated to the memory of the brave and 
faithful Kuang Wu in 1664; the “Red Hair 
Castle,” constructed by the Dutch in 1624; Tainan 
Shrine sacred to H. I. H. Prince Kitashirakawa 
the site being the place where the Prince died 
during his conquest of the aborigines in 1896, 

KAGI, lying between Tainan and Taichu 69 
kms. from the former and 100 kms. from the latter 
by rail, is the sugar and lumber centre of Taiwan 
with its population of 70,083, including 9,278 
Japanese and 59,035 natives. 

It is one of the most progressive towns of Tai 
wan always full of activity connected with the 
timber, sugar, rice and other industries. The town 
is the starting point for the ascent of Mt. Ari and 
Mt. Niitaka, and also a great depot for timber 
produced from the these mountains. 

Of the places of interest, Kagi Park, Kagi Hot- 
springs and Kagi Shrine are the most noteworthy. 
The beauty of the noted forests on Mt. Ari can 
be enjoyed by taking a short trip from Kagi.

It is a thriving commercial and distributing 
centre in Southern Taiwan blessed by + 
The trunk railway line of 
Jyukansen makes the city its further terminus. 
Takao was opened as a port of foreign trade in 
1863, but the present prosperity of the port ori- 
ginated with Japan’s occupation in 1895. 

The harbour-works of Takao are still in progress 
with an expenditure since it was started in 1908 
totalling ¥25,488,000, and to be completed in 1937. 
The harbour accommodation has been extremely 
enlarged, the entrance to the harbour has been 
cleared of submerged rocks, and the water 
deepened for the safe passage of the largest vessels, 
while breakwaters have been constructed to pre- 
vent the sand from flowing in. The harbour is 
now capable of accommodating 20 liners, and is 
equipped with up-to-date facilities and appliances 
for handling 2,600,000 toms of cargo a year. 

The foreign and domestic trade of Takao 
amounted in value to ¥350,893,337 in 1937, con- 
sisting of ¥244,183,961 in exports and ¥106,709,- 
376 in imports. Sugar, bananas, canned pineapples 
and alcohol were the chief exports, the principal 
imports being beans, bean-cakes and oils, and 
sulphate of ammonia. Vessels entering and clear- 
ing the port in the same year numbered 1,698 of 
3,423,001 tons, including sailing ships. 

Thanks to its splendid land and maritime com- 
munication facilities and extended highly produc- 
tive hinterland, Takao has recently been showing 
remarkable progress in her development and is 
now a great distributing centre for rice, sugar, 
and fertilizers. The completion of the gigantic 
hydro-electric plant has greatly fostered and ac- 
celerated her manufacturing industry which is one 
of the most prospective growing activities in 
Takao, the most noteworthy being that of alumi- 
nium, cement, fertilizers, and iron goods. The 
marine products industry in Takao has also made 
wonderful development in recent years, amounting 
in value to more than ¥2,500,000 a year. Fishing 
is carried on in the South Seas and the South 
China Sea. Since these regions are comparatively

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Situation & Area: Chosen is located betwee: 
122° and 128° E. long, and between 34° and 43° 
At, with an area of 227,760 sq. kms. It ee yies 
a peninsula in northeastern Asia dividing itd 
Yellow Sea from the Sea of Japan. The oun tn 
ries on the mainland are on the Yalu and Titkn ms 
Rivers. Southern Manchuria lies along its ee 
west frontier for 500 miles which touches Siberia 
for a few miles, a scant 100 miles from lading) 
stok, in the extreme northeast. The country is 
mountainous especially in the north, where the 
forests are of great value.

Climate: The climate is dry and bracing. It 
is mild in the southern part, where the nal 
mean temperature is approx. 56° F., which lowers 
gradually on advancing northwards, dropping to 
an average of about 39° F. near the border line. 
Generally the rainfall in the Peninsula is not heavy,

Population: The total population of Chosen, 
according to the census taken on Oi, 1, WAS, 
was 22,898,695, representing an increase in five 
years of 1,840,390. 

Administration: Chosen is divided administra- 
tively into 13 @6 (prefecture), which are sub- 
divided into 18 fu (city), 218 gum (district), 2 to 
(island), and 2,327 men (town or village). How- 
ever, by way of experiment preparatory to the 
granting of complete self-government in the future, 
the local administration has been given a greater 
measure of self-government since the reform in the 
government organization in 1919. 

Revenue & Expenditure: The budget for the 
1936-37 fiscal year was balanced at ¥317,879,960, 
when ¥12,918,107 was subsidized by the Tokyo 
Government as the annual governmental grant. 

Religion: Confucianism and Buddhism are the 
chief religions, and Christianity has grown greatly. 
Shintoism has also become popular. At present 
there are about 285,000 followers of Buddhism, 
113,000 Shintoists, and 469,000 Christians.

service connects with the Imperial Japanese rail 
roads, to Antung at the mouth of the Yalu across 
the Manchurian boundary, where it connects with 
the Antung-Mukden line of the S. M. Railway, 
thus forming part of the two international through 
traffic lines—Japan to China, and Japan to Europe 
via the Trans-Siberian Railway. Chosen had 
13,116 kms. of excellent roads in 1935. During

phone systems are well maintained. The Japan 
Air Transport Co. operates a line across the 
Peninsula from north to south as part of its Tokyo- 
to-Dairen service. 

Principal Towns: Fusan, Keijo, Jinsen, Heijo, 
Chinnampo, Genzan, Joshin, Seishin and Yuki are 
specially described. Rashin is another important 
harbour. The first stage of the harbour-works of 
Rashin, divided into three stages, was commenced 
by the South Manchuria Railway Company in 
1933 on a five year plan at an estimated outlay 
of over ¥20,000,000 in order to make it the terminal 
port connected by rail with Manchoukuo. 

Banking Facilities: Chosen is well provided 
with banking facilities with the Bank of Chosen 
as its central organ, which is authorized to issue 
notes to any extent on the security of gold and 
silver bullion, and the Bank of Japan’s convertible 
notes.

INDUSTRIES: Recently the industry and eco- 
nomy of Chosen have witnessed a phenomenal 
development, and although in the past the natural 
resources of Chosen have not been fully investi 
gated, such researches are now being gradually 
completed, thereby making the industrial layout 
clearer. At the same time, the special efforts that 
the Government-General have been exerting in

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Foreign Trade Summarized 


The overseas trade of Chosen during 1937 
amounted in value to ¥1,549,095,750, of which 
exports accounted for ¥685,542,752 and imports 
¥863.552,502. The Chosenese overseas trade has 
been showing remarkable progress in recent years, 
especially after the inauguration of Manchoukuo. 
Compared with the previous year, the trade during 
the year 1937 showed an increase of ¥193,365,074, 
consisting of ¥92,229,706 in exports and ¥101,- 
135,368 in imports. The adverse balance amounted

Fusan Chamber of Commerce and Industry, an 
institution which came into existence in 1880, was 
originally called “Pusan Shoho Kai” (Assembly of 
Fusan Merchants), and its members comprised 
merchants, bankers, shipping agents, wholesale 
dealers, etc. In 1894 the articles of association 
were drawn up and the institution was designated 
the Fusan Chamber of Commerce and Industry, 
and its membership increased to. 1,020.

Intermediation or using influence regarding com- 
merce and industry; (3) Intervention or arbitra- 
tion regarding commerce and industry; (4) Attesta- 
tion or giving expert opinion regarding commerce 
and industry; (5) Investigation or compilation of 
statistics regarding commerce and industry; (6) 
Establishing and supervising public institutes and 
other undertakings for the improvement and deve- 
lopment of commerce and industry.

Keijo, called Seoul ue earlier days, is about 450 
kms. from Fusan and 500 kms. from Antung. It 
is approximately in the central part of the Ghaskh 
Peninsula, close to the western coast. The city 
is the seat otf the Chosen Government-General, 
the prosperous metropolis being built in a granite 
valley running trom east to west. To the north 
js the sentinel-like Hokkanzan and to the southeast 
is the pine-clad Nanzan. The river Kan, about 
3 kms. to the south of Keijo station, meanders to 
the sea in a north-westerly course. 

Twenty-two years have elapsed since the enforce- 
ment of the municipal law in Keijo City, and a 
remarkable development has resulted in every field 
under the city administration. The long pending 
question of the annexation of the vicinities into 
the municipality was solved on April Ist, 1937, 
and with this move Keijo has become a great city 
covering an area of 126 square kilometers, or 
quadruple the former area. Formerly Keijo City 
was regarded only as an agricultural city, but 
owing to the recent enlargement of the city many 
industrial districts were added and thus has been 
transformed into a great industrial city. Sixty- 
three municipal members were elected on the 
occasion of the enlargement of the city and many 
new reforms were introduced in the municipal 
administration to realize the long-cherished wish 
of the citizens for the establishment of a great 
modern city. 

The city, formerly known as Kanyo and later 
Kanjo, was the capital under the Li Dynasty for 
520 years till it became the seat of the Govern: 
ment-General in 1910. This ancient town which 
has now a cosmopolitan population of 444,099, 
was formerly surrounded by walls, but its rapid 
development made it necessary to demolish them, 
and their only remnants now visible are the two 
gates, Nandaimon (South Great Gate) and Todai- 
mon (East Great Gate). The principal streets are 

Nandaimon-dori, Eiraku-dori and Wakagusa-cho, 
all of which run north to south, intersected at right 
angles by such streets as Shoro and Kogane-machi. 
These streets are all surfaced, and flanked by fine 
public buildings, large stores, theatres and amuse- 
ment-places. The most flourishing business centres, 
Honmachi, Nandaimon-dori and Kogane-machi, 
are almost entirely Japanese in appearance but for

It contains the Keijo Shrine and the Ten- 
mangu Shrine, and is especially thronged with 
people in the cherry-blossom season, Tokuju-kyu 
(or Keiun-kyu) is an old palace, formerly the 
residence of King Li, which is now converted into 
the Art Museum of the country. Keifuku-kyu, 
an old palace, is situated at the foot of Hakugaku. 
The buildings were rebuilt in 1850, the most 
magnificent of which still remaining are: the Hall 
of Administration, Audience Hall, and Banqueting 
Hall, the last of which stands in the middle of a 
pond. Government-General Building, the con- 
struction of this’ magnificent edifice in the Renais- 
sance style was completed in 1926 at a cost of 
¥6,450,000. The mural paintings in the Main Hall 
are by Sanzo Wada, famous Japanese painter. 
Historical Museum, stands to the right and in the 
rear of the Government-General Building. The 
mural decorations on the first floor are done after 
the sculptures seen in the cave of /Bukkokuji 
Temple in Keishu. The exhibits embrace relics 
of the Three Kingdoms Period, Buddhist statues 
of Shiragi, ceramic wares of Korai, as well as 
calligraphy and paintings of the Yi Era. Brass 
printing types, cast long before the invention of 
the Gothenburg printing press, are on view in one 
of the show-cases on the second floor.

“Twelve Thousand Peaks,” towering high in the 

sky, are entirely formed of granite, with dense 
forests on their sides and at their bases. All = ae 
peaks are projections of a series of rocky ridges 
standing one behind the other like huge screens 
and form numerous ravines and colourful canyons 
through which ice-cold water runs tumultuously 
down. It is these streams that greatly contribute 
to the incomparable beauty of the mountains, as 
they rush down rocky ravines forming hundreds 
of plunging, roaring waterfalls and sparkling 
cataracts, while in many places the water settles 
into placid and awe-inspiring pools which are as 
blue as a June day sky. 

The mountains have been considered sacred 
from time immemorial as the centre of Buddhism 
in Chosen. When Buddhism was at its height, 
there were 108 monasteries on the mountains. 
However, with the decline of Buddhism in Chosen, 
most of these temples fell into decay and many 
were destroyed by fire. Now there remain about 
32 monasteries and most of them, though showing 
signs of age, are in well-preserved condition. The 
names of nearly all the peaks, waterfalls, pools and 
other places of special scenic beauty are of Bud- 
dhist terminology, the name of the mountains itself 
being derived from the classic Buddhist Sutra, 
Kongo Kyo. The legends connected with the 
mountains and all that they hold are also nearly 
all Buddhistic. Among the Koreans the mountains 
are held in great esteem, and just as the Japanese 
in speaking of Nikko say, “Do not talk of splendour 
(kekk6) until you have seen Nikko,” the Koreans, 
in referring to their most beautiful place in their 
country, say, Do not discuss scenic beauty until 
you have seen Kongo-San.” 

The whole of Kongo-san is roughly divided into 
three parts: Uchi-Kongo (Inner Kongo), Soto- 
Kongo (Outer Kongo), and. the Umi-Kongo (Sea 
Kongo). The highest peak in Kongo-San is Biroho 
(Piropong) 1,638 metres, next in order come 
Shusenho 1,508 metres, Bogundai 1,429 metres, 
Shukoho 1,417 metres, Hakubaho 1,369 metres, 
and Miroho 1,322 metres. Shin Kongo (New 
Kongo) is a ravine of great scenic beauty lying 
not far from Yutenji. The ravine is famous for a 
very beautiful cascade composed of twelve falls. 
Umi Kongo (Haikumkang) consists of a large 
group of rocks standing along the beach. and in 
the sea about 18 kms. from Onseiri, via Kojo.

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JINSEN or CHEMULPO, situated at the end 
of a small peninsula projecting from the western 
coast of Chosen, about 40 kms. from Keijo, is a 
natural harbour, constituting the maritime gateway 
to the capital. The relative importance of Jinsen 
to Keijo is similar to that of Yokohama to Tokyo. 
The city has developed into the second greatest 
port of the Peninsula from a tiny fishing village 
in less than half a century, with a population of 
82,992 in 1935. 

The Government-General is endeavouring to 
make Jinsen the principal port of Chosen for the 
distribution of through freight and passengers to 
all parts of the country. Subsequent to the com- 
pletion of its harbour construction work in 1918S, 
Jinsen’s importance as a trade port has been en- 
hanced materially, with regular shipping service 
maintained not only with the Main Island of Japan, 

but also with Dairen, Tsingtao, Shanghai, and 
other ports of China. Vessels entering the port of 
Jinsen in 1937, numbered 2,163 vessels of 1,387,- 
345 tons. Railways are being extended to the 
northwest and northeast borders, with Keijo as 
the centre, and all ports along the coast are being 
connected with trunk lines. 

During 1937, the trade of Jinsen with Japan 
Proper amounted in value to ¥168,549,259 (¥140,- 
540,418 in 1936) in imports and ¥72,149,609 
{64,198,921 in 1936) in exports. Foreign trade 
during 1937 amounted in value to ¥18,822,744 in 
imports and ¥20,457,334 in exports, as compared 
with the respective values of ¥18,363,887 and 
¥8 555,299. Principal exports are rice (¥490,090), 
dried lobster (¥693,609), ginseng (736,554), 
cotton tissues (¥8,518,634), artificial silk cloth 
(¥4,602,096), beer (£266,794), etc; while the chief 
articles of imports included millet (¥1,163,184), 
salt (¥868,521), leaf tobacco (2,511,442), tissues 
of jute (¥1,660,733), coal (¥625,656), timber 
(¥486,994), sulphate of ammonia (¥1,335,490), etc.

The port of Genzan was opencd to foreign traa, 
as far back as 1880, but no port accommodas se 
had been provided until some time after the . 
of the country with Japan. The port is natural, 
a good one, its spacious waters being embraced h, 
two peninsulas, with two or three islets just out 
side the harbour entrance serving as breakwate : 
against the waves of the Japan Sea. At the a 
sent stage of the harbour improvement, two shin. 
of 2,000 tons each can be accommodated alongside 
and ample facilities are provided for loading and 
discharging cargo. Steamers entering the peat 
during 1937 totalled 561 of 579,848 tons. 

During 1937 the total value of trade with Japan 
Proper was ¥10,205,678 in exports and ¥24,096,145 
in imports. Principal articles of exports are rice 
soya beans, live cattle, lumber and timber, charcoal, 
salted or dried fish, fish oil, etc. 

The town consists of the old section and the 
new, the former being the old native town, and 
the latter occupied mostly by Japanese and for 
eigners. The city is not only the terminus of the 
Keijo-Genzan Railway, but also the starting point 
of the Kankyo Line. With another line in course 
of construction to Heijo, Genzan is rising in im- 
portance as a centre of communication, and its 
future development in trade is most promising. 

Of the places of interest in the city and its 
vicinity, the Katsuma peninsula deserves special 
mention. It is one of the arms embracing the 
harbour of Genzan. There are the celebrated 
Shotoen Pack with excellent golf-links and other 
athletic grounds, sea-bathing places, and a long 
beautiful stretch of white sandy beach known as 
Minshajuri. The place is a paradise for a sum- 
mer resort. 

SEISHIN, with its inhabitants of 55,030 in 1935, 
is situated on the neck of a headland on the 
northeastern coast of the Peninsula, with its trade 
port on one side and its fishery port on the other, 
at a distance of 210 kms. from Vladivostok, 320 
kms. from Genzan and some 650 kms. from 
Tsuruga. 

The town was originally a small hamlet of 
some 100 cottages and the name of Seishin began 
to be known only when it was made a place for 
landing supplies for the Japanese Army during the 
latter part of the Russo-Japanese War. The deve- 
lopment of Seishin since that time has been 
remarkable, as may be seen from the fact that 
it is now the most important port-town in the 
north of Chosen, 

Due to the harbourworks having been com: 
pleted at the end of 1935 at an outlay of ¥6,500, 
000, it is now an ice-free port able to accommodate 
alongside four vessels of 3,000 tons and 3 vessels 
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of construction from Seishin to Kirin in 
Manchoukuo. The future prospects of the port 
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Seishin, having a very prosperous fucure, is 
the only important industrial town in the northern 
part of the Peninsula. The industrial production 
during 1933 amounted in value to ¥3,000,000: in 
934 to ¥6,000,000 and in 1935 it showed a 
remarkable increase by reaching the high figure of 
¥13,119,000. Among all those making up the total

YUKI, located near the northern extremity of 
the Peninsula, at a distance of about 800 kms. 
from almost all of the Japanese ports along the 
Japan Sea coast, is the most important and pros: 
perous port in Chosen having a population of 
26,915 by the 1935 census. The climate of Yuki 
is comparatively mild and pleasant, owing to the 
warm current of the Gulf Stream. 


Up to about thirty years ago, Yuki was but a 
poor fishing village having only 50 houses or so, 
but great changes have occurred since June, 1, 
1921, when this fishing village was opened as a 
trade port. The development of the port since 
that time has been remarkable, due chiefly to its 
excellent position and natural good harbour as 
well as to the rich products of the Island. The 
port is deep and spacious. Remarkable improve- 
ments have been seen in recent years in the har- 
bour equipment of Yuki, amounting in value to 
¥1,670,000 since 1925 to 1932, and the harbour 
can now safely accommodate two vessels of 5,000 
tons and up alongside the dock at the same time, 
and the facilities of the port are being further 
enlarged. Steamship services are regularly main- 
tained between Shanghai, Tientsin, Dairen and 
other ports of Japan Proper. 

The trade of Yuki with Japan Proper and for- 
eign countries amounted in value to ¥9,567,017 in 
exports during 1937 (¥11,122,563 in 1936) and 
¥15,065,154 in imports (¥15,604,518 in 1936). 
Principal articles of imports were iron, fertilizers, 
soya beans, cotton textiles, etc., chief articles ex-

Liaotung Peninsula, the southernmost portion of 
Manchuria, which has the Bay of Korea on lve 
ae the Yellow Sea to the south and the Liaotung 
Gulf on the west. The South Manchuria Railw es 
Zone 1s a ribbon of land totalling 284 6q tame 
along the South Manchuria Railway lines, The 
Kwantung Leased Territory has an area Gf 3761 
sq. kms., consisting of 3,462 sq. kms mares 
Kwantung Territory and 299 sq. kms. for the 
5, M. R. Zone.

Population: The distribution of population in 
the Kwantung Leased Territory and Railway Zone,

The local administration of the 
Leased Territory is entrusted to the Kwantung 
Government at Ryojun. The Railway Zone was 
also transferred to Japan by Russia in 1905 and 
the 25-year lease was extended to 99 years in 19113, 
the Zone along the Dairen-Hsinking main line 
and its branches until 2007 and that along the 
Mukden-Antung line until 2007. It is administered 
by the Local Administration Department of the 
S. M. R. Company under the direct supervision 
of the Kwantung Bureau. The Government of

Revenue & Expenditure: The budget for the 
year 1936-37 was balanced at ¥28,789,793, includ- 
ing a National Treasury grant of ¥5,000,000; and 
for 1937-38 it was balanced at ¥26,063,681. 
Education; After the Russo-Japanese War, the 
Japanese educational system was established in the 
Kwantung Leased Territory and the Railway Zone. 
To-day, the Japanese are spending about ¥7,000,- 
000 annually for educational services in South 
Manchuria. The educational system of the Terri 
tory may be classified into three divisions—educa- 
tion of Japanese, education of Manchus and joint 
education of Japanese and Manchus. Practically 
all educational matters in the territory are under 
the direct supervision of the Kwantung Govern- 
ment, who also supervises all of the educational 
institutions set up by the S. M. R. Co. within 
the S. M. R. Zone. The highest educational 
institution for the joint education of Japanese and 
Manchus consist of the Government Engineering 
College established by the S. M. R. at Mukden. 
Communications: The Communications Bureau 
of the Kwantung Government at Dairen controls 
the postal, telegragh, telephone, wireless telegraph 
and wireless telephone systems, of which the tele- 
phone, telegraph, wireless telephone and wireless

PRODUCTION & INDUSTRY 


Agriculture: Agriculture is one of the most 
important industries in the Territory. Various 
reforms have been effected upon the original 
species of the ordinary cereals in order to increase 
the crop, and due to the encouragement granted 
towards the cultivation of crops for special use, 
peanut cultivation has witnessed the greatest 
development. Furthermore, as for raw cotton, 
strenuous efforts have been exerted since 1922 
towards the cultivation of a superior kind of 
cotton plant. As the widespread cultivation of 
raw cotton at suitable places within the Territory 
and the whole of South Manchuria is an important 
economic factor, the Government of Kwantung is 
exerting strenuous efforts towards the development 
of this industry. The cultivated land of fruits, 
raw cotton and peanut amounted to 46,872 cho 
in 1937. 


Fruits: The climate and geographical features of 
the Kwantung Territory being suitable for the 
cultivation of fruits, the authorities concerned have 
encouraged and guided its development. As a 
result, the cultivation of apples, apricots, peaches, 
grapes, etc. has gradually developed, and their 
qualities have been correspondingly improved, so 
that in recent years the market for these products 
has been extended as far as the South Sea Islands: 


Fishery: The fishing population in the Territory 
comprises about 23,000 natives and 450 Japanese, 
and the annual catch aggregated 12,670,058 kan 
valued at ¥5,530,146 (the amount of catch by the 
Japanese alone was 7,666,353 kan valued at 
¥3.717,110; while that of Manchus totalled 
5,003,705 kan valued at ¥1,813,036) during 1935. 


Salt: The salt manufacture in the Kwantung 
Leased Territory was at one time extensively con- 
ducted but maladministration and warfare caused 
the industry to wane. It was revived, however, 
under the Japanese regime and has made steady

development since. At the end of 1936 the a 
felds within the Territory totalled Salt 
and the production of salt in the a Cho, 
amounted to 688,472,700 kin. 


Industries: Conspicuous development has b 
made in various modern industries in Mancha 
at present with the Territory and the § Churia 
Zone as the centre. The principal cause K 
development lies obviously in the construct 
the Dairen Wharf. The industrial productio 
the Territory and Railway Zone amounted of 
¥193,722,465 in 1935, comprising chiefly of a 
milling, glass manufacture, gunny bag product oil 
ship building, iron manufacture, cotton spiny 
fire-brick making, etc. 
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Bean-Oil Mills constitute an important many 
facturing industry in Manchoukuo. They prod 
bean oil and bean cakes from soya-beans. There 
are more than 360 mills throughout the coun 
of which those in Dairen number about 41 wie 
conduct the business in a very large scale, and their 
production capacity occupies over 7 of the total 
production in Manchoukuo. 


Glass Manufactory—Most of the glasses were 
formerly imported from abroad. About 15 years 
ago, the S. M. R. Company commenced to manu. 
facture them and at present, the products not only 
give a satisfactory result in quality and other res- 
pects comparable with foreign makes, but are also 
exported to the South Sea Islands, India, Australia, 
etc. The products are soda glass, crystal glass, 
hard glass, special glass, plate glass, etc. The raw 
materials are opulent everywhere in the Kwantung 
Territory. 


TRADE SUMMARIZED 


The Japan-Manchurian trade via Dairen harbour 
has witnessed a steady increase ever since the 
leasing of the Kwantung Territory by the Japanese 
Empire, and progress has become especially 
remarkable with the recent development of 
industrial economy in Manchoukuo. Prior to the 
Sino-Japanese affairs, it came to from 30 to 35% 
of the total trade value of Manchoukuo, but 
according to the statistics of the foreign trade for 
the Kwantung Territory during 1935, exports and 
imports amounted to ¥518,000,000 and ¥378,000, 
000 respectively, showing an adverse balance of 
¥140,000,000. Exports to Japan amounted to 
¥160,000,000 and imports, to ¥380,000,000, in the 
same year. The value of the foreign trade with 
China totalled in both imports and exports ¥48y 
000,000; followed by Germany with ¥47,000,0005 
Great Britain with ¥40,000,000; U. S. A. with 
¥30.000,000; Egypt with ¥15,000,000 and Nether 
lands with ¥12,000,000, 


Dairen is situated at the southern extremity of 
of the Liaotung Peninsula, occupying an important 
position in the Far East as one of the largest and 
most progressive commercial port-cities in the 
Orient, with its population of 363,528, of whom 
137,413 were Japanese, 224,967 Manchus and 
1.148 foreigners. 

The port of Dairen forms the great portal 
to Manchoukuo as well as to the Asiatic Continent 
and is a most significant free port in the Far East 
both in fame and reality, occupying an important 
position in the trans-Europe-Asia through traffic. 
The perfect wharf accommodations are undis- 
putably a manifestation of the real value of the 
port, and the vicissitude of Dairen may be 
construed as the barometer of economic activity 
in Manchoukuo. 

The port has steadily grown and flourished 
since the founding of Manchoukuo, and at 
present almost 90% of the total Manchuria trade 
passes through this port. During 1936 the foreign 
trade of the port totalled in value M¥945,091,285, 
consisting of M¥520,390,556 in imports and 
M¥424,700,729 in exports. The chief articles of

The leading industries are oil 
milling, glass manufacture, gunny bag production, 
shipbuilding, iron manufacture, cotton spinning, 
fire-brick making, etc. As Dairen is located at a 
convenient traffic point with its well-equipped port 
and excellent railroad, and embraces Manchoukuo 
and Mongolia in its background where the raw 
materials and fuel, indispensable for industrial 
enterprises, are reserved in abundance, the industry 
in Dairen indicates a trend toward further pros: 
perity.

in Russia-machi. Central Park is the largest park 
in the city with an area of 1,840,000 sq. metres. 
Ona hillside in the park, there is a grand monu 

ment dedicated to the Japanese soldiers who fell 
during and since the Russo-Japanese War. There 
are tennis courts, public archery ground, 2 baseball 
grounds, etc. in the park. Adjacent to Central 
Park, there is another small park called “Denki- 
Yuen” which is managed by the S. M. R. Co. 
Being located on a hill, a splendid view of the city 
and its environs may be obtained from the park, 
and as it is designed on an up-to-date plan and 
containing all devices for recreation, forms the 
chief attraction. 

Hoshigaura (Star Beach) is on the seashore 
along the paved motor road to Port Arthur, 8 
kms. southwest of the city and can be reached by 
tramcar or motor-car. The place has many attrac- 
tive features, and enjoys the reputation of being 
a matchless summer resort in the Far East. 

Rokotan & Shizuura—Shizuura is situated about 
4 kms. south of Dairen, and is a very nice bathing 
beach worth visiting. About 2 kms. further south, 
there is Rokotan, one of the popular holiday resorts 
known for its scenic beauty and angling.

The city of Ryojun consists of two parts, the 


New Town and Old Town, separated by the rail 
way and Monument Hill. The New Town 
extends along the whole north coast of the West 
Port. The chief features are the offices of the 
Government, the Army Department, the Technical 
University, and the Manchuria and Mongolia 
Museum. The Old Town faces the East Port and 
has been much modernized since the Japanese 
occupation. The business establishments, the 
local Civil Administration Office, the Naval 
Depot, the headquarters of the Fortress, the War 
Museum, and the Red Cross Society's Hospital 
are situated in this section. The famous 203 
Metre Hill, noted for the fierce struggles and the 
most insistent assaults during the Russo-Japanese 
War, is located about 3.2 kms. northwest of the 
New Town. The summit commands an extensive 
view of all the important forts as well as the towns 
and harbours. Russian Soldier’s Monument, lying 
at the eastern foot of Sho-anshi-shan, 2.5 kms. 
northwest of the station, was erected by the 
Japanese to the memory of Russian officers and 
men who fell in the defence of the fortress of 
Ryojun. Ryojun is reputed as being the foremost 
residential and villa resort in Southern Manchuria. 
The Taisho Park, Korakuen Park as well as the 
Ogondai Sea-bathing Resort, etc. are all well- 
known to tourists.

Administration: The Empire of Manchoukuo 
is divided for administrative purposes into 14 
provinces and two Special Municipality, namely, 
Kirin, Lungkiang, Heiho, Sankiang, Pinkiang, 
Chientao, Antung, Fengtien, Chinchow, Jehol, 
West Hsingan, South Hsingan, East Hsingan, 
North Hsingan, Hsinking Special Municipality 
and Harbin Special Municipality. The Emperor 
is the source of all the rights and powers exercised 
through the Cabinet, which is called the State 
Council presided over by the Prime Minister. The 
functions of the Legislative Council are to draft 
and approve laws and budget bills, possessing 
authority to present opinions on State affairs to 
the State Council. The Supervisory Council is 
under the direct control of the Chief Executive, 
and is independent of the State Council, entrusted 
with the work of supervision and auditing. Courts

Education: The educational work is receiving 
a revolutionary new deal under the new Govern: 
ment of Manchoukuo. Besides these, the Irish, 
Scotch, French, and Danish missionaries for many 
years participated in the educational work in Man- 
churia. In April, 1936, there were in Manchoukuo 
13,107 primary schools, 178 secondary schools, 93 
normal schools, 51 vocational schools, 15 colleges 
and technical schools, and 1,624 private schools.

Shih-pei-ling is situated 11.7 kilometres south of 
the Hsinking Station. There lies an ancient tomb 
of Wan-yen-lu-shih, the notorious courtier of the 
war lord Chin, who played a prominent role in 
establishing the Chin dynasty, and which is said to 
have existed from 800 years ago. Two tortoise- 
shaped foundation stones of the tomb on which 
an epitaph was engraved, are still lying. In the 
vicinity, there are sometimes found the remnants 
of the stone age, such as stone-axe and stone-bard. 
The Shi-pei-ling colliery lies 13.7 kilometres south- 
ward covering 660,000 square metres of coal field 
which produces bituminus coal; but its operation 
is now suspended. 

The Foreign Settlement occupies an area 
between the North Gate of the Walled Town 
and the S.M.R. Zone. It is a flourishing business 
section with well constructed roads and large 
brick-built stores, and where are found theatres 
and the Japanese Consulate-General.

Sungari, among which the most important are 
cotton, cotton yarn, gunny-bags, salt, sugar, 
tobacco, building materials, etc. The farm pro- 
ducts raised in the extensive fertile land of 
Northern Manchoukuo reach yearly the immense 
amount of more than 8,000,000 metric tons, of 
which beans, bean-cake and bean-oil occupy the 
main portion. The North Manchuria Railway 
alone carries approx. 1,800,000 metric tons of 
farm products annually consisting of 1,400,000 
metric tons in beans, 180,000 metric tons in bean- 
cakes and more than 210,000 metric tons in other 
products. There are 44 oil-mills, 20 flour-mills and 
30 breweries. 

As a river port Harbin occupies an important 
position for ships plying on the rivers Amur and 
Ussuri, extending for some 8,000 miles. The 
foreign trade of Harbin during 1936 amounted 
to M¥4,319,650 in imports and M¥950,907 in 
exports. The chief imports are cotton goods, raw 
cotton, kerosene oil, sugar, machinery and tools, 
iton and steel, cigarettes, vehicles and vessels, 
ginny bags, paper, gasoline, etc., while the prin’ 
cipal exports include beans and peas, skins, animals 
and animal products, seeds, ete. The port is 
opened about the middle of April and closed at 
the beginning of November. Vessels registered 
here comprise 116 steamers of 49,318 tons, 134 
lighters of 61,348 tons, including some 1,740- 
ton steamers and 770-ton lighters. The cargo 
handled at port amounts approx, to 1,400,000 tons 
per annum; and the passengers embarking and 
disembarking here to 170,000, These figures are 
tending to increase with the development of pro- 
duction and industry in North Manchuria.

The city is divided into 7 sections, namely, 
New Town, Machiakou, Old Town, Pristan, 
Fuchiaten, 8th Section and Nahalofka. Each of 
these sections has its own peculiarity. The Gov 
ernment of the new State issued an Ordinance on 
July 1, 1932, proclaiming the establishment of 
Greater Harbin. The work of unification was 
immediately set to, and after a year of untiring 
exertions these sections were completely amalga- 
mated, and Greater Harbin emerged on July 1, 
1933 as one special municipality under one 
administration out of the hotbed of political 
intrigues and troubles for the past thirty years. 
The official organization of the Municipality has 
been perfectly established, and various under- 
takings for the civic improvement and construc: 
tion are being planned. Driving north through 
Kitaiskaya street as far as its end, there spreads 
out suddenly before ones eyes a picturesque view 
of the river Sungari, over which the gigantic 
iron bridge of about 3,200 feet in length is 
spanned, and near there lies a wharf, along 
which numerous junks and steamers are seen. In 
summer it is more interesting to float a boat on 
the stream, enjoying its cool refreshing breeze. 
In “Solnechny Isle” in the midst of the river, 
there is a swimming place with many trees of 
Russian colour. In winter, it is also pleasant to 
skate over the firm gleaming ice. Parks are found 
in Novy Gorod, Stary Harbin, and Pristan, but the 
one at the north end of Pristan is better known. 
During the summer, this park is crowded with 
well-to-do citizens. Russians gather in groups to 
pass their happy evenings, chatting on the 
benches or walking about in the garden.

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Mukden is located in the central part of 
Fengtien Province, nearly halfway on the main 
ine of the South Manchuria Railway, about 397 
«ms. north of Dairen. Besides being the most 
important intermediate station on the Dairen 
Hsinking line, Mukden is also connected with 
Peiping and Fusan respectively by the Mukden 
Shanhaikwan Railway and the Mukden-Antung 
ine. 

Mukden, having a geographical advantage of 
being situated in the midst of a vast fertile field, 
and possessing ample communication facilities, is 
one of the largest industrial and commercial 
cities in Manchoukuo inhabited by 709,813 people 
in September, 1937. The production and industry 
in all the districts in the province are carefully 
guided and encouraged by the authorities, sanitary 
measures enforced, taxes reduced, the poor class 
of people relieved, and efforts are made for the 
widespread of education. Under such circum- 
stances the volume of production and industry 
naturally increases, as is clearly seen in the trade 
figures showing the total amounts of merchandise 
handled in the city of Mukden, which is the chief 
centre of distribution for the products of its 
surrounding districts. With the development of 
commerce and industry, and the exploitation of 
its surrounding regions, the trade and commerce 
of Mukden have witnessed remarkable progress, 
the total imports and exports of the city amount- 
ing in value to M¥252,920,000 and M¥74,300,000 
in 1935, as against the respective values of 
M¥185,710,000 and M¥74,180,000 in 1934. 
These are cargoes transported by railway only, so 
that the foregoing figures will obviously become 
far larger by adding the cargoes transported by 
horses and. vehicles in the surroundings. Among 
the principal articles of trade are soya beans, 
bean cake, kaoliang, barley, wheat, millet, miscel- 
laneous grains and seeds, furs and skins, etc. 





Mukden is one of the oldest cities in Manchou- 
kuo and abounds in many scenic beauties and 
historic places of interest. The city is divided 
into three sections, the Walled Town, Foreign 
Settlement, and the $.M.R. Zone. The Walled 


Town proper, about 3 kms, from the railway 


station, is surrounded by a wall 35 ft. high, and

The $.M.R. Zone lies 
along the railway lines and towards the city 
proper, covering a large area of 6,080,426 sq 
metres. An extensive city construction plan is 
under project for the purpose of establishing a 
Great Mukden which may easily hold a population 
of 1,000,000 after ten years. The various streets 
cross each other at right angles, the main 
thoroughfare leading. The Foreign Settlement, 
lying between the S.M.R. Quarters and the 
Native Town, is the important trading district 
which contains the consulates of various nations, 
as well as many foreign office buildings and 
commercial houses. 

Places of Interest: The Memorial Cenotaph 
erected on the southeast of the S.M.R. Zone, to 
the spirits of the Japanese soldiers who fell in the 
famous battle of Mukden during the Russo- 
Japanese War; the Chiyoda Park belonging to the 
S.M.R. Zone, a popular centre of amusements; 
the Pei-ling, or the Northern Mausoleum of a 
Manchu Emperor lying about 3.8 kms. north of 
the town, visitors to which must have a permit 
from their respective Consuls; the Tung-ling, or 
the Eastern Mausoleum of a Manchu Emperor, 
about 13 kms. east of Mukden; the South Man- 
churia Medical College; the South Manchuria 
Sugar Refinery; the Manchuria and Mongolia 
Woollen Weaving Company; the Mukden Jute 
Manufacturing Company, etc. State Museum of 
Fine Arts, located in the Foreign Settlement, is a 
commodious three-storied building formerly owned 
by Tan Yulin, ex-Governor of Jehol, containing 
art treasures in jade, bronze and porcelain, rare 
paintings, and historic relics relating to the 
olden eras of Manchuria and Mongolia. The 
mausolea above mentioned are both famous for 
their magnificent architecture displayed in the 
highest degree of art in the Ming dynasty about 
500 years ago. Each of the mausolea contains 
precious relics admired by every visitor.

With the gradual attainment of power of the 
Chinese in Manchuria, the government in power 
initiated the third phase of railway construction, 
partly by Chinese capital and partly by money 
advanced by the South Manchuria Railway Com- 
pany, both east and west of the main South 
Manchuria Railway Line. 


The Chang warlords used these parallel rail- 
ways as an instrument in their policy of gradually 
squeezing the Japanese out of South Manchuria, 
and it was this irritating policy which became 
the underlying reason for the now historic Man- 
churian Incident, which suddenly startled the world 
on September 18, 1931. The establishment of 
Manchoukuo as its direct result is only too well 
known. This development gave an entirely new 
direction to the development of the railways: the 
Chinese lines were taken over by the New State, 
which entrusted their operation to the South 
Manchuria Railway Company. The Company, in 
turn, established in Mukden the General Directo 
rate of Manchoukuo State Railways to manage the 
former Chinese lines and at the same time a con: 
structive railway building program was initiated 
and pushed with vigor to the farthermost corners 
of the country—to Halunarshan in the Hsingans, 
to Jehol City (Chengte) in the southwest, to 
Mishan near the northeastern border, to Chiamussu 
on the north Sungari and to Heiho on the Amur,

agriculture and industry has since 
marked improvement, the excess 
amounting to a considera- 
ble sum. The trade with Chinese ports has been 
declining of late years, while its transactions with 
Japan have been increasing year after year. Most 
of the exports from Antung to Japan are sent by 
rail to be shipped forward from Fusan, the goods 
sent direct by sea representing only about 20%. 
The part played by Antung as a port of transit 
is insignificant, as the amount of its re-exports 
reaches merely around 1.8% of the total value of 
its exports. During 1936, the foreign trade of 
Antung realized M¥93,333,293 in imports and 
M¥42,163,107 in exports, compared with the 
respective values of M¥75,685,206 and M¥35,- 
897,869 in 1935. The greatest imports are cotton 
piece goods (M¥40,574,470) and cotton yarn 
(M¥7,776,219), occupying about 48% of the total 
value of imports. Other chief imports include 
wheat flour, timber and wood, cement, refined 
sugar, vehicles and vessels, paper, gasoline, etc. 
Among the exports millet ranks foremost, followed 
by coal, bean-cake, soya beans, sesamum seed, 
wild raw silk, timber, etc. Most of the soya 
beans sent down to Antung are manufactured 
into bean oil and cake at its mills. In recent 
years, however, the oil-milling industry here has 
been showing a decline, owing to the diminishing 
demand for bean-cake on account of the greater 
use of sulphate of ammonia. Nevertheless, the 
mills in operation here number 21, the exports of 
bean cake amounting in value to M¥4,408,081. 
Vessels entered and cleared at the port during 1936 
numbered. 570 of 463,256 tons.

Lumber, which comes down 
from the richest resources along the upper course 
of the Yalu, amounts to an enormous quantity, 
Today, the town has 24 modern saw mills run 
mainly by the Japanese, their annual outputs 
ageregating to the value of about M¥15,000,000, 
Wild cocoons are abundant in the adjoining 
regions, and the people are busily occupied in the 
production of wild silk, the filatures numbering 
69. The production of wild raw silk at Antung, 
due to the increasing demand for pongee, has 
been steadily advancing, and its annual output in 
recent years totals around M¥2,800,000, the 
export being now chiefly made to Japan to be 
mostly consumed in Fukui, Gifu, Kyoto and 


Osaka. 


The Town is divided into the $.M.R. Zone and 
the Old Town The latter is crowded with 
Manchoukuo peoples’ streets holding a population 
of about 120,000. The S.M.R. Zone adjoins the 
Old Town, with the streets around the railway 
station running in all directions, and has a popw 
lation of over 66,000. There are government 
offices, public organizations, business concerns 
and various cultural establishments. The Chen- 
kiang Hill which lies behind the S.M.R. Zone is 
a pride of the citizens as their recreation park, 
and is noted for its cherry-blossoms. On the hill 
stands a Soldiers’ Monument dedicated to 3,129 
Japanese officers and men who fell in the battles 
fought between Antung and Pen-hsi-fu, during 
the Russo-Japanese War. From the summit, a 
panoramic view of the whole city may be obtained. 
There are also the Antung Shrine and Rin-zai 
Temple. 


YINGKOW (Newchwang) is situated on the 
south bank of the river Liao, 22.5 kms. from its 
estuary, and is the end of the line which branches 
off at Tashihchiao station. The terminal Station 
of the branch of the Mukden-Shanhaikuan Line is 
on the opposite bank of Yingkow, which bears 
the same name as Yingkow station of the S.M.R. 
line. Being conveniently situated, Yingkow long 
enjoyed great prosperity as a point for landing 
commodities: transported down the river Liao 
from the interior of Manchuria and Mongolia. In 
1858, it was opened as a lone port in Manchuria 
and is now struggling to hold its own against 
Dairen and Antung. Although the former glory 
of the city has gradually dwindled after the opening 
of the port of Dairen and Antung, favoured with 
the creation of Manchoukuo when the trend of 
foreign trade began to turn in favour of Ying’ 
kow, the trade of the latter port, which had 
always shown more or less excess of imports over

Production and Industry:—Although China 1s

and drought. Rice stands out preduminant among 
the staple products, followed by wheat, peas and 
beans, millet, tea, cotton, rapeseed, gingelly, nenp 
and flax, and cocoons, etc. The production of 
rice is said to rank foremost in the world, the 
Yangtze basin constituting the principal producing 
centre. Wheat grows in abundance along the 
Yellow River, but is still insufficient as yet to 
feed the enormous population. The yield of 
cotton, with North China as the main producing 
district, is, on the whole, sufficient to fill her domes- 
tic needs, the total for 1936 being 850,000 kilo 
tons (third place in the world). Raw silk is mostly 
produced in Chekiang Province, and ranks next to 
Japan in volume of export. Tea is exported to 
Soviet Russia, United Kingdom and U. S. A., and 
the volume exported in 1936 was 37,000 kilo tons 
ranking fourth in the world. :

As for industries, cotton spinning comes foremost 
above all, followed by flour-milling, cement manz- 
facturing, apart from which there are domestic 
(household) industries as the textile industry, 
papermaking, making of hides and skins, matches 
as well as manufacture of ceramics and porcelain, 
The spinning industry is conducted by Japanese 
Chinese and British concerns, but Chinese spin- 
ning mills have been suffering from depression of 
late. In 1936 the number of spindles operated 
by Chinese spinning mills was 2,690,000, Japanese 
2,160,000 and British 221,000. 

Eccnomic Conditions: The beginning of the 
year 1937 carried over from the previous year 
favourable indications in practically every field. 
Relations with other countries seemed improved 
and somewhat more stabilized. The beneficial 
effects of the currency stabilization inaugurated in 
November, 1936, were being realized in new rail- 
way, highway, and other constructions of an 
economic character. Excellent harvests for two 
years in succession, combined with higher and 
more stable prices for farm commodities, provided

the basis for better social and cultural conditions 
among China’s masses. Foreign trade for the first 
half of 1937 showed an increase in imports of 30 
per cent by value, compared with the first half of 
the previous year, while exports gained 45 per cent. 

A sudden transformation took place, however, 
owing to the incident of the Lukouchiao Bridge, in 
Hopei Province, on the night of July 7. Shanghai, 
the port through which flows normally about 50% 
of China’s foreign trade, has been completely cut 
off from its hinterland, thereby making its indus- 
trial and trade activities become all but paralyzed. 
Many of its foremost mercantile houses which 
handled its commerce, both foreign and Chinese, 


have been removed to Hong Kong or Canton. 


Currency:—The three principal banks, who have 
been authorized to issue bank-notes as a result 
of the monetary reform of 1935, are the Central 
Bank of China, the Bank of China, and the Bank 
of Communications.

Geographical Survey:—North China comprises 
that vast area extending northwards from the 
yangtze-kiang to the “Great Wall of China” in- 
cluding the basin of the Yellow River. The five 
provinces of North China are Hopei, Chahar, 
Suiyuan, Shansi and Shantung covering the terri 
tory between 35° to 47° North Lat. and 111° to 
122° East Long., comprising a total area of 1,008,- 
952 sq. kms. 

The majority of the population of North China, 
totalling 77,917,070, are so-called Chinese, i.e, 
Hans, apart from which there are also Manchus, 
Mongolians and Turkestans. The Manchus and 
Turkestans, who live together with the Hans, are 
engaged in farming. The two cities of Peking and 
Tjentsin each possess a population of over 1,000, 
000, and are followed in the order of Tsingtao 
(450,000), Tsinan (430,000) and Paoting (300, 
000), etc., apart from which there are as many 
as 13 cities each with a population of over 50,000. 
The aggregate population of all these cities cor- 
responds to approx. 15% of the total population of 
North China, the remaining 85% being made up 
by those residing in agrarian districts. Classified 
according to the provinces Hopei, which ranks 
foremost as regards density, has a population of 
31,200,000, followed in the order of Shantung with 
30,500,000, Shansi with 12,200,000, Chahar with 
1.900.000 and Suiyuan with 1,120,000. 

Inauguration of the Chinese Provisional Gov- 
ernment:—Upon the foothold of Chiang Kai-Shek 
crumbling away with the fall of Nanking, a new 
Government was inaugurated in its stead at Peking 
on December 14th, 1937, under the name of the 
Chinese Provisional Government, and all of the 
peace preservation societies and autonomous gov’ 
ernments seattered throughout North China be- 
came merged ‘into the said New Government. 
From its very start the New Government aimed 
at the unification of the minds of the people by 
announcing the following seven policies in order 
toomake matters clear regarding the fundamental 
principle in regard to its political aims, Viz 


Expulsion of the 
system. 
Extermination of Communism 

Raising of Oriental morality and fostering 
of amicable relations with friendly nations. 
Exploitation of industries and betterment 
of the living standard of the people. 
Appointment of men of talent into service 
Fulfillment of obligations of the 
regime towards foreign powers.

present Committee shall resign upon national

An insight into the organization of the Provi 
sional Government shows that the administration, 
which is carried out on the Committee system, is 
divided into the three factions of Supreme Council, 
Administration and Justice. The Supreme Counet 
decides upon the important policies of New China 
and plans out all government policies, the Ad- 
ministrative Committee makes it its duty to see 
the enforcement of the said policies, and the Justice 
Committee engages in the safeguarding of legal 
rights independent of the afore-mentioned Com- 
mittees. All policies are decided upon by the 
council system. Wang Ko-min is the Chairman 
of the Legislative Council. 

Communications & Public Enterprises:—The 
transportation capacity of the railways in North 
China is by no means in a satisfactory condition 
in view of the lack of proper care since their 
construction, and, to make matters worse, the 
extent of damage sustained by the said railways as 
a result of the present Incident is fairly severe. 
The quantity of rolling-stock of both the Kin-Han 
and Tsin-Pu lines has witnessed a considerable 
decrease on account of same having been taken 
away to the south by the Chinese troops.

Together with railways, harbours also play an 
important rdle in the economic development of 
North China. The following represent the har- 
bours (ports) in North China, but, with the ex- 
ception of Tsingtao, none of them can be said as 
being in a satisfactory condition. The Port of 
Tientsin is especially in the most urgent need , of 
improvement. 
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Compared with Central and South China the 
development of motor roads has been exceedingly 
backward, which is due to trafic becoming iver 
rupted during the rainy season on account of the 
poor state of river improvement works as well as 
the general scarcity of bridges excepting in the 
neighbourhood of large-sized cities. Moreover, 
canal navigation does not figure so conspicuously 
in North China as in Central and South China, 
but is fairly extensively developed around Tientsin 
and is widely utilized as an auxiliary means of com- 
munication to land traffic facilities. 

Among the lines of work for the exploitation of 
North China, the installing of communications 
equipments is of most urgent necessity both from 
the military and industrial point of view. Accord- 
ing to latest statistics the total lengh of telegraph 
lines is 33,170 kms. The number of telephones in 
use in the various leading cities are:—Peking 
12,948; Tientsin 11,953; Tsingtao 4.144; and 
others 1,600. 

As for electricity, the electric light and electric 
power supply business has been depressed in the 
past in the five North China provinces, which 
phenomenon is, to a greater part, due to the com 
paratively low degree of development of industries, 
the low standard of living of the people in general, 
and, what is still more, the excessively high electric 
light and electric power rates. This was because 
of electric power generating plans as well as the 
management of such companies not being carried 
out rationally, as a result of which most of the 
large-sized coal mines and other influential enter- 
prises have been generating their own electric 
power, Those engaged in the electricity business 
in the North China five provinces at present num 
ber 40, with a total capital of 22,400,000 yuan and 
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there has scarcely been any exploiting 
mentioning. On taking into considerati re 
tionship of supply and demand of coal in Japan 
the exploitation of the rich North Chinesé 
mines calls for the most urgent necessity, 
being especially the case with coal for use by 
Japanese steel mills. 

Salt:—In addition to supplying the abundant 
daily requisite of the Chinese people, the salt 
fields of North China have become to gradually 
increase in importance as the sites for supplying 
industrial salt for Japan. Along the Pechihli Gulf 
in Hopei province there were at one time as many 
as 24 salt-fields, but this number has dwindled 
down at the present day to only two, the total area 
of which comes to 9,102 “cho.” Nevertheless, as 
there are approx. 6,300 “cho” of devastated salt- 
fields and a spacious area suited for salt-fields, this 
district is likely one of the foremost salt-producing 
centres in the world by opening as well as restor- 
ing same to the original state. At present the salt 
producing fields in Shantung province lie along 
the coast of the Pechihli Gulf and the Yellow Sea 
in Shantung Peninsula as well as at seven other 
places, and together with the salt fields at Hopei 
province, great hopes are levied upon them as places 
for supply of Japan’s requirements of industrial 
salt. The present area is 6,077 “cho,” and the 
production during 1936 was 239,363 kilo tons. 

Agricultural Products:—Rice, wheat and cotton 
constitute the principal agricultural produce. The 
production of rice amounts to 941,000,000 “kin.” 
whereas that of wheat is 11,200,000,000 “kin,” 
equivalent to 20% of the total production for the

It can safely be asserted that the whole history 
of China is told by the bricks and stones and 
plaster walls of Peking. Months can be spent 
here without exhausting its possibilities in interest 
and pleasure. 

The Emperor's residence of the Forbidden City 
was for centuries a complete and engaging mystery 
to the Occident, for foreigners were not admitted 
to its sacred precincts until after the Boxer uprising

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What is the present state of Peking, one of the 
most popular sightseeing cities in the Orient which 
tourists from all parts of the world invariably include 
in their itinerary schedule? 

As the present Sino-Japanese Incident has for its

Tientsin, which is the principal gateway to 
North China and a great modern-style city, stands 
at the confluence of the Pei-ho and Grand Canal 
about 45 miles up from the coast of Pechihli Gulf 
Being well served by splendid coasting steamers 
plying to and from other ports in China and the 
principal ports of Japan, Tientsin is the second 
port of importance in China, and justly attains 
this position because it serves that vast tract of 
territory comprising Singkiang, the Northern part 
of Tibet, the greater part of Mongolia, the pro- 
vince of Kansu, the Northern part of Shensi, the 
provinces of Shansi and Chihli and part of Shan- 
tung. Situated 138 kms. from Peking by rail, 
Tientsin, literally the “Ford of Heaven,” is the 
most important commercial centre of northern 
China, as Shanghai is of the south. Ships from 
the China coast ports and from Japan are, as a 
rule, able to navigate the winding Peiho River as 
far as Tientsin, while larger vessels unload at 
Taku, where the river flows into the Gulf of 
Chihli. 

Area & Population:There are no accurate 
statistics available as regards the area of Tientsin, 
but same is estimated at approx. 6,000,000 “tsubo,” 
of which about 4,000,000 “tsubo” is occupied by 
foreign concessions. Tientsin is, like Shanghai, a 
cosmopolitan city, containing foreign concessions, 
viz. British (950 acres), Japanese (650 acres), 
French (250 acres), Italian (750 acres). Accord- 
ing to the estimates of the Metropolitan Police 
Administration, the population in 1936 totalled 
1,231,520, including 8,157 Japanese, 2,618 Russians,

Administration:—The foreign exclusive settle 
ments were first established at Tientsin in 1860, 
when the Chinese Government leased lands to 
Great Britain and France to be under their separate 
jurisdictions. “Tze-Chu-Lin” is the Chinese name 
for the Settlements, the said name having been 
taken from a Chinese village originally situated in 
the mud flats and swamps from which the foreign 
Concessions have arisen. Later on. by virtue of the 
Treaty of Tientsin, the present Japanese, British, 
French and Italian Settlements were assigned to the 
said respective nations, following which, treaties 
were concluded regarding the opening of the port 
to commerce, acquisition of railway rights, distribu- 
tion of territory (land), right of stationing troops 
as well as mining rights, etc. Other nations, e.g. 
U. S. A., Germany, Russia, Belgium and Austria 
were also among the first to be signatories to the 
said treaties, but in addition to the U. S. A. waiving 
her rights later on, Russia, Germany and Austria 
returned the Settlements back to China as a result 
of the Great European War, and the said territory 
has become transformed into the present Special 
Zone, Belgium also returned her Concession rights 
only recently.

Ky Nisshin, Dairen and Yamashita Steam- 
ship Companies ply regularly between Tientsin and 
ports of Japan; and the China Navigation Com- 
pany, the Indo-China S$. N. Co., and the China 
Merchants S. N. Co. maintain their regular ser- 
vices between Tientsin and other China ports. In 
recent times a network of roadways has grown up 
all over the province, radiating from the city 
and though unmetalled and in poor condition, they 
nevertheless sustain a growing traffic of motor 
buses and other forms of transport. 

Harbour Accommodation & Shipping: —With 
the exception of the oil installations, the wharves 
and berths at Tientsin, are under the jurisdiction 
of the various municipal authorities, and at Tangku 
the wharves are owned by private companies. 
There are approximately 38 berths in Tientsin 
Harbour capable of receiving vessels from. 200 to 
300 feet in length with draughts of from 12 to 
14.5 feet. At ordinary high-water, unaffected by 
wind, vessels drawing up to 16 feet may cross 
the Taku Bar and proceed up to Tientsin, and at 
present steady improvements are being recorded for 
anchoring vessels of larger size. Vessels of large 
size anchor outside the Taku Bar and discharge 
into, or from, lighters of which there are ample 
numbers. Five mooring buoys giving four head- 
andstern berths are available. at Tangku for 
vessels up to 350 feet in length and 12.14 feet 
draught. As for loading and unloading capacity 
per day in the case of ordinary general cargo, @ 
maximum of approx. 1,500 tons can be expected. 
As regards dry docks there are seven at Tangku 
which can accommodate vessels up to 250 feet in 
length and 14 feet draught, as well as one at Hsinho 
which can accommodate vessels up to 400 feet in 
length and 15 feet draught. Coaling facilities are 
ample from lighters or alongside the Kailan Mining 
Administration’s wharf at Tangku. 

During 1937 the total tonnage of vessels entering 
the port of Tientsin amounted to 925 of 1,057,833 
tons for the domestic trade and 756 of 1,068,032 
tons for the foreign trade of which the British 
flay continued to head the list followed by Japan.

From an industrial point of view Tientsin con 
stitutes the centre of the spinning industry in 
North China, apart from which there are fairly 
large-sized factories engaged in the manufacture 
of woollen textiles, flour and matches, which lines 
of industry have become characteristic of Tientsin. 
Among chemical industries, there are factories en- 
gaged in the soda industry, dyes and paints, cement 
and paper-manufacture, and great hopes are being 
levied upon Tientsin as an industrial centre with 
the future exploitation of the hinterland. 

As for the electric power industry there are some 
small-sized power generating stations, but future 
development is being looked forward to in this line 
by the establishment of a Sino-Japanese jointly 
capitalized concern through the hands of the 
Kochu Koshi. 

Damage caused by Incident & Reconstruction:— 
Due to the state of disorder which broke out in 
the “Native Town” as well as the Special Zone 
at Tientsin upon the outbreak of the Incident, all 
stores were obliged to close down. Upon the 
advice, however, of the Peace Preservation Com- 
mittee and the Chamber of Commerce, all of the 
retail stores commenced first of all to open up 
their business. Furthermore, all of the factories 
suspended operations upon the outbreak of the 
Incident excepting for a few factories in the British 
and French Concessions. Due to the befitting and 
timely measures adopted by the Japanese troops, 
Tientsin was in the state of siege for only three 
days, with the result that the extent of damage suf- 
fered by the factories at Tientsin by gun-fire was 
rather small. However, although the direct damage 
suffered by factories and buildings through the 
Incident was slight, communication between Tien- 
tsin and the hinterland became interrupted both 
by land and waterway due to floods, and further- 
more, in addition to the sales of manufactured 
goods having come to a standstill due to the

Out of the 66 factories 
in Tientsin 22 are still in a state of suspension of 
operations. Moreover, the production volume of 
the 44 factories that have resumed operations 
shows a falling-off of approx. 46% as compared 
with the pre-Incident days. Of the 146 small-sized 
factories 42 are still in a state of suspension and 
out of the 636 leading handicraft mills, 204 are 
still suspending operations. 


Shopping & Amusement:—Asahi-gai, the main 
street of the Japanese Concession, is the busiest 
shopping centre of the city flanked with depart- 
ment stores and shops, Kanebo Service Station and 
the Chung-yuan Department Store, which contain 
a cinema hall and cabaret, being most noted on this 
street. Kotobuki-gai is the centre of recreation 
life. The famous street in the Native City known 
as “Kyi-chieh,” or “Clothes-selling Street,’ is 
lined on both sides by rows of shops selling cotton 
cloths, clothing, textiles, furs, jewels, medicines and 
miscellaneous articles. The Botanical Garden in 
Ho-pei is a very popular resort, containing artificial 
lakes, hills and tea-houses. Ho-pei Hua-yuan 
or Industrial Bazaar, is where the products of 
provinces and of foreign countries are exhibited. 


Sight-seeing:— Visitors will spend their time 
profitably and pleasantly when visiting the few 
temples in the Chinese City of Tientsin. Among 
these, the most interesting is the memorial to Li 
Hung-chang, an imposing structure combining all 
the characteristics of ancient Chinese architecture. 
Another quite interesting structure is the Hai 
Kwan Sze temple rebuilt in 1921 in the South 
Suburb of the City .(Pa li tai). This temple is 
especially famous for the immense bronze bell (the 
“Big Bell”) one, can see in its compound. 

It will certainly interest travellers to pay a visit 
to the Drum Tower in the centre of the Chinese 
City, wherefrom an excellent view of the city may 
be obtained. 

A visit to the Nankai University, one of the most 
modern educational institutions in North China, 
may also be suggested. 

A visit to the Huangho-Paiho Museum, of the 
Jesuit Fathers, on Race Course Road can be sug- 
gested. This institution is one of the best of its 
kind in the world, containing unique collections. 

The Public Park in the Japanese Concession is 
also an interesting places to visit. It is remarkable 
for its “couleur locale” settings. 

And, last but not least, a traveller should not 
fail to pay a visit to the Tientsin Country Club, 
the actual centre of this town’s social life, and one 
of its most modern buildings.

The Tientsin Japanese Union Hospital (Tientsin 
Nippon Kyoritsu [in), in Fukushima Road, Japa- 
nese Concession, established in 1901, is one of 
the largest hospitals in the city.

ance. With the outbreak of the Great War in 
i914, Japan, under the terms of her Treaty of 
lance with Great Britain, requested Germany to 
render possession of Tsingtao for maintaining 
ace in the Far East and for the eventual restora- 
n of the leased zone to China, and on November 
h of the same year took possession of the garrison 
Tsingtao, sending more than 5,000 prisoners to 
nan for internment until the end of the War. 
In 1915, China, under the Sino-Japanese Treaty, 
qoreed to recognize for Japan all rights, interests, 
and concessions in relation to Shantung Province 
which Germany had possessed from China. On 
December 27, 1921, Japan, in accordance with 
her declaration made in 1914, was ready to restore 
the leased territory, but at the request of China 
the actual transfer was not made until Dec. 10, 
1922, for the reason that China was not prepared 
to accept delivery on the agreed date. 

The population as at the end of 1936 totalled 
in all 470,600, consisting of 16,600 Japanese, 1,500 
foreigners and 452,500 Chinese. Plans are actively 
being pushed ahead with a view towards bringing 
the population of Tsingtao up to 1,000,000. 

Administration:—Through the able efforts of 
Chao Chi, Chairman of the Tsingtao Peace 
Maintenance Committee, which was inaugurated 
on January 17th, 1938, as well as the police force 
numbering 1,400, perfect peace and order prevail 
at the present day at Tsingtao. The Reconstruction 
Committee is also rendering most valuable services 
towards the speedy reconstruction of the various 
factories and public enterprises that were merc 
lessly damaged by the Chinese troops at the time 
of the Incident.

The town-port constitutes the eastern terminus 
of the Shantung Railway which connects with the 
Tientsin- Pukow Railway at Tsinan. There are 
hoth day and night trains between the two cities. 
Roat service is frequent to and from ports in 
Japan as well as other ports on the China coast, 
while several European lines make Tsingtao a port 
of call. 


Trade & Shipping:—The foreign and domestic 
trade of Tsingtao during 1937 totalled 232,711,000 
yuan, and although the figures for the latter half 
witnessed a falling-off of 40% or 48,595,000 yuan 
as compared with the corresponding period of the 
preceding year (total for latter half of 1937 being 
72,266,000 yuan against 120,861,000 yuan for 
latter half of 1936) as a result of the China Inci- 
dent which broke out in July, 1937, the total 
decrease for the year came to only 1.2% of the 
total trade figures for 1936 amounting to 235,603, 
000 yuan, This is attributable to the fact that 
the foreign trade of this port witnessed unprece- 
dented activity during the first half of 1937, show- 
ing an increase of 40% and 57.7% over the returns 
for the corresponding periods of 1936 and 1935 
respectively, Imports during 1937 aggregated 
49,813,000 yuan (54,752,000 yuan in 1936), the 
principal items of import which witnessed an in- 
ctease being bicycle parts, textile machinery and 
parts, artificial dyes, sugar, gasoline and lumber, 
tte, whereas the imports which experienced a 
alling-off comprised cotton, tangle, petroleum, 
cotton goods and steel wiring.

¥154,000,000, necessitating a fair amount of outlay 
and time for their revival. 

All spinning and weaving mills, representing the 
mainstay of Japan’s industrial interests in Shan 
tung, were so badly destroyed by the merciless 
Chinese authorities while the Japanese residents 
were in course of withdrawal to Japan as to require 
a fair length of time. Among those who suffered 
most are the mills of such concerns as Nisshin, 
Doko, Shanghai, Naigai Men and Toyoda, but, ail 
of them have promptly set upon the task of recon- 
struction. In fact, the Nisshin Spinning are 
scheduled to complete their work of re-building 
by the end of August and install all necessary 
machinery and equipment during September so as 
to enable them to resume operations in October. 
Most of the other mills are expected to resume 
operations either in full or in part by the end of 
the year. The first period reconstruction plan calls 
for the reinstalling of 390,500 spindles for spin- 
ning use, 32,000 spindles for twisting and 7,100 
spindles for weaving use, which represents approx. 
60% of the pre-Incident equipment. 

As for the salt industry of Shantung, hitherto 
200,000 to 222,000 tons had been exported annually 
to Japan and Chosen, but exports came to a state 
of complete standstill after the outbreak of the 
Incident last year.

General Survey:—Central China constitutes the 
so-called “Centre of China’s Economy” and is 
the most highly exploited part of the whole ét 
China due to the fertility of its soil, density of 
population, ample land and water communication 
facilities, as well as the fact that the trade amounts 
to over half of the total for entire China, at the 
same time constituting the most important source 
of foreign investments in China. On glancing at 
the trade figures it may be observed that, of the 
total annual export and import trade for China 
aggregating 1,600,000,000 yuan, 55% or 900,000, 
000 yuan passes through the single port of Shang- 
hai alone, Shanghai being the centre of trade with 
China of all countries. 


The large trade of Central China as well as 
the development of Shanghai as one of the leading 
great ports of trade in the world is mainly due 
ta the extensive basin of the Yangtsze-kiang form- 
ing the hinterland, comprising the whole of the 
provinces of Hunan, Hupeh and Kiangsi, the 
greater part of Szechwan, the southern part of 
Shensi, Anhwei and Kiangsu, as well as the north- 
ern portion of Chekiang, comprising a vast area of 
750,000 sq. miles and including a population of 
approx. 200,000,000, equal to one-third and about 
one-half of the area and population respectively 
of China Proper. 

The river Yangtsze-kiang, which forms the main 
artery of trade, commerce and every form of 
communication with Central China, and opening 
up to foreign’ trade the greater part of China 
Proper, is approx. 3,200 miles in length, and is 
navigable from the sea to a point above Suifu, 
which is 1,630 miles up stream. Vessels of 6,000 
tons can navigate throughout the year to a point 
600 miles up stream. The foregoing will obviously 
suffice to show up to what extent the economic 
development of Central China is dependent on the 
Yangtsze-kiang, and also the high degree of im- 
portance of Shanghai, lying at its mouth, from the 
economic standpoint in its relationship with the 
hinterland.

X The aim of the new Government is clearly set 
forth in its proclamation to the effect that “This 
Government has been set up in order to rescue th 
people from the sufferings caused by the tyrannical 
government of Chiang Kai-‘Shek in causing ail 
cities and towns to fall to ruins and forcing the 
people into a state of starvation.” After com 
bating against the evils of Communism, ensuring 
the safety and well-being of the people, stimulat 
ing closer co-operation between Japan and China, 
as well as enforcing the open-door policy, this 
Government is destined to merge with the Peking 
Government upon the restoration of the Tsinpo 
as well as Lunghai Railways. The future pro: 
gramme includes the extension of administrative 
rights to the three additional provinces of Anhwei, 
Honan and Hupeh upon the fall of Hankow. 


Economic Position of Central China:—Most of 
the investments in China by foreign powers are 
centred around Central China, especially Shanghai. 
According to statistics compiled a few years ago, 
the amount of investments in Shanghai by the 
various powers in relation to their investments for 
the whole of China amounted to: Great Britain 
approx. 80% (¥1,500,000,000), Japan approx. 10% 
(400,000,000 odd Yen), and U.S.A. approx. 70% 
(¥200,000,000). 

On examining the position that Central China 
holds towards the whole of China as regards in- 
dustries, it will be seen that, as regards cotton 
spinning which is the most highly developed among 
all the Chinese industries, about 70% of the total 
number of spindles in the whole of China, viz. 
5,940,000, are within the occupied territory in 
Central China. Apart from the foregoing, various 
other industries, such as flour-milling, silk reeling, 
and silk textile industry are fairly highly deve- 
loped with the two provinces of Kiangsi and 
Chekiang as the centre. 


The financial position of Central China does not 
require much explaining. The total number of 
Chinese banks, including those abroad, is 164, of 
which 90 banks, ie. 55%, have their Head Offices 
in the provinces of Kiangsi and Chekiang. Need- 
less to remark, these banks are far more influential 
than those of other provinces, and all large-sized 
banks of a national nature are gathered together

Geographical Survey:—Shanghai, China's 
mercial and industrial capital, is situated as ths 
ieft bank of the Whangpoo, 12 miles Bdhe rd 
mouth at Whangpoo. Its situation, approximately 
midway along the China coast, makes it ak dn : 
the most natural distributing centre for exteneive 
trade with coastal ports; but of far greater im 
portance 1s the fact that Shanghai commands the 
vital position for commerce at the very outlet of 
the whole Yangtsze River system Less than a 
century ago, however, it was nothing but an 
anchorage for junks, with a few. villages scattered 
along the low, muddy banks of the river. In all 
the world, it is doubtful whether there is another 
equally extensive region of wealth where the people 
depend as solely upon a single artery of trafhe and 
upon one entreport as do the inhabitants of the 
Yangtsze Basin. Approximately 200,000,000 people, 
half of the population of entire China, live in this 
fertile area, utilizing the river, its tributaries, and 
its networks of canals as their chief means of 
communication. Their needs, beyond those sup- 
plied directly or indirectly by the products of 
their own hands, make business for Shanghai. 
Serving this unusually large hinterland, Shanghai 
is the point at which are collected exports from 
widely separated territories of China. At the 
same time it acts as a distribution centre, not only 
for the territory drained by the Yangtsze Kiang, 
but also for the whole of China. 

Administration &.Population:—Shanghai com- 
prises three areas administered by three separate 
and mutually independent authorities, each acting 
under its own special laws and regulations, namely, 
the Foreign Settlement (area, 8%/g sq. miles; popu- 
lation, 1,007,868 in 1935), the French Concession 
(area, 33/ sq. miles; pop., 496,536), and the 
Municipality of Greater Shanghai, a purely Chi- 
nese administrated municipality (area, 320 sq. 
miles; pop., 1,986,358). Shanghai was declared 
open to foreign trade on November 17, 1843, and 
permission was given to foreigners to “rent” land. 
Immediately, it became obvious that acquisition of 
land in the manner laid down was virtually com- 
plete purchase; acquisition of land was, in fact, 
on perpetual lease, subject only to the Regulations 
and the payment of an annual fixed rent, or land 
tax, of 1,500 cash a mow. At that time 1,000 
cash was nominally equivalent to $1. Land was 
secured from Chinese owners at rates varying from 
50,000 to 60,000 cash a mow, the actual values

The Foreign 
Settlement is administered by an elected Municipal 
Council—at present composed of five British, five 
Chinese, two American and two Japanese members 
_which acts under the authority of Land Regula- 
tions agreed upon by the interested Foreign Gov: 
ernments and the Chinese Government, all of 
whom must consent before any change can be 
made in them. Annexed to these regulations is 
a code of by-laws, which may be amended or 
added to with the sanction of a Special Meeting 
of Ratepayers and of a majority of the Consuis 
and Ministers of Treaty Powers. 

With a population of 3,700,000 spread over 43 
nationalities, Shanghai is world-famed as being the 
largest city in China as well as the leading inter- 
national metropolis of the world. The total number 
of foreigners at Shanghai is approx. 70,000, with 
Japanese ranking foremost with approx. 30,000, 
Followed in the respective order of British, White 
Russians, Americans and Portuguese. 

Description of Town:—Greatest seaport in the 
Far East and emporium to one-eighth of the 
human race is Shanghai!

Re 
tracing the way North along the Bund of the 
International Settlement one comes to Foochow 
Road, and to the West, just before it terminates 
at Thibet Road (the Race Course), is famous as 
a centre of entertainment for Chinese. Proceeding 
beyond Honan Road, still going West, one enters 
the very picturesque Chinese section with its gaily 
decorated banner-dressed tea houses, restaurants 
and hotels. Several leading Chinese theatres are 
in the neighbourhood.

Famous Nanking Road, that leads westward from 
the Bund, later to become Bubbling Well Road, 
near the point where the Race Course puts a big 
kink in the thoroughfare, is the principal retail 
business street of Shanghai, on which are situated 
large foreign and Chinese shops forming the shop- 
ping centre of the City. The best Chinese jewelry 
shops are found on this street. Honan Road is 
remarkable for silks and furs. Curios can be had 
all over Shanghai. Thibet Road marks the end 
of Nanking Road and from that point on, its 
continuation is known as Bubbling Well Road, 
formerly the finest residential district of the City. 
The Public Recreation Grounds, at the junction 
of Bubbling Well Road and Nanking Road, contain 
a golf course, tennis courts, polo, baseball and 
cricket fields, in addition to the well-known race- 
track. 


Hongkew roughly comprises that part of the For- 
eign Settlement lying north of the Soochow Creek; 
bordering the creek between North Szechuen Road 
and Broadway are a number of imposing buildings, 
among them being the Head Post Office, the 
General Hospital, Embankment Building, and 
Broadway Building, one of the most recent archi- 
tectural achievements in the city. The Japanese 
colony makes its home in the area continuous to 
the Hongkew market and the numerous Nipponese 
stores, hotels and restaurants in the neighbour- 
hood, particularly those on Woosung and Boone 
Roads, have a decidedly native fair. The Yangtsze- 
poo district abuts the riverfront in the Eastern part

The Doo Kay Say 
Garden and the Mandarin’s Garden, both neat 
the tea-house, are well worth a visit; so also are 
the bird markets, the Bazaar, and an amusement 
palace called the “Little World.” A stranger 
should not venture into this native city alone 
as he is very apt to be lost by the maze of narrow 
and tortuous alleyways. 

To-day, the skyline that marks Shanghai's water 
front is decidedly Occidental in appearance and 
most strikingly impressive—an effect due in part, 
perhaps, to its contrast with the flat alluvial plain 
rather than to the actual heights of the buildings. 
Until the present century. low, commodious Chi- 
nese buildings or two and three storey structures 
served a majority of the business concerns; but the 
introduction of excellently equipped modern offices 
has initiated a period of extensive building. The 
city has also provided parks and gardens where 
people may loiter and parents may take their 
youngsters for a happy outing and toy-boat sailing. 
Motorists may enjoy a spin over an excellent short 
circuit of fine road into the countryside known as 
the Rubicon Road. To the new visitor to Shang- 
hai, the street contrasts are vivid. On the wide 
streets are window displays worthy of any Fifth 
Avenue store; on cross-streets shops are hung with 
bright-coloured flags, covered with Chinese ideo- 
graphs telling of bargains, sales, and the nature 
of the goods supplied.

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Foreign Trade of Shanghai: Shanghai's share 
of China’s total foreign import trade in 1937 was 
St.$508,844,132 (53.42%), and of the total export 
trade to foreign countries was St.$404,395.418

Foreign Trade of Shanghai for the Fiest Half of 
1938: According to the Customs atatistics, the 
foreign trade of Shanghai during the firat half of 
1938 amounted to 104,171,802 yuan in importa and 

2,862,399 yuan in exports, which, as ¢ mpared 
with the corresponding period of 1937, ¢ present 
a considerable falling-off both in imports and 
exports to the amounts of 258,778,000 yuan and 
176,143,000 yuan respectively. The foreign trade 
of Shanghai during the five month (August to 
December) of 1937 showed a favourable balance 
of 342,000,000 yuan, as against an adverse balance 
of 27,681,000 yuan for the five months (Jan. to 
May) of 1938.. The adverse balance of trade, how- 
ever, is likely to disappear before long due to ex- 
change restrictions and other obstacles against im- 
portation that appear likely to crop up in the future. 

The principal articles of import during the same 
period included mineral oils, metals and ores, 
paper, pulp, machinery and tools, raw cotton, 
tobacco and cereals. The United States exported 
28.4% of the total of Shanghai's imports with 
30,274,000 yuan, followed by the United Kingdom 
with. 15,584,000 yuan (14.6%), Germany with 
13,042,000 yuan (12.2%), and Japan with 4,205, 
000 yuan (3.9%), this amount showing a decrease 
of 13.1% against the previous year. The exports 
were chiefly animal products, cotton yarn and 
knitted goods, tissues, hides and skins, tea and 
textile fibres, etc. Exports to the United States 
totalled 12,369,000 yuan (16.9%), United King- 
dom, 10,514,000 yuan (14.3%), Germany, 7,601,- 
000 yuan (10.4%), and Japan, 711,000 yuan (0.9), 
the exports to Japan thereby showing a decline of 
10.4% as compared with the previous year. 


INDUSTRIES OF SHANGHAI

Damage sustained by the Factories at Shanghai 
by the China Incident and Reconstruction Work: 

Excepting for the seven Chinese spinning mills 
in the western part, nearly all of the factories at 
Shanghai are in a state of complete stand-still since 
the Incident. As explained in the following lines, 
the extent of damage sustained by the spinning 
mills as well as other factories as a result of the 
Incident has been most considerable. 


As for the spinning industry, which was the 
most badly hit, the Japanese spinning concerns 
which suffered the most by the China Incident 
are the following six spinning mills, viz. the 
Toyoda, Nikkwa, Kun-dah, Yu-fong, Tung-hing and 
Shanghai, whose aggregate amount of damage is 
estimated at 40,000,000 yuan, of which Toyoda 
and Nikkwa are reported as having suffered the

intact 10; uncertain 11. With regard to the Chi 
nese-owned factories, the Shanghai Municipal 
Social Works Bureau announces that 2,998 fac 
tories (including spinning mills) suffered damages 
with an estimated total loss of 564,535,297 yuan 
the total number of factories just before the ou 
break of the Incident having been 5,255, inclusive 
of household factories. The ratio of damage is 
put down at Nantao 30%, Chapei 100%, Inter- 
national Settlement 70%, and the French Conces 
sion nil, but inasmuch as the above statistics were 
compiled prior to the fall of Nantao, which was 
badly destroyed by fire, it is believed certain that 
the ratio of Nantao has become 100% due to 
nearly all of the 2,272 factories in that district 
having become completely destroyed, which would 
then imply that, the originally estimated amount 
of 564,000,000 yuan as the damage sustained by 
Chinese factories requires changing to 800,000,000 
yuan. 

As for the reconstruction of these factories, 
excepting for a small portion of smaller factories, 
the question of the possibility of their being abie 
to sell appears doubtful even in the event of their 
resuming operations. In fact, above all, the ques 
tion of repairs is a matter of grave concern due 
to lack of sufficient funds. In other words, rather 
than engaging actively in reconstruction activities, 
they are engaged more in preparatory measures on 
a conservative scale. 

In brief, among Japanese commercial and in- 
custrial circles’ at Shanghai, there are some regard- 
img which signs of restoration are visible, but at 
the same time there are some regarding which, 
such hopes cannot as yet be entertained. 





FIVE MONTHS OF WAR AT SHANGHAI 


It was apparent that, from July 7, the date 
of the Lukouchiao Incident, and during the ad- 
vance into the north, considerable tension existed 
all over China, and especially in the Treaty Ports. 
On August 6th, the Japanese Government ordered 
the evacuation of Japanese nationals in Hankow 
and the handing over of the Japanese Concession 
to the Chinese, This order was promptly carried 
cut the next day, and similar evacuations took 
place from other towns along the Yangtsze and 
in the interior, The subsequent concentration of 
Japanese war vessels from the Upper Yangtsze in 
and around Shanghai, after having assisted in the 


evacuations, pr 
apprehension. Considerable uneasiness was already 
being displayed by this time in Chapei, and a 
continual stream of refugees began to flow south 
wards across the Soochow Creek, many staying 
in the International Settlement and French Gon 
cession, while others passed right through the 
foreign areas or boarded steamers for points along 
the coast 

The tension became still more intense upon 
Sub-Lt. Isao Ohyama of the Japanese Naval Land- 
ing Party being killed on the evening of August 
9 on Monument Road in the vicinity of the Hung- 
jao Aerodrome in Shanghai. On August 11, a 
Japanese Naval squadron arrived in Shanghai wich 
reinforcements for the Naval Landing Party. On 
the following day, two divisions of the Chinese 
National troops, the 87th and 88th, took up posi- 
tions in the Chapei-Kiangwan area, while the 
Chinese threw a boom across the Whangpoo River 
by sinking a number of steamers and junks from 
the boundary between the French Concession and 
Nantao to Pootung, thereby preventing Japanese 
war vessels from steaming upstream beyond that 
point. 

Actual fighting commenced on August 13, 
opening with an exchange of shots at various points 
in Chapei, especially in the vicinity of the Japa- 
nese Naval Landing Party’s barracks. Throughout 
the day and night machine-guns and artillery were 
brought into action. Hostilities had begun. 

The ghastliest effects of air-bombing were cx- 
perienced on August 14, locally known as “Bloody 
Saturday,” when Chinese airplanes raiding the 
Japanese war vessels and positions accidentally 
dropped bombs at the junctions of Nanking Road 
and the Bund, and Yu Ya-ching Road and Avenue 
Edward VI, reducing both localities to shambles 
in which it subsequently transpired no fewer than 
1,741 Chinese and: foreigners lost their lives, and a 
large number were injured. An attack was also 
made on H.M.S. “Cumberland” and U.5.S. 
“Augusta,” neither of them being hit. 

The next day, Japan retaliated in the air, carry-

Lotien, which had been the scen 
ing for three weeks, fell into 
September 15, the village havi seen practicall 
wiped out by fire. On September 19, Admiral 
Hasegawa issued a warning to all foreign nationals 
in Nanking that, after noon on September 21, the 
capital would be bombed, and advising them to 
seek places of safety, asking that foreign war 
vessels at Nanking should be moved further up 
river. 

On October 5, Shanghai heard the heaviest 
bombardment it had experienced since the opening 
of hostilities. It was so heavy that the sounds 
reverberated throughout Shanghai, shaking the 
buildings because of the heavy explosions. On 
October 26, Tazang fell, the Japanese outflanking 
the Chinese position with a rapid encircling move- 
ment. October 27 saw Chapei transformed into 
a blazing’ inferno. From the small number of fires 
visible shortly after sunrise, the conflagration 
spread with such rapidity that in only a few hours 
the whole of the Shanghai northern sky was one 
mass of heavy smoke, rising lazily into the crysial- 
clear sky, betokening the huge destruction which 
was being wrought below. 

It was on November 1 that General Maisui 
declared that the fighting around Shanghai would 
come to an end within ten days, a statement 
which, at the time, was received with some 
scepticism, but which in the end proved to 
be quite correct. At 7 p.m. on November 11, 
the Chinese Headquarters gave orders for 
the evacuation of Nantao, which place had 
been subjected to an intensive bombardment 
for nearly. two days and the defences were 
crumbling. That night the Japanese invest- 
ment of Shanghai was completed, and the 
plan of campaign changed from the libera- 
tion of this area from the Chinese, into a 
drive westward and southwards, with Nan- 
ing, the capital, as the ultimate objective. 

By November 12, Nantao had been com- 
pletely occupied by the Japanese and their 
columns west of Shanghai were rapidly ad- 
vancing on Quinsan, where it was believed 
the Chinese would make a stand. Two days 
later the Japanese troops landed at Liuho, 
and continued chasing the retreating Chinese 
westward, November 15 seeing the capture 
of Quinsan. 


It is true that numer 
of an international nature occurred at Shanghai 
during the period this city was under fire, which, 
to the greater part, were due to misunderstandings, 
but it is gratifying, nevertheless, to observe that 
there is every indication that, before long, condi 
tions will become restored in Shanghai to the 
state that they were in prior to the outbreak of 
the China Incident, 

Shopping in Shanghai:—Literally thousands of 
small shops, selling everything under the sun, 
from gem jade and diamond jewellery, to bamboo 
back scratchers and hedgehogs.

SHANGHAI UNDER RECONSTRUCTION 
ONE YEAR AFTER INCIDENT 


Thanks to the zealous efforts of the Japanese 
Army and the able administration of the Renova- 
tion Government, Great Shanghai has, one year 
after the commencement of hostilities on August 
13th, 1937, become rescued from the ravages of 
warfare and darkness, and is rapidly regaining her 
former position as one of the foremost international 
cities in the world. 

From the day that gunfire was opened, the whole 
of Chapei district was transformed into a town 
of death by the trench mortar fire and heavy 
bombers of the enemy, and the destruction of the 
whole area around North Station, which was the 
headquarters of defence of the Chinese Army, is 
ghastly. Special mention is worthy of the guard 
maintained by the Japanese as well as degree of 
reconstruction witnessed in the Japanese town at 
Hongkew. 

The holes formed by shell-fire on North Sze- 
chuen Road, where a large number of precious 
lives of the Naval Landing Party were sacrifived 
in their noble. mission, as well as the holes made 
in the houses in honey-comb fashion, have become 
practically repaired, both sides being occupied by 
Japanese with rows of numerous restaurants an 
eating-houses lined up on either side. 

The number of Japanese residents, which fell 
to as low as 3,000 at the time of the Incident has,

As a whole, the foreign trade of Shanghai ha 
been showing a gradually increasing trend since 
January, and brisk activity worthy of a port of 
trade has becomé witnessed. With the inaugura 
tion in the near future of the Central China Ex 
ploitation Company, same will act as the parent 
company of various commercial and_ industrial 
undertakings who will contribute in no small 
measure towards the exploitation of natural re 
sources in Central China, so that the revival of 
Shanghai's foreign trade is considered as being a 
matter of the near future. The Hongkew Wharf, 
located at the point where the wide street in front 
of the former Kiangwan Municipal Government 
buildings meets with the Whangpoo River, was 
constructed by order of the Kuomintang Govern: 
ment by Wu Tieh-Cheng in the days when he 
was Mayor of Shanghai for the purpose of taking 
away the prosperity of the port of Shanghai. 

Let us now take a glimpse, at the International 
Settlement, which one will enter by crossing the 
Garden Bridge from Broadway by means of the 
Hongkew bus service operated by the Kochu 
Koshi. This district, which is also known as the 
Former British Concession, is, together with Hong- 
kong, the headquarters of Great Britain’s activities 
in China. The members of the municipal council 
of the Municipal Police of the Concession consist 
of 5 Britishers as well as two Japanese and two 
Americans, thus showing how great the power 
of the Britishers is in this district. The Americans 
have also begun to steadily expand their influence. 
Moreover, Germans have also engaged in greater 
activities of late with a view to regaining the 
power which they enjoyed prior to the European 
War. In order to proceed to the British Conces- 
sion by crossing over the Garden Bridge, it is 
necessary to first of all alight from a bus and 
change into one of the busses operated at present 
by the Kochu Koshi. 

The tramways running through the International 
Settlement also make here their terminal point, 
and this bridge, forming the boundary between 
the International Concession and the Hongkew 
side, is strictly guarded by the Japanese Army and 
policemen of the Municipal Police as well as 
volunteers.

The Recent State of the Japanese Spinning 


and Weaving Industry in Shanghai 
introduced into China 


Spinning industry wa 
eaving Bureau 


in 1890 when the Spinning and W: 
founded by Mr. Li Hung Chang in that 
year Since then, it has ‘ developed rapidly 
with Shanghai as the chief centre. The Japanese 
spinning industry found its way into China ue 
1902 when the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha, Limited 
purchased a Chinese owned mill and renamed 

Cotton Spinning Company 
Limited, Mill No. 1. In 1911, the Naigai 
Wata Kaisha, Limited was established. After 
the World War, Japanese spinning and weaving 
industry developed by leaps and bounds, mills 
being established in Tsingtao and Hankow. But 
due to world-wide economic slumps and the 
persistent anti-Japanese movements in China, the 
Japanese were faced with many hardships , and 
barriers to overcome. In spite of these barriers, 
remarkable strides have been made in North China 
of late, the progress made by the Japanese spinning 
industries in North China being parallel to the 
huge developments made in Manchuria by the 
S. M. R. Co. before the Manchurian incident of 
1931. As the activities of the greater majority of 
the Japanese in Manchuria have revolved either 
directly or indirectly around the S. M. R., so is 
it with the Japanese in North China, whose busi- 
ness affairs, either directly or indirectly, are centred 
around the Japanese spinning and weaving indus- 
tries as the wheel is to the hub. In other words, 
the spinning mills are the life-line of the Japanese 
in China. 

At the present there are nine cotton spinning com- 
panies in Shanghai owned and operated by the Japanese, 
namely: Dai-Nippon Boseki Kaisha, Ltd:: Kung Dah 
Co., Ltd.; Yuho Boseki Kaisha, Ltd.; Toyoda Cotton 
Spinning and Weaving Co., Ltd.: Naigai Wata Kaisha 
Ltd.; Dong Shing Spinning and Weaving Co., Ltd: 
Japan-China Spinning & Weaving Co., Ltd.: Shanghai 
Cotton Mfg. Co., Ltd. and the Tokwa Boseki Kaisha, Ltd 

Of these, the first five named have “alate cree 
offices in Japan. 

According to investigations made before the 
present hostilities in China, the total authorized 
capital stood at ¥111,000,000 and the assessed value 
at ¥175,000,000.

During the depression years, the various enterprises in 
China suffered difficulties in no small measure. However, 
enjoying a prosperous year in 1936 in agricultural pro- 
ducts, and the readjustment of the malad ministration, 
stabilization of money, increase in the cotton yield and 
strengthening of the purchasing power taking place, 
all the various enterprises were on the upgrade until, 
however, the Lukouchiao incident of July 7, 1937. 
The hostilities coming to even more serious proportions 
on August 8 by spreading to Shanghai, Japanese spinning 
mills there were subjected to severe shelling by the enemy 
guns, the Toyoda Cotton Spinning and Weaving Co, 
Ltd. and the Woosung Mill of the Japan-China Spinning 
and Weaving Co., Ltd suffering heavy damages, Other 
mills also suffered huge losses, Losses amounted (approx.) 
to 180,000 spinning machines, 23,000 twisting machines 
and 2,800 weaving machines, 

Direct losses from the Chinese attacks and firing 
amounted to an enormous sum of ¥30,000,000, How 
ever, the Chinese armies being driven away, the condir 
tions are rapidly returning to normal and the mills are 
again resuming operations,

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Situation & Area: The British Crown Colony 
of Hong Kong consists of the Island of Hone 
Kong, situated near the mouth of the Canton 
River, approx. 90 miles south of Canton, and the 
Peninsula of Kowloon which is on the mainland 
of Kwangtung Province; to this has been ad 
the adjacent territory, stretching from Mirs P 
to Deep Bay, together with a few islands, which 
is known as the New Territories. The whole 
Colony covers an area of over 390 square miles. 

Climate: The best time to visit Hong Kong 
is from November to the end of February, when 
the mean temperature is about 60° F. The hot 
season lasts from May to Oct., when the thermo- 
meter generally rises above 80° F. with scarcely 
any change even at night, and when the rainfall 
is extremely heavy. The severe typhoons that 
cause considerable damage to shipping accom- 
panied usually by a heavy death-toll, occur most 
frequently during late summer and autumn. 

Population: According to the 1937 census, the 
population of Hong Kong numbered 1,010,039. 
The non-Chinese residents, excluding naval and 
military, came to 22,294. The Chinese population 
represent those who are scattered over in the 
city of Victoria (incl. the Peak) comprised of the 
villages of Hong Kong, Kowloon (incl. New 
Kowloon), New Territories (land), besides those 
living in junks and sampans numbering 100,000. 

Administration: The Government of the 
Colony is administered by a Governor, aided by 
an Executive Council, composed of the General 
Officer in command of the troops, the Colonial 
Secretary, the Attorney-General, the Treasurer, 
the Secretary for Chinese Affairs, and the Direc- 
tor of Public Works, and three unofficial 
members. There is also a Legislative Council 
presided over by the Governor, and composed of 
the General Officer, the colonial Secretary, the 
Attorney General, the Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs, the Treasurer, the Director of Public 
Works, the Captain Superintendent of Police, the 
Harbour Master, and the Director of Medical and 
Sanitary Services, and 6 unofficial members, of 
whom 3 are Chinese nominated by the Crown.

Revenue & Expenditure: Revenue for the 
year 1938 is estimated at $H.30.254.928 and 
expenditure at $H. 33,368,552. leaving an esti 
mated deficit of $H 3,113,632 The revenue i 


derived chiefly from land-taxes, licences, quarry 
tent, oplum monopoly, liquor and tobacco duties 

Education: Much encouragement is given by 
the Government to education, which is not obliga 
tory. All schools are State-inspected, and are 
required to maintain a certain standard of efficienc y. 
In 1934 there were 1,071 schools subject to Govern 
ment supervision, attended by 73,348 pupils. The 
Hongkong University, opened in 1912, and includ- 
ing faculties of medicine, engineering and arts, had 
330 students in 1935, including 51 women, the 
majority of the students being Chinese. 

Communications: The Colony has an electric 
tramway of 91/4, miles, and a cable tramway con- 
necting the Peak district with the lower levels of 
Victoria. The British section of the Kowloon- 
Canton Railway has been opened to traffic since 
Oct. 1, 1910. There is a wireless telegraph service 
under the control of the Post Office, besides a 
military and naval wireless station. There are four 
air transport companies running regular services 
to and from Hong Kong. From the south Imperial 
Airways connect the Colony with Australia, 
Netherlands East Indies, Malaya, Siam, Burma, 
India, Egypt and Europe. From the west Pan- 
American Airways provide connections with 
Manila and the Pacific seaboard of the U.S.A. 
In a northerly and easterly direction connections 
are available to all parts of China by either C. N. 
A.C. or Eurasia services. 

Customs: Hong Kong being a free port there 
are no customs examinations; however, duty is 
levied upon wines and spirituous liquors, tobacco 
and motor’spirit. Heavy penalties are imposed on 
those in possession, without permission, of arms 
and pernicious drugs.

Trade and Industry 


Hong Kong is the centre upon which converges 

for distribution the merchandise of the rich and 
densely inhabited territories of South China, and 
whence radiates a very large proportion of the 
products of the Western World destined for 
Oriental consumers, of whom the neighbouring 
province of Kwangtung alone has forty millions 
to provide for. The various products of the 
provinces and countries adjacent to Hong Kong 
are exported through the well-established firms 
in the Colony. The leading industries are sugar 
refining, rice cleaning, furniture making, ship- 
building and repairing, tin refining and engineer- 
ing. The production of rope, glass, soap, per- 
fumes, cigars, cigarettes, baskets, and rattan ware, 
cement and knitted goods, and preservation or 
tinning of foodstuffs, mainly represent other in- 
dustrial activities. 

Moreover, Hong Kong maintains the ideal policy 
of free trade whereby no duties are imposed on 
imports or exports, except liquors, tobaccos, and 
light hydro-carbon oils, on which an import duty 
is levied for local consumption only and not for 
exports or ship’s stores. The aforesaid policy that 
is being adopted is undoubtedly most advisable, as 
the consumption and production of Hong Kong 
are both comparatively small, and the main func: 
tion of the port is to act as an entrepot and 
clearing-house for the produce of South China and 
for manufactured goods passing into South China 
The imposition of duties on general goods in Hong 
Kong would, therefore, naturally divert most of its 
trade to the China ports where Chinese duties only 
have to be reckoned with, 
ene is greatly handicapped from an 
in’ Standpoint by having to import coal, 
iron, steel, lumber and petroleum, and also by 


having no natural sources for supplying power, 

Conspicuous among the activities of the Colony 
are its ship-building and repairing industry, ]}, 
shipbuilding, local yards have a world-wide Teputy: 
tion for excellence of workmanship and, with 
general engineering and repairs, they normal 
give employment to about thirty thousand work. 
men. In 1921, Hong Kong shipbuilding yards 
launched a greater number of vessels than the rest 
of the British Empire put together, outside th 
United Kingdom. The extensive establishments of 
the Hongkong & Whampoa Dock Co., and of the 
Taikoo Dockyard & Engineering Co. are equipped 
with all the best and latest appliances for engineer 
ing and carpenter’s work. 

Deep-sea fishing is also important, especially in 
the New Territories. This industry supports a 
considerable proportion of the boat population of 
Hong Kong. It may, in fact, be safely said that the 
villages of Aberdeen, Stanley, and Shaukiwan, and 
many others depend upon it for their prosperity. 
Afforestation has also been making steady and 
satisfactory progress, certain areas being definitely 
allocated for the purpose of permanent forestty 
reserves, Large tracts have been sown with pimis 
massoniana and other trees both tm sétw and 
broadcast. Exotic vegetables are grown suflicr 
ently to meet the demand of the European res! 
dents. The manufacture of lard is also an im 
portant local industry. A Dairy Farm Company, 
under European supervision, supplies fresh milk 
and meat and also controls an extensive ice factory:

ways, splendid beaches and a harbour that is one 
of the busiest in the world. All are dominated 
by “The Victoria Peak,” a dark green mountain 
rising out of the sea for 1,823 feet, on the steep 
slopes of which are situated the city and all its 
environs. All are woven together in a soothing 
exquisite and amazing tapestry of life. It is a city 
of marked contrasts, where the customs and usages 
of the East and the West, characteristic of the old 
and new eras of civilization, harmoniously co-exist, 
and where massive business blocks, costly public 
buildings and private residences rise side by side 
with squalid Chinese dwellings. Among the princi 
pal buildings are the City Hall, Post Office, Courts 
of Justice, Governor’s Residence, Museum, Library, 
Jubilee Statue of Queen Victoria, statues of the 
Duke of Connaught and Queen Alexandra, Gov- 
ernment Civil Hospital, Ho Miu Ling Hospital, 
Royal Naval Hospital, Hongkong University, 
Naval Establishment, Military Sanitarium, Central 
Market, Hongkong & Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion, Hongkong Club, Clock Tower, St. John’s 
Cathedral, ete. 

Hong Kong is not the designation of a city or 
port, but it is the name of the island upon which 
the great city of Victoria and some smaller settle 
ments are built. Even the inhabitants, however, 
frequently mean Victoria when they say Hong 
Kong, and it is not strange, therefore, that the 
usage has become almost universal. 

The harbour of Hong Kong is one of the finest 
and most beautiful in the world, having an area of 
17 square miles, and with its diversified scenery 
and varied shipping, it presents an animated and 
imposing spectacle. The harbour has a depth 
ranging from 24 to 78 feet L.W.O.S.T. The rise 
of tide is about 8 feet O.S.T. At night when 
myriads of electric lights twinkle, the city, spread- 
ing along the shore for about five miles, presents 
a fascinating scene. Steamers arriving at Hong

The western part of Pottinger 
is noted for its splendour, containing many fine 
buildings. The Chinese quarter is reached im 
mediately on leaving Pottinger Street westward, 
and is a very flourishing business district with 
Chinese shops. The real Chinese life is seen here, 
with money changers, tea merchants, provision 
stores, pottery shops, clothing establishments, etc 
The great Market Place, controlled by the Sanitary 
Bureau, is in this district. Meat, fowls, fish, 
vegetables, fruits, and such like things are sold 
here. From this Chinese business quarter the way 
leads westward to a district known as West Point, 
where are to be found theatres, show-houses, sing- 
song girls and large restaurants—famous for their 
cuisine—where the Chinese disport themselves. 
The Botanical Gardens, occupying about 8 acres, 
are tastefully laid out in terraces and slopes on the 
Peak between upper Albert Road and Robinson 
Road with aviaries, orchid houses and ferneries. 
Victoria Peak is an excellent point from which 
a panoramic view of the city and the busy harbour 
may be obtained. Proceeding as far as Victoria 
Gap by the Peak Tramway, the rest of the way 
can either be walked or chairs may be taken at the 
tram terminus. Before reaching the summit, 
Mountain Ledge, the residence of the Governor of 
the Colony, is passed enroute. Other places worth 
seeing are Aberdeen Bay, with its typical Chinese 
fishing fleet; Stanley Bay, noted for its fine scenery 
and white sand beaches; the Royal Hong Kong 
Golf Club’s 9-hole course near Deep Water Bay;

No less potent in 
their appéal to sportsmen are the riding, racing, 
yachting, shooting, fishing and motoring afforded. 

Hong Kong Harbour possesses first-class docks, 
capable of holding the largest vessels for the pur- 
pose of repairing. There is a considerable ship- 
building and repairing industry. With the excep- 
tion of liquor, tobacco and motor spirit the port 
is free. Steamers entered and cleared during 
1935 numbered 45,553 with a tonnage of 41,847,- 
477 in the foreign trade; of these, 5,092, with a 
tonnage of 12,510,998 were British ocean-going 
steamers. 


HOTELS: The principal hotels include the 
Gloucester Hotel, which is situated in one of the 
most modern buildings in Hong Kong; the Hong 
Kong Hotel which stands in the business district; 
the Peak Hotel is far above the city; and the 
Repulse Bay Hotel is admirably located on the 
other side of the Island, 


KOWLOON AND ITS ENVIRONS: For 
those who are unable to visit Canton during their 
stay in Hong Kong, a visit to Kowloon City is 
recommended, as it will give a good idea of what 
a Chinese city is like. By ferry it is a ten minutes 
trip from Hong Kong to Kowloon located on the 
mainland of China. Ferry boats also run between 
Victoria and Sam Sui Po, Mongkok, Yaumati, and 
Hunghom, where the principal docks of the Hong 
Kong & Whampoa Dock Co. are located. During 
the past decade remarkable developments have 
been made in Kowloon City and its suburb Yau; 
mati. The roads are broad and paved, and there 
are many fine buildings and apartment houses, a 
massive wall along a magnificent Bund with well 
equipped wharves for cargo and coaling, the hand-

Vessels of the 
Hongkong, Canton and Macao Steamship Co., and 
few other Chinese lines run on this service, The 
ships of regular joint services of the above-men- 
tioned British steamship companies are very popular 
on account of their excellent accommodations, 
Ships such as the “Taishan,” “Lungshan,” “Kin- 
shan,” and ‘“Fatshan,” from 2,000 to 3,200 tons in 
displacement, are specially built for river naviga- 
tion. The splendid sceneries of Sulphur Channel, 
Lantas Island and Castle Peak may be enjoyed 
enroute. After taking a glimpse at the verdure 
of Deep Bay far off the starboard side, the mouth 
of the Pearl River is reached, whence the steamers 
go up between innumerable isles as far as Tiger 
Island,

The Iloilo-Negros Air 
Express Company, Inc. operates scheduled services 
between Manila and Davao via Iloilo, Cebu and 
Bugo, Oriental Misamis (off at Del Monte), be- 
tween Iloilo and Bacolod and between Iloilo and 
La Carlota. The Pan-American Airways has a 
franchise to establish emergency landing facilities 
at any point in the Philippines. The “Clipper” 
planes carry passengers and airmails from the 
United States to Hong Kong, via Honolulu, Wake, 
Midway, Guam and Manila. There are 22 national 
airports, 12 emergency landing fields.

90% of the goods exported from the Philippines 

consists of agricultural products, mainly sugar, 

coconut products, abaca, tobacco and maguey. The 

Philippine exports are shipped out in exchange 

for manufactured goods, and the economic progress 

of the Islands is inseparably bound with their 
agricultural well-being. 

Sugar: The Philippines is one of the major 
sugar producing countries of the world. In rank she 
follows India, Java, the Japanese Empire and the 
United States in the order of their importance. 
As of 1935, the total sugar cane acreage is 211,000 
hectares with a total production of 10,400,000 
piculs in terms of centrifugal sugar. Only about 
7% of the cultivated area is planted to sugar cane. 
The principal sugar producing provinces in the 
order of their acreage during the same year are: 
Occidental Negros, Pampanga, Tarlac, Laguna, 
Batangas, Iloilo, Cebu and Oriental Negros. The 
total acreage of Occidental Negros alone is about 
82,400 hectares which is over 40% of the country’s 
total. 

The real development of the industry started in 
1920 when sugar manufacture was shifted from 
low-grade muscovado to centrifugal sugar. The 
industry was greatly stimulated by the passage of 
an Act by the United States Congress in 1913, 
removing the limitation of duty-free sugar imports 
from the Philippines to 300,000 tons per annum. 

At present sugar is the leading export product 
of the Philippines, the value of sugar shipments 
being double that of coconut products, and repre- 
senting virtually one-half of all Philippine exports. 
It is estimated that 2,000,000 people are dependent 
upon the sugar industry. In this respect it is 
outranked only by the coconut industry. The 
capital invested in the industry, which amounts to 
P.451,000,000, is equaled by no other industry in 

the country. From the industry the Philippine 
Government derives over P.20,000,000. in- direct 
and indirect taxes, which amount is equivalent to 
around 40% of the total revenues of the Insular 
Government. 

Rice: Philippines’ rice crop for the 1936-37 
season totaled approx. 49,000,000 cavanes which 


was in excess of more than one million Cae

Coconuts: For the production of coconuts the 
Philippines is the third greatest source jn the 
world, closely following the Netherlands East 
Indies and British Malaya. The number of coconut 
palms under cultivation in the Islands in 1936 
totaled 119,555,600 of which 88,356,200 wete in 
bearing, the number of nuts cropped during the 
same year aggregating 3,146,961,200. The most 
productive centre is the southern part of Luzon 
where over 40% of the Islands’ total output te 
usually produced. 

Abaca: The Philippines still enjoy a virtual 
monopoly of abaca production in the world. The 
plant had been introduced into many tropical 
countries, but no fiber produced in any other 
country has as yet equaled the best Philippine 
grades. 

In 1935, the Philippines had 488,120 hectares 
planted to abaca, and the production for the year 
was 3,171,170 piculs. The leading abaca-producing 
provinces in the order of their importance are: 
Davao, Albay, Sorsogon, Leyte, Camarines Sur, 
Samar and Surigao. 


About 2,500,000 people are directly or indirectly 
dependent upon the industry, and the capital in- 
vested in it amounts to over P.95,000,000. The 
indusry gives to the Philippine government an 
income of about P.2,000,000 annually or about 4% 
of the total Insular Government revenues, 

Although only about 15% of the country’s total 
cultivated area is planted to abaca, it ranks third 
among Philippine exports, being surpassed only by 
sugar and coconut products. The fiber is exported 
to thirty countries, but the three major markets 
in the order of their importance are the United 
States, Japan and Great Britain. In 1935, the 
value of abaca exports constituted 12% of the 
total value of all export products,

Foreign Trade of the Philippines 





The foreign trade of the Philippines in 1937 
totaled in value 520,573,990 pesos consisting ot 
218,051,490 pesos in imports and 302,522,500 in 
exports. Compared with the previous year, the 
trade in 1937 increased approx. 8% in imports and 
11% in exports. The favorable balance rose to 
84,471,010 pesos from 70,643,757 pesos for 1936. 

Bulk of the Philippine trade is done with the 
United States whose purchases amounted in value 
to 241,475,983 pesos in 1937 or 79.82% of the 
total Philippine exports of the year, as against 
215,050,654, or 78.80% in 1936. Goods imported 
into the Philippines from the United States during 
1937 realized 126,604,072 pesos representing 
58.06% of the total imports compared with 
122,994,525 pesos, or 61% in the preceding year.

Manila, the capital of the Philippine Is] 
centrally located on the west coast of tl 
of Luzon, the largest and most northerl 
archipelago. The city is built around the mouth 
of the Pasig River on the eastern shore of Manila 
Bay, approx. 30 miles from the heavily fortified 
jsland of Corregidor at the entrance to the Bay, 
Manila can be reached in two days from Hone 
Kong, a distance of 631 nautical miles and fron 
Yokohama in about nine days, a distance of 1,757 
nautical miles. 

The climate here, though mildly tropical, is 
healthy. November, December, January and Feb- 
ruary ate the temperate months, the mean tempe- 
rature averaging 77° to 79° F. April, May and 
June are the hottest months, when the average 
ranges between 83° and 84° F. The “rainy season” 
is from June to October. The most delightful 
months are from October to March, 

The population of this cosmopolitan city num- 
bers about 353,418 (1935 estimate) comprising, 
(besides the natives) Americans, Spaniards, British, 
Germans, French, Swiss, Japanese and a large num- 
ber of Chinese. 

The city of Manila, covering an area of about 
14 sq. miles, is a beautiful city with fine, well-kept 
parks and gardens, wide boulevards and artistic 
structures. It is also a most interesting city because 
of its many historical monuments, its medieval 
moss-covered walls, its ancient churches, and: its 
wide diversity of peoples. In few other places will 
one find such contrasts in architecture, people or 
customs—the ancient with the modern; the Ori- 
ental with the Occidental. Yet, Manila is a most 
modern, advanced city, and offers the greatest 
security and comfort to the traveller. 

Within a stone’s throw from the splendid 
Pier No. 7, rises the great wall of the Old 
Spanish city, Intramuros, as sturdy and _ solid 
as when it was completed more than 300 
years ago. Inside the Walled City there are 
hundreds of spots of more than usual interest. 
Here, narrow crooked streets, now paved with 
asphalt, wind among the  block-houses — and 
fortresses. Calle Real is the main thoroughfare, 
flanked with innumerable little native shops in 
which rare and beautiful Philippine products are

The sunset hour is also always delightful and a 
walk at that time is made additionally diverting 
by the varied types of people who turn out at the 
time enjoying the cool ocean breezes and Manila’s 
gorgeous sunsets. Dewey Boulevard, the finest of 
Manila’s drives, extends in a wide esplanade nearly 
a mile along the bay shore.. This is Manila’s 
favorite promenade as the view when the sun sinks 
to rest behind the purple mass of Mt. Mariveles 
on the opposite side of Manila Bay is colorful 
beyond words. 

The city is noted for its fine highways, and 
inexpensive motor and rail transportation, as well 
as for its excellent hotels, of which the finest are:

100,000. It is situated in the very center of the 
Inland Sea of the Philippines, a sea as full of 
charm, color and variety, both natural and man 
made, as the famous Inland Sea of Japan, but

owing to lack of knowledge in the past on the 
part of the vast number of tourists and sightseers, 
it has been entirely ignored. 

Well deserving the title of the “Heart of the 
Visayas, it occupies a strategical position with 
respect to the most productive and densely popu 
lated region of the Philippines on the one hand, 
and Mindanao, the land of promise, on the other. 
The harbor derives its importance from its 
strategic commercial position in the heart of the 
Manila hemp and copra producing territory; from 
its port facilities, having about 1,670 metres of 
waterfront, with deep water docks, where cargo 
can be handled quickly and cheaply; and from its 
manufactures, coconut oil, cement and sugar. 


Cebu contains many points of historical interest. 
In the beautiful San Augustin Church rests the 
most ancient image in the Islands, called the “Holy 
Child of Cebu.” Cross of Magellan was placed 
there when Magellan and his followers celebrated 
their first mass on Cebuan territory. The old 
“Fort San Pedro,” the site of Magellan’s fortifica- 
tions, is a fine example of Spanish architecture. 
Calle Colon, or “Perian,” is the oldest street in the 
Philippines. 

Clubs: The United Service Country Club (with 
9-hole golf course), being the oldest in the city, has 
a membership consisting of Americans and British 
ers with a good sprinkling of other nationalities. 
The Casino Espafol is the Spanish Club, and a 
social center of the first order. The Far Eastern 
Club, with an attractive new club house, swimming 
pool and other features. All of these have bowling 
alleys or similar sport facilities, and ladies are given 
special privileges. 

Cebu has few equals as a tourist center, for one 
can take side trips to admire beautiful scenery, 
learn about the resources of the country, observe

The origin of the name Iloilo is very interest 
ing. The Negritos called it Irong-Irong, which 
means “like a nose,” because the southwest coast 
of Panay Island is shaped like a nose and chin. 
Later on, when the Malays settled in the place 
they changed its name tc Ilong-Ilong, for the 
simple reason that the Malays can pronounce the 
letter “L” better than they can the letter “R.” 
And still later, when the Spaniards came to the 
place, they changed the name to Ilo-Ilo, to suit the 
convenience of the Spanish tongue. 

One of the things to see in Iloilo city is the 
Constabulary Headquarters and the Fort. The 
suburb, Manduriao, is devoted to the weaving 
industry. The nearby towns of Jaro and Miagao 
contain points of historical interest to the visitor. 
At Jaro, the Bishop’s Palace, the Cathedral and 
the oldest watch-tower on this Island are parti- 
cularly noteworthy. At Miagao one finds an old 
Spanish church in good preservation. A drive to 
Oton is recommended because of the beautiful 
beach and tropical scenery. 

In Capiz, which is three or four hours from 
Iloilo, one of the most impressive churches in the 
Philippine Islands should be visited. The silver 
carving in this church is particularly beautiful. 
Bacolod (Occidental Negros): If there is time a 
trip over to the Island of Negros is worthwhile. 
Here are found many large sugar mills. The 
Iloilo-Negros Air Express Co., Inc., maintains 
scheduled services between Iloilo and Bacolod as 
well as through services to Manila and other points 
in the Philippines.

Situation & Area: French Indo-China. 
i. the southeastern part of Asia with China on 
the north, Siam on the west and the Gulf of 
Tonkin and the South China Sea on the east and 
couth, has a total area of 277,504 sq. miles. com- 
prising the possession of Cochin-China (26,476 sq. 
miles) and the four Protectorates of Cambodia of 
67,550 sq. miles (incl. the territory around Battam- 
hang ceded by Siam in 1907), Annam (39,758 sq. 
miles), Tonkin (40,530 sq. miles), Laos (89,320 
sq. miles); also the leased Chinese territo 
Kwang Chau Wan (190 sq. miles) in the province 
of Kwang Tung. The coast is low and flat in 
the deltas; rocky and hilly, when the mountains 
draw near the seaboard; and affords excellent 
anchorage here and there, for shipping and also 
picturesque scenery, both coastal and inland, 

Climate: There are two seasons: the “dry 
season” during the winter, and the “wet season” 
during the summer, with variations in the periods 
and intensity of the rains according to the regions. 
The peninsula is swept by two monsoons: in 
winter, by the N. E., and in summer by the S. W, 
monsoon. The breaking of a monsoon is often 
accompanied by terrible and disastrous typhoons. 
The average annual rainfall comes to about 1,800 
mm. for the entire country. The annual tempera- 
ture averages about 79° F. over the whole of the 
broad plains of the littoral, but falls to 60° F. in 
a few places in the mountains. 

Population: The estimated population of Indo- 
China totalled 23,230,000 in 1936, including 30,711 
French, 332,000 foreigners and 22,637.000 Anna- 
mites (military forces, 31,000). The total comprised 
4,441,418 (1933) in Cochin-China, 5,908,972 
(1935) in Annam, 3,046,432 (1936) in Cambodia, 
991,638 (1935) in the Laos territory, 8,679,853 
(1936) in Tonkin, and 250,000 in the territory of 
Kwang Chau Wan. 

Administration: The whole country is under a 
Governor-General who is assisted by a Secretary- 
General, and each of the States has at its head 
an official bearing the title of Resident-Superior, 
except in the case of Cochin-China, which, being 
a direct French Colony while the others are only 
Protectorates, has a Governor at its head. There

Education: Instruction is given in public and 
private schools. For native children there were. 
in 1936, 6,443 primary and elementary schools, 
with 427,000 pupils. There were also 28 profes- 
sional schools with 1,630 pupils. The University 
of Hanoi (founded in 1917) had 453 Indo-Chi- 
nese students in the same year. 

Communications: The railway mileage in 1935 
was 2,087, two-thirds of which is Government- 
owned. The principal railways are from Saigon 
to Mytho (46 miles); from Hanoi to Dongdang 
(111 miles); from Hanoi to Quang Ngai (582 
miles); from Saigon to Nhatrang (239 miles); 
from Haiphong to Yunnanfou (534 miles); from 
Phnom Penh to Mongkol Borey (211 miles); and 
from Tourcham to Dalat (49 miles). There were 
5,581 miles of colonial roads and 11,517 miles of 
local roads through the jungles and rice-fields. 
In 1936 there were 5,441 miles of telephone lines 
in Indo-China, and 31,329 miles of wire. There 
is a radio-telephone service to Europe from Saigon 
and Phnom-Penh. Saigon is the air terminal in 
French Indo-China, the French planes proceeding 
direct from Bangkok to Saigon. 

Principal Towns: Haiphong, Hanoi, Saigon, 
and Cho'lo’n are specially described. Other 
principal towns are Hué. the capital of Annam, 
with 31,885 inhabitants; Dong-Hoi, 99 miles from 
Hué; Tourane, a commercial port; Quinhon, 183 
miles from Tourane; Thanh-Hoa, 193 miles from 
Tourane; Winh, 194 miles from Hanoi; Son-Tay, 
24 miles from Hanoi; etc.

LIVE-STOCK: Due to the extensive tracts in 
the upland’ country, French Indo-China possesses 
favourable conditions for stock-breeding, and there 
is no doubt that an important industry might be 
developed. Among farm animals in the country, 
the most important are buffaloes and cattle. In 
1931 Indo-China had approx. 3,926,000 cattle 
(incl. buffaloes), 2,782,000 swine, 48,000 sheep 
and goats, and 97,000 horses. Animals and animal 
products constitute a substantial item on the 
export list of the country. The exports of hides 
and skins amounted in value to 8,327,000 francs 
during 1936. 

FORESTRY: The country, containing all kinds 
of tropical growths, has a forest area extending some 
216,000 sq. kms., or 42% of her total area. These 
will prove a valuable source of wealth when the 
difficulties in transportation have been overcome. 
At present the river Mekong is serving as almost 
the only means of transportation. A considerable 
amount of timber, including teak, is cut and floated 
in rafts down the river for the sawmills in Cam- 
bodia. The most valuable of subsidiary forest 
products are lac and lacquer, which are exported 
in considerable quantities every year. Shipments 
of stick-lac in 1936 realized about 8 million francs, 

RUBBER: Figures showing’ the area under 
rubber cultivation in accordance with the restric- 
tion agreement have not yet been released; but

The country - 
famous for its rich deposits of superior coal, and 
the proximity of the coal mines to the sea has 
favoured their development. Coal: The output 
of coal in 1936 amounted to 2,186,000 metric tons 
against 1,774,500 in 1935. Tin: Indo-China joined 
the International Restriction Scheme in 1934, Pro, 
duction did not show any increase, and the metal 
contents of ore extracted during the year 1936 ate 
estimated at 1,400 metric tons, as compared with 
1,065 metric tons in 1934. Zinc: The production 
of the one Company operating in French Indo- 
China in 1936 was 5,220 metric tons, as compared 
with 5,050 tons in 1935. Graphite and lead may 
also be included among other minerals produced, 
In 1936 exports of coal realized 79,469,000 francs, 
and tin 23,798,000 francs. 

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND INDUS: 
TRIES: Indo-China is divided into three main 
economic areas:—(1) The territory tributary to 
Saigon (Cochin-China. Cambodia, Southern Laos, 
and Annam South of Cape Varella), which, apart 
from the fisheries on the Coast and the interior 
lakes, is almost entirely agricultural, being one of 
the great rice regions of the world, (2) The 
region tributary to Haiphong (Tonkin and the 
three northern districts of Annam), which is 
devoted to agriculture, mining and manufacture. 
(3) Central Annam (the region between Porte 
d’Annam and Cape Varella), with Tourane as the 
principal port, which is mainly agricultural, but 
is not a great rice-growing district; its main exports 
are Cinnamon, sugar, tea, maize and manioc, Indo 
China is primarily agricultural, and excluding the 
products from rice mills, articles are manufactured 
mostly for home consumption, There is, however, 
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Foreign Trade 


The foreign trade of French Indo-China during 
1936 amounted in value to 1,681,857,000 frs. in 
exports and 979,514,000 frs. in imports, as com 
pared with 1,298,283,000 frs. and 901,402,000 firs, 
respectively for the previous year. The principal 
articles of exports showing gains in the same year 
were dried fish, fish oils, corn, rice and paddy, 
copra, rubber, Kapok, coal, and tin. The final 
import figures for the year 1936 show that che 
imports of vegetables, cigars and cigarettes, raw 
cotton, alcoholic liquors, gasoline, raw silk, rayon 
tissues, papers, and automobiles increases especially 
during the year.

rjanoi, the capital of Tonkin, seat of the Gov 
ernment General of Indo-China and the Tonkin 
Local Government, is 103 kms. from Haiphong to 
which it is linked by road and rail, It is a fine 
pearot about 130,000 inhabitants, lying on the 
right bank of the Red River. The French occupied 
this town for the first time in 1873, then definitely 
in 1882. Since then remarkable improvements 
have been made in the laying-out of the town, 
and in the formation of roads and streets which are 
drained, electrically lighted, and even in the native 
city, well kept and very clean, as compared with 
those of other Eastern cities. Thus, at present, 
Hanoi is not only European in aspect but it has 
most of the necessary equipments of a modern city 
with drainage, enormous waterworks supplying 
good drinking water, electric railways, etc. 


The city is also the junction of all the railways 
in the colony radiating from Hanoi to Haiphong 
and Saigon and also the centre of the riparian 
trade of the neighbourhood, the river and canals 
radiating in various directions from the city. Since 
the opening of the different railways connecting 
Indo-China and Tonkin with Yunnan Province 
in China, a considerable development has been 
witnessed in the transit trade. 


Hanoi will please visitors by its aristocratic 
atmosphere of a large capital, its wide avenues, 
bordered by beautiful modern buildings, its parks 
and Botanical Gardens, its pretty golf course and 
by the charm of its Petit Lac and Jade Islet. It 
has a large and well planned modern town laid 
out by the French, beside the Native quarter. The 
French quarter with its wide, well shaded avenues 
running at right angles and bordered by elegant 
villas, has a most cheerful aspect.

The Temples of Ngoc-so'n and 
the Temple of the Marvellous Sword are at the 
Petit Lac. The remarkable Museum and Library 
of the Ecole Frangaise d’Extréme-Orient (founded 
in 1898), containing collections of ancient fine 
art, technical products of Indo-China, and the 
Commercial and Industrial Museum. The Van- 
Miéu or “Temple of Literary Culture,” known to 
Europeans as the “Pagoda of the Ravens,” is a 
vast building, comprising five courtyards divided 
by walls cut by gates and porticoes. The Palais 
du Gouverneur-Général stands at the entrance to 
the Botanical Gardens. The Gardens comprise 
large nurseries in which are cultivated thousands 
of varieties of plants for ornamental, industrial and 
farming purposes. The Grand Buddha, or “Temple 
of the God of the Far North,” is picturesquely 
situated near the Grand Lake. South of the town 
lies Chua Hai-ba, or “Temple of the Two Ladies,” 
which is also worth visiting. 


Numerous drives and walks can be made in the 
peighbourhood. The most pleasant are the Grand 
Lake, Paper Village, Pont de Papier, Pagoda of 
the Ling-Long village and further to Tam-Dao, a 
most agreeable summer resort, about 83 kms. by 
toad from Hanoi, Lang-Son, administrative and 
commercial town, is connected with Hanoi by a 
railway and by a road suitable for automobile 
trafic. A region rich in memories of the conquest, 
very picturesque and somewhat similar to the Bay 
of Along.

Cable Address: “CHAUKY” Saigon 
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Haiphong, situated at the base of the Gulf of 
Tonkin at the confluence of the rivers: Cu’a-Cam 
al Song-Tam-Bac, is the port of the French br 
rectorate of Tonkin and the outlet to seawards of 
he products of Yunnan-fu. The harbour, how ever 

is not deep enough at low water to accommodate 
vessels of more than 6 metres’ draught, so that 
the larger vessels have to wait off the river mouth 
for full tide which occurs here only once in 24 
hours. The lighthouse on Hondau Island is visible 
at a distance of 20 miles, while that on the Norway 
Islands, indicating the entrance to Hongay, the 
coaling station, is visible at 25 miles, Although 
the river is somewhat obstructed by a bar, the 
entrance to the harbour is, thanks to the up-to-date 
system of lighting, as accessible by night as it is 
by day. The channel is being dredged and super- 
vised by the Department of Public Works, and 
allows the biggest liners of the Messageries Mari- 
times to call at the port of Haiphong. Between 
Haiphong and Hongkong an excellent service is 
maintained by two comfortable ships famous for 
their regularity and cleanliness. The ‘Canton” 
reaches Haiphong in 4 hours and has frequent 
sailings. The “Gouverneur General Paul Doumer” 
has fortnightly sailings and touches at Pakhoi, 
Hoihow and Fort Bayard. 

The port of Haiphong is provided with a wharf 
2,000 ft. long, which can accommodate five big 
ocean-going liners simultaneously. Spacious go- 
downs owned by the Chamber of Commerce and 
capable of storing 100,000 tons of cargo have been 
erected on the waterfront, and connect with the 
Central Station of the Indo-China and Yunnan 
Railways, thus affording great facility for the trans- 
portation of goods. A floating dock is attached 
to a modern shipbuilding yard, where the most 
extensive repairs can be undertaken. The number 
of vessels entering and clearing at the port during 
a recent year totalled 656 of 1.647.498 tons, with 
cargo amounting to 630,790 tons. The foreign 
trade of the port during 1934 reached in value 
495,625,976 frs.. comprisine 304,271,461 frs. in 
imports and 191,354,515 frs. in exports. The 
most important exports include hides and skins, 
maize, rice, pulse, fruit, vegetable oils, coffee beans, 
aromtic herbs, tea, lac and sticklac, rubber, resin, 
lacquer oil, essence of turpentine, timber, cotton, 
jute, kapok, rattan, reed, cunao, cement, zinc, soap, 
gunny bags, leather, furniture, matting, etc: Among

city in the neighbourhood of the Song Tam-bae, 
and the European quarter is located near the Canal 
de Ce inture, on both sides of which are w ide, el 
and well shaded boulevards. Lying among luxuri 
ant tropical vegetation, it presents a very pleasing 
appearance. The principal buildings include the 
Central Post Office, City Hall, Banque Industrielle 
de Chine, the handsome Municipal Theatre, Cus 
toms House and Roman Catholic Cathedral. The 
Botanical Garden is a favourite resort of the 
residents. There are two public gardens, where 
military concerts are frequently given. The 
French quarter should also be visited. 

The city is the starting point for the journey 
hy launch to the Bay of Along which is the most 
interesting excursion. Twenty-two kilometres 
from the town is Do-son beach, a favourite resort 
in the hot season for officials and Colonists who 
occupy the lovely villas nestling in the shade of 
the filaos. From Do-son a splendid cornice road 
enables one to reach the extremity of Hondan 
peninsula from where, a short distance away, can 
be seen the islet of Hondan. On this islet are 
stationed the pilots of the River Haiphong; there 
is also a lighthouse guarding the port of Tonkin. 
The excursion of the Halong Bay, one of the 
wonders of the world and noted for beautiful 
islets. can be made either by boats of the Societe 
de Chalandage et de Remorquage (Barge and 
Towing Company) which are specially adapted for 
this service, or by proceeding to Hongay by the 
daily postal boat and taking a motor boat which 
can easily be hired at Hongay. 

HOTELS: Centrally situated on Boulevard 
Paul Bert, Hote! de lEuropé, has well appointed 
rooms with bath and a first-class restaurant. Hotel 
du Commerce and- Hotel Teston are other fine 
hotels lying 5 minutes from the station, 
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Denis Freres D’Indochine 
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Shipping and Insurance Agents 
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Lif the capital of Cochin-China, situated on 
the Saigon River, a tributary of the Dong-Nai 
about 88 kms. from the mouth of the same name, 
is the commercial centre of French Indo-China, 
with a population of about 122,000 in 1933, in- 
eluding 88.000 inhabitants for the commercial and 


industrial suburb of Cho’lo’n. 


Almost completely surrounded by water, Saigon 
stands on a very low plateau at less than two 
metres above the sea-level on the banks of the 


Saigon River. Forming the natural outlet for the 
Mekong delta—a region of exceptional fertility— 
the city is connected with the furthermost points 
of Cochin-China by numerous canals and excellent 
roads, The large volume of traffic at Saigon makes 
the town undisputably the commercial capital of 
Indo-China with its banks, import and export 
agencies, shipping ofhces, warehouses, and Eu- 
ropean and Asiatic emporiums. The city is also 
linked up with Europe, Africa, India and America 
by lines of luxurious steamers. 


With its efficiently equipped modern appliances 
and facilities for handling an immense amount of 
cargo, the port of Saigon controls all the import 
and export trade of the Colony as well as that 
of neighbouring countries (Cambodia, Laos and 
South Annam). Vessels that entered the port 
during 1934 numbered 1,006 steamers, representing 
4,009,028 tons and 2,307 sailing ships of 38,486 
tons. The overseas trade of the port totalled 
1,365,246,000 francs during 1934, consisting of 
528,720,000 francs in imports and 836,526,000 
francs in exports, against the respective values of 
1,123,833,000 and 1,490,820,000 francs for 1930. 
By far the most important item of export is rice, 
the shipments of which totalled 1,521,031 metric 
tons in 1934, against 1,220,988 tons in 1932. 
Next in the order of importance come maize, dried 
fish, rubber, copra, pepper, wood, fish oil, kapok, 
hides, vomic nuts, cotton, etc. Imports consist 
chiefly of manufactured articles and food products, 

among which the most important include textiles, 
metallic goods, vegetable oils, cereals and starch, 
paper, drinks and eatables, live-stock, etc. 


The city contains a Court of Appeal, the Head- 
quarters of a Military Subdivision and of a Naval 
Command, as well as certain Administrative Ser 
vices of the Colony. It. is a centre for Classical 


and Scientific study, and the most import, 

harbour of Indo-China. The city igs divideg 
three distinct towns: (1) In the plain, the ats 
opened for commerce in 1860, and businesgg ae 
From the Arsenal to the Chinese arroyo th 
landing stages of the Military Harbour anq oe 
Messageries Fluviales Company.

Large thoroughfares traverse and unite the three 
towns: Boulevard Charner, traced upon a filled-in 
canal, reaching the Town Hall, the Rue Catinat, 
fashionable avenue which—after the heaten quays 
—offers to the tourist its cool pavements and the 
attraction of its luxurious show-windows, leading 
from the Quay Myre de Villers to the Cathedral 
and passing in front of the Municipal Theatre: 
Boulevard Bonnard, continued by Boulevard 
Gallieni, leading to Cho'lo’n; Boulevard Norodom 
joining the Botanical Gardens to the Governor 
General’s Palace, a charming residence with a 
park.- A visit should be made to the Botanical 
Gardens, one of the most beautiful gardens in the 
world, containing most rare specimens of the fauna 
and flora of the East; the Canton Pagoda, that of 
the Chettys and especially the Pagoda of Dakao on 
the Giadinh Road, the Blanchard de la Brosse 
Museum given up wholly to the arts, cults and 
ethnography of the different inhabitants of south: 
ern Indo-China. The “Tour d’Inspection” (Ob 
servation Tower) gives passengers a general view 
of the town and the surrounding country. 


CHO’LO’N, lying about 4 miles from Saigon, is 
the commercial and industrial suburb of Saigon 
towards which the town of Saigon is progressively 
expanding. It is the foremost market for the rice 
of Southern Indo-China and its immense rice mills, 
innumerable stores, potteries, pagodas with dra 
gons, Chinese theatres and restaurants are of the 
greatest interest.

Situation & Area: Siam is an extensive country 
of southeast Asia with Burma on the northwest 
and west, and French Indo-China on the north 
east and east, the Gulf of Siam, whic 
of the China Sea, on the south and east. | also 
occupies the neck of the Malay Peninsul 
as the Federated Malay States (British).

Climate: In Northern, Central and Eastern 
Siam there are three seasons, the hot weather, 
March to May; the rains, June to Oct.: and the 
cold weather, Nov. to Feb. In Southern Siam 
the hot weather is from Feb. to Aug. and r 
Sept. to Jan. 

Population: The census taken on May 23, 
1937, gave a population of 14,464,489, as com- 
pared with 11,506,207 at the census taken on 
July 15, 1929. Foreigners residing in Siam in 
1929 totalled 1,012,903, consisting of 1,765 
Europeans, 155 Americans, 295 Japanese, 279,618 
Indians and Malays, 532 Annamese, 4,880 Bur- 
mese, 445,274 Chinese, 60,668 Cambodians, 27, 
505 Shans, and 87,422 others. 


Administration: Siam is provided by the Con- 
stitution that the King, as head of the State, shall 
exercise legislative power by and with the consent 
of the People’s Assembly, executive power through 
the State Council (the Ministers of State), and 
judicial power through the courts duly established 
by law. The People’s Assembly consists of 156 
members, half of whom are elected and half 
nominated; provision is also made whereby, after 
a period of 10 years, all the members shall be 
elected by the people. The Kingdom is administra- 
tively divided into 10 Circles (Monthons), of 
which 9 are each placed under a Lord-Lieutenant. 

Revenue & Expenditure: The budget for the 
year ending March 31, 1938, was £9,535,559 and 
£9,534,697 respectively, as against £9,185,640, 
and £9,180,121 for the 1936-37 fiscal year. 

Religion & Education: The prevailing religion 
is Buddhism. In 1929-30 there were 10,958,462

Currency: The silver baht is the unit of cur- 
rency, weighing 15 grammes 900 fine, which, for 
all practical purposes, is equal to 1s. 8d.; 100 
satang=1 tical, The other coins are the satang 
30, 25 (silver); 10, 5 (nickel); and 1 (copper). 
The actual currency is mainly in the form of 
notes of various denominations, ranging from 1 
to 1,000 ticals. State banknote circulation, June 
30, 1936, was 131 million bahts, and State holdings 
were 43 million bahts in silver and 107 million 
in foreign assets. 

Weights & Measures: The metric system is 
compulsory in the four provinces of Bangkok, 
Ayuthia, Rajburi and Prachin since 1933. The 
customary weights are: 80 ticals or cha-ang=1 
catty=2%4 Ibs. avdp.; 50 catties=1 picul=133% Ibs.

The area under rice cultivation is fairly exten- 
sive, but it is a mere fraction of what might be 
achieved. Of the greatest importance, however, 
is the improvement and extension of the means of 
supplying water, so as to enable the paddy- 
farmers to extend the area without fear of loss 
from drought. Alive to this necessity, the Gov- 
ernment of Siam has entered upon an enterprise 
of constructing irrigation works on a gigantic 
scale, and the area under rice is now being much 
enlarged by irrigation and by railway extensions 
bringing the provinces into closer touch with the 
capital. The chief producing centres lie in the 
seven Inner Circles, viz., Krung Tep (Bangkok), 
Ayudhya, Nakon Chaisi, Rajburi, Nakno, Sawan, 
Prachin, and Pitsanulok, which constitute the 
great Central Plain of Siam, watered by the 
Menam and its tributaries, 

The figures of the rice crop for the past three 
years are as follows: 1931-32, area, 6,453,040 
acres, yield, 4,036,238 tons; 1932-33, area, 8,034,- 
476 acres, yield, 5,329,588 tons; 1933-34, area, 
8,113,276 acres, yield, 4,938,452 tons. In October, 
1935, the area under rice was 7,614,232 acres, 
that for the corresponding month of 1936 being 
estimated at 6,944,916 acres. 

Exports of rice from Saigon amounted to 1,563,- 
562 tons in 1936 against 1,533,380 tons in 1935, The 
best markets were Hong Kong and China, while 
France took only 236,000 tons in 1935, as against 
699,000 tons in 1934. The surplus available for 
export from the 1935-36 crop year is estimated 
at 42,280,000 piculs of paddy, which is equivalent 
to 31,710,000 piculs, or about 1,900,000 metric 
tons of rice and rice products, 


COCONUTS The coconut palm floures 
exceedingly throughout south-eastern and pe Pie 
sular Siam, particularly near the sea coast, ; 
is generally recognized as its natural 
Coconuts produced on the island of Koh Sana 
off the east coast of peninsular Siam are fhe 
for their superior quality. Excluding Krungtep and 
other Circles where the palms are thinly Scattered 
the number of palms in Siam in 1928-29 totalled 
7,585,063 consisting of 4,690,529 trees in bearing 
and 2,894,534 immatures. The yield of coconut, 
during 1933-34 amounted to 164,187,823 nuts 
without taking account of the very large number 
of unique nuts picked for the “milk” contained 
therein. 

RUBBER: Rubber plantation in Siam on a 
large scale is of comparatively recent occurrence, 
The climate in most parts of the country js 
unsuitable for the cultivation of rubber Owing to 
the low rainfall and the long dry periods in 
between the rains, but conditions are favourable 
over a small area in southeastern Siam near the 
coast, and in the southern part of peninsular 
Siam. In 1934-35, 23,188,600 kgms. of rubber 
and rubber waste, valued at £845,536, were 
exported from Siam; while in 1935-36, exports 
were 31,198,867 kgms., valued at £1,201,146. 

FISHERIES: Ranking next to agriculture in 
extent and value, fisheries constitute an important 
industry in Siam. Although the full extent of the 
industry is unknown in the absence of a census, 
the production is estimated to be worth around 
25,000,000 bahts a year. The Gulf of Siam is 
very rich in various kinds of fish. The Siamese 
are a fish-eating people, and fisheries are of three- 
fold importance, as the source of an indispensable 
foodstuff to the people, as a means of livelihood 
for a large portion of them, and a source of revenue 
to the Government. 

FORESTRY: The area under forests is esti- 
mated at approx. 11,000 sq. miles, or 55% of the 
total area of the country. Siam is endowed with 
a rich woody growth of many varieties and 
species with the exception of the great central rice 
plain lying directly north of Bangkok. The most 
important of all the forest products of Siam is 
teak. The mountainous regions of the northern 
part of the Kingdom contain teak forests of con 
siderable commercial value, the chief producing 
centres being Chiengmai, Lampang, Nan, and 
Prae. At present European firms control about 
85% of the forest area, Duties and royalties 
collected on the logs, which are floated down the 
Menam to Bangkok, net the Government a profit 
of about £100,000 annually.

Bangkok 1s easily accessible by sea, by land 
and by air. By sea, there are many regular 
steamer services between the port of Bangkok, 
Singapore, Hongkong and Japan. By land there 
ie an excellent railway from Penang to Bangkok. 
By air there are, at present, excellent services of 
the K. L. M., the Imperial Airways, and the Air 
France. The planes of each of these organizations 
pass Bangkok twice a week. Tiny canals branch 
off from the Menam Chao Phya, and in and out 
of these dart small boats filled with vegetables, 
fruits, and sweet-meats of aquatic vendors. In 
the long curving sweep of the city’s river high 
way is revealed at once the pageant of Siam’s 
commercial activity. Many of Bangkok’s 80 rice 
mills line the waterfront, along which nearly 
90% of all Siam’s foreign trade moves up and 
down. 





Commercially, the city serves as Siam’s most 
important port. The bulk of business is tran- 
sacted in Bangkok proper, on the left bank of 
the Menam Chao Phya, about 35 kms. from the 
Gulf: The imports and exports of the Port in 
1937 were valued at 99,002,378 bahts and 101,- 
517,907 bahts, respectively. It is noted for its 
tice exporting port, the export in 1937 amounting 
in value to 68,721,098 bahts. The river is navigable 
for deep vessels after the bar is crossed, but larger 
vessels must anchor at Kohsi-chang, an island 
lying some 32 kms. from the Bar and 80 kms. 
from Bangkok. At the city vessels either lie 
alongside the wharves of their consignees, or 
anchor in mid-stream where there is every facility 
for discharging and loading by means of cargo- 
boats. During 1934-35 the vessels entered the 
port of Bangkok numbered 1,145 of 1,492,240 
tons, as against 1,028 of 1,226,730 tons respectively 
for the previous fiscal -year, showing an increase 
of 117 vessels of 265,510 tons. 

The city spreads south and east, following 
mainly the course of the river, The roads of the 
city have been much improved in recent years. 
In the north-east there are many magnificent

barracks. The private residences of Europeans, 
formerly grouped at Bangkok and Sapatum, now 
tend to spread towards the east and south-east. 
The right bank of the river is mostly occupied 
by Siamese, Chinese, and Mohammedan residents. 
Among the numerous royal palaces which are the 
outstanding features of Bangkok, the most interest- 
ing is the Grand Palace which is in reality a 
walled town in itself with an area of over one 
square mile. With its white-washed, castellate 
walls, its tall gate buildings, its cluster of many 
iered, coloured roofs, its flashing spires and golden 
phra chedi, the Grand Palace always presents a 
most picturesque and charming view. The palace 
grounds contain also the royal library, temples, 
theatres, the harem, and the residences of a vast 
retinue of servants and attendants. Alongside 
the extensive plaza of this place is the National 
Library and National Museum, wherein are kept 
the valuable old palm-leaf manuscripts, stone 
tablets, bronzes, and other historical Siamese 
treasures dating back several hundred years. 
Throughout Bangkok, and particularly near 
the Grand Palace, there are numerous wats or 
temples of wonderous beauty and unique design. 
What Bangkok's main street lacks in interest, 
beyond the ebb and flow of its contrasting traffic, 
is more than recompensed for by her gorgeous 
temples. The great glory of Siamese wats lies in 
the triple roofs, with sweepingly curved gables, 
and in their towers, which are in many cases 
covered with gorgeously hued tiles. Within the 
walled-in enclosures of the temple areas, the 
Siamese have poured out the abundance of their 
artistic skill and found expression for their love 
of colours. With Siam the purest Buddhist 
country to-day and the King the official head of

the Buddhist Church, the country has a plethora 
of temples. According to official count, Siam 
has more than 16,500 temples and 127,000 
Buddhist priests. Among the most interesting to 
the casual visitor may be mentioned Wat Phra 
Keo, the temple in the Royal Palace which con- 
tains the famous Emerald Buddha; Wat Bencha- 
mabopitr, a fine example of Siamese art, built by 
the late King Chulalongkorn: Wat Arun, with its 
magnificent tower of great height from which 
can be enjoyed a splendid view of Bangkok; 
Wat Rajabopitr, dating from the reign of King 
Mongkut; Wat Soket, one of the most important 
temples of the capital. 

The Economic Museum is on Suriwongse Road, 
on the right hand side as one goes from New 
Road. The Museum managed by the Ministry 
of Commerce and Communications is devoted 
entirely to the exhibits of Economic Products of 
Siam. In the Wang Nah is the Royal Museum, 
which comprises two buildings, the one on the 
left of the approach containing the natural history 
collections and ethnological exhibits from Japan, 
China, Java, etc.; and in the other building on the 
right, the Siamese ethnological collections, The 
new Rama I Bridge, with its enormous spans 
etched sharply against a background of colourful 
temples and waterfront shops, gives the city its 
date line. This 475-foot structure, first to link 





the two portions of the city, was dedicated in 
April, 1932, in commemoration of the 150th 
anniversary of the founding of Bangkok and the 
reign of the present Chakkri dynasty. 

AYUDRYA, located 70 kms. north of Bang- 
kok, is an old city of great historical interest 
containing many imposing ruins and relics which 
once glorified the Siamese nation. The remains of 
Ayudhya are of peculiar interest in that they 
represent all that is left of what may be called the 
medieval period of Siamese history. The ruins 
of Ayudhya, still bearing in all directions the 
marks of the fire by which the Burmese conqueror; 
demolished the city 150 years ago, having now 
been cleared, are preserved as well as may be. 
Enough is left of them to convey an idea of the 
greatness of the former capital. 

Hotels: The premier hotel of Bangkok is the 
Oriental Hotel which is the oldest and best 
known. The Government has established fine 
hotels in the city, such as the Rajdhani Hotel, 
which is under the management of the State 
Railways, and the Phya Thai Palace is a Royal 
Palace which was converted into a Hotel, 

HUA HIN-ON-SEA is a fashionable and 
healthy sea-side resort of Siam with bracing air.

The total 
length of rail and tramways (State and private) at 
the end of 1935 was 4,630 miles (3,404 miles in 
Java and 1,226 miles in Sumatra). In 1934, 10,550 
steamers of 10,825,796 tons and 3,054 sailing ships 
of 148,070 tons, entered the Ports of Java. A 
regular weekly aerial service is maintained between 
Amsterdam and Batavia by the K. L. M. (Royal 
Dutch Airlines), carrying mail, freight and pas 
sengers, one plane leaving Amsterdam and another 
leaving Batavia each week, the flight taking 10 
days. “Other regular subsidized services are main- 
tained between Batavia and Sourabaya as well as 
between Batavia and Singapore.

Principal Production and Industry 


AGRICULTURE: In 1936 the area in use for 
agriculture in Netherlands Indies totalled 6,403,530 
acres, of which 76,500 acres were Government 
estates and 817,181 acres private lands. Besides 
‘aising sufficient food for the dense population, 
Java and Madura furnish rice, tapioca, sugar, 
tobacco, tea, coffee, tin, rubber and other products 
for exportation. 

Rice: The principal food of the natives is 
rice. The harvest of rice in the Netherlands East 
Indies is far short of the amount required for 
home consumption. The yield of rice in 1937 
amounted to 63,000,000 quintals, while rice im- 
ported in the same year totalled 250,000 metric 
tons, purchasing chiefly from Siam, Saigon and 
Rangoon. The Government has been encourag- 
ing better methods of cultivation as well as the 
extension of the area. 

Rubber: The Netherlands East Indies is the 
second greatest rubber producer in the world, 
being preceded only by British Malaya. The 
rubber output in the Netherlands East Indies repre- 
sents approx. 40% of the world total. The chief 
producing centres in the Colony are Banjermasin 
and Pontianak in Borneo; and Palembang and 
Jambi in Sumatra. Rubber produced in these 
places amounts usually to about 60% of the total 
production of the Netherlands East Indies. The 
hevea braziliensis is most widely cultivated because 
of the good quality of its gum. Exports of rubber 
and gutta percha in 1937 amounted to 298,100,000 
guilders. aes 

Sugar: Since the abolition of the system of 
forced cultivation, the development of the industry 
has been remarkable, attracting large investments 
and the use of modern machines, which, coupled 
with the efforts and activities of the sugar associa- 
tions, has brought the sugar industry of Java to 
its present state of efficiency. Production in 1935 
was 495,000 metric tons.

ing centre being the Priangan districts in West: 
Java, though it is also raised extensively in districts 
between Buitenzorg and Bandoeng, and in the 
eastern part of the island. The tea now most 
widely grown in Java is of a hybrid quality be- 
tween Assam and Chinese, and several sub-varieties 
of Assam. The international restriction scheme 
for tea production and export, effective since 
April 1, 1933, increased the production slightly 
in April, 1934. The export of tea (incl. leaf and 
dust) during 1937 amounted to 49,100,000 guilders, 

Tobacco: Formerly tobacco was grown in 
almost all parts of Java, but cultivation is now 
chiefly confined to the eastern and southern parts 
of the island, Rice and tobacco are alternately 
grown in many districts.

Foreign Trade Summarized 


Notwithstanding the remarkable gains made in 
its foreign trade in 1937, the current year did not 
open auspiciously for the Netherlands Indies. 
All available economic statistics indicate a reces- 
sion in business activity during January, with 
important export commodity prices, except copra 
and pepper, registering declines from the first of 
the year to February 15. The index of average 
export commodity prices for the week ended Feb. 


5 stood at 43.5, or the lowest point since the 
depreciation of the guilder in the latter part of 


1936. 


1937 made extraordinary gains in value of both 
exports and imports. According to preliminary 
figures, total exports were placed at a value of 
949,700,000 guilders, compared with 552,365,000 
in 1936, or a gain of 72%, while imports were 
valued at 497,900,000 guilders, against 282,260,000 
for the previous year, showing again of 769%. (The 
average value of the guilder in 1936 was $0.64 
in U. S. currency and in 1937, $0.55).

SEMARANG 
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Batavia is the principal city in the Netherlands 
Indies and the capital of the Province of West 
Java, with a population of 535,000 (Tandjong 
Priok and the adiacent town of Meester Cornelis 
included), of which about 37,000 are Europeans 

The old harbour of Batavia was situated at the 
mouth of Jacatra River or Tjiliwong, which port, 
however, soon became too small for the ever 
increasing size of the ships. The Government 
decided in 1877 to construct an entirely new 
harbour, about 10 kms. to the east of the mouth of 
the Tjiliwong, and the present Tandjong Priok was 
constructed. Tandjong Priok is a modern and 
splendidly equipped harbour. Steamers for Bata- 
via arrive here and the harbour is capable of 
accommodating vessels of the highest tonnage. 
The harbour has three inner basins. The entrance 
from the sea to the outer basin (12 metres deep) 
is between two breakwaters each measuring 2 kms. 
long. The inner basins are about 1,100 metres 
long and 180 metres wide, each of which has two 
quays on which are located modern cargo handling 
devices, sheds, warehouses and offices. 

In reality Batavia consists of two towns—Old 
Batavia, of bazaars, colourful native life, and 
historic buildings, and Batavia‘Centrum (the new 
city), typifying Western civilization, with palatial 
residences in expansive gardens bordering wide, 
shaded trees. The Old City was the original 
commercial town, founded in 1619 on level and 
swampy grounds on both sides of the Tjiliwong 
River. The port of the Old City still exists, but 
is now only used by fishing vessels and very small 
crafts. The lower town is inhabited only by natives 
and Chinese, but it is still the business centre, 
most of the exporter’s offices being situated here. 
But there are still some very interesting remnants 
of the original settlement. No visit to the Old 
City is complete without seeing the Amsterdam 
Gate, the Sacred Cannon (decorated by the 
natives with paper flowers) and the Portuguese 
Church—all steeped in the history of early settle- 
ment. Other points of interest include the old 
City Hall; the skull of Pieter Erberveld, executed 
in 1722 for treason; the Fish Market and Aqua- 
rium; the Chinese shopping and trading centres, 
etc. A drive through the narrow streets of the 
Chinese quarter where many of the old Dutch 
houses of early Batavia are still to be seen is very 
well worth while,

In the New City there are some 
points of interest such as the Ethnological Museum 
with a world-renowned collection of art treasures; 
the Van Heutsz Monuments; the statue of Jan 
Pieterszoon Coen near the Waterloo Square; the 
beautiful little Wilhelmina Park and the old Fort 
Prins Hendrik. 

The K.N.I.L.M. maintains regular air commu- 
nications between Sourabaya and Semarang, Ban- 
doeng, Batavia and Bali, in addition to which the 
extension of regular services to East Borneo, 
Macassar and Manila is also planned. The K.L. 
M. operates an aerial service between Amsterdam 
and Batavia, the route covering a distance of 9,000 
miles. 

Hotels: The Hotel des Indes is the leading 
hotel in Batavia, and is also the social centre of 
Batavia-Centrum. Other first-class hotels are the 
Hotel der Netherlanden, Hotel Koningsplein, 
Hotel du Pavillon and the Grand Hotel Java. 
There are other countless smaller hotels and 
pensions available, 

In the immediate vicinity of Batavia, and ac- 
tually within the city limits, is a most attractive 
Amusement Park called ‘tPolonia” on the out: 
skirts of Meester Cornelis. Well worth a visit, 
and not so far from Batavia is Buitenzorg. This 
town was founded by Governor-General Van 
Imhoff in 1745, since when it has been the per- 
manent residence of the Governor-General of 
the Netherlands Indies. The famous Botanical 
Garden, one of the finest in the world, where 
endless varieties of exotic vegetation grow in 
ordered profusion, was founded in 1817 by Rein- 
wardt. The primary importance of this Garden, 
wherein lies the Governor-General’s Palace, is of 
a scientific nature,

Along the north coast of Java, about midway 
between the two other great ports, Batavia and 
Sourabaya, lies Semarang, the capital of the Pro 
vince of Middle Java and a very busy commercial 
city. Lhe total population of Semarang consists of 
about 220,000, including about 13,000 Europeans 
and 28,000 Chinese. 

The city is to-day the third port in the entire 
Netherlands Indies archipelago in importance, in 
wealth and in bulk of goods handled and shipping 
accommodated. Unlike Batavia and Sourabaya, 
the city has no harbour although the port of 
Semarang 18 formed by the mouth of the river, 
and can only be entered by small vessels, with 
no adequate harbour facilities. Here is a port 
with more than 200,000 inhabitants, tapping a 
hinterland supporting more than 18,000,000 per- 
sons, with around 2,000 large ocean-going steamers 
calling per year with a gross aggregate of imports 
and exports that closely follows those of Batavia 
and Sourabaya in weight and value, with yearly 
Customs-house receipts of over 12,000,000 guil- 
ders, which is still dependent upon a mere prahu 
harbour and an open roadstead. For the greater 
part of the year the Semarang roads are a perfectly 
safe anchorage for ships of any size, but it is and 
will remain the ambition of every Semaranger to 
see his ideal fulfilled and the city provided with an 
adequate harbour for ocean-going steamers, which 
countless scientific tests and experiments have 
proved to be a perfectly feasible engineering feat. 


From a commercial point of view, it is the most 
convenieritly located city in Netherlands Indies, 
and may justly be described as being “in the 
middle of everything.” So central is it, in fact, 
that it lies on the meridian from which all Java 
takes its standard time. The drawbacks of its 
harbour facilities have been mentioned above, but 
are more than compensated for by the excellence 
of its rail and road connections with the rest of 
the island. It is served directly by three railways; 
to the south, to the north-east and the west. It 
is thus in direct rail communication with every 
part of Java. It is the headquarters of the Royal 
Java Motor Club, which established its central 
office here because the city is also a definite centre 
of the magnificent road-net that covers Java from 
end to end and coast to coast. It is also one of 
the important points of call for the aeroplanes of

The whole of the suburban 
area, situated in the hills and commanding a fine 
view over the water and surrounding country, 18 
cleverly planned. The greater part of the Euro 
pean population reside in the hill suburbs to the 
south of Bodjong. It is beautifully built on hills 
which rise to about 500 ft., with charming bunga 
lows, cottages and excellent roads. On the hill 
in the suburbs of Tjandi and New Tjandi many 
lovely residences have been built in the course of 
the past two decades which have given Semarang 
its name of “Java’s seaport on the hills.” Here, 
too, are a couple of comfortable hotels, the 
English Club, the golf links, which are famous 
over the whole island and many other 
grounds. The hill is high enough for a marked 
difference in temperature to be felt on an average 
day on coming from the “lower town” to the 
“upper.” Bodjong Road, which runs from east 
to west through the principal part of Semarang 
and which really is the main street of the town, 
is an avenue of tamarinds. At the beginning of 
Bodjong Road, a bridge leads over the Semarang 
River to the business part of the town, where 
many European business houses are located. As 
one enters the road from the old part of the town, 
the first prominent building on the left is Govern: 
ment House, where the offices of Resident and 
other offices are situated, next to which is the 
G.P.O., and opposite the military hospital. Other 
places of interest on the left of the road are i 
large town square (aloon-aloon) containing the 
residence of the native Chief, the Mosque and 
Recreation Grounds of the city. (stadstuin) in 
which festivals are held.

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SOURABAYA 


Sourabaya, the principal commercial seaport of 

the Netherlands Indies, is situated on the Straits of 
Madura and the mouth of the Kali Mas River 
over which the Red Bridge (Roode Brug) corneets 
the European with the Chinese section of the city 
It is also the capital of the Province of East lava 
with a population of almost 350,000 persons, Ke 
which about 27,000 are Europeans. 

Tandjong Perak is the port of Sourabaya. The 
modern equipped harbour and roads well sheltered 
by the island of Madura can accommodate a great 
number of oceanvvessels, even with big draught. 
The port can be reached either from the west or 
from the east side through the Straits of Madura. 
Neither expense nor trouble has been spared to 
make Sourabaya one of the most modern ports of 
the Far East. From 1910 to 1922 an enormous 
sum of money was spent on the harbour works, 
with a result of far-reaching consequences, not 
only for Sourabaya and its hinterland, but for the 
whole of Insulinde and, to a certain extent, for 
the Netherlands. 

The hinterland of Sourabaya produces nearly 
half of the sugar crop of Java with resulting bene- 
fits to Sourabaya as a port of shipment. Its rapid 
development is due, in a large degree, to the sugar 
industry located in and around the district, the 
predominance of which is experienced in the town 
itself as well as in the surrounding district. The 
other principal products for export are coffee, 
tobacco, fibre, tapioca, fice, capoc, arachides, 
asphalt, etc. The overseas trade of Sourabaya 
during 1931 realized 132 million guilders in 
imports and 101 million guilders in exports, com- 
pared with the respective values of 191 million 
cuilders and 174 million guilders for the year 1930. 

Sourabaya is in direct road and rail connection 
with every part of Java, and being one of the most 
important harbours in the Netherlands Indies 
archipelago offers sea connections in all directions. 
Sourabaya is the port of departure for trips to 

Bali, Borneo, Celebes, the Moluccas, the Lesser 
Sunda Islands, etc. It offers a capital starting 
point for trips through the East Java mountain 
scenery, the Idjen highlands, the Ardjoeno (Ar- 
juna) Range, the Tengger Range including the 
highest hill station in Java, Tosari and the famous 
Java Sand Sea with the volcano Bromo lying 
behind it. Back of this range is the highest 
mountain in Java, the Smeroe (Smeru) over 
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Palembang, Sing apore and Medar

There are three important divisions of the city, 
namely, Tandjong Perak, the harbour area; the 
old or lower city with the commercial quarter and 
China town; and the upper city, a widely scattered 
European residential section, Entering the har 
bour of Tandjong Perak either through the West 
Channel or the East Channel of the Straits of 
Madura is a wonderful sight. On the one side 
is the coast of Java and the city with various 
mountain-groups in the background, and on the 
other side the island of Madura. The old city and 
the Chinese quarter with their strange, narrow and 
tortuous streets in which a colourful crowd of 
mixed Orientals of all races will be found swarny 
ing from morning till night. For the antiquary 
Sourabaya offers the new Provincial and Municipal 
Historical Museum, which may be set off against 
the sights of ancinet Grissee; all are interesting. 
Trinil, of Pithecanthropus erectus fame, which has 
just been brought once more into the limelight 
with the discovery the other day of the cranium 
of what appears to be an infant Pithecanthropus, 
lies within an easy motor trip of Sourabaya and 
offers a wealth of opportunity for study. The 
Modjopait Museum (ancient Javanese civiliza’ 
tion) is also worth a visit; it is within an hour's 
drive of Sourabaya at Modjokerto. Sourabaya 
has the only good Zoological Gardens in the 
Netherlands Indies. Here is a collection of the 
rarest birds and beasts gathered together and ex 
hibited to the visitor as far as possible in their 
natural surroundings. The birds are exceptionally 
beautiful with their wonderfully coloured plumage. 
The newly added Aquarium offers an opportunity 
to watch the equally gaudily coloured denizens of 
the tropical seas.

+o foreign trade in 1848, since when, due ehtete 
to its excellent position and natural good haebeus 
as well as to the rich products of the island ita 
development has been remarkable. The port is 
now within easy reach as the junction for the 
shipping lines of the K. P.M. which have a com 
fortable accommodation, sailing from the ports of 
Batavia and Sourabaya in Java, and from the 
Australian ports, and the Java-China‘Japan line 
maintaining an excellent service direct from Japan 
China and Hong Kong; moreover, it is a regular 
port of call for freighters coming from various 
countries, and is well protected by several coral 
islands and two breakwaters. The quays, which 
are provided with large warehouses, afford excel- 
lent facilities for loading and discharging cargo. 
Coal and fuel-oil are obtainable at this port. The 
anchorage is considered one of the best in the 
Netherlands East Indies, especially during the 
southeast monsoon. 7 

The city of Macassar is full of the atmosphere 
of commercial and industrial development. The 
harbour is connected! with the railways, and addi- 
tional improvements are continually being made. 
The visitor never fails to be impressed by the 
immense volumes of rattan, timber, and other 
staple products handled at the wharves for ship- 
ment to various countries. It is also the greatest 
distributing centre for the imports and exports of 
the island, the foreign trade of the port represent 
ing almost the entire transactions between Celebes 
and oversea countries. 

Among the principal exports are copra, rattan, 
gum copal, maize, coffee, ebony, troca shell, etc- 
The shipments of copra amount to 95,000 tons 
annually; rattan, 18,000 tons: gum copal, 14,000 
tons; maize, 67,000 tons; coffee, 2,500 tons; ebony, 
4.500 tons; agar-agar, 1,000 tons and troca shell, 
1,000 tons. Other important exports include 
nutmeg, mace, clove, hides and skins, other kinds 
of shell, capoc, cajuput oil, buffalo horns, deer 
horns, beeswax, stuffed birds, trepang, sesame, 
cassia fistura, etc. The leading articles of imports 
are cotton yarns, cloth and their manufactured 
goods, the receipts of which aggregate 14,500,000 
guilders annually, whilst soaps, tobacco, auto- 
mobiles and accessories, metallic articles, machines 
and tools, and wheat flour are more conspicuous 
among minor articles imported into this port,

The grave of 
the leader of the. Java revolt in 1825, Nipo 
Negoro, who died in exile, is in the vicinity of 
the City. 

For passengers arriving from Australia or from 
Manila — Hongkong — Shanghai and Japan 
Macassar is in many cases the first port of call. 
Strong healthy Buginese work your ships while 
ou are on 2 motor drive to Bantimooroong where 
tropical nature welcomes the tourist with a roaring 
waterfall and a quiet little mountain lake tempting 
you for a delicious cool swim, also a stalactitic 
grotto. En route to this scenic spot over modern 
roads, mostly rice fields are seen in their various 
stages of cultivation. Most interesting of all is 
a trip to the Toradia country- A mountain for- 
mation like the Dolomites and into this region 
the Toradja’s. originally living in the plains, have 
keep driven hack centuries ago hv the invading 
Macassars and Buginese.

Climate: The climate of the country is divided 
into three zones—a dry zone in the centre and 
wet zones in the North and South. The cool 
season, which is the best season for travel in 
Burma, may be said to extend from November 
to March; then it is followed by the hot season, 
which lasts until May, when the raining season 
begins and goes on till October. 


Population: According to the 1931 census, 
the population of Burma, totalled 14,652,272 as 
compared with 13,169,099 in 1921, including 
about 1,250,000 Shans, 1,000,000 Karens, 1,000,000 
East Indians, and strong minorities of Chinese, 
Kochins and Arakanese. 


Administration: Burma was made a Governor’s 
Province in 1923 with a Legislative Council of 
103 members. The legislature now, together with 
two responsible ministers, one Burmese and one 
Chinese, has control of education, health, agricul- 
ture, and the voting supplies. Defence, law and 
order, land taxes and finance are reserved to the 
Governor and administered by the civil service, 
one-third of whom are Burmese. Under the 
Government of India Act of 1935, Burma, which 
had long sought release, was detached from 
British India, made a Crown Colony, and given 
a constitution of her own. Under the new law, 
10 members are provided for and a Senate of 36

There are a 
University at Rangoon, an Intermediate College, 
an Agricultural College and a Research Institute 
at Mandalay; a Technical Institute and Veterinary 
School at Insein (near Rangoon). There is also a 
scheme of State Scholarship which provides for 
the despatch of 12 scholars to Europe every year.

Communications: Its long and picturesque rivers 
make the inland country accessible, and though in 
point of length and beauty the Salween runs un- 
equalled, the Irrawaddy and its chief tributaries, 
the Chindwin, the Shweli, and the Myitnge, form 
important waterways. Its great river, the Irra- 
waddy, is navigable up to Bhamo, 900 miles from 
the sea and its tributary, the Chindwin, is naviga- 
ble for 300 miles. In all seasons of the year, these 
rivers, especially the Irrawaddy, are alive with 
sailing and steam vessels. In the Delta the network 
of waterways is practically the only means of com- 
munication. Burma had also 60 miles of navigable 
canals. The Irrawaddy Flotilla Co., with its fine 
fleet of mail, cargo and ferry boats, gives the 
Irrawaddy and Delta rivers and creeks a splendid 
river service. Roads and railways are well laid 
throughout Burma. The mileage of the railways, 
government-owned, was 2,060 in 1936-37.

Principal Production and Industry 


AGRICULTURE: The chief industry of Burma 
is agriculture, by which nearly three-fourths of 
the inhabitants are supported. Areas under culti- 
vation in Burma totalled 18,022,971 acres in 1931. 
Rice is by far the most important product in 
Burma, the yield of which is so abundant that the 
surplus over local consumption forms the greatest 
source of wealth to the Province. According to 
latest figures from authoritative sources, the total 
areas under rice in Burma in 1936-37 exclusive of 
damaged areas amounted to 12,174,029 acres, con- 
sisting of 9,855,258 acres in Lower Burma and 
2,318,771 acres in Upper Burma. The surplus of 
rice for export in 1937 reached approx. 3,198,000 
tons, an increase of 73,000 tons as compared with 
1936. Next in importance are cotton and sesamum. 
According to the final official returns, net areas 
(that is, excluding damaged areas) under cotton 
in 1936-37 amounted to 515,642 acres, and the 
yield was put at 20,250 tons, the exportable amount 
being given as 16,000 tons. Compared with the 
previous period, the above estimate showed an 
increase of 7,789 acres in area, of 3,750 tons in 
yield, and of 6,000 tons in exportable amount. 
During 1936-37 net areas sown with sesamum 
were estimated at 1,500,000 acres, and the yield 
at 40,000 tons, a decrease of 76,536 acres and 
11,000 tons below the previous year. 

Net areas devoted to groundnuts during the 
fiscal year 1936-37 were estimated at 104,000 acres 
greater than the previous season, the yield being 
expected to come to approx. 142,000 tons, about 
500 tons less than in 1935-36. Rubber production 
in Burma during 1936-37 reached 20,813,000 lbs. 
as against 12,601,000 in 1935-36. 


FORESTRY: Forests play an important réle 
in the industrial life of Burma. Of all the forest 
products of Burma, teak is the most important. 
During 1936-37, the outturn of the teak by 
lessees was 398,907 tons. The area of reserved 
forests at the end of 1936-37 was 34,646 sq. miles. 


AQUATIC PRODUCTS: In Burma fisheries 
are mainly conducted in lakes and rivers, the lower 
courses of the Irrawaddy, Sittang, Salween, and 


especially the Maubin districts on the Irrawaddy 
being the most productive centres. The catch 2 
rivers and lakes represent approx. 90% of the tel 
fisheries in this Province. Kinds of fish found in 
these waters number about 50, of which the 
principal are Ngapyinthalet, Ngamyitchin, Ngabe. 
byu, Ngakonmanigwet, the fish in greatest demand 
being carps and sheat-fish, The methods of 
fisheries are very crude, and no enterprise has yet 
been undertaken so far in deep-sea fisheries despite 
the promising resources. In Burma a strong ant; 
pathy still prevails among her people through 
Buddhist belief to any occupation wasting life 
fisheries being regarded in consequence as a detesta- 
ble occupation. Regular fishermen in Burma at 
present number only about 55,000, and even adding 
those engaging in fisheries as a subsidiary occupa. 
tion the total does not come up to much more than 
76,000, or approx. 5% of the entire population, 
Burma imports aquatic products to the tune of 
about Rs.1,600,000 in annual value. 
MINERALS: Burma is rich in mineral re 
scurces, especially in petroleum, lead, silver, tin, 
zinc, copper, iron, precious stones, etc. Petroleum 
is undoubtedly by far the most important mineral 
product in Burma, the total provincial output in 
1936 amounting to 265,570,120 gallons; the yearly 
output averaging about 250,000,000 gallons, or as 
much as 96% of the total petroleum produced in 
al! India. Other products of Burmese mines in 
1936 were: tin, in the Tenasserim area, 4,689 tons; 
tungsten ore, 3,125 tons; silver, entirely from the 
mines of the Burma Corporation, Ltd., in the 
Northern Shan States, 5,952,000 troy ounces, etc. 
INDUSTRIES: Some of the outstanding in 
dustries in Burma include rice-cleaning, oil-refin 
ing, cotton ginning, and saw milling, etc. Non 
intermission factories comprise machinery factories, 
sawmills, fuel-oil refineries, zine refineries, etc., 
while seasonal factories, viz., those operated only 
during the season in the year, include rice-cleaning 
mills, oil-refining mills, cotton-ginning mills, ete. 
During 1936 factories of all kinds in operation in 
Burma totalled 985 and the number of persons 
employed therein was 89,230.

AGRICULTURE: In Ceylon the principal pro- 
ducts are almost entirely agricultural, of which 
coconuts, cinnamon, tea and grains are 
the most important, forming the bulk of the 
from the Island. Of the total of 16,212,- 
100 acres in Ceylon, approx. 2,500,000 acres or 
50.0% are under cultivation, and about 456,000 
acres or 2.8% pasture land. The chief products 
in 1937 occupied the following approximate areas:

TEA: The most important product in Ceylon 
is tea due to the climate and configuration being 
ideal for its cultivation, the plantations covering 
500,000 acres. Ceylon tea is almost exclusively 
of the black variety and is classified into three 
grades: upland (superior quality), medium land 
(medium quality), and lowland (inferior quality). 
The yield per acre ranges between 300 and 1,200 
lbs. according to the elevation of the land and 
the degree of fertility. In 1937, 213,732,751 lbs. 
valued at 170,586,705 rupees were exported, of 
which nearly 145,000,000 Ibs. were sent to the 
United Kingdom, and 12,000,000 Ibs. to the 
United States. 


RUBBER: The second major item on Ceylon’s 
export list is rubber. The Colony was the first 
to make a success of the “plantation grown,” as 
opposed to the wild Hevea rubber. Rubber 
flourishes best in regions with abundant rain, 
rising from sea-level to an elevation of about 
1,500 feet. The annual’ yield of dried rubber 
per acre in Ceylon is from 200 to 700 lbs. Rubber 
exports from the Island during 1937 amounted to 
156,099,000 Ibs. valued at 77,010,000 rupees, of 
which 26,000,000 Ibs. went to the United King- 
dom and 73,600,000 Ibs. to the United States. 


COCONUT: Coconuts and coconut products 
constitute the third major products of Ceylon 
island which normally account for about one- 
sixth of the island’s total export value. During

LIVE-STOCK: In 1936 the livestock of the 
Colony consisted of: 1,300 horses; 1,644,099 
horned cattle; 55,500 sheep; 37,300 swine; a 
205,000 goats.

FISHERIES: Waters about Ceylon abound 
with fish, and its North-East sea-board is Particu- 
larly noted for teeming fishing grounds, Tt is 
regrettable, however, that on account of certain 
religious beliefs the natives have prevented this 
industry from progressing, it having long been 
regarded as a base occupation and looked on with 
extreme contempt. The Island is also well-known 
for its ancient industry, namely, pearl fishing, and 
early history records a present of precious pearls 
made by Vijaya, the first King of Ceylon, to his 
father-in-law, the King of Madura, in 600 B.C. 
When pearl fishing is to be held, the small native 
village of Marichchikaddei grows to a clamouring, 
colourful throng of some 30,000 Arabs and Tamils 
almost overnight. The famous pearl fishing 
grounds are situated between Mannar and 
Puttalam. 


Forestry: Ceylon is rich in various valuable 
woods which include, ebony, satinwood, jak, 
milla, palu, halmilla, munamal, mendora, hora, 
lunmidella, dun and domba. Unfortunately the 
areas are decreasing with the gradual extension of 
the various plantations, and in a conservation 
endeavour the Government now has claimed many 
areas as Crown Forests. 


MINERALS: The Colony is well-known for 
the production of a superior grade of plumbago. 
There were 81 plumbago mines working at the 
end of 1936, and the export for the year 1937 
amounted to 347,613 cwts. valued at 2,300,545 
rupees. Other minerals, such as gold, thorium, 
and monazite, exist, but, except the last named, 
have so far not been found in quantities of com- 
mercial importance. There are some hundreds of 
small-gem quarries, from which sapphires, rubies, 
moonstones, catseyes, and other precious stones 
are obtained. Many gems of ravishing beauty 
and extraordinary size have been mined from 
this treasure chest of Mother Nature, including

Principal Production and Industry 


AGRICULTURE: Agriculture is by far the 
most important occupation of the people of India. 
In British India, in 1935-36, 262,000,000 acres 
were sown, or 227,000,000 acres excluding areas 
sown more than once. Of the total area sown 
approx. 15% was under wheat, 31% under rice 
and 31% other foodgrains and pulses, 6% under 
oil seeds, and 6% under cotton, jute, and other 
fibres. Sugar, tea, and tobacco are other important 
crops. The total area under irrigation (govern- 
ment and private) was nearly 56 million acres in- 
cluding areas irrigated at both harvests. 

Rice: Rice is one of the most important crops 
of India. The greatest rice producing province is 
Bengal, followed by the Province of Bihar and 
Orissa, Burma, Madras, United Province, Central 
Provinces (incl. Berar), Assam, Bombay Presi- 
dency, etc. The yield of rice during 1936 amounted 
to 62,091,000 bushels. 

Wheat: As a winter crop it is grown widely 
throughout Northern India, the United Provinces 
and the Punjab, supplying about two-thirds of 
the total area, and probably three-quarters of the 
total out-turn in India. Indian wheats are generally 
white, red and amber coloured, and are mostly 
classed as soft from a commercial point of view, 
although there are some well-known macaroni 
wheats amongst them. The area under wheat 
during 1933-34 was 36,062,000 acres, and the 
yield 9,358,000 tons, against 32,976,000 acres and 
9,455,000 tons in the previous season. Exports 

of wheat and wheat flour in 1935-36 reached 
Rs.31,74,940. 

Tea: Tea is the most important of all the 
plantation crops in India. The foundations of the 
tea industry were laid between 1856 and 1859, 
since when the growth of the industry has been 
phenomenal. Areas under tea in 1910 were 533,000 
acres and the production 249,000,000 lbs.; 654,000 
acres and 322,000,000 Ibs. in 1920: 802,000 acres 
and 391,000,000 Ibs. in 1930. In 1933-34 the 
acreage under tea totalled 816,000 acres, and the 
yield 383,264,100 lbs. The greatest producing 

centre is Assam, which usually accounts for about 
60% of the total Indian production; followed by 
Bengal, about 25%: Madras, about 6%: etc,

LIVE-STOCK: The fourth census of live-stock 
in 1935 showed that there were 113 million heads 
of bovine cattle (de. 83,869,425 oxen and 29,414 
548 buffaloes) in British India. There were 29, 
113,795 sheep, 26,089,060 goats, 1,408,622 horses 
and ponies, 64,713 mules, 1,442,823 donkeys and 
526.231 camels. 

Cattle are mainly used for draught purposes 
everywhere, though male buffaloes are important 
as draught animals in the rice tracts and damper 
parts of the country. The buffalo is important 
for dairy purposes, the milk yield being high and 
the percentage of butter fat considerably above 
that of cow’s milk. Dairying is a very important 
indigenous industry throughout the country. Re 
cently the annual value of dairy products has been 
estimated at over 800 crores of rupees. Native 
butter and cheese are well-known products. In 
recent years a considerable trade has sprung up 
in tinned butter, and there are signs of an im 
portant industry being built up in other dairy 
products, such as milk-powder, condensed milk and 
casein. Wool output is estimated at 60 million 
Ibs. All Indian wools are, however, classed in the 
grade of carpet wools, the sheep being raised 
chiefly for food; the fleece has been generally 
regarded as of subsidiary interest. In 1935-36 
exports of raw wool amounted to Rs.2,09,66,129 
and that of manufactured wool to Rs.82,89,722. 

FORESTS: The lands under the control of 
the Provincial Forest Departments are classified as 
“Reserved Forests” (forests intended to be perma 
nently maintained for the supply of timber, or 
for the protection of water supply), “Protected 
and “Unclassed” forest lands, The total 
area of forest land in 1933-34 was 282,664 sq. 
miles, consisting of 106,079 sq. miles for “Reserved 
Forests’; 7,003 sq, miles for “Protected Forests’; 
and 169,582 sq. miles for “Unclassed.” 

MINERALS: India has an unusually wide range 
of metals. The principal mineral production in 
1935 (in metric tons) consisted of coal, 1,736,000, 
iron ore, 2,402,000 (1935); pig iron, 1,585,000;

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COTTON YARN AND CLOTH: Cotton 
manufacture 1s one of India’s oldest and most 
jmportant industrial enterprises. The principal 
centre of cotton manufacture in India is the Bom- 
bay Presidency, which at the end of August, 1936 
had 223 mills with 6,267,485 spindles and 145,432 
Jooms. Cotton mills in all India numbered 379 
with 9,856,658 spindles and 200,062 looms. Madras 
Presidency (incl. Cochin), which ranked second as 
cotton manufacturing centre, had 45 mills with 
1,090,966 spindles and 6,070 looms, and the United 
Provinces had 25 mills with 734,664 spindles and 
10,784 looms. 

Production of cotton yarn by Indian mills in 
1936-37, amounted to 1,054,117,000 pounds, 
against 1,059,287,000 in 1935-36. The output of 
cotton cloth was reported as 3,571,987,000 yards 
in 1936-37, compared with 3,571,371,000 in 
1935-36, according to official statistics, Produc- 
tion in the Bombay Presidency accounted in 1936— 
37 for 512,882,000 pounds of yarn and 2,347,192,- 
000 yards of cloth, while mills in the Madras 
Presidency turned out 129,886,000 pounds of yarn 
and 76,888,000 yards of cloth and mills in the 
United Provinces reported an output of 115,003,- 
000 pounds of yarn and 236,981,000 yards of 
cloth. In addition to the cloth production in the 
cotton mills, India has a considerable hand-loom 
industry whose output has been estimated as 
approximating 1,756,000,000 yards in 1936-37 and 
1,656,000,000 in 1935-36. 

India’s imports of cotton piece goods in 1936-37 
aggregated 763,985,000 yards, compared with 
946,729,000 in 1935-36. .-About 10,000,000 yards 
of this imported cloth were re-exported in each of 
the two fiscal years. Exports of domestic goods 
are unimportant in comparison with the total pro- jin prices. During 1937, there was a period of 
duction, having amounted to about 98,000,000 boom in industrial production, the textile and iron 
yards in 1936-37 and 71,000,000 in 1935-36. and steel industries taking full advantage of world 
These figures indicate that the total quantity of conditions; other industries also enjoyed a period 
cotton cloth available for consumption in India in of prosperity.

Calcutta annually. In order to care for this vast 
trafic, Calcutta is provided with all the facilities 
commonly found in a first-class port. The port 
provides 14 jetty berths in the Calcutta area proper 
97 in what is known as the Kidderpore Docks and 
4 at Garden Reach, a few miles down the river 
The Golden Reach jetties, one of the latest addi- 
tions to the port, are built on modern lines, the 
transit sheds being fully equipped with electric 
cranes, trolley lines, and other devices for the 
eficient handling of merchandise.

of British India The Island of Bombay, situated 
in lat. 18 ae N. and long. 72° E., is 1114, 
miles long from the southern extremity of 
Colaba to Sion Causeway, over which the G.I, P. 
Railway passes to the island of Salsette, and from 
3 to 4 miles broad in that part which lies to 
the north of the Esplanade, the area being 22,48 
sq. miles. ; 

The Port of Bombay has commodious dock 
accommodations and is admirably equipped with 
modern handling appliances and machinery. 
There are three inclosed docks, viz., Prince’s 
Dock, Victoria Dock, and Alexandra Dock having 
a total water area of 1041 acres and a quayage 
of nearly 41/ lineal miles. Several large ware- 
houses and godowns in the vicinity of the docks 
are available for renting out for storage of grain, 
tobacco, and other products. The docks and 
depots are served by the Port Trust Railway, 
which connects them with the mainline railways 
by means of a large interchange yard at Wadala. 
Over 100 miles of track has been laid by the 
Trust, and the railway handles some 2,500,000 
tons of trafic every year, or about 45% of the 
terminal goods trafic of Bombay. The trade of 
the Port for the year 1934-35 totalled Rs.84.2 
crores in value. The principal exports include 
raw cotton, raw hides and skins, manganese ore, 
cotton twist and yarn, raw wool, seeds, cotton 
piece-goods, etc., and imports are chiefly coal-tar 
dyes, machinery and mill-work, metals and ores, 
mineral oils, sugar, raw cotton, silk manufactures, 
woollen manufactures, artificial silk and cotton 
piece-goods, vehicles, ete.

In Bombay there are many places of interest 
that are worthy of more than passing attention, 
apart from the fact that sartorially Bombay is 
quite unique, for perhaps nowhere else in India 
can such variety of costumes and head-dresses be 
seen—the round and oval head-dress of the 
Bania, the peaked hat of the Bhatia, the spheroid 
of the Borah, the peculiar headgear of the Parsee, 
and so on. The Apollo Bandar, on which stands 
the Gateway of India, is one of the finest super 
attractions of Bombay, this being a beautiful 
structure which was erected to commemorate the 
landing of Their Imperial Majesties King George 
V. and Queen Mary on the occasion of their 
visit to India in December, 1911. Of great 
historical interest is the Old Fort of Bombay 
standing on the southeast extremity of the island. 
Elephanta Caves, which are in a small island in 
the Bay of Bombay within a great temple about 
130 ft. long and 123 ft. broad, are of great 
antiquity, and their archaeological interest 1s 
accentuated by the fact that they date back to 
the middle of the 8th Century A.D. The most 
important is the Great Cave, wherein stands a 
colossal statue of Shiva, the three-headed bust of 
Trimurthi. The other caves also contain huge 
rock-carved deities and some wonderfully carved 
reliefs which are well worth the journey of about 
one hour from Apollo Bandar, Bombay. Other 
places worth visiting include the University 
Library and Clock Tower (Rajabai Tower), the 
Town Hall, the Prince of Wales’ Museum, 
Government House at Malabar Point, Municipal 
Building, the Parsi Towers of Silence, High 
Court, Prince’s Dock, the Yacht Club, Mint, 
Victoria Gardens, etc.

AUSTRALIA 


Situation & Area: Consisting of the 6 Original 
States of New South Wales, Victoria, Queensland 
South Australia, Western Australia, and Tasmania. 
as well as the Northern Territory and the Federal 
Capital Territory, the Commonwealth of Aus 
tralia 1s situated between 10° 41’ and 39° 9 S. leat, 
or including Tasmania 43° 39’ and 113° 9’ to 153

Administration: Australia, which is 150 years 
old as a British Colony, was proclaimed a Federal 
Commonwealth on Jan. 1, 1901. The legislative 
power is vested in a Federal Parliament, consisting 
of the King, represented by a Governor-General, 
a Senate and a House of Representatives. The 
Senate consists of 36 senators directly chosen by 
the people of each State for 6 years.

Communications: The total length of Govern 
ment (and private) railways open for general traffic 
(sidings and cross-overs excluded) rose from 25, 
448 miles in 1924 to 27,089 miles in June. 1936 
The main interstate line, which permits of direct 
communication between the fine capitals—Brisbane, 
Sydney, Melbourne, Adelaide and Perth —has a 
total length of 3,474 miles. Regular subsidized 
aerial services are in active operation between the 
chief towns, and radio is in great vogue. Wire- 
less telegraphy stations are operated in all the 
State capitals, and in other places. The merchant 
marine of Australia and New Zealand on July 1, 
1936, was composed of 429 steam ships of 518,873 
tons, 94 motor ships of 118,631 tons, and 11 
sailing vessels of 4,636 tons. The number of 
vessels entered in all Australian ports during 
1935-36 was 1,615 vessels of 6,237,676 net ton- 
nage in the foreign trade. Of the vessels entered, 
1,100 of 4,343,118 tons were under the British 
flag and 515 of 1,894,558 tons under foreign flags. 
On June 30, 1936, 742,866 vehicles, including 
484,832 motor cars, 77,467 motor cycles, and 180,- 
567 trucks were registered in Australia. 228 aero- 
planes of various types were registered with the 
Department of Civil Aviation on June 30, 1936. 
During the year 5,819,751 miles were flown, and 
75,119 passengers carried.

AGRICULTURE: Areas under crops in the 
Commonwealth during the year 1934-35 totalled 
20,428,799 acres, which represent a mere fraction 
of what could be turned into arable land, for 
Australia contains approx. 754,481,000 acres.

£68,587,000 against £70,732,000 in 1933-34. 


The wheat yield in 1936-37 was 150,468 bushels 
from 12,342,000 acres.

MINING: The total mineral production of 
Australia during 1936 amounted in value to £27,

(£607,000); tin £659,000 (£763,000); coal, £6, 
987,000 (£6,646,000); etc. 


The gold output has steadily increased in recent 
years and its production in 1937, at 1,380,000 fine 
ounces, was the largest since 1917, and compared 
with an output of 1,179,000 fine ounces in 1936, 
Of the total coal output, about 85% comes from 
New South Wales. According to the latest off- 
cial statistics available, 216 coal and shale mines 
were in operation in New South Wales in “1930. 
The coal and shale output in the State for 1930 
was valued at £5,493,150, a marked decrease from 
the annual valuation for several preceeding years. 
Owing to the expansion of Australian iron and 
steel production, combined with the construction 
of an American branch factory, and the new coke 
ovens which have been placed in operation, boom 
conditions are reported to prevail at Port Kembla.

INDUSTRIES: Australian manufactures show

The city is a wonderful centre of attraction, 
offering as it does unending entertainment in its 
magnificent waterways, its surfing beaches, its 
public gardens, parks, and national collections. In 
recent years the streets of the city have been 
greatly improved, and the principal thoroughfares 
are flanked with handsome and substantial edifices, 
a great number being built of sandstone, which is 
produced in abundance. There are the Museums 
ind Libraries, the splendid National Art Gallery, 
the Zoological Gardens, and uncountable harbour, 
river and ocean beach resorts of indescribable 
beauty and extraordinary allurements. The well- 
known University, founded in 1850, is in the 15th 
century Gothic style, and surrounded by a park. 

Many beautiful day and half-day excursions may 
be taken from Sydney by private car, tourist car, 
or steamer. Among the more attractive are:

| MELBOURNE, C. 1. 
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Melbourne, situated on Hobson’s Bay, about 
forty miles from the Heads, the channel leading 
into the ocean, is the capital of Victoria and the 
“Queen City of the South, ranking as the sixth 
largest city in the British Empire with a population 
of about 1,109,000 in 1935. 

The picturesque river Yarra runs through the 
city and empties into the Bay at the Port of 
Melbourne, which is a point of call for the largest 
overseas ships. Its commodious up-to-date piers 
are served by electric railways connecting with 
the suburban system. The effective berthing space 
in the port 1s 61,491 feet, with a wharf-space area 
of 57 acres. On these wharves there are 85 sheds, 
occupying an area of more than 28 acres. The 
number of vessels entering the port during 1935 
totalled 3,390 of 7,825,444 net tons. According 
to the report of the Melbourne Harbour Trust 
Commissioners, the total cargo handled at the port 
during the same year amounted to 5,252,541 tons, 
as against 4,669,255 tons in 1934. Not only is 
Melbourne an important shipping and commercial 
centre, but also a great industrial centre of the 
Commonwealth. The city has nearly 9,100 facto- 
ries, representing a capital investment of £70,591, 
677, and turning out £116,893,894 worth of pro- 
ducts yearly. At Yallourn, 88 miles from the city, 
there is a huge power-house for the double pur- 
pose of turning into electric energy the enormous 
brown coalbeds in that locality, so as to meet the 
increasing demand of industrial electric power. 

Melbourne is a well-planned city of wide, excep- 
tionally clean and well-lighted streets. The famous 
St. Kilda Road of 3 miles is a magnificent avenue 
that few cities can surpass. It leads from Swanston 
St. Across Princes Bridge to St. Kilda passing at 
the foot of the colossal Shrine of Remembrance. 
The delightful Alexandra Avenue curving along 
the tree-lined bank of the Yarra is another 
throughfare even more attractive. Collins St. 
ranks first of all Melbourne’s fine streets and is 
one of which any city might be proud. Melbourne 
may well be termed the “Garden City” of the 
world with its many parks, gardens, reserves and 
playgrounds. Among the many gardens and parks, 
the Botanic Gardens of 103 acres are loveliest in 
Australia; Alexandra Gardens, Fitzroy Gardens 
should not be missed, particularly the Conserva- 
tory in Spring and Autumn; Treasury Gardens 
and Exhibition Grounds, All of these gardens are 
maintained in such a condition that they are a 
constant source of delight to citizens as well as

Beautifully situated on both sides of the Brisbane 
River 20 miles from its mouth, is Brisbane, the 
capital of Queensland, having a population of 
213,430 in 1936. One of Rome’s claims to fame 
jc that she is “The City of the Seven Hills.”

This trip of 30 miles includes the principal 
thoroughfares, public buildings, parks, gardens, 
vantage points and residential suburbs of Brisbane 
and several fascinating views of the City and 
River, also the magnificent panorama from Mt. 
Coot-tha. Redland Bay. A particularly interest- 
ing motor tour of the southern suburbs of the 
City and of the tropical fruit areas of Cleveland 
and Redland Bay. To Mt. Nebo. A half-day 
motor drive by the Scenic Highway which rises 
to 1,700 feet, and offers a succession of beautiful 
and extensive views. The outward journey is via 
Samford to the heights of the Taylor Range and 
the return via the Enoggera Waterworks and 
Ashgrove. Glass House Mountains (150 miles).

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NEW ZEALAND 


Situation & Area: New Zealand. consisting of 
two srincipal islands, the North and South Isl i le 
besides Stewart Island, and small outlying dende 
including the Cook and some other enae in ie 
Pacific Ocean, lies between the parallels of 34° ae 
48° and the meridians of 166° and 179° east fount 
tude, about 1,200 miles east of Australia, in the 
Pacific Ocean. Including adjacent islets, the total 
area of New Zealand proper is 103,415 sq. ile 
comprising the North Islands, 44,281 sq. varie’ 
South Island, 58,092 sq. miles; Stewart Island, 
670 sq. miles; Chatham Islands, 372 sq. miles: 
etc. The Dominion has a remarkable diversity of 
landscape—plains, downs, and broad valleys, ex- 
tensive tracts of hills and mountains, numerous 
rivers, and many lakes. At no part of even the 
largest plain (Canterbury), more than a hundred 
miles in length, with width up to forty miles, is 
the landscape monotonous, for this spread “of 
fertile country is traversed by many streams and 
flanked by the majestic Southern Alps, with Mount 
Cook (12,349 ft.) monumentally visible from all 
parts of the plain. 

Climate: The climate of the Dominion is gen- 
erally mild and temperate, with an ample rainfall 
throughout the year, which keeps pasture fresh 
and green. The mean temperature ranges from 
59° F. in the North to about 51° F. in the South. 

Population: The population at the census on 
March 24, 1936 was estimated at 1,573,482; by 
provincial districts: Auckland, 546,816; Taramaki, 
77,650; Hawke’s Bay, 76,950; Wellington, 316, 
350; Marlborough, 19,150; Nelson, 59,550; West- 
land, 18,550; Canterbury, 234,466; Otago, 151,200; 
Southland, 72,800; Maoris numbered 81,774 in 
1936. 

Administration: The legislative power is vested 
in the Governor-General and a “General Assem- 
bly” consisting of two Chambers—a Legislative 
Council and a House of Representatives. He has 
the power of assenting to or withholding consent 
from bills, or he may reserve them for His Ma- 
jesty’s pleasure. The Governor-General summons, 
prorogues, and dissolves the Parliament. He can 
also return bills for amendment to either House. 

The Legislative Council consists of 21 members 
who, unless reappointed, hold their seats for seven 
years only. The House of Representatives consists

Communications: In March, 1936, there were 
3,320 miles of Government railway lines in work- 
ing order and more under construction, and 189 
miles of private lines, During 1936 the vessels 
entered inwards numbered 638 of 2,889,708 tons, 
and those cleared outwards 629 of 2,851,034 tons, 
exclusive of coasting vessels. On March 31, 1937, 
there were 12,094 miles of telegraph line, with 
65,611 miles of wire. 

Principal Towns: Wellington, the capital city 
of the Dominion, Auckland (pop. 223,200), also 
known as “New Zealand’s Queen City,” and 
Christchurch (pop. 132,530), which is popularly 
termed “The City of the Plains.” In addition to 
these, there are Dunedin (pop. 81,961 in 1936), 
Wanganuai (25,795), Invercargill (25,772), ete. 

Currency: The Finance Act, 1932-33 (No. 2) 
authorized arrangements to be made with the 
coinage, in all other respects the same as English 
standards. The bronze, silver and gold coins in 
use in New Zealand are indentical with those in 
England and are purchased from the Royal Mint 
in England.

LIVE-STOCK: In 1937 cattle numbered 4,389, 
101; sheep, 31,305,818; pigs, 802,419; and horses, 
277,799. 

FORESTRY: There are 12,600,000 acres of 
indigenous forests in New Zealand. Amongst the 
forest productions are the Kauri pine (found only 
at the northern extremity of the islands), much 
valued for ship-building and for its resin (Kauri 
gum). 

MINERALS: Coal mining is one of the largest 
industries in the Dominion, the output in 1937 
amounting to 2,250,000 tons. Gold mining, both 
quartz and alluvial, is an important enterprise in 
many districts, and rich iron ore, in the form of 

ironsand, occurs in great abundance in Taranaki, 
and in the form of brown haematite at Onakaka 
and Parapara, near Nelson. The Government has 
recently authorized the expenditure of £NZ.5 mil. 
on the development of the Onakaka deposit. 

DAIRY PRODUCTS:. The post-war develop- 
ment of dairying is the principal feature of New 
Zealand farming.

In 1937 exports 
of wool totalled 835,573 bales valued at £NZ.19.1 
mil. while £NZ.16.9 mil. was the value of the 
butter exported, which weighed 2,976,085 cwts, 
and 1,647,255 cwts. cheese valued at £NZ. 5.4 mil, 
Nearly £NZ. 9.4 mil. was the export value of the 
world famed New Zealand lamb. With mutton, 
these particular lines accounted for nearly four- 
fifths of the total exports. The demand for New 
Zealand bred Stud Stock is becoming increasingly 
widespread and the export thereof has developed 
into an important industry. It has been freely 
stated by competent judges that no country in the 
world is superior to this Dominion for sheep 
raising, and when the advantages this. country 
enjoys from a pastoralists’s standpoint are con 
sidered, this statement certainly seems justified. 
The climate and soil of this Dominion readily 
lend themselves to the fixation of type and quality 
in animals of the various breeds. Lincoln, Merino, 
Corriedale, Romney and Border Leicester sheep 
have been exported to South America, Southdowns 
and Ryelands to Australia, Corriedales to Japan, 
Romneys and Merinos to Honolulu and America, 
Border Leicesters to South Africa and Pedigree

The city is also rich in seaside resorts. Days 
Bay and Rona Bay, to which ferry steamers run 
at regular intervals, are great favourites—not only 
as places to spend a day, but for week-ends, or 
a summer vacation. Many streams abound with 
trout and the Hutt valley just outside the city 
provides the angler with excellent sport. Deer, 
pheasant, wild duck and other game are found in 
abundance near Wellington, while pig and goat 
shooting is obtainable in many parts of the district. 
Rimutaka Ranges, Khandallah Domain, Izard 
Park, Happy Valley and Akatarawa Valley should 
also be visited. 


Of the many motor drives, the best, probably, 
is to Lyall Bay, and then back to town by the 
Queen’s Drive, along the shores of Evans Bay and 
Wellington Harbour, and through Oriental Bay, 
each bend revealing fresh scenery and thriving 
suburbs. 


The Hotel St. George, which is now under the 
capable management of Mr. Pierre Henry, who 
was the popular and well-known Manager of 
Romanos Sydney for the past ten years, stands in 
the very heart of Wellington.

Foreign Trade Summarized 


During the year 1937 the foreign trade of the 
Union of S. Africa amounted in value to £8.A.228 
million, consisting of £5.A. 125 million in exports 
and £8.A.103 million in imports. Compared with 
the previous year, the 1937 foreign trade showed 
an increase, both in exports and imports, of 
£§.A.11 million and £8.A.17 million respectively, 
totalling £5.A.28 million. 


Of the total export values about 70% is taken 
by the bullion and specie, 10% by sheep's wool; 
thus the bullion and specie, sheep’s wool, maize, 
diamond, and fruits representing almost the total 
values of the export trade. Approx. 30% of the 
total import values of the Union comes from the 
port of Durban, 18% from Capetown, 17% from 
Port Elizabeth, and 6% from East London.

AGRICULTURE: There are 12,226 sq. miles 
of cultivated area in the Nile Valley and the Delta, 
of which 1,900 sq. miles are taken by canals, 
roads, date plantations, etc., and 2,850 by the 
surface of the Nile, its marshes and lakes. The 
agricultural population forms about 62% of the 
whole, a large portion of them (2;107,650 in 
1933) being small landowners holding up to 5 
acres each. Fertile lands occupy the floor of the 
valley between the river and the cliffs, and north 
of Cairo they spread out in silt-created Delta.

Port Said, forming the northern terminus of 
the Suez Canal, lies in the eastern extremity of 
an island which belongs to the narrow strip of 
Jand separating Lake Manzala from the Medi 
terranean. Its population numbered 104,603 at 
the census of 1927. The city and harbour owes 
its origin to the construction of the Canal, and 
now is one of the three great seaports in Egypt 
The spacious harbour covers an area of 575 acres, 
kt is protected by two massive walls—the Wrest 
Breakwater which has been extended to a lenoth 
of about 6,000 yards, and the East Breakwater 
now about 2,200 yards long. The former protects 
the harbour also from the mud deposits of the 
Nile; and when a storm from the west is raging, 
the waves dashing over the breakwater present a 
beautiful spectacle. Near its landward end towers 
the statue of Ferdinand de Lesseps, the ingenious 
builder of the Suez Canal. The lighthouse stand- 
ing 180 ft. high opposite the inner harbour pier, 
is of one million candle-power, and lights for a 
distance of 20 miles. The inner harbour (222 
acres) includes the Ismail Basin, the Old Arsenal 
Basin and the Cherif Basin. Between the first two 
are the handsome buildings of the Canal Co., and 
between the second and the third is a magnificent 
group of buildings erected by Prince Henry of 
the Netherlands as a factory for the Dutch trade, 
but now used as the Navy House, ie. the head- 
quarters of the British authorities. The Cherif 
Basin is adjoined on the south by the Abbas Basin, 
with a quarantine station for cattle and the water- 
works. On the east bank of the Canal lies the 
Suez Canal Company’s Basin with docks and work- 
ships, the Coaling Basin, the Sultan Husein Basin, 
end the Petroleum Basin. 

Port Said is a very modern city being well laid 
out on a regular plan, with streets crossing each 
other at right angles. There are on the quay the 
offices of the chief steamship companies, a small 
museum of Egyptian antiquities, and the offices 
of the Port Administration. Shari Fuad el-Auwal, 
the parallel street on the west, is crossed by the 
wide boulevards of Shari Eugénie and Sharia de 
Lesseps. The latter is continued west by the 
Shiri el-Gami et-Tawfiqi to the Native Quarter.

Lesseps, the Shari Kitchener, with its avenue of

Port Fuad, the town seen opposite Port Said 
on the east and to the south of the Canal Com 
panys’ Basin, was inaugurated in 1926 by the Canal 
Company as a residential quarter for its employees 
and workmen. It has been designed on a uniform 
plan, with wide streets and gardens, and is ad: 
ministered by a board of four, viz., the Governor 
of Port Said, a representative of the Egyptian 
Government, and two members appointed by the 
Canal Co. Farther south are the works of the 
Port Said Salt Association. 


Suez Canal and Shipping: The Suez Canal was 
opened in 1869, The total length of the canal 
is 10414, miles, with a minimum width of 60 
metres, (196 ft. 10 in.), the maximum draught 
of water allowed for ships using the Canal is 10.36 
metres (34 ft.). The average time for the transit 
through the Canal is approx. 1114 hours. In 
1936, 5,877 merchant vessels of 32,379,000 net 
tonnage passed through the Suez Canal. In 1935 
the total tonnage was 32,811,000, showing a de- 
crease of 432,000 tons or 1.3%. 


The total number of passengers passing through 
the Canal last year was 782,000, compared with 
625,000 in 1935 and 262,000 in 1934. The in- 
crease of over 500,000 compared with two years 
ago was due to Italian passengers, of whom about 
four-fifths were military. Details of the nationality 
of the vessels passing through the Canal in 1936 
were:—British 15,052,000 tons; Italian 6,545,000;

Asia, with an area of 738,761 sq. kms., comprises 
the whole of Asia Minor or Anatolia, and extends 
from the Aegean Sea to the western boundaries of 
Georgia, Soviet Armenia and Iran, and from the 
Black Sea to the Mediterranean, and the northern 
boundaries of Syria and Iraq. 

Population: According to the census of 1935, 
the population of Turkey was 16,200,694, as 
against 13,660,235 at the census of 1927. 

Administration: The National Assembly de- 
clared Turkey a Republic on March, 1924, and 
elected Mustafa Kemal Pasha as President of 
the Republic and Commander-in-Chief. The 
National Assembly elects the President of the 
Republic for a four-year term from among its 


members. He exercises the executive power 
through the Council of Ministers whom he 
appoints. The Cabinet, presided over by 


the President, comprises 11 Ministers. 

Revenue & Expenditure: Estimates of revenue 
and expenditure for the 1937-38 fiscal year were 
£T.231,020,000 and £T1.231,017,000 respectively, 
compared with £1.273,113,916 and £1.254,201, 
142 for 1936-37. 

Religion: According to the 1935 census, there 
were in Turkey 15,838,673 Moslems, 32,155 
Roman Catholics, 8,486 Protestants, 125,046 
Orthodox, 11,229 Armenians, 44,526 Gregorians, 
78,730 Jews, 12,965 adherents of other religions 
and 326 undeclared. 

Education: In 1934-35, there were 6,402 pri- 
mary schools with 647,501 pupils, 118 secondary 
schools with 46,120 students, 68 lycees with 
10,113 students, 14 normal schools with 2,577 
students, 36 professional schools with 4,940 
students, 15 universities and higher educational 
institutions with 6,666.

AGRICULTURE: Agriculture is primitive but 
modern methods are now being adopted.

The production of 
olive oil, mainly confined to the Vilayet of Aydin, 
is very important, its output amounting to 35,000

The city, with a population of about 741,000 
jg a great religious centre by focusing the stiis 
of the adherents of Mohammedanism, of Greek 
Orthodox and Armenians. It has the richly pro- 
ductive regions of the Balkan Peninsula and the 
basin of the Danube on one side of it, the corn- 
srowing regions of southern Russia on another 
the prolific soil of Asia Minor and the Euphrates- 
Tigris valleys on a third, and on the remaining 
side all the lands of the Mediterranean Peston 
Like most cosmopolitan cities, it has numerous 
industries which, hidden in its vastness, would 
make the reputation of a smaller town. The city 
is well connected by aerial communication to 
Europe and India. The Compagnie Internationale 
de Navigation Aerienne maintains aerial services 
between Istanbul and many European centres. 
Shipping activities are brisk at the harbour of 
Istanbul, Almost all the Turkish trade is done 
at the port. The total imports in 1934 amounted 
to £T.86,790,000 and exports to £T.92,149,000. 
The shipping movement at the port in 1933 
totalled 9,988 vessels of 11,118,356 tons. 

Istanbul is an excellent tourist centre. In 
spring nature decks the lovely fields enriched by 
the sweet waters of Asia and Europe. Summer 
is the season for sea-baths at Yechil-keuy, Florida, 
Moda and Phener Baghtche on the Marmara 
shores and for holidays along the banks of ‘the 
Bosphorus and at the Prince Islands. There is 
not a city in Europe which can vie with Istanbul 
for the beauty of its situation, the charm of its 
surroundings, its immense strategic importance, 
its rich and marvellous historic associations, the 
glamour of its prestige, its name, and the romantic 


memories it evokes, Lisbon and Naples possess 
beauties of landscapes; Rome is as wealthy in 
historic memories; Paris has a name as powerful 
to fire the imagination with; but each and all of 
them lack the unique combination of qualities 
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which have made Istanbul

There are numerous 
sites of historical interest still remaining from its 
olden days, obelisks, palaces, tombs, towers, 
castles, cemeteries, mosques, churches and others. 
In the oldest part of the city, the chief architec 
tural glories of Istanbul are preserved—the mosque 
of St. Sophia; the mosques to the memory of 
Sultan Suliman the Conqueror, Mohammed IL., 
and Ahmed I. The most notable survivals of 
ancient Greek architecture ate the ruins of the 
Hippodrome and the smaller monuments in and 
adjacent to it. 

There are the populous suburbs of Galata and 
Pera on the opposite side of the Golden Horn, 
being connected with it by a couple of bridges. 
Galata was, and is still, a place of great commercial 
activity. Pera, which is the residential quarter for 
the diplomatic corps and the aristocratic world, 
climbs up the hill behind Galata. Farther to the 
northeast and overlooking the Bosphorus, are the 
former Imperial palaces of Dolma-Bagche and 
Yildiz Kiosk. The shores of the Bosphorus 
throughout their entire length of 12 miles from 
Istanbul to Buyukdere, near the Black Sea, form 
one continuous town of houses and pavilions, 
kiosques, mosques, etc. Indeed the varied scenery 
of Bosphorus, the incomparable artistic treasures 
which are the legacy of centuries, the imposing 
mosques, the near neighbourhood of Broussa and 
Yalova, is well calculated to tempt the visitor to 
prolong his stay at Istanbul. A good road along 
this coast would make one-of the finest prome~

Exports from Greece to the United States rose 
sharply during 1937 (1,580,497,000 drachmai 
against 1,056,716,000 in 1936), while imports into 
Greece from the U.S.A. were considerably 
less (651,939,000 against 845,891,000). Heavier 
tobacco shipments accounted for the rise in exports 
to the U.S.A., while shifting of gasoline and 
fuel oil purchases back to Rumania were chiefly 
responsible for the drop in purchases from the

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situation & Area: The Kingdom of Italy is in 
the south of Europe, consisting of a peninsula 
the large islands of Sicily and Sardinia, the island 
of Elba, and about 70 minor islands, It is bounded 
on the N. by Switzerland and Germany, on the 
S. by the Mediterranean, on the E. by the Adnatie 
and Yugoslavia, and on the W. by France and 
the Liguraian and Tyrrhenian Seas. The total 
area of the Kingdom has risen to 119,713 sq. miles 
from the pre War dimension of 110,660 sq. ants 

Climate: Italy enjoys that uniformity of summer 
temperature characteristic of the Mediterranean 
revion generally. The mean summer temprature 
throughout the whole of Italy never exceeds 80° 
F. and, excepting for the elevated valleys of Pied- 
mont, does not fall below 70° F., and the mean 
winter temperature does not descend below 35° F. 

Population: Italy had a population, at the 
census of April 21, 1936, of 42,527,561 (estimated 
at 43,286,000 on Dec. 31, 1936), excluding those 
living in other countries. 

Administration: The Central Government 
headed by Signor B. Mussolini has been carrying 
on the administration in the firmest manner. 
Fascism has been in power since the March to 
Rome on Oct. 22, 1922. The parliament of two 
Houses is not allowed to direct the Government 
which is all-powerful. Backed by the Fascist 
Party organized on a military basis, the Govern’ 
ment of Mussolini has been intent upon the poli 
tical, economic, and social reforms of a drastic 
nature, with encouraging results. 

Revenue & Expenditure: The budget estimates 
for 1938-39 (beginning July 1, 1938) set receipts 
at 25,072,500,000 lire and expenditures at 25,035. 
100,000 lire, thus showing a small surplus. Cor- 
responding estimates for 1937-38 were for receipts, 
20,596,600,000 lire, and for expenditures, 23,769, 
500,000 lire, with a deficit of 3,172,000,000 lire. 

Education: Elementary education is free and 
compulsory and evening continuation classes are 
also compulsory for military recruits. It is main- 
tained by local taxation and State grants. Second 
ary instruction is generally State-maintained.

Naples and Genoa 
are both specially described. Milano (pop. 1,103, 
960), the capital of Lombardy, is most progressive 
in commercial and industrial development, and 
famous for its being a rich storehouse of artistic 
treasures. Florence (pop. 319,141), the artistic and 
intellectual capital of medieval Italy, is still second 
to Rome alone for the sublime austerity of its 
medieval monuments. Venice (pop. 260,991) is 
one of the most charming and poetic cities in the 
world. 


Currency: The standard coin is the lira (plural, 
lire) of 100 centesimi, containing 0.04677 grammes 
of gold. The paper lira, on October 5, 1936, was 
stabilized at about 93 to £ sterling and 19 to the 
Dollar. The note circulation on February 20, 1937, 
was 14,177,000,000 lire. 

Weights & Measures: The Metric System is in 
general use, but the names have been changed to 
the Italian form.

907,719 (865,404); iron ore (incl. manganese ore) 
952,031 (858,065); mercury minerals 182,879 
(141,314); lead minerals (incl. lead minerals con- 

taining some silver) 58,049 (50,210); zinc minerals 
(incl. ferruginous zinc minerals) 182,598 (157,152); 
bauxite 370,446 (262,246); etc. Iron and steel 
production during 1937 was as follows: pig iron

The quicksilver mines in Istria, north of Fiume, 
makes Italy the largest producer in the world; the 
production reached 2,305 metric tons in 1937, as 
against 1,472 tons in 1936.

130,286. In 1936 the caustic soda production 
totalled 135,620, that of nitric acid (calculated at 
36° Bé) 194,151, and raw boric acid 6,311, 

On October Ist, 1936, there were in Italy 110 
Martin Siemens furnaces (with a productive capa. 
city of 3,920 metric tons), of which 40 were active 
with a total output of 1,670 metric tons; 126 
electric furnaces (with a productive capacity of 
47 metric tons), of which 4 were in activity with 
an output of 31 metric tons. 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS: © Business in Italy 
was increasingly active during 1937 under the influ 
ence of several stimulating factors, including the re- 
sumption of normal foreign trade relations follow 
ing the lifting of sanctions (although the removal 
of sanctions occurred in the middle of 1936, the 
effect of this action was delayed by the necessity 
of concluding trade and clearing agreements with 
ex-sanctionist countries); the impetus to the export 
trade afforded by the devaluation of the lira in 
October, 1936; the activities connected with the 
development of Italian East Africa; the unusually 
large influx of foreign tourists, owing in part to 
better economic conditions abroad and in part to 
the devaluation of the currency, combined with 
the maintenance of the tourist lira at an even 
favourable ‘rate; and the extension of the self 
sufficiency program.

Almost opposite the Palazzo Bianco is the Palazzo 
Rosso, likewise named from its colour, which con- 
tains on the top floor a Picture Gallery, among the 
pictures the portraits of the Brignoles, executed by 
Van Dyck during his long stay in Genoa, are of 
particular excellence. The Museum of Genoese 
History and Art contains a roughly chronological 
collection of antiquities. 

In addition to interesting drives through the 
city itself, many attractive excursions can con- 
veniently be made from Genoa to famous resorts 
on the Italian Riviera. 

Nothing is more beautiful in Italy than the 
coast-highway between Genoa and Spezzia. On 
one side, sometimes far below, sometimes nearly 
on a level with the road, and often skirted by 
broken rocks of many shapes, there is the free 
blue sea, with here and there a picturesque flucca 
gliding slowly on; on the other side are lofty 
bills, ravines besprinkled with white cottages, 
patches of dark olive woods, country churches 
with their light open towers, and country houses 
gaily painted. 

Pegli, a charming little town and popular health 
resort situated about five miles from Genoa on 
the Western Riviera, is much frequented all the 
year round. Among the numerous ‘villas dotted 
around the district, the finest is the Villa Palla- 

vicini, noted for its beautiful gardens of tropical 
plants, its fountains and exquisite views, 


sea, studded with charming villas and splendid 
gardens forming a whole of a veritable fies lee 
beauty. The city is divided roughly into two parts 
by the main thoroughfare extending from the 
Principal Station to the Piazza de Ferrari. The 
quarters lying between this thoroughfare and the 
sea are made up of narrow streets of ancient 
houses. An air of intense activity is noticeable 
both in the old town, with its labyrinth of narrow 
alleys lined with lofty houses, and in the new 
quarters of the city to the south and southeast 
where the roads are wide and sunny, and the 
buildings more widely spaced. 

The Port of Genoa, chiefly a port of transit, is 
a distributing centre of merchandise consumed by 
the extensive Italian Hinterland. It has always 
been renowned for its extensive trade and com- 
merce, especially with the East, Spain and South 
America, while Genoese sailors have, at all times, 
distinguished themselves for their pluck and in- 
telligence in sea-faring exploits in distant lands 
where they have established colonies or otherwise 
left the mark of their daring and genius. There 
are splendid railway communications with the most 
populous parts of the country. As to exports the 
port sends out in all directions excellent agricultural 
products such as raw hemp, also marble and sul- 
phur, cloth, machinery, salted provisions and de 
luxe wines. Among imports coal occupies the 
chief place with about 3 million tons annually, 
after which come cereals, cotton, hides and skins, 
wool, coffee. metals and minerals, timber, mineral 
oils and seeds. 

Owing to. its privileged geographical position, 
Genoa is not only a great centre of commerce, but 
also the seat of numerous industries. Three large 
warehouses were completed recently for the con- 
centration of merchandise for export on the Carac- 
ciolo Wharf, together with the building at the 
end of the wharf, which provides offices, railway, 
customs, and harbour services. There also was 
completed a warehouse for storing wool, and fur-

having 2 population of 2,829,764, according to the 
census of March 8, 1936. The total number of 
inhabitants residing in the Department of the Seine 


(Greater Paris) 1s estimated at 4,962,967, 

Topographically the city is divided by natural 
formation into two parts, namely the north of 
right bank, and the south, or left bank of the 
Seine. The City has developed in some 2.000 
years from a cluster. of fishermen’s huts round the 
small island called Ie de la Cité. There are two 
considerable islands, the Ile St. Louis and the He 
de la Cité, each formed by the union of several 
islets. The River Seine, which flows through the 
city from the southeast to the southwest, after 
receiving its affluent, the Marne, is about seven 
miles long and is crossed by 32 bridges. 


For administrative purposes, the metropolis is 
divided into twenty arrondissements, each sub- 
divided into four “quartiers,’ and each with a 
mayor. There are two prefects and a municipal 
council. The area of the capital extends for about 
20,000 acres, varying in elevation from 100 to 420 
ft. above sea-level, and the climate is mild and 


healthy. 


The principal sights of Paris are mostly on the 
north bank of the river, where may be found the 
chief business quarter, and fashions of Paris, as 
well as the great boulevards, the finest streets and 
squares, the most fashionable residences, the leading 
hotels, cafés and restaurants, the best theatres and 
the most attractive shops. Here, too, are the 
celebrated Louvre, with its magnificent treasures 
of art, Hotel de Ville, Palais Royal, Champs-Ely- 
stes, with the President's Palace, Jardin des 
Tuileries, Bibliothéque Nationale, Archives Na- 
tionale, Halles Centrales (markets), Bourse, Bank 
dé France, Imprimerie Nationale, Theatre-Frangais, 
Opera, Trocadéro from the North-East Tower of 
which splendid views of Paris are obtainable, 
Madeleine, the most fashionable church in Paris, 
Musée Carnavalet, Montmartre, the chief centre 
of night life, Conservatoire des Arts et Meétiers, 
Auteuil and Longchamp race-courses, the beautiful 
Bois de Boulogne, Pére-Lachaise cemetery, and 
several interesting churches. 

The Boulevards at night, with their brilliant

is represented here, from the fine-art handicrafts 
to the construction of powerful machinery; but 
Paris is specially known for its articles de luxe 
of all kinds, 

The southern side, which is of greater interest 
historically, contains the great Cathedral of Notre 
Dame, Saint-Chapelle, one of the finest specimens 
of Gothic church architecture, Panthéon, a burial 
place for the great men of France, such as Rous: 
seau, Voltaire and Victor Hugo, Musée de Cluny, 
the Luxembourg Gallery and Garden, Jardin des 
Plantes (with zoological gardens), the Invalides (a 
military museum with Napoleon’s Tomb), Palais 
de Justice and the famous Conciergerie, the Sor 
bonne, College de France and other educational 
institutions, the historic Quartier Latin, Hotel des 
Monnaies (Mint), the Chambre des Députés, the 
principal Government buildings, Champ de Mars, 
Observatoire, Institute Pasteur, Eiffel Tower, and 
the Gobelin tapestry factory. 

For travellers wishing to see the battlefields, there 
are excursions to Rheims, Chateau Thierry, Belleau 
Woods, Verdun and other vital centres. Shorter 
itineraries from the city include visits to the beauti- 
ful Palace of Versailles, with its superb gardens 
and art treasures; the Castle of Malmaison, where 
Napoleon spent much of his private life and where 
the Empress Josephine lived after her divorce, once 
the sumptuous retreat of French Royalty, the Castle 
of Fontainebleau, Chartres, Chantilly, “the New- 
market of France,” Rambouillet noted for its series 
of parks which are larger and even more beautiful 
than the Versailles gardens, and St. Germain 
en-Laye, where a remarkable and unobstructed 
view over Paris can be had from the celebrated 
terrace. There-is a tour, in fact, for almost every 


inclination. 
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Marseilles, with a population of 914,239 ip 1936 
the second city of France and its premier com: 
mercial port, is beautifully situated on the Me ii 
terranean, 532 miles south of Paris | ; 
1.966 miles from Liverpool by sea. 

Marseilles is the gateway to the celebrated 
French Riviera and to Provence. But it! is rs 
much more than that, its charm, wholly Bremen 
will reveal itself to anyone who, during an early 
morning hour, will stroll through its flower-markets 
and observe the busy people of its sunny plane- 
shaded streets. The newer streets will ttt one 
of those of Paris. 

The magnificent port, equipped with the latest 
appliances and facilities, is divided into two parts 
the old and the new harbour, the former lying ah 
the eastern side of the gulf surrounded by the old 
town, whereas the new port is formed by the 
construction of a breakwater called the Quai des 
Anglais, about a mile and a half in length and 
running parallel to the shore at the head of the 
gulf, Vessels entering the port during 1933 num. 
bered 7,179, of 13,620,434 tons, whereas those 
clearing numbered 6,518 of 13,330,914 tons. 

Travellers passing through this port will doubt- 
lessly observe that there are few buildings of much 
antiquity, though the Vieux-Port, or the Old 
Harbour, and its surroundings still contain interest- 
ing survivals of old Marseilles. Crossing the 
harbour mouth is the Transporter Bridge, the tower 
of which commands a fine view. The busy Quai 
du Port passes the old Hotel de Ville, behind which 
extend the squalid but picturesque narrow streets, 
typical of which is the Rue Grand. Opposite the 
Quai de la Tourette which leads towards the New 
Harbour, stands the imposing new Cathedral of 
Ste. Marie-Majeure, an imposing structure with 
alternate courses of green and white stone, and 
close by is the more intersting Old Cathedral 
(built 1852-1890), a Provencal Romanesque build- 
ing of the 12th century. 

Rue Canebiére, the finest thoroughfare in Mar- 
scilles, should be visited in the evening from about 
five to seven. It is then a blaze of light, and its 
wonderful cafés, shops and cinemas present a most 
animated picture and one which will remain in the 
visitor's memory for many a day. Near the sea- 
ward end of the Canebiére stands the Palais de la

The broad Rue de la République, lined with fine 
modern buildings, unites the new harbour with 
the Quai des Belges. A little cast from here is 
the 17th century church of St. Cannat with its 
gorgeous high altar of the 18th century. From 
here the Rue Belsunce ascends to the Place d’Aix, 
in the centre of which stands a Triumphal Arch 
erected in 1825-32 in commemoration of the vic- 
tories of the First Republic and of Napoleon. 
Thence the Cours St. Louis is reached via the 
Rue d’Aix and the Cours Belsunce. The district 
to the south of the Cours St. Louis is modern, 
with many of the chief public buildings. Its main 
thoroughfare is Rue de Rome, but many of the 
finest shops displaying their goods with attractive 
taste are in Rue St. Ferréol and Rue Paradis, a 
little east of which is the new Opera House. 

The Rue du Dragon leads to the “Ascenseur™ 
(lift) which climbs the steep and isolated hill (500 
ft). to Notre Dame de la Garde, a neo-Byzantine 
basilica built in 1864. The hill commands a beauti- 
ful panorama of the city. the harbour and the 
islands, amongst which is the historic Chateau d'If 
built in 1524 with its fortress, made famous by 
Dumas’ “Count of Monte Cristo.” The Rove 
Tunnel, the largest maritime tunnel in the world, 
joins up the Inland Sea of Berre to Marseilles and 
also links up this town with Switzerland by the 
lateral Rhone Canal. 

The suburbs of Marseilles possess unequalled 
attractions, historical sites, little beaches of golden 
sand, and charming villages where are cultivated 
the finest products for the French table so re- 
nowned the world over. Visitors to Marseilles 
should not fail to try the famous “Bouillabaisse,” 
a highly seasoned fish soup, for which local hotels 
and restaurants are especially famous,

It is the 
principal French centre tor the importation of coal, 
coffce, cotton; cereals, sugar and timber. There 


is a regular steamer service between Southampton 


and Le Havre.

With its numerous banks and large business 
concerns, Le Havre may justly be proud of its 
technical and commercial organization, of its time- 
honoured traditions, and of the skill and energy of 
its inhabitants which have helped to make it one of 
the most progressive ports in Europe. There is a 
regular aérial service linking Le Havre with Le 
Bourget in 40 minutes, or vice versa. The rapid 
development of a number of local industries during 
the past thirty years may also be included among 
the numerous factors that have contributed to its 
growing prosperity in no smal] measure.

Situation & Area: Belgium, bounded on the 
north by the Netherlands, on the east by Gepatae 
and Luxemburg, on the south by France, and on 
the west by the North Sea, has a frontier of 83] 
miles and a seaboard of 62 miles. The aeECER 
regions are generally low, level and fertile. The 
average elevation of the whole country does not 


exceed 336 ft., the highest hill, Baraque Michel 
rising to only 2,230 it. The country has an area 
of 11,775 sq. miles, including the districts of 
Eupen and Malmedy. 

Population: At the end of 1936, the population 
of Belgium was estimated at 8,330,595 as against 
8,092,004 at the 1930 census. The country is the 
most populated country in Europe, having 707 
inhabitants in 1936 to the square mile. In the 
province of Brabant the ratio is as dense as 1,386. 
The population is divided into two well defined 
oroups, the Flemish and the Walloons, the former 
being somewhat in the majority. 

Administration: By virtue of the Constitution 
of 1831, Belgium was proclaimed as being a 
“Constitutional, representative and hereditary mo- 
narchy.” The constitution jointly vests the 
legislative power in the King, the Senate, and the 
Chamber of Representatives. Parliament consists 
of the Senate of 153 (for 8 years), of whom 93 
are elected by the electoral colleges of the Pro- 
vinces, 40 by the Provincial councils, and 20 by 
the Senate; and the House of Representatives of 
187 members (for 4 years) elected by direct vote 
of the people. The Executive Government con- 
sists of 12 departmental Ministers presided over 
by the Premier. 

Revenue & Expenditure: The 1938 budget 
estimates were 11,392 million and 11,318 million 
francs, respectively, as against 10,736 million and 
10,429 million francs in 1937. 

Religion: Of the inhabitants professing a reli- 
gion, the majority are Roman Catholics. The State 
does not interfere in any way with the internal 
affairs of either Catholic or Protestant Churches. 
In 1935, there were 6 Roman Catholic dioceses 
subdivided into 218 deaneries. The Protestant 
(Evangelical) Church is under a synod.

The Belgian Air Service is regularly 
maintained between Brussels, Ostend, Antwerp, 
Liége, and Le Zoute, and the trafic is showing a 
rapid increase—20,951 passengers being carried in 
1935 by the Belgian Air Transport, a large increase 
as compared with 13,239 in 1934. 

Principal Towns: Antwerp is specially des- 
cribed. Brussels, a wealthy modern town and, at 
the same time, a superb medieval city, sitting 
amid the swamps and low-lying islands of the river 
Senne, a tributary of the river Schelde, is now 
the capital of Belgium. Ghent (pop. 163,765), is 
an ancient city famed for its many monuments and 
art treasures, which are certain to always arouse 
the enthusiasm of the tourist. Liége (pop. 161, 
707), is the centre of the coal mining industry of 
the province as well as a thriving and important 
city. Other important towns—Louvain: Well- 
known for its University (1427), St. Peters 
Church (1497), and the Gothic style Town Hall, 
etc, Malines: The ecclesiastical city where the 
tomb of Cardinal Mercier may be seen in the 
Cathedral of St. Rombaut, noted for its carillon. 
Lietre: Universally known for its famous clock,

INDUSTRIAL ACTIVITIES: Commercial and 

industrial activity ‘continued to increase towards 
the end of 1936. Orders for iron and steel 
attained a record figure and coal production again 
advanced, In textiles, all branches have had large 
orders on hand with a complete reversal of the 
former conditions in cotton, which had been 
showing a slackening tendency for the greater 
part of 1936. Both steel and textile industries 
are reported to have been affected particularly by 
military demands, but export business seemed to 
be larger. The leather demand was limited, but 
elsewhere the tendency seemed to be toward large 
volume and higher prices. Sales of raw cotton 
were very satisfactory and demand was well sus- 
tained. The same conditions prevailed in linen 
plants. Flax markets were active and prices were 
favourable to producers. The wool industries 
were well occupied and unemployment in the 
Verviers and Renaix districts was steadily declin- 
ing. The demand for flax, linen and jute war 
brisk during the last quarter of 1936. The calls 
for linen yarns were strong and spinners have 
erders booked to cover operation for a fairly 
lengthy period.

Coal, Glass & Cement: The considerable in. 
provement in the coal situation was outstanding 
Demand for all grades has increased and, despite 
extra efforts, the mines have been unable to 
increase production owing to the lack of skilled 
labour. For the year 1937, the extraction of coal 
amounted to 29,681,000 tons, against 277,876,000 
in 1936. 

The glass industry continued to improve in both 
the window and plate divisions. Export sales 
were satisfactory and reported profitable, although 
competition from Czechoslovakia in window glass 
prevented an increase in domestic prices. Produc 
tion by an independent producer is said to be 
upsetting markets, which are controlled by an 
international cartel. There was a reduction dur 
ing the first quarter of 1936 in export orders, but 
mild weather in the country has favoured the 
building industry and made up the difference. 


During the first quarter of 1937, the cement 
industry was very active in exports, but the 
domestic demand was rather quiet on account of 
the seasonal decline in building. In jumber, busi 
ness in kiln-dried saps and Douglas fir, as well 1s 
plywood, is reported satisfactory, but coal sales 
remained slow, a situation explained by the con 
tinued slack in furniture factories, which are still 
operating on part time because they are unable to 
export.

NETHERLANDS 


Situation & Area: The Netherlands. 


a kingdom 
in north-western Europe, 


196 miles long by 109 

miles wide, is bounded by Germany on. the east 
Belgium on the south and the North Staion the 
west and north. Its surface is flat, with an aver 
height above sea-level of 37 feet and with about 
one-fourth of its land below sea-level, reclaimed 
and protected by dikes, of which there are 1.800 
miles. The principal rivers are the Rhine, Maas 
and Yasel, with the mouths of the Schelde. The 
highest point is at Vaals, 1,056 ft. above sea-level 
The area of the kingdom was 12,688 sq. miles, 
excluding 617 sq. miles of the interior waters, 
while the total area, including gulfs and bays, 
amounted to 15,771 sq. miles in 1935, 

Climate: In spring, summer and autumn, it is 
similar to that of England, but the winter is 
usually much more severe. The tourist season 
begins at Whitsuntide, and continues until early 
October. August is usually a very hot month, and 
is the least preferable in the sandy districts. 

Population: The estimated population of the 
country on December 31, 1936, totalled 8,556,920, 
having 673.9 inhabitants to the square mile as 
compared with 7,935,565 at the end of 1930. 

Administration: The executive power of the 
State rests exclusively with the Sovereign, and is 
exercised by a responsible Council of Ministers. 
The legislative authority rests conjointly in the 
Sovereign and Parliament, the latter, called the 
States-General, consisting of two Chambers. The 
Upper or First Chamber is composed of 50 mem- 
bers, elected for 6 years by the Provincial States, 
and the Second Chamber comprises 100 deputies 
directly elected for 4 years. 

Revenue & Expenditure: The budget estimates 
for 1938 were 714,190,000 florins and 883,100,- 
000 florins respectively, contrasted each with 
630,141,000 florins and 792,676,000 florins for 
the previous year. 

Religion: Religious freedom is guaranteed, 
although the Royal Family and the majority of 
the people belong to the Dutch Reformed Church. 
According to the 1930 census, the adherents of 
the different churches numbered: Catholics, 2,890,- 
022; Dutch Reformed Church, 2,732,222; other 
Protestants, 876,958; Jews, 111,917; etc.

The 
Bank of the Netherlands, although a private 
institution, is the only bank which has the right 
to issue banknotes. The notes in circulation on 
June 30, 1936, totalled 767 million florins, with 
a gold reserve of 594 million florins and foreign 
assets of 1 million florins.

The quantity of oysters produced during the same 
year amounted to 868,000 kilos as against 564,- 
000 kilos in 1936. 

MINING: Coal and rock salt are the most 
important mineral products of the Netherlands. 
The coal mines are found in the south of the 
country, several of which belong to the State. 
Of the total, private mines produced 4,798,009 
tons and the State mines 8,004,000 tons. The 
total output of coal in 1937 reached 14,321,000 
metric tons as against 12,803,000 metric tons in 
1936.

1937 the reaction of the downward prooale 
of the world-markets was clearly felt on the 
Netherlands market. However, there are Gun 
few industrial branches in which, at the 
end of the year 1937, conditions were more 
unfavourable than 1936. This was chiefly the 
case in several industries of merchandise fo; 
home-consumption, which had taken little or yo 
advantage of the general revival. Especially in 
some branches of the metallurgic industry great 
activity prevailed, principally in the shipbuildine 
industry. In connection herewith working co 
ditions in the engineering-works improved con- 
siderably. In the structural steel-works too there 
were on the whole more activitiy. In the factories 
of electrical instruments and apparatus, production 
greatly increased in 1937. The aircraft-industry 
employed some hundreds of people more than in 
1936. With regard to the blast-furnace works 
it may be observed that in the second half of 
1937 a reaction took place on the pig iron-market 
from which resulted that at the end of 1937 the 
situation looked less favourable than a year ago. 
As to the cotton-industry the year 1937 brought 
on the whole a considerable and increasing 
activity, particularly owing to the strong revival 
of exports. In the wool-industry there was con 
siderably more work to do than in 1936, but 
yet the trend of business was not too satisfactory: 
Clothing-factories were generally not short of 
work. In the chemical industry business went on 
more favourably than in 1936, however, the last 
months of 1937 brought a partial recession. 
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In the year 1937 unemployment was less con’ 
siderable than in 1936 and 1935, All industrial 
branches, except the leather-industry show a satis 
factory result. The number of unemployed at the 
end of December, 1937, amounted to 437,500, as 
against 455,200 at the end of December, 1936, and 
471,900 at the end of 1935,

In the harbour is the largest floating dock in 
Europe, whereas close to the harbour are large 
shipbuilding yards where all repairs to ships can 
be effected. All the docks are provided with good 
railway accommodations, and in consequence there- 
of are connected with the international European 
railway system via the Netherlands railway lines. 
Under these favourable circumstances, Rotterdam 
was predestined to become the gateway through 
which a large part of Europe imports its raw 
materials from, and exports its products to all 
parts of the world. The port deals with a con- 
siderable amount of transit trade. Grain, British 
and Westphalian coal, Swedish and Spanish ore, 
timber, chemicals, drugs, dyestuffs, fertilizers, 
petroleum, sugar, coffee, tobacco, cotton, rice, 
metals, manufactured goods, meat, vegetables— 
these are the most important cargoes. 

The densely populated hinterland of Rotterdam 
requires great quantities of grain, most of which 
is imported via Rotterdam from La Plata, the 
Black Sea and Canada. Rotterdam shares with 
Amsterdam the honour of being a famous Nether- 
lands coffee market, which is second in importance 
only to Havre in Europe. Extensive establish- 
ments have been built for the storage of petro- 
leum, and the completion of a new petroleum 
basin, which is located in the extreme western 
part of the port area, offers this branch of indus- 
try ample opportunity for expansion.

The estimate of 
the actual areas and population lost by pre-War 
Germany by the Treaty of Versailles (June 28, 
1919) was 27,262 sq. miles and its 6,475,582 in- 
habitants. According to the 1936 census, Germany 
has a population of 67,105,000. There may now 
be added to this number the 6,711,000 inhabitants 
of Austria, thus making a total population of 
73,816,000. Foreigners residing in Germany and 
Austria at the 1933 census numbered 928,407, 
comprising 173,514 Poles; 302,340 Czechoslovaks; 
7,008 British; and 9,248 French. 

Administration: The Constitution of Germany 
provides for a ‘Leader’ and Reich Chancellor, who 
is the supreme commander of the Army and who 
appoints all officials, and is also the “Leader in all 
political activities in Germany, both in the Reich 
and in the States. There is only one Legislative 
Assembly in Germany, the Reichstag, by universal, 
direct and equal votes of male and female voters, 
and composed entirely of the supporters of Herr 
Hitler, who insists on the principle of Leadership 
in all matters appertaining to the life of the coun 
try, from the highest to the least significant.

Production and Industry 


AGRICULTURE: The total area under culti- 
vation in 1937 was 71,810,258 acres, sub-divided, 
as follows: arable land, 48,521,318 acres; meadows 
and pastures, 21,305,945; vineyards, 204,277; 
orchards and gardens, etc., 1,778,718. In 1937 
the harvests of the principal crops (definite figures) 
were as follows in metric tons (figures for 1936 
in parentheses): wheat 4,466,684 (4,426,931); rye 
6,916,694 (7,386,443); barley 3,637,844 (3,399, 
089); oats 5,918,546 (5,618,387); potatoes 55,- 
309,725 (46,323,564); beetroot 15,701,278 (12,- 
095,827); hay 37,480,979 (40,180,056). The divi- 
sion of land in Austria is as follows: 27.9% fields 
and gardens; 0.7% vineyards; 12.3% meadows; 
17.3% pastures; 37.4% forests. 

Area devoted to vineyards in 1937 was 
acres, the wine yield amounting to 55,484, 
gallons. Area under tobacco cultivation in 19 
was approx. 32,618 acres. There were 32,065 
acres in 1936 with a yield of 32,885,900 kilos. 
Beet sugar production in 1937 amounted to 1,810, 
000 tons. In 1937 the hop production was 10,277 
tons. 

The respective yields of fruit crops in 1937 were 
as follows: apples, 1,872,347 metric tons; pears, 
459,487; plums, 404,848; cherries, 187,076; apri- 
cots, 1,660; peaches, 19,513. These figures for 
crop yields are not inclusive of Austria since they 
were compiled before the re-union of Austria with 
Germany. 

Live-stock and Poultry Breeding: The number 
of domestic animals in 1937 was: 3,434,000 horses; 
20,504,000 oxen; 4,692,000 sheep; 23,847,000 
pigs; 2,630,000 goats; 88,263,000 poultry; 5,875,- 
000 geese; 2,920,000 ducks; 2,468,000 bee-hives. 
In 1934, Austria had 261,000 horses, 2,349,000 
oxen, 263,000 sheep, 2,823,000 pigs, 326,000 goats, 
100,000 ducks, and 408,000 bee-hives. 

FORESTRY; Forestry, conducted under the 


care of the State on scientific methods, is an ‘line 
portant industry in this country. The forest area 
in 1937 was 12,900 acres, or 27.5% of the total 
area of Germany. Of the whole forest area of 
Germany (inclusive of Austria) 29.3% are decidy- 
ous trees, oak, birch, ash, beech, etc., and 70.7% 
bear pine, larch, red and white fir, ete. 

Forestry as a science is most perfected in Ger. 
many, but she is still unable to furnish all her 
wood requirements for building construction, min. 
ing timber, furniture, car building, railway ties, 
telegraph poles, and such industrial uses. Imports 
of timber into Germany in 1937 were valued at 
233,359,000 R.Mks., as compared with 156,755,000 
R.Mks. in 1936. 

FISHERIES: The yield of the North Sea 
fisheries was 619,800,000 kilos of fish in 1937 and 
of the Baltic fisheries, 51,710,000 kilos of fish. 

MINING: The greater part of Germany’s 
minerals are obtained in Prussia, where the chief 
mining districts are Westphalia, Rhenish Saarge- 
bret Prussia, and Silesia for coal, iron, and metal 
smelting works; Central Germany for brown coal; 
the Harz for copper ore, and the Westerwald for 
iron ore. Saxony also has coal mines. Coal 
mining, especially of brown coal, is carried on in 
Austria in the Steiermark. Nine iron and manga’ 
nese mines employ ten blast furnaces and there 
is a certain amount of lead, zinc and copper ore 
mined in Austria. Germany lost 75.4% of the 
Upper Silesia output to Poland in May, 1922. The 
Saar Basin was forfeited to France for fifteen years; 
the Lorraine fields are lost absolutely to France; 
and Aix-la-Chapelle lies within the territory occu’ 
pied by Belgium. 

During 1937, the output of coal amounted to 
184,513,000 tons (in Austria 230,000 tons), and 
lignite 184,672,000 tons (3,242,000), compared 
with the respective figures of 158,283,000 tons 
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544,000 tons) and 161,397,000 tons (2,897

[RON & STEEL: In the production of pig iron 
Germany ranks second among the world producers, 
preceded by the United States, and followed by the 
United Kingdom and France. The total output of 
nig iron in 1937 was 15,302,000 metric tons 
(Austria, 248,000), compared with 15,303,000 tons 
in 1936. Iron and steel and their manufactures 
constitute the greatest item on the export list of 
Germany. Their exports in 1937 amounted in 
yalue to 1,097,000 R.Mks., as compared with 
318,000 R.Mks. in the previous year. 


MACHINERY: One of the most important 
industries in Germany is the production of ma- 
chinery, which constitutes the second greatest item 
on her export list. The exports, however, have 
been showing a considerable increase in recent 
years, the value of exports in 1937 totalling 765,- 
124,000 R.Mks., as compared with 605,650,000 
R.Mks. in the previous year. 

TOBACCO: In the year ending March 31, 
1938, there were manufactured in million pieces 
8,870 cigars, 42,371 cigarettes, 31,509 kilos of 
smoking tobacco, and 1,654 kilos of snuff. 

BREWING: The total number of active 
breweries with a yearly production of over 500 hls. 
was in 1936, 2,679 as against 2,706 in 1935. The 
production of alcohol in 1936-37 totalled 3,659, 
000 gallons under 30,918 distilleries, against 3,718, 
000 gallons of 36,000 distilleries for the pre- 
vious fiscal year. The quantity of beer brewed 
in Germany in 1937-38 was 43,599,000 hectolitres, 
as compared with 39,897,000 hectolitres in 1936-37. 

TEXTILES: Germany is one of the greatest 
textile producers in the world, her production 
leaving large surpluses for export. In the produc- 
tion of rayon, Germany ranks fifth among world 
producers, preceded by Italy, Great Britain, Japan 
and the United States. The output of rayon in 
1937 totalled about 65,000,000 kilos, as compared 
with 45,424,000 kilos in 1936, Exports of silk and 
rayon during 1937 amounted in value to 106,900, 
000 R.Mks., as against 100,500,000 R.Mks. in 
1936. The value of cotton manufactures exported 
during 1937 amounted to 111,900,000 R.Mks., 
compared with 90,000,000 R.Mks. in the previous

MANUFACTURES: The principal centre of 
the German iron production is the Ruhr; to a less 
extent also in Sieg, Lahn, and Dill districts. Steel 
is chiefly made in the Ruhr. The manufacture 
of both iron and steel is carried on in the Vicinity 
of the coal mines in the district of the Lower 
Rhine, and in Westphalia. The electrical industry 
is found chiefly in Berlin. The chemical industry 
is centered on the Rhine, near Mannheim, the 
Main and Cologne, and in Prussian Saxony. 
Saxony (Free State) is the leading State in the 
production of textiles, but Silesia and Westphalia 
also produce linen; Saxony, Rhenish Prussia, West- 
phalia, Wiurttemberg, and Bavaria produce cotton 
goods. Woollens are manufactured in Saxony, 
Brandenburg, Rhenish Prussia, and Thuringia; silk 
in Rhenish Prussia and Baden. Beetroot sugar is 
an important manufacture in Prussia, chiefly in 
the provinces of Saxony, Silesia, Hanover and 
Pomerania. Potash is produced mainly in Central 
Germany (Thuringia) and the Prussian Province 
of Saxony; clocks and wooden-ware in Baden, 
Wiirttemberg and Bavaria; and beer principally 
in Bavaria. Luxury articles are manufactured, and 
metal, weaving and paper handicrafts flourish. 
Hand-made articles of wearing apparel and of 
household furniture are also made. 


INDUSTRY: According to the industrial 
census of June 16, 1933, there were in Germany 
1,917,793 industrial establishments, employing 
9,152,201 workers, consisting of 6,888,491 males 
and 2,263,710 females. These figures, which were 
compiled before the union of Austria with Ger- 
many, in March, 1938, do not include Austria. 
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The foreign trade policy of Germany has been 
increasingly Protectionist. Immediately after the 
War, import duties on many articles were sharply 
raised; and in 1925 a new tariff increased the duties 
on numerous industrial articles, and restored the 
foodstuffs duties, which had been suspended in 
August, 1914. Thereafter the duties on food- 
stuffs were repeatedly raised, and supplemented 
by compulsion to mill native grain, and by import 
prohibitions and restriction and price-regulation. 
The Nazi Government created a Reich Nutrition 
Corporation, which has powers of regulation and 
control. 

In consequence of the depletion of the Reichs- 
bank’s reserves and of its inability to finance i1m- 
ports fully, the import of raw materials was put 
under State control in Mar., 1934; and in Sept. this 
control was extended to all imports. For the 
different groups of goods were created 26 “super- 
vision boards,” which examine proposed import

the foremost seats 
of commerce in the 
country and one of 
the greatest manu- 
facturing towns in Continental Europe as well as 
the main centre of political and intellectual life. 

The principal business thoroughfares in Berlin 
are the Leipzigerstrasse, the Friedrichstrasse, the 
historically celebrated Unter den Linden, and 
others such as the Potsdamerstrasse and the 
Kénigstrasse, on which are located first-class firms 
and fine shops. In the west the Tauentzienstrasse, 
Kurftirstendamm, the Kaiserallee and the Bismarck- 
strasse are important streets. 

Places of Interest: The most famous street in 
Berlin is Unter den Linden, an avenue 197 feet 
wide connecting the former Imperial Palace with 
the Tiergarten, one of the most beautiful 
parks in the world. At the west end of 
Unter den Linden stands the Brandenburger 
Tor (1788-91). Between the gateway and 
the beginning of the avenue lies the Pariser 
Platz, with numerous palatial buildings and 
the Academy of Arts. In the Wilhelmstrasse 
(Berlin's Downing Street) there are numerous 
Ministries, the Palace of the Reich-President, the 
German Chancellor’s Palace and the new German 
Chancellery. The Reichstag Building, in the 
Tiergarten, was erected between 1884-94. 

There are some splendid new buildings on the 
so-called “Museum Island” in Berlin, which, to- 
gether with the older buildings, form an imposing 
centre of art and science in the very heart of the 
German capital. There are many other Museums 
in Berlin including those of Ethnology, Oceano- 
graphy, Natural History, Sports, ete.

Berlin is also an important harbour. Numerou 
waterways link up Berlin with all parts of Ger 
many, the North Sea and the Baltic. Vessels of 
1,000 tons can reach the city, which has 9 tranship- 
ment harbours covering an area of 300 acres, and 
ranks second in Germany’s inland navigation. The 
staple commodities of its trade are grain, spirits 
and wool. 

Factories and workshops are situated in the east 
end of the city. The more skilled industries such 
as cabinet-making and the manufactures of articles 
in bronze and other metals are found in the south- 
east quarters; while the north-east quarter is the 
seat of the woollen and clothing industries. The 
seat of machine works and foundries, which had 
been in the north quarter from 1860 to 1880, has 
since been transferred to the north-west as far as 
Tegel and Reinickendorf. Other principal branches 
of its industry are the construction of arms, chemi- 
cals, and scientific instruments, cinematographic 
films, furniture, household and fancy goods, etc.

Foreigners travelling in Germany—including 
Austria—need fear no difficulty as regards the lan- 
guage. Not only are the principal European 
languages spoken at the hotels and_ tourists 
agencies, in the railway dining-cars, etc., but a 
knowledge of English and French is widespread 
among the population generally. 

Travel in Germany is inexpensive. The move- 
ment of prices in the last few years has led; in 
every part of the country, to a considerable reduc- 
tion in the cost of accommodation, meals, ete. 
Travelling in Germany is a real pleasure. The 
means of communication are everywhere excellent, 
the country being traversed by some of the most 
important European railway lines. As a result of 
the Anschluss, travelling in Austria will be cheaper 
and more convenient for the foreign visitor than 
formerly. The same reductions in railway fares 
apply now in former Austria as in Germany, and 
the advantages of Tourist Marks are also available 
to the traveller. A slash in the fares on the 
Austrian postal buses makes this form of travel 
particularly tempting and reasonable. These mail 
charabancs have some 200 different routes and 
pass through the gorgeous Austrian Alpine 
scenery. Furthermore, the custom formalities have 
now been entirely abolished, thus making travel- 
ling from Germany to Austria and vice versa a 
carefree experience.

The “FD” train from 
Berlin to Hamburg, hitherto the fastest German 
FD” train, is now hauled by the Borsig stream- 
lined locomotive. It covers the distance in 2 hrs. 
24 min., which is not much more than the “Ham- 
burg Flyer’s” 2 hrs. 17 min. The maximum speed 
of these rail-cars has been fixed at 100 miles per 
hour. On some sections, especially where it is 
possible to maintain the maximum speed at be- 
tween 60 and 70 miles uninterruptedly, average 
speeds are attained which are frequently con- 
siderably higher than the average speed for the 
whole run. 

The German railways’ latest type of locomotive 
is streamlined, fired with coal-dust, and has its 
driver’s cabin in front. This new method of firing 
is easily workable as has already shown when it 
was employed for goods traffic and is expected to 
prove economical for passenger traction besides.

The Port of Bremen is above all, a well-equipped 
port for railway connections since 75% of its over- 
seas trafic is received from or transferred to the 
railways. Owing to the particular character of Bre- 
men as a tailway port, the harbour basins have a 
relatively small width. All along the extensive 
docks lie capacious quays equipped with a network 
of railway sidings, cranes, elevators, and winches, 
sheds and all further appliances required for the 
transhipment of valuable freight between ship and 
railway or ship and warehouse. 


Bremen is a reservoir for such valuable imports 
as wool, cotton, tobacco, rice, coffee, wine, timber, 
jute, oils, and grain, as well as an export centre 
for Germany’s high-class industrial products. 


Both the Outer and Lower Weser are navigable 
for large-sized vessels and carry the ocean vessels 
directly to the docks of Bremen City, through 
Bremerhaven, the starting-point of a world-wide 
passenger service and the home port of the largest 
and finest German express steamers. Even the 
large liners of the “Bremen,” “Europa” and 
“Columbus” type may moor directly on the river 
embankment independent of the tides, since the 
3,280 ft. long Columbus Quay boasts of a water 
depth of 40 ft. at low tide. Passengers disembark- 
ing at Columbus Quay may enter directly into the 
Continental express trains which await them at 
Columbus Station, In the closest proximity lies the 
local airport which affords immediate access to 
special aeroplanes flying to any point in Europe.

The Harbour of Hamburg, covering an area of 
9,900 acres, one-third of which is occupied by the 
Free Port, possesses numerous docks, patent-slips, 
shipbuilding yards, engine works, spacious quays 
with all modern appliances for quick dispatch and 
commodious dry docks capable of accommodating 
the largest craft afloat. The quays stretching mostly 
along the left bank of the Norder-Elbe from below 
Altona to the Elbe Bridge, a distance of about six 
miles, can accommodate upwards of 450 ocean- 
going liners and 5,000 smaller coast and river 
vessels. 

A mere glance, however, at the mighty iron 
structures and cranes in the shipyards on the banks 
of the Elbe or at the numerous chimneys rising 
behind the transit sheds and warehouses in the 
harbour district shows that Hamburg is also a 
flourishing industrial centre of considerable im- 
portance. The leading industries are machine con- 
struction, smelting-works, as well as iron and 
metallurgy. The refining industry, the working-up 
of colonial products (e.g. rice, coffee, cocoa), and 
the manufacture of mineral oils also play a promi 
nent part in. Hamburg’s economic life. Among 
other articles produced here are rubber, soap, wax, 
lacquer, dyestuffs, explosives, soil-fertilizers, sub- 
stances used for tanning, etc. : 

Merchandise imported from foreign countries 
into the port of Hamburg during 1934 aggregated 
13,490,850 tons, against which exports amounted 
to 6,026,438 tons. The number of vessels frequ’ 
enting the port (i.e. sailings and arrivals combined)

_ Around Binnen-Alster lies modern Hamburg, its 
fine broad streets lined with handsome hotels, banks 
and shops of every kind, and right into this Alster 
on the water side of the Jungfernstieg has been 
built the Alster-Pavillon, a delightful spot well 
known to all visitors. Beautiful indeed is the 
Binnen-Alster, but in no way can it compare with 
the much larger Aussen-Alster, a sheet of water 
surrounded by avenues of trees, wide promenades, 
and lovely private and public gardens stretching 
down to the water's edge. 

Among a number of interesting churches, we 
may mention those of St. Nicholas, noted for its 
high tower (482 ft.), St. Catharine, St. Michael, 
the most conspicuous landmark in the city, St. 
James (13th century), as well as St. Peter and St. 
George. Other principal buildings are the Town 
Hall (Rathaus), a massive sandstone building in 
German Renaissance style. Over its main entrance 
there rises an ornamental clock-tower to a height 
of 370 feet, being surmounted by the German 
Eagle. The Kunsthalle (Hall of Art), containing 
a large collection of pictures by German masters, 
the Natural History Museum; and the two modern 
palatial buildings, the Albert Ballin House and 
the Chile House which strike the visitor's attention.

In Munich, the stranger cannot but feel that all 
around him is Art and nothing but Art. Old and 
new, ancient and modern are mysteriously inter 
woven in the atmosphere of Munich, so that it is 
small wonder that fate called this city to be the 
birthplace of the new movement which was to 
create a new Germany, and which to-day gives 
expression to the new German Reich and _ its 
attitude toward the world. 

The traveller who comes to Munich and has paid 
a visit to the “Braunes Haus,” should not fail to 
see a tiny little museum, which, in a way, pictures 
a contrast, as well as a counterpart of the stately 
“Braunes Haus.” In a narrow alley, 34 Tal Gasse, 
as it is called, is a little room on the ground-floor 
not more than ten feet from wall to wall. It is 
so small and the alley is so narrow that it is never 
reached by a single ray of sunlight. This room 
was the first headquarters of the National Socialist 
Labour Party from the year 1919 until 1921, and 
here are still to be seen the first Party Treasury, 
consisting of an old cigar-box, the first rubber 
stamp used by the Party, and the original member- 
ship cards. 

From this little room to the “Braunes Haus” on 
Koenigs Platz is a gigantic step, symbolic of the 
miraculous development which has been wrought 
in Germany and especially in Munich, the city 
now honoured by the Fuehrer and Reich Chan- 
cellor with the title, “The Capital City of the 
National Socialist Movement” (Hauptstadt der 


Bewegung). 


Full of expectation, the new-comer makes his 
way in the direction of Brienner Strasse, where 
stands the “Braunes Haus,” the Headquarters of 
the National Socialist Labour Party (N.S.D.A.P.) 
of Germany. The Nazi Cross Flag is seen flying 
from the roof, and the entrance is flanked by two 
“double-eagles.” 

What the visitor does see in the Braunes Haus 
is the New German Style of decoration in its purest 
and genuine form. The arrangement of the rooms 
is in accordance with plans drawn by Adolf Hitler 
personally. Red and brown, the party colours, 
predominate in the decorative scheme. It is in 
these two colours that the great Hall of Flags is 
finished, where the banners and standards of the 
§. A. organization of Munich are preserved. From 
this hall one comes into the office of the Reich 
Treasurer of the Party. Ascending the broad 
stairs, which are of simple wrought iron, the main 
floor of the building is reached, and between two 
bronze tablets bearing the names of those who 
fell in the unsuccessful revolt in November, 1923, 
is the door leading into the Senate Hall. This 
room was planned by Adolf Hitler himself. Red 
is the dominating colour, and everywhere is to 
be seen the “Hakenkreuz,” or barbed cross, emblem 
of the National Socialist Party. 

On all sides of the Braunes Haus, from Koenigs 
Platz to Caroline Platz, and from Gabelsberg 
Strasse to Karl Strasse are imposing new edifices, 
particularly the “Fuehrer Haus” and the Admini- 
stration Building. The principal room in the 
Fuehrer Haus is the enormous Convention Hall, 
two stories high, and accommodating 700 persons.

The stone sculpture of the Roman epoch is also 
particularly important. The churches’ exteriors 
particularly the doors and the choir stalls within 
were richly decorated with stone carvings in that 
epoch. There are, for instance, the golden doors 
of the Cathedral at Freiburg or the choir stalls 
of St. Michael’s, Hildesheim. The sculpture of 
Naumburg Cathedral, executed in the third quarter 
of the thirteenth century, constitute the artistic 
peak of achievement in the stone sculpture of the 
Roman period. In Bamberg Cathedral there are 
the famous Bamberg Rider in the George Chcir, a 
statue of Henry II and the proclamatory group on 
the parapet of the choir in the side aisle 

While during the Roman epoch the art of 
adorning churches consisted chiefly of mural 
painting, stone and bronze sculpture, panel paint 
ing and wood carving came more and more into 
the foreground in Gothic churches. This takes 
the form especially of carved and painted altars, 
Besides the churches in Ulm and Cologne the 
churches at Nuremberg are also veritable treasure 
chambers of such fine art. In addition to paint 
ings, wood carvings and stone sculptures, panel 
paintings are collected in particular by the 
Bavarian National Museum at Munich, the Ger- 
manic National Museum at Nuremberg and the 

German Museum at Berlin. 

Towards the end of the Middle Ages, painting 
and sculpture experienced in the German Renais’ 
sance, corresponding roughly to the Ashikaga 
period, a full efflorescence in the paintings 0 
Diirer, Griinewald, Burkmair and Altdorfer an 
in the carvings of Pacher, Riemenschneider an 
Veit Stoss. Fine specimens of the carved altar

What 
tools remain to- 
day as relics of 
those tribes show

Mural and book painting constitute the earliest 
forms of painting in Germany. The earliest work 
of this kind still to be seen dates back to the 
romantic epoch, corresponding somewhat to the 
Konin and Fujiwara periods of Japanese art his- 
tory. The earliest Roman mural paintings are to 
be found in the churches at Oberzell on the island 
of Reichenau and at Goldbach near Uberlingen, 
both of which are situated by Bodensee, or the 
Lake of Constance, as it is known to many visitors. 
The second form taken by painting in the early 
Middle Ages is book-painting, by which is to 
be understood illustrations and decorations and 
illuminated letters in prayer-books and psalters. 

The Gospel Book of the Vienna Treasure 
Chamber dating back to the beginning of the 
Ninth Century and the Golden Book of the Abbess 
Ada in the Library at Trier should be mentioned 
as ifistances of this. With the increasing replace- 
ment of wall space by pillars and windows that 
followed the architectural development from the 
Roman to the Gothic style, the surface available 
for mural paintings diminished by degrees, and 
glass painting came into prominence instead. 

The earliest window paintings in the world still 
to be seen are five windows in the Cathedral at 
Augsburg which date back to the end of the 
eleventh century. The central windows of the 
Chapel of the Three Kings in the Cologne 
Cathedral go back to the middle of the thirteenth

Among the principal achievements in the archi- 
recture of the seventeenth century are, for instance,

One of the most important architects of the 
eighteenth century was Balthasar Neumann, who 
was born in 1687. His best work, the Residence 
Building at Wurzburg, which incidentally also 
contains frescoes by Tiepolo, has become the ideal 
type of German imperial castles. A quite unique 
and highly artistic achievement is Neumann’s Pil- 
pei ©hurchi ot the Fourteen Holy Ones, situated 
opposite to the Banz monastery in the Main valley, 


At the beginning of the nineteenth century 
in the romantic and classical epochs, painting and 
architecture blossomed forth into new and in- 
dividual styles. This period corresponds to the 
last 50 years of the Momoyama epoch. The 
paintings of Caspar David Friedrich and Philip 
Otto Runge gave expression to the new felt desire 
amongst German people for an art full of con- 
tent. In form and content of picture, these artists 
often found affinity with the great Italian painters 
of the Gothic and Renaissance Periods, such as 
Giotto and Raphael. Sculptors to be mentioned in 
this connection are Klauer, Thorwaldsen, Schadow, 
Rauch, Begas and Hildebrandt. Berlin’s National 
Gallery possesses a good selection of the work of 
these painters and sculptors. 


As regards the paintings of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, Menzel and Iebl continued a fine tradition in 
handwork, linked principally with the Munich 
School, insofar as that had affinity at the outset 
with the French impressionists. A high artistic 
standard was achieved in particular by Leibl, 
Schuch and Triibner, working along these lines. 

In the first three decades of the twentieth cen 
tury architecture, painting amd applied arts in 
Germany found, as creative centre of artistic forms, 
an authentic new style for the first time.

It lies in the idyllic valley of the Ahr 
where a famous red wine is produced, and not far 
away are the beautiful forest-clad hills of the 
Eifel, as well as the world-renowned automobile 
racetrack of the Nuerburgring.

Nearly all of Germany’s medi- 
cinal springs are located in or near mountainous 
country, as they have their source in ancient 
volcanic formations. The charm of the landscape, 
the comfortable accommodations, and the universal 
hospitality with which the guest is welcomed, 
cause many a traveller to make a sojourn at a 
German spa, whether he is actually in need of a 
cure or not. 

The great abundance of natural mineral springs 
in Germany has given it the name of the “country 
of healing waters.” It is, indeed, true that there 
is no medicinal or salutary mineral water known, 
which cannot be found in Germany, and the 
natural springs include every kind of healing water, 
from the simple hot sodium springs to those con- 
taining iron, arsenic, sulphur, salysilic acid, and 
radio-active substances. 

It would be impossible here to describe all these 
spas and their various attractions and advantages 
in detail, so that five of the most renowned will 
be briefly noted here. First of all comes world- 
famed Baden-Baden, situated on the wooded slopes 

of the Black Forest. For over 2,000 years its hot 
radio-active sodium springs have never ceased to 
give their healing waters for the cure of gout, lum- 
bago, rheumatism, and kindred ailments. Baden- 
Baden is, however, more than a health resort; it is 
one of the most popular and well-known centres of 
fashionable international social life in Europe. In 
addition to the natural beauty of the place, every 
conceivable kind of social amusement and recrea- 


Practical experience and scientific research go 
hand in hand in the development and exploitation 
of the natural sources of medicinal and health 
giving waters, so that they may be utilized to the 
utmost in the curing and relieving of suffering 
humanity. The scientific research along these lines 
is principally conducted by the “Reich Institute 
of Spas & Cures” (Reichsanstalt fiir das Deutsche 
Baederwesen), which is connected with the Unt 
versity of Breslau.

SWEDEN: This country constitutes the eastern 
part of the great Scandinavian Peninsula, and is 
hounded on the east by the Gulf of Bothnia, 
the south-w est by dine Skagerrak and Kattegat 
parts of the North Sea, and the narrow channel 
known as The Sound separtes her southern coast 
from Denmark. Norway adjoins Sweden on tt 
west, the boundary of the two countri 
northwards for 1,000 miles. 

The estimated population numbered 6.266.888 
on Deca als 1936, and most of the inhabitants are 
followers of the Lutheran Protestant Church which 
is recognized as the State religion. The religious 
faith, however, is free. The capital of the Kino- 
dom is Stockholm, which is specially mentioned as 
is Gothenburg. Other important towns are Malms 
(pop. 141,485 at the beginning of 1936), the 3rd 
of the Swedish towns and noted for its beautiful 
parks and its free port which is larger than that of 
Stockholm or Gothenburg; Norrképing (62,571), 
Helsingfors (58,968); ete. 

Sweden is a constitutional and hereditary mo- 
narchy, and the executive power is vested in the 
King, who acts through the advice of a Council 
of State. The legislature consists of two Cham- 
bers; the First Chamber of 150 members and 
the Second of 230 members. The Government 
revenue and expenditure for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1938, was balanced at 1,291,486 kronor. 

The admirable natural waterways of Sweden 
have been greatly improved by the construction of 
canals, the most important of which is the system 
between the Kattegat and the Baltic, including 
the Trolhatta and Gota canals, and the great lakes. 
The merchant marine, July 1, 1937, was composed 
of 861 steamships of 896,456 gross tonnage; 377 
motor ships of 597,976 gross tonnage. Commercial 
aviation is daily carried on by the A/B Aero- 
transport in each direction, jointly with foreign 
companies, between Malmé and Amsterdam, and 
between Stockholm and Helsingfors. 

Sweden adopted the same monetaty system as 
Norway and Denmark by a treaty signed in 1875. 
The unit of money is the Krona of 100 ore: The 
Krona is of the value of 1s.

Norway, too, is a constitutional and hereditary 
monarchy, and the executive power is exercised by 
the King through a Cabinet of nine departmental 
Ministers presided over by the Premier. The 
legislature is called the Storting, which is composed 
of 150 representatives of the people elected on 
universal suffrage by men and women over 23 
years of age. The Storting, which assembles every 
year, divides itself into two sections, the Laging 
and Odelsting, the former being composed of one- 
fourth of the members of the Storting, and the 
latter of the remaining three-fourths. The revenue 
and expenditure for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1938, were estimated to balance at 491.4 mil. Kr. 
which compares with 481.4 mil. Kr. for the fiscal 
year 1936-37. 

Norway, in 1936, had 2,485 miles of railroads, 
of which 2,256 were state-owned and 227 miles 
had been electrified. It had in 1936, 24,980 miles 
of reinforced highways, and 69,920 automobiles. 
The mercantile marine registered as on Jan. 1, 
1937 totalled 4,015 vessels of 4,201,120 tons gross. 
With her large mercantile marine, the country 
conducts a considerable shipping business. Post, 
telegraph, telephone and radio systems are excel- 
lent. Norway is preeminently a maritime country, 
ranking fourth among maritime nations. 

Oslo, the capital of Norway is specially des- 
cribed. Other towns of importance are Bergen 

(pop. 98,303 in 1930), Trondheim (pop. 54,458), 
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Stavanger (46,750), Dtammen (25,493), which 
are also the principal ports of arrival and departure 
for tourists. Norway has adopted the same mone- 
tary system as Sweden and Denmark, but due to 
the rate of exchange being different, the coins of 
one country will now no longer pass 1n the others. 
DENMARK: Denmark, justly described in 
tourist literature as “The Country of the Sea, 
consists of low, undulating plains, and occupies 
the peninsula of Jutland, thrusting out to the 
north from Germany, which is its only land 
neighbour, between the North Sea and the Baltic 
Sea. with the adjacent islands. The Skagerrak 
separates it from Norway, and Kattegat from 
Sweden, its total area amounting to only 16,576 
sq. miles. ; 
The population of the Kingdom on July il, 1936, 
was estimated at 3,723,000 as against 3,550,656 in 
1930. The country is a constitutional monarchy, 
the succession being hereditary. The King and 
the Rigsdag (Diet) jointly hold legislative power.

Agriculture: Sweden contains, although of 
mountainous topography, much - productive land, 
well watcred, on which Swedes have attained high 
efficiency in agriculture. Nearly 35% of the popu- 


_Jation are devoted to agriculture, about 304,000 


being owners and 71,000 tenants of the land they 
cultivate. Of the total land area of 41,024,000 
hectares, 3,756,000 hectares were under cultivation, 
1,091,000 hectares under natural meadows, and 
22,243,000 hectares under forests. The total value 
of the crops was officially estimated at 1,032 mil. 
kronor in 1936. 

Forestry: The forests cover over one-half of 
the surface of the country and the total amount of 
the wood is estimated at 1,417 mil. cubic metres. 
Of the forest area 45% are owned by farmers, 
4% by large landed proprietors, 27% by companies 
having saw-mills, pulp-mills, etc., and about 24% 
by the State. The chief forest products are pine, 
birch, fir: these are of great importance, supplying 
timber, pitch, and tar, and the principal. fuel of 
the country, in addition to sulphite and mechanical 
wood pulp for the papermaking industry. The 
forest industries and their by-products represent 
the backbone of the economic life of Sweden. 
About 90% of the sawn and planed wood is 
exported, the same applying to 75% of the wood 
pulp and 60% of the paper. During 1936 the 
favourable position on the timber market con- 
tinued, especially due to the British consumption 
of timber for construction, industrial and ship- 
building purposes. Wood-pulp production from 





106 factories totalled 2,945,000 metric tons, com- 
prising of 2,245,000 metric tons for chemical and 
700.000 tons for mechanical pulp. 

The mineral products in this country are ex 
tremely abundant, consisting chiefly of iron of 
excellent quality, lead, zinc, sulphur, manganese, 
arsenic, granite, porphyry, and marble. About 
450.000 tons of coal and 65,000 tons of sulphur 
pyrites are mined annually. The iron and steel 
industries—Swedish steel being of special value 
for tool making—are mostly in the central part. 
In 1935 there were mined in Sweden, 7,933,000 
metric tons of iron ore against 5,253,000 tons 
for 1934: 612,000 tons of pig iron against 553,000 
tons for 1934, and 896,000 tons of steel ingots 
against 861,000 tons for 1934. The export iron 
ore in 1935 was 7,715,886 tons, and in 1934, 
6.870,134 tons; and of pig iron and ferro-alloys in 
1935. 94.993 tons. and in 1934, 90,416 tons. The 
Swedish industrial production during 1936 set a 
new record (6,626 million kronor), increasing in 
value by 10% over 1935 and 17% over 1929 (Sy 
667 million kronor). The Swedish capital-goods 
industries exhibited considerably more activity 
than the consumption industries during the past 
year.

Fisheries: Fisheries constitute a leading eee 
and furnish around 25% of the total exports The 
value of the sea fisheries catch was 81 miter 
kronor in 1936 against 77 million in 1935. The 
Norwegian whalers during the season of 1935-36 
had a catch of 15,670 whales, from sani they 
got 1,162,700 bbls. of oil; in 1936-37, the product 
was about 1,191,000 bbls. 

Shipping is of great importance. The Nor- 
wegian merchant fleet ranks fourth in size in the 
world. On January Ist, 1938, the merchant fleet 
totalled 4,181 ships of 4,539,000 gross tons against 
4015 ships of 4,201,000 gross tons on Jan. Ist, 
1937. By far, the greatest part of the Norwegian 
merchant fleet is engaged in foreign waters ex- 
clusively. Gross earnings of the fleet in 1936 
amounted to 496.2 million kr. 

Minerals: The principal mineral products are 
pyrites, copper ore, iron ore, nickel ore, silver, etc. 
The output of the minerals and ores in 1936 was 
as follows (in tons):—silver ore 16,026; copper 
ore 27,229; pyrites 1,031,825; nickel ore 33,311; 
iron ore 846,809; zine ore and lead ore 15,822, 
titaniferous ore 67,194; rutile 198; molybdenum 
ore 703: Metals and alloys—silver 6.7 tons; cop- 
per 8,365; nickel 6,108; aluminium 15,405; ferro- 
alloys 134,647; pig iron 32,710; zine 45,028; etc. 

The volume of industrial production was about 
11% greater than in 1936, and 299 larger than 
in 1929. The paper and pulp industries averaged 
about 10% more activity than in 1936. 

A satisfying year was reported from the mining 
industry and the value of production rose ex- 
tremely, to an amount higher than in any preced- 
ing year, In the engineering industry, production 
increased 21% over 1937. Especially intensive 
activity is reported at the shipyards, which at the 
yearend had 37,000 gross tons of vessels under 
construction as compared with 20,000 gross tons @

The year began auspiciously for industry and 
upon the settlement by law of a threatened labour 
strike in April, industry rapidly progressed to an 
all-time activity peak at mid-year, with numerous 
branches working 2 and some even 3 shifts. A 
gradual decline occurred during the last 6 months, 
however, and at the end of the year, activity was 
slightly below that of 1936. The factors contri- 
buting to this decline include the tightness of the 
money market and the rigid credit restrictions 
which had an especially unfavourable effect on the 
building industry and its many allied industries. 
The rapid advance in raw material prices in the 
early part of 1937 and subsequent violent fluctua- 
tions, inspired a waiting policy, and further reserve 
was caused by the maintenance of the import 
restrictions applying to raw materials. In addition, 
imports of manufactured goods were encouraged 
upon the demands of agriculture. The strengthen- 
ing influence of the trade-unions, higher wages, and 
increased tax burdens also militated against the 
profitableness of industry. However, industrial 
production in 1937 made considerable progress and 
further consolidation and improvement of produc- 
tion capacity was possible. Industrial, exports 
totalled 388,000,000 kronor (306,000,000 in 1936), 


or more than 25% of the value of all domestic 


exports as compared with 17% in 1932, ; 























Preliminary figures for Swedish 
foreign trade in 1937 reveal total imports ot Yili 
000,000 kronor and exports of 1,985,700,000 kro- 
nor as compared with 1,632,700,000 and 1,514, 
200,000, respectively, in 1936. This is the highest 
value established by Swedish foreign trade since 
1920. (The kronor equals approximately $0.2576).

The chief import gains were made by grains, 
feedstuffs, cotton, hides and skins, rubber, super- 
phosphate, coal and coke, mineral oils, pig iron, 
iron bars, rods, plates, and sheets, tractors, machi 
nery, electrical apparatus, and motor vehicles and

Principal export increase were made by pork, 
butter, eggs, fish, cement, calcined pyrites, pulp 
and paper, iron ore, paving stone, most categories 
of iron and steel products, ball bearings, electrical 
machinery and motors, separators, ships and motor 
vehicles. 





In comparison with 1936, imports from the 
Soviet Union decreased from 20.2 to 13.9 million 
kr., and from Spain from 14.1 to 6.9 million kr. 
All other major countries increased their sales to 
Sweden. The greatest progress was made by the 
United States. followed by the United Kingdom, 
Germany, Belgium, Argentina, Denmark and Hol- 
land in the order named. Imports from Italy rose 
from 8 to 25 million kr. and exports to that 
country from 19.6 to 35.2 million kr. 





Sweden increased her exports to the United 
Kingdom by about 102 million kr., to Germany 

by 69 million kr. and to the United States by 33 
j million kr., the percentage of the total exports 
| taken by the three countries mentioned being 23.9, 
15.6, and 11.1 respectively. Exports to Denmark 
rose by less than a million kr., whereas to Finland 
the figures are 27 million kr. and to Norway 40 
million kr. higher than for 1936. 


NORWAY: According to official statistics, the 
total value of Norway’s exports in 1937 was 823.3 
million kr., that of her imports 1,292.7 million kr, 
The corresponding figures for 1936 were 685.2 
million kr..and 927.0 million kr. The excess of 
imports over exports in 1937 was 469.5 million 
kr. and 241.8 million kr. in the preceding year. 
This excess of imports was, however, more than 
covered by the incomes of shipping, whaling, 
tourism, etc. In the last years, the balance of pay- 
ments has been positive.

DENMARK: Imports during 1937 were valued 
at 1,697,402,000 kronor and exports at 1,606,256, 
000: as compared with 1,486,034,000 and 1,379, 
600,000, respectively, in 1936. Grain and feed- 
stuffs, raw cotton and automobiles accounted for 
the import increase. The export rise was due to 
greater shipments of palm kernel oil, ships, cheese, 
and canned hams. The import gain was accounted 
for chiefly by raw materials, which group totalled 
567,000,000 kronor as against 461,000,000 in 
1936. Grain showed the largest rise in this group. 
Imports of semi-manufactured goods totalled 614, 
000,000 kronor as compared with 539,000,000 in 
1936. Imports of manufacture rose from 486,000, 
000 kronor in 1936 to 516,000,000 in 1937. Ex- 
port values of eggs, live animals, ships, auto- 
mobiles, and machinery were all higher than in 
1936.

The advantage of Stockholm as a seaport lies i 
the fact that the city of today is the largest naa 
trial centre in the country and is surrounded b a 
number of suburbs with industrial SOTA 
of different kinds, such as ball-bearing, steam oy 
bine and motor manufactories, factories for cream 
separators, telephone apparatus, pottery and china. 
ware, etc. The value of the annual production of 
industries in Stockholm is estimated at approx. 500 
million kronor. 


The City has an extensive harbour, including a 
Free Port, wherein vessels of 20,000 tons can 
anchor in the very heart of the City. It is the 
most important port in the country, though it 
comes second to Gothenburg in regard to export. 
It has water communication with the country 
around Lake Malaren and the extensive island dis- 
tricts around the other lakes of Central Sweden 
by the Gota Canal, the continuation of the farther 
side running to Gothenburg and the North Sea. 


Though Stockholm is a modern metropolis, the 
place is wrapped in historic memories. Among the 
outstanding sights of Stockholm may be mentioned 
the huge and beautiful Royal Palace, the old 
medieval city and the modern city-hall. The 
Royal Palace, located on the Stodsholmen Islands, 


is a huge building in Italian Renaissance style, 


erected after the design of Nicodemus Tessin. 
The City Hall, constructed in-1911-1923 after 


designs by Ragnar Ostberg, is regarded as one of 
the most beautiful modern buildings in Europe. 
The old part of the town, “the City between the 
Bridges,” situated on an island in the Norrstrom, 
still maintains the characteristics of a medieval 
city. A walk through the narrow, winding streets 
past the quaint old gabled houses is full of the 


romance of times gone by.

The Thiel Picture Galleries present a splendid 
representative display of modern Swedish art, 
without forgetting the modern movements in other 
countries. The collections of the large Museum 
of Natural History are also of interest. The 
museum also contains the Royal Armoury, where, 
among trophies, armour and historical costumes of 
great interest, is exhibited the uniform worn by 
oa’ Adolphus in the fatal battle of Lutzen 
in’ 1632. 

Stockholm is noted for its many beautiful na- 
tural parks, such as Humlegarden and Kungstrad- 
garden. In the envirous of Stockholm, there are 
several Royal Castles containing valuable collections 
of art and furniture. Most remarkable of them all 
is Drottingholm Palace on Lake Malaren, considered 
to be the most representative of the Royal Summer 
Palaces, being the residence of the Royal Family 
during the spring and autumn. Hidden among 
the trees lies the little pavilion called China, a 
perfect gem. The charming 18th century theatre 
connected with the Drottingholm Palace was the 
centre of gaiety during the reign of Gustavus Ill. 

Saltsjdbaden (30 minutes by electric train) is a 
residential ‘suburb and a favourite resort of the 
people of the city. “Rarlsbaderberget,” on which 
stands the imposing new Observatory, is the 
highest point on the Saltsjobaden peninsula. Ex- 
cellent hotels and restaurants are available. Open- 
air baths with a water-chute, motorboats and 
yachts and splendid tennis courts offer diversion 
in the summer time. In February and March

Gothenburg, the second largest city in Swe le 
snd the export harbour with a Free eee 
situated near the mouth of the Géta River 
grains Lake ‘Vanern, the largest lake in 
outside Russia. ; 

The rapid growth of the city, the population of 
which was 255,386 in 1935, promises a future of 
increasing importance to the benefit of the whole 
country. Owing to its location and to its excep- 
tional facilities to the trade, the Port of Gothen- 
burg is able to compete very successfully with 
other Northern ports and particularly so after the 
erection of the Free Harbour in 1922, whereby 
the important transit trade of Northern Europe 
could be attended to more effectively than ever 
before. The north side is chiefly taken up by the 
Free Port where merchandise may be discharged 
stored, repacked and reshipped to other countries 
without being subject to Swedish Custom’s duties, 
When, however, goods are passed from the con- 
fines of the Free Harbour into the country, they 
are liable to duty. Industrial rebates are granted 
to manufacturers of Swedish export goods stored 
in the Free Harbour awaiting export. Iron, steel 
and timber of all kinds have always been the 
largest export articles, and still remain as such. 
However, as a natural result of the tremendous 
development of various industries in Sweden, the 
export of several other commodities has gradually 
increased. Wood pulp and paper are at present 
figuring at the top of all export goods, followed by 
machinery and chemical products. In 1932 (latest 
figures available) the foreign trade of Gothenburg 
amounted to 289,885,786 kronor in exports and 
259,768,874 kronor in imports, of which the latter 
figures compared with the total imports into 
Sweden, proved that 29.8% of all imported goods 
passed through this port. 

The approach to the harbour is very fascinat- 
ing, with its pleasantly irregular contours. 
Wharves line the banks, the waters are alive with 
a multitude of craft, fishing-smacks, ferries, cargo 
vessels, coasting steamers, coal and timber boats, 
impudent tugs and Atlantic greyhounds. Geo- 
metric cranes and cantilevers flank the approach, 
and the beat of riveting-hammers from the Gota 
verken yards is heard. ' 

There are many museums in Gothenburg. The 
picture galleries afford a very complete represen: 
tation of modern Swedish painting. The Natural 
History Museum and the sociological-historical and

Many pleasant excursions can be made from the 
city, some of the greatest charms being Siird, a very 
popular bathing and summer-resort, with a hotel 
and restaurant with cold and warm baths, the 
island being noted for its rich vegetation and its 
long promenades through the woods, and Langed- 
rag, a one-time fishing village which has developed 
into a popular summer resort, thirty minutes by 
tram from Jarntorget, through the west suburbs, 
past Nya Varvet (New Shipwharf). Another 
watering place beyond Langedrag is Styrso, with 
attractive approach by steamer and fine views of 
the archipelago. 

Gota Canal has come to be the collective name 
for the whole system of canals, rivers, and lakes 
which afford a navigable passage right across the 
Swedish mainland, between Gothenburg on the 
North Sea and Stockholm on the Baltic. The 
so-called “Gota Canal Route” is exceptionally in- 
teresting, passing through narrow waterways, 
where the steamer brushes against the branches of 
trees, across several Jakes and long rivers and 
canals. When the steamer passes through the 
many locks, there is plenty of time for travellers 
to make short excursions in the neighbourhood. 

The whole journey along the canal tourist route 
occupies about two and a half days, but if time is 
pressing, half the route may be covered by train. 
Motor-bus lines also run in conjunction with the 
steamer to the most distant places of interest.

Oslo, the capital of Norway, having a population 
of about 269,500 people, is beautifully located at 
the head of the wonderful Oslofjord, which ex- 


tends approx. 120 kms. into the country from the 
Skaw, and is nearly surrounded by a series of fine, 
though low mountains in the heart of the most 
fertile district in Norway. It is not only the focus 
of commercial and industrial life, but, on the other 
hand, also the educational and ecclesiastical centre 
of the kingdom. Here are collected the national 
art treasures and cultural values, and it is the 
terminus of the great highways from east, west, 
north and south. From Oslo radiate the network 
of Norwegian railways as well as the overseas 
steamship lines. 

From the Central Railway Station, just north of 
the harbour, for a mile to the north-west runs the 
broad Karl Johans Gade, the principal thorough- 
fare of the city, leading straight to the Royal 
Palace, and the street contains many imposing 
buildings and others such as: Wor Frelsers Kirke, 
or Church of Our Saviour, the principal church 
of the city, in front of the church there is the 
Story Tory, or Great Market, in which is a statue 
of Christian IV. Studenterlund, an open park 
with a statue of Wergeland, between 2—4 o'clock 
in the afternoon a military band plays Norwegian 
pieces here. Of much interest is the Great Hall 
(Aula) of Munch’s colossal painting, and the 
Library with nearly half a million volumes which 
occupies a dignified building on the Drammensvien. 
Storting, the National Houses of Assembly, a 
noble and beautiful building facing the park 
known as Eidsvolds Plads. The Akershus Fortress, 
which dominates the waterfront south of the 
Storting, is the oldest existing medieval structure 
in Norway. 

Among many museums in the city, the most 
important are the Museum of Art comprising the 
Sculpture Museum and the National Gallery; the 
Museum of Industrial Art with a collection of 
Norwegian national industries; the Historical 
Museum with its northern antiquarian collections; 
the Ethnographical Museum with Osberg Hall, 
coin cabinet and Roald Amundsen’s collection: 
Among buildings deserving special mention is the 
new Municipal Deichman Library. At the western 
end of the street there is the Royal Palace, on a 
low hill surrounded by the Royal Park with 
Vigeland’s Monument of Abel and a statue of 
Camilla Collet, a walk past the Artists’ House 








with frequent exhibitions of paintings, Sculptures 
and applied arts. Just to the south-west of ie 
Palace is the Nobel Institute; the Town TMiueel he 
famous for its collection of portraits, views, ae 
and drawings, as weil as all kinds of afeat 
illustrating the history of Oslo and its environs 
from the Middle Ages to the present time; and 
the Art Union containing a fine collection of 
paintings. On the Ekeberg Plateau there are a 
number of rock drawings by the side of Kongshayn 
some 4,000 years old, which shows that Oslo had 
residents even in pre-historic times. 

Oslo possesses a number of splendid parks 
excellent sea bathing, beautiful drives in the city 
and suburbs, theaters and concerts of high merit 
and quite a number of public monuments, some 
of the more striking ones being thoce of Ibsen 
and Bj6rnson, in front of the National Theater 
and the very spirited statue of Norway’s most 
adored naval hero, the d’Artagnanlike Swash, 
buckler Tordenskjold. 

The Oslo-Bergen Railway, along which busy 
tourist centres like Geilo, Ustaoset and Haugastol 
have sprung up with large hotels and hundreds of 
private huts, is justly considered to be one of the 
most magnificent mountain lines in Europe. A 
short trip by ferry from Oslo to Bygdéy takes us 
to the new Norwegian Technical Museum, the 
Folk Museum; the world-famous Viking Ship Hall 
housing the Tune Ship excavated in 1867, the 
Gokstad in 1880, and the Osberg in 1904. Also 
there is the famous Gol Stavkirke, or round timber 
church, By the “Underground Railway” a visit 
should be paid to Frognersaeter, with its Ski 
Museum, the only one of its kind in the world, 
The visitor to Oslo who confines himself only to 
the city itself, however beautiful and charming 
it be, has not yet seen it properly.

Climate: Due to the modifying influence of 
the Gulf Stream, the climate of the British Isles 
is equable and mild, and somewhat warmer than 
that of the Continent. The mean temperature is 
49° F. The rainfall is abundant averaging 34” 
yearly. Being seldom heavy at any one time, pre- 
cipitation covers long periods and fogs often 
prevail in many parts. During the Fall and 
Winter months “London Fog” causes much incon- 
venience to the busy life of the City, as due to 
the great amount of soot in suspension, it is 
peculiarly dense—at times converting day into 
impenetrable midnight. 

Population: The estimated population of the 
British Isles in 1931 was 46,211,884 made up as 
follows:—England 37,354,917; Wales 2,593,014; 
Scotland 4,842,554; Northern Ireland (Ulster)

At the sixteen universities in 
1937-38 there were 5,974 professors, lecturers, 
etc., and 53,863 resident scholars. 
- Communications: In order to secure uniformity, 
efhciency and economy of operating conditions, 
the railways of Great Britain are grouped into 
four large systems, viz.: London, Midland and 
Scottish, London and North Eastern, Great 
Western, and Southern, the total length of which 
reaches 19,299 miles. In 1936, there were 1,201 
miles of tramways and light railways open for 
public trafic. Civil aviation is also in active 
operation. The Manchester Ship Canal, 3515 
miles long, connects directly with all the railway 
systems and barge canals of the Kingdom.

AGRICULTURE: The soil of Great Britain 
is of varied natural fertility. It is more sterile in 
the north. Land actually under the plough has 
decreased steadily and the number of agricultural 
workers also has declined from 923,805 in 1924 
to 799,800 in 1934. The total cultivated area in 
Great Britain amounted to 31,927,301 acres 1a 
1913, 30,873,675 in 1921, 29,455,491 in 1936 and 
BOR Te 7 Oo) ne LOSI. the area in corn crops in 
1913 was 6,921,792 acres; in 1921, 7,423,834; in 
1936, 5,059,724; and 4,891,012 in 1937. 

Harvests in Great Britain for two years were 
as follows: Wheat, 6,804,000 quarters in 1937 
(6,759,000 in 1936); barley or bere, 3,402,000 
quarters (3,809,000); oats, 11,132,000 _quarters 
(12,149,000); beans, 515,000 quarters in 1934; 
peas, 247,000 quarters in 1934; potatoes, 4,058,000 
tons in 1937 (3,804,000 in 1936); turnips and 
swedes, 10,161,000 tons (11,507,000): mangold, 
3,749,000 tons (4,756,000); hay, 8,098,000 tons 
(7,228,000); etc. 

LIVE-STOCK: Live-stock in Great Britain in 
June, 1937, consisted of 1,004,686 horses, 7,909,- 
126 cattle, 24,711,353 sheep, and 3,882,591 pigs. 
The value of living animals imported for food, 
almost entirely from the Irish Free State, was 
£7,122,000 in 1937. 

FISHERIES: The number of people employed 
in sea-fishing totalled 56,835 during 1933, consist- 
ing of 51,149 regular fishermen and 5,686 others. 
Fishing boats on register in the same year num- 
bered 13,953, comprising 4,740 sailing boats and 
9,213 steam and motor boats. Fish of British 
taking landed in Great Britain amounted in 1936 
to 1,086,908 tons valued at £15,373,373, excluding 
salmon, except that figures for England and Wales 
include sea-caught salmon and sea-trout. Shell- 
fish caught during 1937 totalled in value to £534, 
297. Imports of fish, fresh, cured and canned 
amounted to 185,000 tons in 1937; while exports 
of United Kingdom produce amounted to 201,000 
tons in the same year. 

INDUSTRIES: The following summarizes, for 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, the prelimi- 
nary statistics relating to the census’ of production 
in 1935, for the principal industries—iron and 
steel, £278,067,000; engineering, shipbuilding and 
vehicles, £473,639,000; non-ferrous metals, £104, 
767,000; textiles, £443,656,000; leather, £33,288,- 


000; clothing, #£171,997,000; food, drink and 
tobacco, 652,563,000; chemicals, £191,799 000. 
paper, printing, £181,066,000; timber, 468,779 ° 
000; clay and building materials, £83,522,000. 
building and contracting, £187,561,000; mines and 
quarries, £165,624,000; etc. 

Cotton: During 1937 the Lancashire cotton 
industry had a more prosperous trading year than 
at any time since 1926. Mill activity was greater 
—production averaging about 95% of Capacity 
throughout the 12 months—and producers ob. 
tained remunerative prices for yarn and cloth, } 
is estimated that the production of cotton piece. 
goods is now in the region of 4,000 million yards 
a year. Half this quantity is used in the home 
market, and the remainder is exported: 

Exports of cotton piece-goods from the United 
Kingdom for 1937 amounted to 1,921,918,000 Sq. 
yards, as against 1,916,604,000 sq. yards totalling 
159,098,500 lbs., as compared with 150,924,800 
Ibs. in 1936. 

There has been a marked improvement in the 
spinning industry, and margins of profit have been 
better than for many years. The average dividend 
of mills has been 4.04%, as against 2.06% in 
1936. Profits of 92 concerns averaged £13,709 
per company, as against an average of £8,127 in 
1936. In the depression period of 1931, each com- 
pany was losing an average of over £8,000. The 
prosperity of the spinning mills has been due 
to the successful establishment of price-fixing 
schemes. Virtually the whole of the trade is 
now governed by these legal agreements. 

Wool Textiles: The world consumption of 
wool had overtaken world production—in spite of 
the increased reliance on wool substitutes in coun- 
tries like Germany and Italy—and at the end of 
the 1936-1937 wool selling season, the unsold 
stocks in the various primary markets were reduced 
to negligible quantities, At the same time stocks 
in the hands of the trade in the principal con- 
suming countries were extremely light. 

However, the export trade in tops and yarns 
was disappointing. The outbreak of hostilities in 
China cut off one of Bradford's best export mat 
kets for tops. The decline in the exports of 
yarns was almost entirely due to the reduced 
requirements of Germany. The decline to this 
market alone on the year was about 1,800,000 Ibs. 
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Rayon: During 1936 the output of + 
staple fibre, and rayon waste in the Ur 
jom was placed at £145,310,000, com 
£123,770,000 in 1935. Rayon yarn ac 
£116,000,000 in 1936 and £111,800,000 in 1935 
and the output of staple fibre (incl. a small eee 
of rayon waste) was estimated at £28,350,000 i 
1936, compared with $10,000,000 in 1935, 7 
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Exports of “yarn, thread, and stra 

hel silk or of artificial silk nivel ete ce 
materials” in the same year comprised £7.563 000 
of “single yarn and straw” and 481,363, of 
“doubled or twisted thread advanced beyond the 
stage of single yarn,” compared with £9,030,000 
and £768,000, respectively in 1935. British. ex- 
ports of “tissues wholly of artificial silk (incl. 
staple fibre and waste)” in 1936 increased 70% 
to 25,002,000 sq. yds., from 14,946,000 in 1935 
“Tissues of artificial silk (incl. staple fibre and 
waste), mixed with other materials except silk” 
recorded a gain of 13% in exports, from 28,254, 
000 sq. yds. in 1935 to 31,939,000 in 1936. The 
leading export outlets for these two classes of 
synthetic textile fabrics were British Empire 
countries with Australia and the Union of 
South Africa being the most important individual 
markets. 


Shipbuilding: There are many gratifying 
features disclosed in the record of shipbuilding in 
the United Kingdom during 1937. The output 
of the United Kingdom was 528 vessels, of 1,059,- 
350 tons, or six fewer vessels, but an increase of 
76,242 tons. Shortage of labour and materials 
were the chief obstacles, and these undoubtedly 
placed a strong check on the output of the yards. 
As has so often been the case, the Clyde leads the 
way in the country’s record, contributing 40% of 
the whole of the output of 112 vessels, of 381,104 
tons being an increase of seven vessels and 54,247 
tons on 1936, The Wear’s record was specially 
hoteworthy, for it not only gave the river pre- 
eminence on the North-East Coast, but placed it 
second to the Clyde. The Wear Yards constructed 
38 vessels of 155,700 tons which was the highest 
igure reached since 1930, and exceeded the return 
for 1936 by two vessels and 16,909 tons. It is 
regrettable to note that the 1936 figures of con- 
struction were not maintained on the Tyne where

The exports in 1937 were 
40,352,288 tons, compared with 34,519,384 tons 
in 1936.

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Tron & Steel: A survey of the course of events 
in the British iron and steel industry during 1937 
reveals that the pace of recovery surpassed the 
most sanguine expectations. For the third succes- 
sive year, new records of steel production were 
established, output for the 1937 year falling just 
short of 13,000,000 tons, an increase of 1,300,000 
tons compared with 1936 and 3,000,000 tons more 
than in 1929, which until then was the peak year 
in the British steel industry. The North-East 
Coast again takes the “blue riband” as the leading 
producing centre. Of the 1937 total the North- 
East Coast produced 2,802,700 tons, nearly 400, 
000 tons more than in 1936, and over 28% of the 
nation’s production of steel. Exports of steel from 
Britain during 1937 totalled approx. 2,604,000 
tons, compared. with 1,981,600 tons in 1936.

The excess of imports over

The largest 
increases were in respect of non-ferrous metals 
and manufactures (£22.6 mil. or 68%), grain and 
flour (£21.9 mil. or 31%), wood and timber 
(£18.3 mil. or 42%), manufactured oi's, fats, etc. 
(£10.5 mil. or 29%), meat (£8.4 mil. or 116), iron 
and steel and manufactures (£8.1 mil. or 69%), 
rubber (£7.9 mil. or 179%) and “other food™ 
(£7.6 mil. or 15%), while increases in excess of 
£5 mil. were also recorded for non-ferrous ores

The total value of re-exports in 1937, £57.9 mil 
was £14.4 mil. (24%) greater than in 1936, The 
increase, which was spread over all three main 
classes of goods, was largest in respect of many 
factured articles (£8.6 mil. or 54%), due mainly 
to a rise of £7.5 mil. in the value of re-exports of 
non-ferrous metals, though small increases were 
shown for fourteen of the remaining groups in 
this class. Re-exports of raw materials rose by 
£40 mil. (12%), of which undressed hides and 
skins accounted for £2.3 mil. and raw wool, etc, 
for £1.3 mil. Re-exports of food, drink and 
tobacco increased by £1.5 mil. (13%), grain and 
flour accounting for £1.1 mil.; for tobacco there 
was a decline of £399,000. 

Imports of bullion and specie during 1937, 
amounting to £315.4 mil., were £16.0 mil. less 
than in the previous year, while exports rose by 
£120.6 mil. to £225.3 mil. In consequence of 
these changes, imports of precious metals exceeded 
exports in 1937 by £90 mil. as against an import

A good idea of the huge commercial importance 
of the Capital may be obtained from the numerous 
docks and wharves, with crowding crafts of every 
description, Among the principal London docks 
and the particular cargoes handled at each dock 
are Surrey Commercial Dock: Now the home of 
many cargoe liners from Canada and the United 
States which land there large quantities of timber,

St. Katherine’s Dock: Chiefly used by coastwise 
and Continental trade vessels discharging wool, 
tea, hops, provisions, perfumery, shells, etc. The 
West India & Millwall Docks: Over 1,000,000 
tons of cane and beet sugar are imported into 
London annually.

The ease 
of the Port of London’s overseas trade (excl 
coastwise) is well over £400,000,000 annually 
representing more than one-third of the total 
foreign trade of the United Kingdom, 

Those who have only a few days to spare in 
which to attempt to see something of London 
cannot do better than take advantage of the 
facilities afforded by many travel agencies which 
specialise in London parties. These organized 
trips make it possible for the visitor to see the 
maximum number of interesting places in the 
minimum amount of time. 

A wide thorougfare leading southward from 
Trafalgar Square to the Houses of Parliament is 
Whitehall, the very heart and political centre of 
the farflung British Empire, for here are assembled 
the Admiralty, Treasury, War Office and other 
public institutions that administer the affairs of 
the Kingdom. 

A: thoroughly aimless ramble of one or two 
half-days is advisable, as one is sure to be 
rewarded with things worth seeing. To take a 
walk from London Bridge west to Trafalgar 
Square, then through Whitehall, Regent Street 
and Pall Mall, thus passing “the six great centres 
of like and architecture which are Characteristic 
of the Capital,” will be both interesting and bene- 
ficial. Another pleasant stroll is along the Thames 
Embankment from Blackfriars Bridge via the Em- 
bankment to Westminster, passing Cleopatra’s 
Needle near Charing Cross Bridge; then across 
Westminster Bridge, and along the Albert Em- 
bankment on the opposite side, past St. Thomas's 
Hospital and Lambeth Palace, to Lambeth Bridge,

Here lie the remains of 
Wellington, Samuel Johnson, Wren, Turner 
Joshua Reynolds, etc. Southwark Cathedral, or 
St. Saviour’s Church, dating from the 12th century, 
is the finest Gothic building in London after West- 
minster Abbey. A magnificent memorial to 
Shakespeare can be seen here. Also John Har- 
vard, founder of Harvard University, who was 
born in the parish in 1607, was baptised in this 
Cathedral. The Church of St, Martin-in-the-Fields 
(as it actually was in years gone by) is a very 
popular place of worship, and is the parish church 
of the King and Queen at Buckingham Palace. 
The British Museum, on Great Russell Street, 
contains the largest collection of antiquities in the 
world. Particular attention should be paid to the 
Egyptian Section, which includes the Rosetta 
Stone (the key to the Egyptian hieroglyphics), 
the Elgin Marbles and remains of the famous tomb 
of Mausolus. The Library contains about 4,000, 
000 volumes. The Tower of London, situated on 
the side of the River Thames, and only a short 
walk from the city, is the most interesting of 
London’s historical monuments. Surrounded on 
all sides by a moat, if dates back to the Roman 
period, and in turn has served the purpose of an 
ancient fortress, a royal palace, and a state prison; 
it ig now a show-place, museum and military bar- 
racks. The Tower has been associated with the 
darkest scenes of English history, to which, in 
this 20th century of international freedom, we can 
ck with amazement.

cludes the docks at Penarth and Barry. The Bute 

Docks at Cardiff, located between the Rivers Taff 

and Rhymney on the north coast of the Bristol 

Channel, cover an area of 165 acres of deep 

water, and include the Queen Alexandra Dock, 

the Roath Dock, Roath Basin, East Dock and 

Basin, and West Dock and Basin. The oldest 

dock, the West Dock, was opened in 1830, 

Penarth Harbour and Docks are situated at the 

mouth of the River Taff, almost adjacent to 

Cardiff Docks. The development of the natural 

harbour formed by the estuary of the River Ely 

has proceeded since the middle of the 19th cen- 

tury, and coal has been shipped on the Tideway 
for nearly 70 years. The Barry Docks, 114 acres 
in extent, which are situated about nine miles 
southwest of Cardiff, possess great advantages in 
having the entrances close to deep water and lying 
under the high land of Barry Island sheltered from 
the prevailing westerly winds. 

Vessels entering the Docks at the Customs Port 
of Cardiff (including Penarth and Barry) during 
1936 numbered 8,617 of 6,616,271 net registered 
tons, The aggregate volume of imports and 
exports for these Docks in 1936 was 12,361,017 
tons, Out of this total nearly ten million tons 
were export of coal, the remainder being made 
up of patent fuel, iron and steel, carriage and 
wagonwork, cement, and general merchandise of 
all descriptions, while the imports comprise iron 
ore, pig iron, pitwood and mining timber, oil, 
general timber and deals, grain, flour, frozen meat, 
live cattle and other foodstuffs and general mer- 
chandise.

Attention might also here be 
drawn to the connections by road, rail, and water 
which radiate from Hull throughout the whole 
of the industrial area for which it is the natural 
port. The dues on shipping and the railway rates 
to and from the port are low, and, under an 
ancient charter, the port is free to all river and 
canal craft. 

One further advantage possessed by the port 
is the fact that it is situated in close proximity 
to the Yorkshire and North Midland Coalfield 
which is the largest self-contained coal producing 
area in the country and probably destined to 
become the most important centre of the coal 
export trade. Apart from the outward coal 
cargoes for vessels thus provided, steamers are 
assured of a ready and cheap supply of bunker 
coals which is another source of attraction to 
shipowners. In these days of oil-burning vessels, 
it is also interesting to note the installation during 
recent years of special jetties for handling the 
enormous quantities of fuel oil which are im- 
ported. Thus also are oil-burning vessels assured 
of this type of fuel for bunker purposes. Finally, 
it may safely be stated that Hull has the accom- 
tnodation and facilities for handling all classes of 
traffic both import and export. No other adver- 
tisement is required than the growth of the port 
as demonstrated by the figures of imports and 
exports and the tonnage using the docks. 

The Port of Hull comprises docks, with a water 
area of 210 acres and 13 miles of quays and has 
a frontage to the River Humber of over 7 miles. 
There are also two riverside quays and two oil 
bunkering jetties providing facilities for the dis- 
charge and loading of mineral oil and spirits, and

In addition to ae 
houses with storage space for 207,000 tons of 
general goods, there are 35 electric and hydraulic 
coaling appliances, a grain silo with a capacity of 
40,000 tons for the discharge and delivery of 
grain from ship by electric machinery and over 
240 floating and electric cranes, cold storage and 
timber storage grounds, etc. One of Hull’s main 
attractions is the system of free over-side delivery 
whereby the goods escape charges for wharfage. 
Vessels entering the port during 1935 numbered 
11.010 of 6,998,929 net registered tons. 

The fishing industry is the largest single business 
of the port, providing a livelihood for approx, 
55,000 inhabitants. Fish landed from British and 
foreign vessels combined during 1935 totalled 
5,263,784 cwts. valued at £3,455,186. It may be 
mentioned that the world’s largest cod-liver oil 
refinery is in Hull, the buildings and equipment 
representing an investment of over £90,000. Other 
principal industries include seed crushing and oil 
extracting, flour milling, timber and fruit, ship. 
building, engineering and tinning. There are also 
many factories for the manufacture of paints, 
enamels, colours, polishes, stains, distempers, vat: 
nishes, flour, starch, confectionery, timber, ice, fish 
meal, fish curing, box and rope making, power 
alcohol, blacklead, acetates, vegetable oils, plaster 
boards, plywoods, laminated barrels, etc. The 
combined value of the import and export trade of 
Hull in 1935 amounted to £64,000,000, placing the 
port at third place in Great Britain. 

Hull is not only an important seaport, but it 
is also an up-to-date and bright-looking city, with 
well laid-out shopping centres and residential dis: 
tricts and parks and excellent public buildings. 
The city assisted greatly in the expansion of air 
trafic in-so-far as the first oversea air line (other 
than Croydon) was operated from the Municipal 
Airport, opened in 1929; now regular daily air 
services ply to and from the continent and else 
where. Daily car services convey travellers to 
practically all parts of the country, while in the

situation & Area: British Columbia, the third 
rargest Province in Canada covering an area of 
37,630 Sd: miles, lies between lat. 49° and 60° 
N. hounded by the Pacific Ocean on the west, the 
Yukon and Northwest Territories on the north, 
the United States of America on the south, and 
the Province of Alberta on the east. British 
Columbia is a mountainous country, traversed by 
many tanges, such as the Rocky Mountains, the 
Cascades, the Selkirks, etc., and abounding in 
many beautiful lakes. Of its many rivers, the 
greatest are the Fraser, the Columbia, the Skeena 
and the Stikine. All these and other rivers flow 
into the Pacific Ocean. The Fraser is particularly 
noted for the abundance of salmon at its mouth. 

Climate: The climate in British Columbia is 
quite yaried due to its wide range of latitude, and 
the mountainous nature of the country—but it 
ison the whole exceedingly healthy. In the north- 
ern and eastern parts of the Province the winter 
is severe; in the southern interior it is dry; and 
along the southern coastal region mild with a fairly 
heavy rainfall. 

Population: At the present time the population 
of the Province is estimated at 735,000. At the 
last census (1931) it was shown as 694,263; in 
1921 the population was 524,582, and in 1911 it 
was 392,480. 

Constitution: British Columbia and Vancouver 
Island originally formed part of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company’s concession. In 1849 Vancouver Island 
and in 1858 British Columbia were made Crown 
Colonies, and in 1866 the two colonies were united, 
and on July 20th, 1871, British Columbia entered 
in the Canadian Confederation. 

Administration: British Columbia is adminis- 
tered by a Lieutenant-Governor and a Legislative 
Assembly of 48 members, on the system of ex: 
ecutive administration known as responsible gov 
ernment. The Assembly is elected for five years. 
British Columbia is represented in the Federal 
Parliament of Canada by 6 members in the Senate, 
and 14 in the House of Commons. 

Communications and Shipping: In 1936 the 
railway mileage totalled 4,097 (excluding logging, 
mining and industrial lines) of which the princinal 
railroads are the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian 
National Railways.

Situation & Area: The United 
America lies between the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans, its northern, boundary being Caiad oe 
the southern extremity Mexico. The ; 
United States, including Territories and Depe 

dencies, totals 3,738,395 sq. miles, of which 310060 
739 belong to Continental America, Continental 
United States comprises 48 States and the Federal 
Disctrict of Columbia.

“Climate: The climate of the United States is 
of every gradation, from the north temperature 
with rather cold winters and pleasant summers 3 
the sub-tropical, with every variety of flora being 
adaptable to so wide a range of latitude. Even 
greater variation is found eastwardly and west- 
wardly. Although foggy, the Pacific coast is mild 
in climate, its special feature being great moisture 
in winter and extreme dryness in summer. 

Population: According to the census on July 1, 
1937, the total population of the Continental 
United States was officially estimated at 129,337, 
000. The 1930 census showed that the native 
white numbered 95,497,800, whereas the foreign- 
born white totaled 13,366,407, negroes 11,891,143, 
Mexicans 1,422,533, Indians 322,397, in addition 
to which there were 138,834 Japanese, 74,954 
Chinese and 45,208 Filipinos. 

Administration: The executive power is vested 
in the President, who is also commander-in-chief 
of the Army and Navy, and of the militia in the 
service of the Union. The Vice-President is ex 
oficio President of the Senate, who, on the death 
or resignation of the President, becomes the Presi 
dent for the remainder of the term. The whole 
legislative power is vested by the Constitution in 
a Congress, consisting of a Senate and House of 
Representatives. The Senate is composed of 96 
Senators, the House of Representatives consisting 
of 435 representatives, besides a delegate from 
Alasaka and from Hawaii, two resident commis: 
sioners from the Philippines, and a resident com- 
missioner from Puerto Rico.

INDUSTRIAL RECOVERY IN THE U.S.A.:

He 
first restored confidence in the banks; next he 
abandoned the gold standard; and then he in- 
augurated a gigantic plan to regenerate trade. The 
Industrial Recovery Act provided for the expendi- 
ture of nearly $3,800,000,000 on public works, and 
empowered the President to regulate commerce, 
prevent over-production, and eliminate uaneee 
competition. Large sums were spent on pu ic 
works and Congress later voted more money, a 
2,000,000 men being added in one year to the 


em ployed, 
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United States foreign trade increased more sub- 
stantially in 1937 than in any other of the five 
years of sustained upward trend from the low 
point in 1932. The value of total trade (exports 
and imports) in 1937 was the largest for any year 
ince 1930. Compared with the values in 1932, 
the depression low, both exports and imports 
howed gains of more than 100% in 1937, but 
the 1937 figures for each were still roughly a 
third below the high values in 1929. 

An increase of 36% over the value in the pre- 
ceding year brought exports, including re-exports, 
to $3,345,000,000 in 1937. A part of this increase 
was accounted for by the higher level of commo- 
dity prices, as the unit value (price) of total 
exports of United States merchandise was 6% 
higher in 1937 than in 1936.

One of Seattle’s charms is that 
metropolitan development with physic 
to the great outdoors of the Pacific Northwest: 
creat forests, threaded by perfect highways — 
mountains which are only a matter of an hour or 
two from sandy beaches—scenery which is un- 
surpassed anywhere in the world. The City is 
heautifully situated on a number of hills, providing 
residential areas with wonderful vistas of lakes, 
islands, salt water bay, channels and inlets, Al- 
most every variety of sport is available throughout 
the year from skiing in mid-winter on the snow 
at Mt. Rainier to mid-summer golf on the numer’ 
ous courses in the city. 

The greatest contributing factors to Seattle’s 
growth as a commercial center and a major world’s 
seaport have been its geographic location, its trans- 
portation systems, and its port. Its harbor is one 
of the few natural habors in the world and is not 
excélled by any in convenience and safety. It has 
two magnificent harbors, a salt water outer harbor 
anda fresh water inner harbor. The outer harbor 
includes Elliott Bay and those portions of Puget 
Sound lying outside Elliot Bay but within the city 
limits. It also includes that part of Shilshole 
Bay below Lake Washington Canal locks. The 
fresh water harbor consists of Lakes Union and 
Washington Canal locks and the Lake Washington 
Canal. Elliott Bay, the main harbor, is a sheltered 
body of very deep water covering a surface area 
of approx. 3,800 acres. Exclusive of local Puget 
Sound steamship and ferry lines, Seattle is the 
home port of 100 shipping companies operating 
vessels to ports in Europe, Africa, North and 
South America, Alaska and the Orient. Of these, 
73 maintain regular sailings and 27 are irregular.

The Pacific Northwest 1S a good market because 
Nature, in shaping the country, made it not only 
attractive to man but highly productive and varied 
in its resources. The widely diversified manufac 
turing activities of Seattle depend to some degree 
upon the natural resources of the Pacific North 
west and Alaska, such as wood working, furniture 
and related industries; processing of agricultural 
and dairy products into foodstuffs; products of 
copper, lead and zinc; paper and pulp; woollen 
textiles; glass ware, glass and fertilizers, ete. 

It is also the major source of the nation’s lumber 
supply. The average annual production of lumber 
for the past ten years is 9,766,931,000 board feet 
valued at approx. $325,000,000. This does not 
include the value of products manufactured from 
lumber or other timber products. 

Just east of the Cascades in the river valleys 
and on the irrigated sections are the wonderful 
fruit lands—apples, pears, peaches, prunes and 
cherries. The Northwest has become the largest 
producer of apples in the nation. Approximately 
34 per cent of the commercial apples and 28 per 
cent of the commercial pears are grown in that 
district. The coastal region is particularly adapted 
to the production of small fruits and berries.

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ACROSS NORTH AMERICA 
ON GREAT NORTHERN RAILWAY--Nature’s Favorite Route 


From the west coast of the United States it is 
approximately 2,000 miles to Chicago, the great 
American railroad center, from which trains 
radiate to every city of any importance. 

Between the west coast and Chicago the Great 
Northern Railway is growing more popular each 
year. President Franklin D. Roosevelt has used 
this railroad twice recently for the long trans- 
continental journey. Other notable world figures 
are found almost daily on the Great Northern 
Railway's fine train, the Empire Builder, while 
traveling between the Far East and Europe or 
America. 

The geography of the Great Northern Railway 
ig very simple. It runs in a fairly straight line 
from the west coast cities of Vancouver in British 
Columbia, Seattle and Tacoma in Washington, 
and Portland in Oregon, to Chicago, by way of 
Spokane and Glacier National Park. The right 
of way attracts engineers from all over the world 
because of the way sharp curves hi been elimi- 
nated, even in the Cascade and Rocky Mountains; 
also because of the gentle grades which make it 
easy for the powerful Great Northern locomotives 
to maintain their running schedules. Great North- 
ern trains cross the Cascade Mountains through 
the longest tunnel in the Western hemisphere— 
Cascade Tunnel, 77/g miles in length, straight as 
a rifle barrel and lined with concrete. Electric 
locomotives draw trains through the Cascades, 
including Cascade Tunnel. Thus, the air in the 
tunnel is as fresh and clean as it 1s outside. 








The route of the Great Northern Railway may 
be truly described as Nature’s Favorite, 7 
follows river valleys and lakes throu 
mountain ranges. The scenery is superb, « 






while the train follows the southert r of 
Glacier National Park in northwest Montana 
Thanks to electrification and oil burning locomo 
tives, the scenery is never obscured by smoke. If 
one is traveling across America between June 15 
and Sept. 15 a stop should be made at Glacier Park

If one is interested in dams, three of the world’s 
largest are located along the Great Northern Rail- 
way: Bonneville near Portland, Grand Coulee 
near Spokane, and Ft. Peck near Glasgow in 
Eastern Montana. 

It is interesting to note that the Great Northern 
Railway crosses the North American mountain 
ranges at their narrowest point in the United 
States, From Everett on Puget Sound—at the 
western side of the Cascades to Glacier Park 
Station, where the railroad emerges from the 
Rockies in Montana, the distance is only 651 train 
miles. The most interesting of this, lying between 
Spokane and Glacier Park, is traveled in daylight 
on the Empire Builder, both eastbound and west- 
bound. 

This famous train is hauled by three kinds of 
locomotives, of which oil burning or electric pull

Galveston, situated at the eastern end of Gal- 
ston Island, a strip of land lying about two miles 
‘eeant from the southeast shores of Texas in the 
sae of Mexico, is the oldest of the Texas ports, 
I 


“ane population of 59,938 in 1930. 
an Port of Galveston, widely known as 
“America’s Port of Quickest Dispatch,” is reputed 
be one of the finest as well as safest harbors in 
ie world. With its 37 piers it can easily accom- 
eae 100 ocean-going vessels simultaneously and 
oH it is the home-port of 69 steamship lines 
lying regularly to 125 world ports. Galveston’s 
; ategic location, 40 minutes from the open sea, 
ae iieat port facilities and long experience have 
a combined in making its port the most con- 
venient and most logical gateway connecting the 
oreat Southwest Empire to every market and source 
on earth. Trunkline railways, airways, highways, 
canals and. motor truck lines provide Galveston 
with a system of interior communication of the 
first order. 

Practically all overseas traffic and about 65% of 
all coastwise traffic is handled over the wharves of 
the Galveston Wharf Company, the bulk of the 
remainder being handled by the Southern Pacific 
Terminal Company. Serving the wharves there 
are 245 miles of standard guage railway tracks. 
The waterfront facilities owned by the two com- 
panies are modern in every respect; concrete 
predominates in the construction of warehouses, 
which are commodious, well ventilated, easily ac- 
cessible and are equipped with every modern 
device for the safety of commodities. There are 
30 warehouses in the waterfront proper providing 
98,793,978 cu. ft. of covered storage space. 

It is the world’s largest sulphur port and exports 
more grain than all other Gulf ports combined. 
The port handles annually about one million tons 
of sulphur and during the past 30 years handled 
560,000,000 bushels of grain, The nation’s largest 
export grain elevator was recently erected by the 
Galveston Wharf Company at a cost of $3,000.,- 
000, This elevator has a 6,000,000 bu. capacity 
and three ships can be loaded simultaneously at 
the rate of 200,000 bu, per hour, The port has 
the distinction of having handled more cotton 
thin any other harbor in the world, Approx. 
sventy million bales of cotton have been exported 
irough Galveston in the past 30 years. The 
“Orage facilities here for cotton are unequaled 
With a total Space available to handle 1,640,000

bales without tiering. 

The value of commodities imported into the 
port of Galveston during 1935 amounted to $7,- 
132,034, the chief articles of imports being sugar 
($2,966,611 in 1935), bananas ($1,483,248) and 
corn ($971,658). Merchandise exported in foreign 
trade from the port during the same year amounted 
in value to $102 872,389, which comprised chiefly 
Taw cotton ($82,641,527), crude and refined 
sulphur ($4,641,034), copper ore ($3,364,538). 
The principal export cargo consists mainly of 
cotton, grain, flour, cottonseed cake and meal, 
rice and sulphur, while its major imports are: raw 
Sugar, bananas, jute bagging and a large variety 
of miscellaneous items. 

Galveston is forging ahead in every kind of 
pursuit. Thriving industries in the city furnish 
employment to thousands. The port and asso- 
ciated industries, home offices of insurance com- 
Panies, financial institutions and mercantile estab- 
lishments are colossal factories in Galveston’s 
business life. The products of its 76 manufactur- 
ing concerns are distributed far and wide. 
Industrial plants of national fame have their 
headquarters here and the praises of the resorts 
are being sung in all parts of the nation. 

The tropical foliage which lines Galveston’s 
streets literally transforms the city into a garden 
of flowers. Palms and oleanders predominate, 
and Galveston is known the country over as “The 
Oleander City.” Some of the special places of 
interest are as follows: The Galveston Marine 
Museum, located at 25th Street and Avenue 1, 
has outstanding exhibits of fish, shells, birds, and 
miscellaneous natural history specimens. Menard 
Park is equipped with a battery of tennis courts 
and miscellaneous equipment. The Rosenberg 
Library has a collection of over 85,000 volumes and 
the Texas Historical Collection ranks the finest in 
the State. Three fine golf courses, the Galveston 
Municipal Course, the Bay Shore Golf Club and 
the Galveston Country Club, leave nothing lacking 
for the golf enthusiast.

New Orleans, with a population of 486,000 in 
1937 and forming the gateway to the vast Missi- 
dpi Valley, is located on both banks of the 
MississipP! River, some 110 miles from the Gulf 
of Mey ‘last great Crescent Bend before he 
empties his muddy torrent into the Gulf of Mexico, 
the Old Man River reaches his most majestic and 
active phase.as he forms the magnificent Port of 
New Orleans which is a most up-to-date harbor 
equipped with. extensive facilities © for world, 
coastwise and inland waterway commerce. It is 
the ocean terminus for about 100 steamship lines, 
whose service radiate to every part of the world. 
The port is served by ten trunkline railways which 
ramify into every corner of the country, and by 
the world’s greatest inland navigable waterway, 
the Mississippi River system, which reaches to 
Pittsburgh in the East, to St. Louis in the North, 
and to St. Paul; Minneapolis in the West—and 
which soon will reach Kansas City and Chicago. 
The “Seatrain” services are regularly plying be- 
tween the Ports of New Orleans and Havana, Cuba 
and New York. Large excursion steamers provide 
delightful tours of the immense Harbor, and 
several of: the railways offer trips to charming 
spots near the city. 

The principal commodities moving through the 
Port consists mainly of non-metallic minerals, 
vegetable food products, wood and paper, textiles, 
ores, metals, chemicals, other vegetable products, 
animals and animal products, etc. Normally, the 
harbor handles more foreign commerce than any 
port of the United States, with the exception of 
New York. The foreign trade of New Orleans 
has, normally, a value of several hundred million 
dollars annually. During 1934, 4,646 vessels 
aggregating 20,421,008 gross tons engaged in 
foreign and coastwise trade arrived at and departed 
from the Port. 

A large number of nationally important indus’ 
tries have their centers of operations in or near 
New Orleans, In point of value cane sugar refin- 
ing leads the 900 products made here, with a 
normal total of more than $52,000,000; followed 
by textile bags and bagging, alcohol, petroleum 
refining, celotex, cottonseed products, food pro- 
ducts, coffee roasting, clothing, cotton mill pro- 
Ucts, tobacco products, flavoring extracts, rice 
cleaning, lumber, fertilizer, roofing, twine, con- 


tainers, ship, boat and barge building, cooperage,

New Orleans is provided with many sightseeing 
places. Audubon and City Parks are beauty 
spots. Their characteristic features lie in their 
golf links which are open the year round, their 
artificial lakes, their flower beds, moss-hung live 
oaks, and avenues of palms. Shushan Airport, 
built on 300 acres of man-made land, extending 
out into beautiful Lake Pontchartrain, is an out- 
standing symbol of modern art and efficiency in 
aeronautic terminals. Canal Street, the famous 
dividing line between the Old City and the New, 


‘is 171 ft. wide and beautifully paved with terrazzo 


marble costing $3,500,000. 

Sights of historic and general interest also sur- 
round New Orleans.

Nearly half a century of hard planning and 
toil lies behind the new $13,000,000 Mississippi 
River Bridge that now spans the waterway 315 
miles above New Orleans, a fitting monument of 
steel and stone to “America’s Most Interesting 
City.” A combination railroad and highway span, 
this bridge will be used by the Southern Pacific 
Co. to save at least an hour of precious time 
getting into and away from New Orleans, replac- 
ing the world’s largest train ferry.

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Chicago, with a population in excess of 3,500,- 
000 inhabitants and over 5,000,000 in the Metro- 
‘olitan District, is beautifully located on the shore 
of Lake Michigan very close to the great centers 
; manufacture and agriculture of the nation. 
oe city, occupying a strategic situation as a 
center of nation-wide commerce, ‘grew rapidly in 
an era Ob trafic moving eastward from the great 
central plains of the Mississippi Valley with the 
Atlantic seaboard as the ultimate terminus. Chi- 
cago is one of the greatest railway centers in the 
world. Over 40 separate railroads serve the city, 
having a total of 135,000 miles of lines (over half 
of the mileage of all U. S. railways). There are 
2,450 freight trains operated between points within 
the city limits daily, for a total mileage of 28,900. 

The Municipal Airport is one of the finest air 
terminals in the world. Fifteen air transport 
services of mail, passenger, and express are ope’ 
tated by nine companies whose planes are daily 
flying 45,918 miles or 40% of the 111,000 miles 
flown daily in the United States. In Chicago, 
more scheduled air transport services are available 
than at any other city in the United © States. 
Eighty two planes arrive and depart every twenty 
four hours on schedule. The supervisor of the air- 
port reported that in 1930 there were 58,688 land- 
ings and takeoffs, a monthly average of 4,890: 
62,456 passengers carried, a monthly average of 
5,200; 34,834 air express carried; 331,459 visitors 

to the airport. 

In addition, Chicago is a port of entry, 
with excellent dock accommodations where 
vessels plying in foreign commerce are a 
familiar sight. Over 2,000 Chicago companies 
engage in foreign trade, leading export items being 
food products, agricultural implements, radios, 
electrical equipment, office appliances, mining 
machinery, etc. Millions of dollars worth of 
imported merchandise are marketed in Chicago 
annually. Further, according to the estimate of 
the U. S. Department of Commerce, one-half of 
the exports of the United States originate in the 
Chicago trade ‘territory, and a like percentage of 
Imports are consumed-in the same area, 

On State Street and adjoining streets are found 
the largest and best known department stores in 
the world, some of them covering almost an entire 
square. A day spent in the stores will demon- 
strate what a great retail buying center Chicago 
really is, The total retail, wholesale and manu- 


facturing volume of the Chicago district exceeds 
$13 billion annually, the annual retail trade amount- 
ing to $2.5 billion. Fashion shows. special 
exhibits, displaying the season’s newest in all lines, 
are regular everyday events. It is the greatest 
retail dry goods section in the world. _ ; 

A visit should be made to one of Chicago's 46 
great manufacturing districts, such as the Clear- 
ing, Industrial or the Central Manufacturing Dis- 
tricts. Admirable facilities are at the service of 
the manufacturers—an underground freight tunnel 
61 miles in length, electrically operated and con: 
necting railway freight stations, sixty factories, 
warehouses, stores, and office buildings; Package 
Car Service with its 3,000 cars leaving Chicago 
daily to about 2,000 points in 48 States—these and 
other facilities of transportation in Chicago are 
fully occupied in its gigantic industry and com- 
merce. 

There are many places of general interest in 
Chicago, among which the most noted include: 
The Field Museum of Natural History, containing 
exhibits of Anthropology, Botany, Geology and 
Zoology, valued at over $50,000,000. The Art 
Institute of Chicago, established in 1866, contains 
a large collection of paintings, sculpture, prints, 
etchings and objets d'art, and the Museum of 
Science and Industry depicting the story of the 
Machine Age. The John G. Shedd Aquarium 
contains a collection of fish from all parts of the 
world. The 132 exhibition tanks of the Aquarium 
contain about 10,000 fish representing 345 species. 
The Adler Planetarium, an astronomical museum, 
is the only planetarium in the Western Hemis- 
phere. Randolph Street is a blaze of lights at 
night. Show signs with stage characters of 
national and international reputation, movie idols, 
restaurants, dance palaces, recreation centers, all 
strive to gain your attention. Lincoln Park, ex- 
tending along the Lake shore from N. Ave. to 
Diversey Pkwy., contains a 200, aviary, aquarium, 
Academy of Science, conservatory, Chicago His- 
torical Society, and many other attractions.

Latona Fountain in the Garden of Versailles. 
Riverview, at Belmont and W. Avenues, and White 
City, at 63rd and S. Park Avenues, present such 
attractions as “speed rides,’ merry-go-rounds, 
scenic railway, shows of all kinds, dancing, skat- 
ing, boxing, fun house, in fact. everything that 
might be considered amusing to the public.

Chesapeake and Delaware Canal, connecting the 
Chesapeake and Delaware Bays, and greatly reduc- 
ing the distance between Baltimore and the sea, 
as well as between Baltimore, Philadelphia, New 
York and Boston, was opened to large vessel trafic 
in 1937. Modern shipbuilding and repair yards 
are scattered along the shoreline. Great water- 
front industrial plants connected with steel, sugar, 
petroleum, copper, tin, spices, chemical fertilizers, 
canning, airplane manufacturing as well as many 
other lines of business give testimony to the im- 
portance of Baltimore as a seacoast manufacturing 
center. The city has more than 2,100 manufactur- 
ing products totaling in value annually approx. 
$800.000,000. 

Baltimore ranked as fourth port of the United 
States in the volume of foreign trade cargo handled 
during the year 1935. A total of 4,356,000 long 
tons of export and import cargo were handled at 
this Port during the same year, showing an increase 
of about 21% over the foreign trade. Baltimore 
was outranked by New York, Los Angeles and 
Philadelphia, these ports having respectively 18,- 
310000 tons, 5,100,000 tons, and 4.749.000 tons 
of foreign trade cargo. Baltimore was followed in 
ranking by New Orleans with 4,110,000 tons of 
exports and imports, which in turn was trailed by 
Houston, San Francisco, Port Arthur, Boston and 
Norfolk in volume of overseas business.

Furthermore, Baltimore will be one of the 
Atlantic terminals of the new trans-Atlantic air 
service soon to. be started, and a ten-acre section 
of the new airport has been leased to Beare 
Airways as a major sea-plane base. Here at Ba 
more was built the “China Clipper’ for the trans 
Pacific air service of the Pan-American Airways. 
From the picturesque hilltop of Federal Hill 
Park can be seen the city’s beautiful skyline. 
Baltimore is for the most part a cluster of flat- 
roofed dwellings hugging the two branches of the 
Patapsco River. Around the winding spore 
are miles upon miles of wharves, factories an 
railway terminals. A short distance inland are 
towering centers of the city’s finance. Then, sur- 
rounding these lies a sea of homes studded here 
and there with green islands of parks or public 
squares, or with the domes and spires of churches, 
museums and institutions of learning. : 
The territory surrounding Baltimore is rich in 
historic interest and nature’s beauties. The leading 
points of interest in Baltimore are: City Hall 
Plaza, the municipal center; the imposing War 
Memorial Building, facing the City Hall! on the 
east: Municipal Museum noted for its paintings 
and bronzes, the building itself being an archi 
tectural gem; Washington Monument, in quaint 
Mt. Wernon Place, the first public monument 
erected by any city or state in memory of George 
Washington. Battle Monument, erected more than 
100 years ago in commemoration of the victories 
at the Battle of Baltimore (North Point) and in 
the attack on Fort McHenry in 1814. Walter Art 
Gallery, which was bequested to the city of Balti- 
more by Henry Walter, contains one of the finest 
private collections in the world. Druid Hill Park, 
of 800 acres, noted for its Druid lore and varied 
natural beauty. Courthouse, contains picturesque 
murah paintings depicting the ‘early history of 
the city and State. Westminster Presbyterian 
Church, contains the remains of Edgar Allan Poe, 
poet and writer, and author of “The Raven.” Shot 
Tower (erected 1828) is the only one of its kind 
in the United States. Johns Hopkins University, 
Hospital and Medical School, considered the 
Nation’s finest medical group. Southeast across 
the harbor is Fort McHenry, birthplace of the 
“Star-Spangled Banner.”

The traffic in coal, oil, sugar and grain has grown 
to heavy proportions. The export and import 
yalues in one year approximates $800,000,000, and 
the net registered tonnage of vessels which pass 
in and out of the Port of Philadelphia annually 
i suficient to more than 40,000,000 tons of freight. 

The city, covering an area of 129 sq. miles, 
stretches along the Delaware River for nearly 25 
miles and then extends westward and northward. 
Railway facilities are most modern and over the 
tracks operate the “crack” trains of the three lines, 
all of which have direct connections with the 
Transcontinental, Southern, New England. and 
Canadian roads. The Delaware River Bridge, one 
of the largest suspension bridges in the world, has 
been thrown across the Delaware River so as to 
connect the business section of this city with 
Camden. 

The production of manufactured goods in and 
about Philadelphia. has an annual value of more 
than one billion dollars. The City leads in the 
production of steel ships, street cars, various lines 
of hardware, storage batteries, leather, textiles, 
cigars, dental instruments, talking machines, 
carpets, bone buttons, hosiery, saws, felt hats, etc. 
There are about 7.000 factories, having an aggre- 
pate payroll of $457,000 000, exclusive of salaried 
employees, and producing more than two and a 
half billion dollars worth of products annually, 
ie Philadelphia area there are a total of 
ae of which the most important com- 

ally is the Central Airport of Camden, N. IF 
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at the eastern terminus of the Philadelphia-Camden 
Delaware River Bridge. Insofar. as passenger 
traffic is concerned, flying time from Philadelphia 
to the west coast has been cut to 17 hours, while 
express shipments of merchandise are on a similar 
schedule. 

The City has no tenement houses, and the 
residential districts are beautifully laid out, with 
ample trees, grassy lawns and open spaces. In 
beautifying the City, great parkways and boule- 
vards have been cut through the city. The most 
noted of these, the Parkway, carries the justly 
famous Fairmount Park, 3,597 acres, the. largest 
municipal park in the world, right down to the 
center of the city. This broad avenue, lined with 
stately structures, such as the Public Library, the 
Rodin Museum, Franklin Memorial and Franklin 
Institute Museum, and dominated at its end by 
the finest Art Gallery in the world, has no equal 
outside of Paris. 

Philadelphia is dotted with points of unusual 
interest to visitors. Among these are the follow- 
ing:—The City Hall, with a tower 547 ft. high, 
the Zoological Gardens, Grant’s Cabin, Port Rich- 
mond Grain Elevator, capacity 2,500.000 bushels; 
Grave of Benjamin Franklin, Penn Treaty Park, 
Valley Forge, Edgar Allan Poe House, Morris 
House, etc. Some of the famous educational in- 
stitutions in and about the city are University of 
Pennsylvania, Temple University, etc. All about 
the city. still, are faithfully preserved the build- 
ings, grounds and appurtenances of the early 
colonial days, the shrine of American historv and 
liberty, Independence Hall, wherein the Liberty 
Bell reposes, and within whose hallowed walls the 
Declaration of Independence and the Constitution 
of the United States were drawn and signed. 

There are over 30 fine hotels and ten great 
department stores in the Citv, including Wana- 
makers and Sears, Roebuck & Co. Every kind 
of amateur and professional sport is to be found 
in Philadelphia, and every means of recreation. 
Moreover, Philadelphia occupies a unique position 
in being celebrated for a wide variety of foods and 
dishes, such as Philadelphia cinnamon buns, Phila- 
delphia scrapple, Philadelphia pepperpot. canon, 
sauabs, and mush; Delaware shad. Philadelphia 
cream cheese, etc. In the center of the city will 
be found many restaurants of an unusual type. 
Some specialize in seafood, such as oysters. Along 
Locust and Camac Streets will be found restaurants 
of the Bohemian type. 
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Boston, located at the head of NisseeChusetts 
Bay, is the capital of the State of SRS O UEC 
is well as the largest city and principal shipping 
center in the New England States. 

The real Boston is not, as the census reports 

licate, merely a single large city with a popula- 
Le of 817,713 in 1935, but a metropolis of over 
* 300,000 made up of some 80 separate municipali- 
Hes and towns clustered within a radius of about 
30 miles of the State House at Boston. Growing 
in population and industrial importance every year, 
Metropolitan Boston is today one of the ‘great 
centers of human activity. Its future is brilliant 
with possibilities for unlimited expansinn. 

The Harbor of Boston consists of two parts 
as the Inner and Outer Harbor, which is one of 
the finest natural anchorages on the Atlantic Coast. 
The port covers an area of 47 square miles and 
2 waterfrontage of more than 140 miles. There 
are over 200 wharves in the port. In its equip- 
ment of modern piers, docks and warehouses, it 
stands well to the front among the great ports of 
the world. The Commonwealth Pier, one of the 
finest in the world, is 1,200 ft. long by 400 ft. 
wide, and provides berthing space for five 600-foot 
ocean-going vessels at the same time. 

Among Boston’s leading imports are fruits, nuts, 
gunnies, jute, hemp, cotton, textiles, coffee, coal, 
hides and skins, pig iron, steel, lumber, rubber, 
sugar, wool, etc.; while her exports are grain, flour, 
cotton waste, textiles, fertilizers, apples, lard and 
tallow, leather and its manufactures, machinery, 
paper and its manufactures, etc. Boston ranks 
second among the country’s importing cities and 
a substantial volume. of exports as well moves 
through its port yearly. The total volume of all 
foreign trade in 1935 was in excess of $120,000,- 
000, 

Metropolitan Boston is among America’s richest 
communities and the natural center for the manu- 
facturing and trading interests of New England, 
one of the great industrial regions of the world. 
In 4.800 factories products to the value of $1,344.- 
000.000 are manufactured annually, Nearly 
$1,000,000.000 of capital is employed in the in 
dustries of the district. It is the shoe and leather 
center of the world: the greatest wool market 
of the United States; the headquarters of cotton 
manufacturing; one of the three great rubber 
manufacturing centers of the United States, pro- 
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i 0 of er shoes ¢ carly 259h 
ducing 44% of the rubber shoes and nearly 


of ail the rubber products manufactured in the 
United States; it is also the greatest fishing port 
in the nation, 307,371,962 Ibs. of fish, vanes 
$7,732,742, being landed in 1935. The 0 
fisheries above totaled 70,764,092 Ibs. valued at 
$1,798.072 during the same year. 


To attempt to define the retail shopping center 
of Boston is almost an impossibility. There are, 
of course, large department stores, small shops, 
famed book-stores, quaint jewelry and souvenir 
places; but in a general way, it may he said that 
the corner of Washington and Summer Streets is 
the heart of the shopping district. Normally the 
retail trade volume of this area is in excess of 
$1.200,000,000. Still farther north are the delight- 
ful shops which lie in Boylston and Tremont 
Streets. 

The city is one of the first educational centers 
of the world. In the Metropolitan Area there 
are more than 200 universities, colleges, normal and 
technical schools, music and art institutions. etc. 
Among them are Harvard University, Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, Boston Uni- 
versity, Wellesley College, New England Conser- 
vatory of Musie,-etc. 

Points of special interest in Boston include the 
Bunker Hill Monument; Franklin Park: Museum 
of Fine Arts. Huntington Ave., Museum of Natural 
History, Old Granary Burying Ground—where 
most of the personages of historic Boston are 
interred—Old Iron-sides, “U. S. Frigate Constitu- 
tion,” launched in Boston, 1797, now at the Boston 
Navy Yard; Boston Massacre—the site of the riot 
between a mob of towns-people and the British 
guard, March 5, 1770; Boston Public Library; 
“Boston Tea Party,” Dec. 16, 1770—site marked 
by a tablet. Arnold Arboretum and Museum; 
Boston Common, in which is the famous “Frog 
Pond.” Soldiers’ Monument, which crowns Flag- 
staff Hill, ete. 

No trip to New England is complete unless it 
includes a visit by motor to that section of Massa’ 
chusetts.. south of Boston, known as the Old Ply- 
mouth Colony. This historical tour to the Cradle 
of Infant New England and through a region 
where still dwell the descendants of the Pilgrim 
Fathers who first landed on Plymouth Rock in 


1620 and laid the foundations upon which the 
United States was built.

~The Port of New York is the largest, most 
up-to-date, and best known harbor in the world. 
There are over 500 steamship piers, 250. of which 
are capable of accommodating ocean-going ships. 
Piers range 10 length from 400 to 1,700 feet and 
in width from 75 to 275 feet. The more modern 
xiers ate doubledecked and equipped with cargo 
masts, winches, elevators, baggage conveyors, and 
fre sprinkler systems. Freight can be delivered 
in railway freight cars to 85 steamship piers in 
the harbor. About 7,000 vessels annually enter 
and clear the Port in foreign commerce, and possi- 
bly nearly so many more in coastwise service. 
There are about 200 companies operating ships in 
and out of the Port of New York. In foreign 
service there are 104 lines operating 160 foreign 
services. The foreign trade of New York for the 
year ending June, 1934, amounted to approximately 
$800,000,000 in imports and $653,000,000 in ex- 
ports. From the Port of New York radiate twelve 
lines of railroad operating 32,000 miles of main 
track, connecting with all of the 250,000 miles of 
trackage in the United States. An outstanding 
feature of the Port of New York is its division into 
separate sections by the harbor waters. This has 
proved both a blessing and a handicap. But from 
a transportation point of view the waters are a 
handicap, and the most elaborate facilities have 
been required to overcome it. This has been 
accomplished in part by a carfloat and lighterage 
system which involves a gigantic fleet of carfloats, 
lighters and tugs busily engaged in transporting 
freight between the various railroad terminals and 
points of delivery throughout the port area. In 
this sense the harbor waters have been referred to 
as the equivalent of a belt line railroad, because 
the shifting of carfloats and lighters around the 
harbor is not unlike the switching of railroad cars 
in other areas.

Skyscrapers are a feature 
skyline and a number of business 
and hotels rise to over 500 ft., having 
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30 or more stories, and three or four, notably the 
Empire State, Chrysler, the Bank of Manhattan 
and Woolworth Buildings, have over 6V stories, 
the tallest —Empire State Building with 102 
stories, attaining a height of 1,248 feet The 
city’s hotels and apartment houses are peerless in 
size and appointment; and each year witnesses 
their development. The superb mansions of 
Upper-Fifth Avenue and Riverside Drives are the 
most luxurious of man’s dwellings. 

Wall Street, which together with Broad Street 
is the home of American finance. On Wall Street 
is located the New York Stock Exchange, one of 
the first in the world in stock and share transac- 
tions. The Bankers’ Trust Company Building, 
noted for its vast size and interior decorations, the 
United States Sub-Treasury, and other big build- 
ings are found on this street. Manhattan Square, 
which is the business center, is built up of large 
and imposing modern buildings in the southern 
section. Broadway, running from Battery Park 
to Yonkers, is the most important business street 
of the City, running all the way to Albany. a 
distance of 150 miles. Among the principal build- 
ings lying on it or in close proximity are the 
Customs House, the Produce Exchange, the Cunard 
White Star Building; and the Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s Building, together with other larger struc- 
tures, such as banks, newspaper ofhces and com- 
mercial houses. Madison Square and Union Square 
are located on Broadway. In the former rises 
the Metropolitan Tower (700 ft.) famous for its 
architecture. The clock on the tower is noted 
for its huge size. In the latter stand the statues 
of George Washington, Abraham Lincoln, and 
Lafayette, while extending from Washington 
Square to the end of Manhattan Island, is Fifth 
Avenue, the center of all the luxury and amuse’ 
ment that money can buy, and it presents a greater 
concentration of life in small space than any other 
city. Here also is the New York Public Library, 
built of white marble, with an expenditure of 
$9,000,000, containing 1,500 000 volumes, and 
capable of accommodating 2,500 people. The 
George Washington Bridge, connecting 179th 
Street, New York City with Fort Lee, New Jersey, 
is one of the outstanding points around the City, 
and visitors, pedestrians as well as motorists find 
the magnificent views from the Bridge of the 
Hudson River valley, with its historic Palisades on 
one and the Manhattan skyline on the other, most 
interesting. 
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With nearly two and one half miles of frontage on upper New York

Among the most notable sights of New York are 
the Statue of Liberty standing on Bedloes Island, 
which is 134 miles off in front of Battery Park. 
The famous French sculptor, August Batholdi, 
completed the statue which is 305 ft. 6 in. high 
from base to torch, in 1886. Central Park, which 
contains the Egyptian Obelisk, is by far the most 
beautiful of New York’s parks, occupying an area 
of 862 acres. Battery Park, lying at the southern 
end of Manhattan Island, contains the Aquarium 
which is said to be the greatest in the world with 
practically every variety of fish. New York 
Zoological Park, occupying 264 acres in South 
Bronx Park, is in every respect considered the 
foremost institution of its kind in the world. 
Rockefeller Center, located in the heart of the 
City and occupying 12 acres, is the largest building 
project ever undertaken at one time by private 
capital. The present Rockefeller Center plan 
in¢ludes twelve buildings.

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Situation & Area: The Hawaiian Islands, for- 
merly known as the Sandwich Islands, lying at 
the “Crossroads of the Pacific,” extend for 1,500 
miles diagonally across the Pacific from tiny Ocean 
Island on the N. W. to the Island of Hawaii on 
the S. E. The islands of the main group, however, 
are all encompassed in a 400-mile chain with a 
combined land area of about 6,400 sq. miles. Of 
the group of 8 major and 12 or more minor moun- 
tainous islands which constitute the Territory of 
Hawaii, the four principal inhabited islands are 
Oahu (598 sq. m.) on which is located Honolulu, 
Kauai (947 sq. m.), Maui (728 sq. m), and the 
Island of Hawaii (4,015 sq. m.), the latter, known 
as the “Big” or “Scenic Isle” lending its name to 
the entire Territory. 

Climate: Trade winds give the Islands a cool 
and equable climate. It has never been hotter 
than 88 degrees, nor colder than 56 degrees in 
Honolulu since the establishment of the U. S. 
Weather Bureau Station in 1904. These are 
absolute extremes—not averages, It is only slightly 
warmer during the months of June, July, August, 
September and October. There is no season of 
heavy rains, although the rainfall is a little heavier 
during the winter months. Honolulu’s average 
relative humidity is 6914%. 

Population: — Estimated population, June 30, 
1937, was 396,715, of which 310,956 were WES: 
citizens and 85,759 non-citizens. The City and 
County of Honolulu had. 218.807 inhabitants in 
the same year; Hawaii, 78,489: Kalawao, 524: 
Kauai, 38,295; Maui, 60,600. 

Administration: The Hawaiian Islands, at their 
own request, were annexed to the United States in 
1898. Hawaii is an integral part of the United 
States, a de facto territory, not a “colony” or a 
possession.” The President of the United States 
appoints the Governor and Secretary of the Ter- 
ritory, who must be residents of the

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fund reached $13,242,666 and expenditures, $12,- 
021,679. Revenue is derived mainly from taxation 
of real and personal property, income and in- 
heritance taxes, licences, land sales and leases, 
waterworks and road, school and poll taxes. 
Religion & Education: Religious faith in the 
Islands being free, there is almost every conceivable 
religion here. The majority of the Hawaiians, 
however, are Christians. Elementary education is 
free. In 1936 there were 184 public schools with 
85,006 pupils; 86 private schools with 14,441 
pupils. The University of Hawaii, founded in 
1907, has a highly trained faculty headed by Pre- 
sident David L. Crawford. There were 140 
instructors and 3,256 students in 1936 (incl. part- 
time summer session and extension students). 
Communications: Fast, modern passenger steam- 
ers, affording first and cabin class accommoda- 
tions, leave frequently for Hawaii from the 
ports of San Francisco and Los Angeles, and 
Vancouver, B. C., making the crossing in 4 or 5 
days. Likewise, frequent steamship services are 
maintained between Honolulu and Auckland, N. 
Z.; Sydney, Australia; Manila, P. L.: Hong Kong 
and Shanghai, China; and Yokohama, Japan. The 
steamer trip from Honolulu to Auckland may be 
made in 12 days; from Honolulu to Yokohama in 
8 days. During the calendar year 1936, 1227 
overseas vessels of 10,628,338 tons entered ports 
of the Islands. Communication between the 
islands is conveniently served by the Inter-Island 
Steam Navigation Co., Ltd. with its 16 steamers. 
Sikorsky Amphibian planes (16 passenger) of the 
Inter-Island Airways, Ltd. maintain daily service 
between Honolulu and the outlying islands of the 
group. There are also cable services. Honolulu 
has two radio broadcasting stations, and Hilo, on 
Hawaii Island, has one. Very efficient wireless 
telegraph and cable services keep Hawaii in con- 
stant touch with all parts of the world. Radio 
telephone service is available between the principal 
islands, United States, South America, Japan, 
Europe and to all other points. The railways on 
the Islands total about 1,038 miles in length, 
including 667 miles of plantation railways. Auto- 
mobile. registrations in 1936 by islands: Oahu, 
34,970; Hawaii, 7,658: Maui, 6,663; Kauai, 4.762.

deposits, which totalled $89,162,797.50 for the 
calender year 1937 in the 30 banks throughout the 
Islands. Of this $31,778,954.13 were commercial 
deposits, and $57,383,843.37, savings deposits. 

SUGAR: The soil and climate in Hawaii are best 
suited for the cultivation of sugar-cane, and its 
production is the largest industry of the Territory. 
At present the sugar grown in Hawaii constitutes 
about 3.25% of the total world production, includ- 

ing both cane and beet sugar. The development 
of the sugar industry for the past forty years in 
the Islands has had an amazing record. A trip, 
for instance, around the Island of Oahu a little 
over 40 years ago would have revealed a very 
different world. Over the Pali to Kaneohe or in 
the new beautiful residential districts of Nuuanu 
and Manoa Valleys, quaint old sugar mills were 
operating. They were driven by horses, oxen or 
water-power and one stick of cane at a time was 
fed through their upright wooden rollers. Com- 
pare this rustic scene with the bustling industry of 
today. Large mills are grinding thousands of tons 
of sugar-cane daily. 

Each sugar plantation in the Islands forms a 
complete community, with all the elements that 
go to make community life wholesome, interesting 
and beautiful for the employees of the plantation; 
it is an active and productive community made up 
of members from many trades and professions, 
whose efforts all co-operate in this greatest industry 
of Hawaii. The yield of sugar is about 614 tons 
per acre on an average, which is greater than any 
other country. The irrigated land yields 70% 
more than the unirrigated. In 1936 the Hawaiian 
sugar crop yielded 1,088,144 tons valued at 
$76,000,000. 

PINEAPPLES: The pineapple industry, Ha- 
waii’s second industry, has just completed another 
year of success in 1938. The number of 1,400 
employees was increased to about 35,000 men, 
women and students over sixteen years of age, 


during the summer harvest season. The Hawaiian 
Pineapple Company grows and packs 4PProx, one- 
third of the pineapple produced in Hawaij. It 
operates the largest pineapple cannery in the world 
and has a larger daily output than any other single 
fruit packing establishment and Is recognized as q 
leader in its field. The Islands’ pineapple industry 
experienced unquestionably the best year in its 
history in 1936-37, shipping and selling about 
20,000,000 cases of fruit and juice, with an esti- 
mated value of nearly $60,000,000. 

COFFEE: The coffee plantations (all jn the 
Kona district on the western coast of Hawai 
Island) cover approx. 5,553 acres. Ninety-five per 
cent of this coffee is shipped out of the Territory 
for blending purposes. The Territory’s coffee pro- 
duction for 1937 amounted to 9,046,589 lbs. 
valued at $977,000. 

TOURIST INDUSTRY: Entertaining visitors 
to Hawaii has reached the status of an industry— 
the “third industry” of the Islands. The growth of 
this enterprise, which has meant the steady im- 
provement of vacation traffic, has been fostered by 
the Hawaii Tourist Bureau—a pioneer community 
promotion organization in the Pacific area. Tourists 
visiting the Islands during 1937 totaled 53,938, 
compared with 50,141 for the previous year, with 
vacationists numbering 21,987 additional. The 
amount of outside money brought into the Terri- 
tory by tourists is estimated to have reached 
$9,723,390 in 1937. 

LIVE-STOCK: The live-stock industry of 
Hawaii now constitutes a vital factor in the wealth 
of the Islands. There are 41 beef cattle ranches 
of importance in the Islands, containing approx. 
118,000 heads of cattle, and smaller ranches 
number 39 with about 50,000 heads of cattle. The 
Islands boast the distinction of numbering in their 
ranches the largest herd of Hereford cattle in the 
world. For supplies of fresh meat and fresh milk, 
the Islands are nearly self-sufficient, but considera- 
ble quantities of butter, cheese, canned and 
powdered milk, hams, sausages, and preserved milk 
are shipped in annually. 

MANUFACTURES: No great importance has 
as yet been attained in the manufacturing industry 
of the Islands, all interests having been given to 
agriculture and such manufacturing processes as are 
necessary in the preparation of crops for the 
market. During recent years, Hawaiian leaders 
have been urging the development of such manu 
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canned. The motive is to provide employment to 
educated young men and women of Hawaii, who 


emigrate annually to the mainland for want of 


suitable employment on the Islands, 


Foreign Trade Summarized 


For the calendar year 1936 the overseas trade 
of Hawaii amounted in value to $127,176,805 
in exports and $92,462,979 in imports, as compared 
with the 1935 figures of $100,033,996 and $84.- 
553,972 respectively. The favorable balance of 
bade showed an increase of $24,712,826 in 
contrast to $15,480,024 for the previous year, 


Hawaii trades mostly with the continental 
United States and what little Overseas trade she 
carries on does not amount to much when com- 
pared with the main Island. Shipments from the 
Islands to the United States for the 1936-37 fiscal 
year reached $123,706,000 ($115,168,000 in 1935=— 
36), and the shipments from the United States to 
the Islands totaled $95,075,000 ($84,858,000 in 


1935-36), enjoying a favorable trade balance of 
$28,621,000 ($30,310,000 in 1935 36). 

The most important articles of exports are sugar 
and pineapples, which, during the 1936-37 fiscal 
year, accounted for approx. $103,000,000 as com- 
pared with $100,000,000 for the previous fiscal 
year. The next largest items of shipments were 
pineapple juice, paper and manufactures, molasses, 
coffee, canned fish, etc.; while the principal im- 
ports were iron and manufactures, petroleum and 
products, automobiles and other vehicles, grains 
and preparations, paper and manufactures, wood 
and manufactures, ete.

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Honolulu, situated on the leeward side of Oahu, 
the third largest island of the Hawatian Group, 
is the capital of the Territory of Hawaii, with a 
population of 147,450 inhabitants. vie 

Being at the “Crossroads of the Pacific,” Hono- 
julu is proud of its unparalleled traffic facilities to 
the world at large. The inauguration of a Trans- 
Pacific “Clipper” airplane service to the mainland 
and the Orient has made Honolulu at last the 
hub of Pacific communication coupled with its 
flourishing regular steamer services. An average 
of four passenger liners arrive in Honolulu from 
western U. S. ports, weekly from Canada and 
approx. seven liners monthly from the Orient. 
And then, fortnightly, Honolulu welcomes one 
of the big liners in the regular service from 
Australia, New Zealand and the South Seas. In 
addition to these modern services, the round-the’ 
world cruisers and other ships visiting the Islands 
make it possible for the Hawaiians to_boast that 
“Every 23144 hours a steamer sails for Hawaii 
from one of the Pacific ports.” Honolulu is also 
the center for the regular inter-island steamer and 
airplane services. 


Honolulu is a cosmopolitan city with a great 
deal of the bustle of a western American com- 
munity, placed in a most exquisite setting, and 
favored with nature’s finest verdure. It has a 
healthful and equable climate, many comforts, 
public utilities, and services of modern American 
city life, but more than that and infinitely more 
appealing, the spell of Southern seas and several 
broad hints of the Orient. With its frontage of 
sandy beachés and its background of verdant hills 
and valleys blanketed with pineapple and cane- 
fields in their lower reaches, Honolulu is, indeed, 
one of the most picturesque cities of the Pacific. 
Varieties of trees are found here in abundance, 
golden shower trees and the / frican tulip trees 
being especially vivid in May and June. The 
splendor of Bougainvillaea can also be seen all 
through the year, An efficient city planning com 
mission is giving careful thought to improving her

one of the most colorful sections of the Territory. 
Tropical Snow is found on the summit of eae: 
Kea (White Mountain) and Mauna Loa (Long 
Mountain), two of the tallest in the Pacific, 
13,825 and 13,675 feet respectively. 
HAWAII NATIONAL PARK: Kilauea, a 
friendly volcano, is the main attraction of this 
section of the National Park. Activity in its 
firepit, Halemaumau (home of Hawaiian fire god- 
dess Pele; 800 feet deep), is considered a good 
omen by the Hawatians, and is a spectacle that 
attracts residents from the other islands as well 
as thrill-seekers from all parts of the globe. From 
Park headquarters or the hotel, you can go right 
down to the edge of this firepit by auto or by 
hiking (World’s Weirdest Walk) over the 
hardened lava seat of the main crater. Another 
good observation point is from the Uwekahuna 
Bluff Museum. An exciting trip in the Park is 
the Chain of (nine) Craters drive through fern 
forests, by lava tubes and at one place over a 
steaming highway. Mauna Loa’s summit crater, 
Mokuaweoweo, is a strenuous hiking trip. This 
mountain (13,675 feet high) and Mauna Kea 
(13,825) to the “aorth and outside the park 
boundaries are the two tallest peaks in the Islands. 
The Kilauea section of the Park has an elevation of 
four thousand feet and is only thirty miles from 
Hilo, principal port of the Big Island and second 
largest city in the Territory. An interesting side 
trip on the way to the volcano is to turn south 


at Keaau for a tour of the beautiful primitive 
Puna section, Green Lake, etc.

ree -ation between Honolulu and the largest 
e d (Hawaii) facilitates its inclusion in every 
ee t itinerary, and its massive, dormant volcano, 
eae is one of the major attractions of the 
pee Island group. The population of Maui 
Wa 600) is small in comparison to its size, and this 
ie accents the “unspoiled” atmosphere that 
yervades the isle. It is rural and, at the same time, 
sophisticated. Maui is also important from. an 
industrial standpoint, its commercial activities 
including stock-raising in addition to the major 
industries, sugar and pineapples. 


Maui is connected with Honolulu and with the 
main islands of the group by steamship and air- 
plane services, raido-telephone, wireless and 
regular U. S. air-mail routes. It is about 70 miles Phone: 3 W 238 
from Honolulu, an overnight trip by steamer or a = 
little over an hour by passenger plane. There is 
a steamship service from Honolulu to Maui 
almost daily; the airplane schedule is daily. 
Second largest island of the group, Maui has an 
area of 728 square miles. Two main ports are 
at Lahaina and Kahului. The air-ports are at 
Maalaea, about six miles from Wailuku, county 
seat and tourist center, and at Hana. 


A vast mountain—the world’s largest dormant 
volcano—dominates the eastern section of the 
“Valley Island.” This crater is 10,000 feet high 
and has a circumference at the summit of 21 miles. 
It is well named Haleakala (House of the Sun) 
because sunrise and sunset, viewed from its rim 
“at the top of the world,” are among the grandest 
spectacles in all Hawaii.

on the south by Chile. The country is divided 
topographically into three zones; the coast strip, 
with an average width of 30 miles; the Sierra, 
or Uplands, lying between the coast range of 
mountains and the Andes proper; and the forest 
or wooded region called Montana. The coastline 
extends to about 1,400 miles. 

The climate varies greatly according to the 
altitude. Along the Pacific coast it is tropical, 
cool all the year around on the inland plateaux, 
and very hot in the eastern Amazon district. The 
coast is at times cool in the winter when heavy 
fogs roll inland from the Pacific. From November 
to April is the dry season, whereas the wet season 
lasts from May to October. 

Peru has an area of 482,133 sq. miles, including 
all the territory east of the Andes, and on the 
headwaters of the Amazon. The population of 
Peru was estimated at 6,500,000 in 1936, of which 
600,000 were White. The ruling class is of 
Spanish descent and is believed to number 500,000, 
and probably more than 1,000,000 are of mixed 
blood or Asiatic in origin. There are also about 
25,000 Japanese and Chinese. Although Roman 
Catholicism is the religion of the Republic, the 
Constitution guarantees complete religous liberty. 
Elementary education is compulsory and free. 
There were 5,000 elementary schools, both private 
and State-aided, with 513,314 pupils in 1936. 

Production & Industry: Approximately 80% 
of the inhabitants are employed in farming, 
although the oil and mining industries have ex- 
panded greatly in recent years. Nearly 4,000,000 
acres of land in the irrigated sections of the coastal 
region and in the mountain areas are under cultiva- 
tion. The chief agricultural products are cotton, 
sugar, coffee, wool, hides, and skins. Cotton pro- 
duction in 1935 totalled 230,856 metric tons of 
raw cotton and 86,175 metric tons of ginned 


cotton. Copper and petroleum are the chief 


minerals exploited. Iron deposits are large; it is 
estimated that the Government-owned field at 
Marcona has about 500,000,000 tons, Gold is 


widely found, even in the rivers, but transport and 
labour difficulties hinder mining, From the islands 
In the Pacific about 150,000 tons of euano are 
taken annually,

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Astounding progress has been seen in the 


lopment of the manufacturing industries in Peru, 
Wool manufacture has increased in the last few 
years. The tanning and shoe industries are pro- 
ducing a satisfactory grade of footwear at low 
prices. The Peruvian Portland Cement Company 
is now operating a large plant. It is estimated that 
British capital invested in the country amounts to 
£26,550,070. American capital invested in Peru, 
approx. $124,000,000. 

Foreign Trade: The total value of the foreign 
trade in 1937 was 600,646,000 soles ($151,363,000 
U.S. currency), an increase of approx. 13% as 
compared with 536,313,000 soles (£€133,524,000) 
in 1936. Imports amounting to 235,206,000 soles 
were 17.3% larger, and exports totalling 365,440,- 
000 soles were 9% more than in 1936. The 
volume of exports increased only 0.6%, but the 
tonnage of imports was 2.2% larger than in 1936. 
Imports from Japan were 2.9% larger in 1937 but 
the total value of Japanese goods imported in Peru 
was only 3.4% of the total as compared with 3.9 
in 1936. 

Callao, the chief port and the main approach to 
the capital of Peru, is 8 miles distant from Lima, 
with which city it is connected by many modern 
transportation facilities. The distant towers of 
Lima’s churches and hills make a pleasing sight 
as the vessel enters the harbour. A ship of the 
N.Y. K. puts in to Callao monthly, as does the 
Pacific Steam Navigation’s craft. 

Lima, the picturesque capital of Peru, is located 
on the banks of the Rimac, 8 miles from Callao, 
its chief harbour. Principal places of interest are: 
Plaza de Armas, Cathedral, Palacio Torre-Tagle 
(housing the Ministry of Foreign Affairs), Ex- 
position Palace, National Museum, new Inca 
Museum, San Marcos University founded in 
LS SubS Taos 

Pisco, an important seaport 130 miles south of 
Callao and serving an agricultural hinterland, is 
also a port of call of the N. Y. K. Line. 

Mollendo, serving as Arequipa’s port (107 
miles), is the terminal of the Southern Railway 
as well as the principal gateway to Bolivia. The 
city has a population of 10,000 people, and it is a 
port of call for N. Y. K. vessels on the South 
American Route. The harbour has good facilities 
for handling cargo.
